District.  Huler  Hornbeck,   Chief  of  Land  Management,  reported  on  tnis  suFjeci,  stating  that 

the  General   S<~rvices  Administration  and  the  bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  notified  the  District  thai 
that  the  subject  property  of  76  acres  has  been    determined  surplusand  that  the  Dictr'r ct  was  requested  to 
consider  filing  an  application.      Access  to  :he  property,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said,   is  aero-,'-  District  property 
thrgugh  Tildcn  Regional  Park  before  getting  to  the  private  road  which  provides  conrrolled  access  to  the 
area.       Mr.  Hornbeck  said  there  were  o  number  of  housing  units  on  the  property,  v/hich  had  been 
occupied  by  military  families,  but  that  these  were  largely  beyond  repcir.        Mr.  Hornbeck  also 
reported  that  ihe  County  School   Department  is  interested  in  using  the  site  for  an  environmental  school 
program  under  an  interagency  agreement,  v/hich  is  currently  being  studied.      Mr.   Hornbeck 
recommended  that  the  Board  authorize  filing  on  application  for  the  property.      Director  Woolridge 
ad  to    file  on  application  for  the  76  acres,  v/Mch  motion  was  seconded  by  Directors  Harberts  and 
jer.      The  following  resolution  was  accordingly  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

Approval  of  agreement  (Memorandum  of  Understanding)  with  Co  1  iromJa_^F^^nnent_of_Fi^       . 

ancTGome  re:    Cooperative  Fish  Planting  Program.       Chris  Nelson,   Chief  of  rhe  Interpretive 
Department;  reported  on  this  subject,  urging  the  Board  of  Directors  to  approve  an  agreement  with 
the  State  Deportment  of  Fish  and  Game  to  continue  a  cooperative  fishing  program  at  District 
water  facilities.      The  agreement  provides,  Mr.  Nelson  said,  that  the  District  will  stock  at  least 
as  many  pounds  of  fish  each  year  as  the  State  does,  and  that  the  District  will  use  funds  derived 
from  its  fishing  permit  sales  to  purchase  fish  and  to  cover  incidental  expenses.       The  agreement, 
Mr.   Neison  said,  was  for  a  five  year  period,  and  the  District  is  not  obligated  to  match  the  plants, 
pound  for  pound,  during  the  first  year.       Mr.  Nelson  also  indicated  that  this  agreement  would  not 
include  De!  Valie  reservoir,  as  this  is  a  State  v/ater  project  facility,  and  that  any  fish  plants  there 
would  be  handled  by. the  Department  of  Fish  end  Game,  without  the  District's  having  to  make  plants 
ot  this  reservoir.         Because  the  sale  of  fishing  permits  finances  the  District's  portion  of  the  program, 
Mr.  Nelson  said,    there  will  be  no  great  financial  burden  on  the  District  in  entering  into  the  agree- 
ment and  asked  thai  it  be  approved.      On  motion  of  Director  Badger,  seconded  by  Directors  Haley 
and  Cogswell  ,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

Hayward,  be  accepted  for  the  Briones  Water  Pump  and  Potable  Water  Supply  Installation.      Mr. 
Crutcher  explained  that  although  the  Vukasin  bid  totalled  $18,950  several  items  were  listed  by  unit 
prices  and  the  bid  document  provided  that  the  District  could  delete  these.      Mr.  Crutcher  stated  that 
ih,,;c  ■■■)..'■'■':  ^  dons  ■  y  '■     ■  '  .    >re  :-...ro:r'c-'!y  .

District  Counsel  Black  reviewed  the  bid  documents  and  stated  that  the  staff  action  to  reduce  the 
bid  was  legal  and  on  motion  of  Directcr  Macdonald,  seconded  by  Director  Vv'oolridge  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

These  were  os  roliow3, 
with  the  PD&C  estimate  at  $15,000:     V.  N.  Vukasin,  hayward  -  $18,950;    West  Valley  Construe 
Hon  Co.,   Lcs  Gates  -  $24,210;    and  M.G.M. Construction  Co.,   Concord  -  $25,942.

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(c)     Allocation  of  funds  for  STEP  Program  supervision  and  related  projects.      Before  Gcry  Ogg's 

report  on  the  Step  Program  President  Blurnberg  referred  the  Board  to  a  letter  from  the  District 
Counsel,    Donn  Black,  relative  to  force  account  work  on  this  project.      Mr.  Black's  letter  in  part 
stated  that   "  in  all  probability  there  would  be  some  parts  of  the  development  process  which  are 
logically  separate  units  of  work  of  a  value  of  under  $2,000,  in  the  sense  that  they  would  nor 
normally  be  contracted    out  as  a  part  of  one  overall  prime  development  contract"  and  that  the 
Board  can  "elect  to  pursue  development  by  force  account  upon  a  showing  by  staff  that  the  project 
can  be  accomplished  for  less  in  that  manner  than  pursuant  to  the  bids  and  that  the  Step  Program 
would  mcke  such  a  showing  quite  possible". 

Gary  Ogg,  Personnel  Manager,  reported  on  the  STEP  Program,  stating  that  if  the  District  utilized 
this  program  it    would  cut  down  the  labor  costs  and  that  the  Richmond  area  of  H.R.D.  guarantees 
that  they  can  come  forward  with  Parchester  Village  residents  that  can  aid  in  the  construction,  with 
j  variety  of  skills  available  in  Parchester. 

Director  Cogswell  asked  how  the  program  would  be  funded.      Mr.  Trudeau  advised  that  this  would 
come  from  the  project  amount  that  has  been  authorized  by  the  federal  government   through  their 
program,  with  the  District's  $35,050  matched  by  HUD  funds.      Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  $15,050  of 
the  $35,050  District  funds  came  from  a  private  donation,  and  $20,000  from  District  tax  funds. 
Mr.  Crutcher,  Chief  of  Plans,  Design  and  Construction,  said  the  STEP  Program  would  be  adaptable  to 
the  project,  with  the  grading  to  be  done  by  force  account  end  contracting  for  the  paving  and 
plumbing  and  the  toilet  structure. 

Director  Badger  commented  that  the  program  sounded  very  good  and  especially  since  people  who 
Hve  in  the  area  would  be  working  on  the  project  and  made  the  motion  to  approve  the  STEP  program. 
Director  Wcolridge  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Crutcher  stated  that  the  first  phase  of  the  project  has  been  budgeted  at  $70/100  and  that  it  is  the 
intent  to  complete  the  phase  within  those  funds.      Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  while  staff  is  not  ready  to 
go  out  to  bid  at  this  point  in  time,  some  of  the  grading  work  and  landscaping  construction  such  as 
picnic  tables  and  benches  and  the  children's  play  area  can  move  forward  now. 

President  Blurnberg  commented  that  although  he  was  sympathetic  would  the  idea,  he  was  not  sure  that 
this  could  be  done  under  the  Public  Resources  Code  and  felt  that  the  intent  of  the  Code  was  so 
written  to  prevent  ihe  District  from  doing  this  and  until  such  time  as  the  legislature  raises  the 
amount  that  can  be  done  by  force  account,  that  perhaps  the  lav/  v/as  being  broken.        Director 
Badger  commented  that  he  was  concerned  about  this  point  and  although  he  would  like  to  see  the 
project  go  forward,  withdrew  his  motion  to  go  ahead,  putting  it  over  to  the  next  meeting  and  hope 
that  steff  could  come  up  with  specific  items  that  could  be  worked  under  the  STEP  Program  and 
whether  it  would  be  permissible  without  repercussions. 

Director  Harberts  stated  that  it  was  this  item  that  prompted  him  to  vote  "no"  on  items  (a)  and  (b), 
that  he  actually  had  no  objections  to  extending  the  lease  for  one  year,  nor  to  a  plan  that  the  people 
who  are  going  to  use  the  park  helped  devise.        Director  Harberts   commented  on  specific  points 
in  General  Manager  Trudeau's  memo  to  the  Board  on  this  subject,  stating  that  he  felt  it  amounted  to 
special  handling  of  a  so-called  regional  park,  yet  v/e  seem  to  think  of  it  in  the  philosophy  of  being 
the  private  property  of  a  particular  group.       Mr.  Harberts  said  that  this  was  not  his  concept  of  a 
re_g1pnaf  system.        General  Manager  Trudeau  commented  that  basically  the  project  began  as  a 
result  of  the  thinking  of  the  Parchester  Village  people    and  it  was  anticipated  that  this  v/as  the 
cornerstone  to  a  much  larger  type  park,  that  there  is  a  recreation  need  in  this  area  that  can  be  used 
basically  'cy  the  Parchester  people  but  a  I  so  by  others  and  is  not  restricted.      It  will  offer  job 
opportunities  for  people  from    the  area,  as  well,.  Mr.  Trudeau  said.      Funds  for  maintenance  of  the 
park  have  been  included  in  the  budget  end  reviewed  by  the  Finance  Committee  v/ho  found  no  fault 
with-it,  •'..,  , Trudeau  said. 

President  Blurnberg  asked  if  this  could  be  put  over  and  although  General  Manager  Trudeau  and 
members  of  the  Parchester  Village  group  urged  that  the   Board  approve  the  STEP  Program  at  this 
meeting,   it  was  the  decision  of  the  Board  to  put  the  matter  over  to  the  next  Board  meeting. 
President  Blurnberg  stated  that  there  were  seme  legal  points  which  needed  to  be  clarified  before  the 
Board  could  properly  act  in  the  matter.         Under  the  circumstance;,  this  subject  was  tabled  to  the 
next  Board  meeting.

11  .    Presentation  of  petition    by  residents  of  area  above  School  ior  the  Blind  proper^/  re:    Tire  Road. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  reported  that  the  Beard  had  seen  the  petition  on  this  and  that 
di-cussion  has  taken  place    between  the  District's   Fire  Chief,  Rich  Aronson,  end  the  Cityof  Oakland. 
Fire  Chief  Aronson  pointed  out  the  boundary  lines  of  the  District  property     behind  the  California 
School  r'.Ji  the  Blind  on  a  map  on  dkplay  in  the  Board  Room,  and  stated  that  the  Cily  of  Oakland  has 
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asked  the  District  to  install  a  fire  trail  in  the  open  space  from  Claremont  Avenue  to  Panoramic  Way 
because  of  the  extreme  fire  hazard.    Mr.  Aronson  stared  that  he  has  visited  the  site  with  the  Fire 
Chief  for  the  area,  as  well  as  with  judd  Boynton,  a  concerned  citizen,  and  that  they  have 
tentatively  agreed  upon  a  route     of  about  3300  feet. 

i 
Director  Badger  suggested  that  staff  come  up  with  more  details  and  a  cost  estimate,  bringing  it  back 

to  the  Board  at  the  next  meeting.    Mr.  Aronson  explained  some  of  the  construction  problems  and  the 

need  to  instali  a  culvert,  as  well  as  the  slide  problems,  and  suggested  that  a  soil  study  be  made  of 

the  area.    Mr.  Aronson  introduced    Fire  Chief  Mathews  from  Oakland  and  Chief  Silva  from  the 

U.C.  Radiation  Laboratory,  both  of  whom  supported  construction  of  the  fire  trail. 

District  Fire  Chief  Don  Mathews  in  Oakland  read  a  letter  from  the  Oakland  Fire  Department, 
expressing  their  desire  for  a  fire  trail    in  the  area,  with  the  last  paragraph  of  the  letter  reading  as 
follows: 

"The  City  of  Oakland  annually  programs  construction  of  firebreaks  and  trails 
throughout  the  Oakland  hill  area.      It  is  felt  that  participation  in  the  construction 
of  this  specific  trail  would  be  a  proper  expenditure  of  funds  designated  for  such 
use.      This  Department  would  recommend  expenditures  up  to  $2,000,  if  such  were 
needed,  subject  to  final  approval  of  the  City  Manager."

Mr.  Mathews  said  that  the  letter  was  approved  by  James  J.  Sweeney,  Chief  of  the  Oakland  Fire 
Department. 

In  discussing  the  cost  for  such  a  fire  trail,  Mr.  Crutcher,  Chief  of  Plans  Resign  and  Construction, 
stated  that  until  soil  tests  are  obtained  staff  has  no  idea  of  what  the  cost  would  be,  feeling  that  a 
thorough  study  be  made.

D.       BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD 

1 .         Presentation  by  Fred  Tamke,   Chairman,  Claremont-Elmwood  Neighborhood  Association,  re: 
Fire  Break,  Berkeley  OpenSpace  Area.       General  Manager  Trudeau  opened  the  discussion  on 
this  subject,  stating  that   there  were  two  points  of  view  in  terms  of  what  needs  to  be  done    and 
the  manner  in  which  it  is  done   in  the  Berkeley  open  space  area  on  a  fire  trail.    Mr.  Trudeau 
introduced  Fred  Tamke,  Chairman  of  the  Claremont-Elmwood  Neighborhood  Association,  stating  that 
he  was  very  active  in  asking  the  District  to  acquire  the  property  from  the  State  Lands  Commission,  hav- 
ing a  lot  to  do  with  the  spade  work  that  went  into  it.       Mr.  Trudeau  also  introduced  Joe  Engbeck, 
another  member  of  the  Association  in  attendance  to  support  the  Association's  stand  on  the  fire  trail. 

Mr. Tamke  in  his  presentation  to  the  Board,  stated  that  he  was  chairman  of  the  Claremont-Elmwood 
Neighborhood  Association,  and  his  residence  address  was  2970  Avalon  Avenue,  Berkeley.     He  stated 
that  the  Association  membership  consisted  of  more  than  350  families  in  the  Berkeley-Oakland  hill  area. 
Mr.  Tamke  stated  that  his  aroun  felt  they  had  a  stake  in  th'    '  >nd  above  the  R'ind  School  as  they  were 


so  concerned  and  active  in  asking  the  District  to  take  it  over..    He  stated  that  their  position  on  the 
present  situation  is  quite  simple  and  not  too  different  from. that  of  the  Panoramic  hill  people.    Mr.  ^ 
Tamke  stated  that  they  have  no  disagreement  on  the  fact  that    Panoramic  hill  needs  fire  access,  which 
they  have  needed  for  20  years  or  more. 

Mr. Tamke  stated  that  there  are  two  questions  which  they  raised:   (1)    How  much  do  they  already  have? 
There  is  the  Jordan  fire  road,  the  trail  from  Strawberry  Canyon,  and  the  existing  trail  coming  up  from 
Stonewall,  which  though  steep,  perhaps  could  be  altered.       If  indeed  further  fire  access  is  needed, 
Mr. Tamke  said,  their  position  is  that  this  seemed  to  be  a  decision  that  was  laid  out  and  made  by    the 
Panoramic  hill  people,  and  that  it  seemed  to  them  that  further  consideration  should  be  given  to 
possible  alternative  routes  that  wouldn't  have  the  visual  pollution  that  the  particular  route  selected  for 
the  fire  trail  seemed  to  them  to  have. 

Mr.  Tamke  said  it  was  his  understanding  that  part  of  the  trail  would  be  in  a  known  slide  area,  with  a 
possible  need  for  soil  tests,  that  the  $2,000  cost  for  the  trail  seemed  ridiculously  low  for  a  trail  which 
needed  culverting  and  that  previous  planning  hadn't  been  done  by  the  District  staff  prior  to  the  Board's 
decision.      Mr.  Tamke  also  called  attention  to  a  plan  the  association  is  developing  for  a  park  which 
would  utilize  the  blind  school  property  and  the  District's  property  behind  and  other  parcels  of  land  to 
give  a  finger  of  green  land  going  into  a  very  urbanized  area,  connecting  with  Tilden  park. 

President  Blumberg  thanked  Mr.  Tamke  for  his  presentation  and  as  Judd  Boynton,  representing  the 
residents  of  the  Panoramic  Way  area,  was  also  present  at  the  meeting,  Mr.  Blumberg  suggested  that 
the  representatives  of  both  organizations  meet  in  another  office  with  Acting  Assistant  General  Manager 
Jerry  Kent,  Fire  Chief  Rich  Aronson,  and  a  member  of  the  planning  staff,  to  see  if  this  could  be 
resolved  between  them.        The  representatives  of  the  two  groups,  together  with  staff  members  and 
the  Fire  Chiefs  retired  to  another  office  in  the  building  to  try  to  work  out  a  solution  and  the  Board 
President  turned  to  the  next  matter  of  business  before  the  Board. 

2.         Presentation  of  relief  map  of  Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park  by  Eagle  Scouts,  Fremont  Troop  Ml4. 
Wes  Adams,  Park  Manager  for  Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park,  introduced   Eagle  Scout  candidates 
Michael  Gourley  and  Steven  Gaeger  of  Scout  Troop  'H14  of  the  City  of  Fremont,  and  the  parents  of 
Scout  Gourley,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  R.  Gourley.      Mr.  Adams  stated  that  the  two  Scouts  had  taken  the 
preparation  of  a  roliof  map  of  Coyoto  Hills  Regional  Park  as  their  conservation  project  for  the  Eagle 
Scout  merit  badge.      Mr.  Adams  stated  that  the  boys  took  about  four  months  to  make  the  map,  with 
everything  done  to  scale.      Mike  and  Steve  briefly  reported  on  the  project,  giving  credit  to  Bob 
Addington,  Park  Foreman  at  Coyote  Hills,  and  to  a  number  of  individuals  and  firms  who  donated 
time  and  material.      Mr.  Trudeau  also  commented  on  the  project,  stating  that  the  entire  District  staff 
was  impressed  and  that  the  boys  deserve  credit  for  a  first  class  job  all  the  way. 

Director  Cogswell,  who  has  spent  quito  a  bit  of  time  at  Coyote  Hills,   complimented  the  two  Scouls  for 
the  excellent  detail  and  suggested  that  the  relief  map  be  displayed  at  Coyote  Hills.      General  Manager 
Trudeau  agreed  that  it  could  be  displayed  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  SRI  building.      Director  Woolridge 
also  commented  that  in  his  ten  years  experience  with  the  Scouts,  none  have  taken  on  a  task  of  this  size 
to  get  their  Eagle  merit  badger  and  complimented  the  boys  for  reaching  Eagle  status.    Mr.  Woolridge 
said  that  only  a  small  percentage    make  Eagle,  and  that  the  boys,  in  addition,  have  made  a  name  for 

themselves.        Director  Cogswell  moved  for  a  resolution  of  commendation,  which  motion  was  seconded 
by  Director  Woolridge.      The  following  resolution  was  accordingly  adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 
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RESOLUTION  NO.  3786: 


That  Eagle  Scout  Candidates  Michael  Gourley  and  Steven  Garger,  and 
other  members  of  Scout  Troop  #114,  City  of  Fremont,  are  to 
be  commended  for  their  excellent  preparation  of  a  relief  map 
of  Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park  in  Southern  Alameda  County 
as  a  conservation  project  for  their  Eagle  Scout  Merit  Badge. 


3.      Approval  of  resolution  of  intent  with  the  Contra  Costa  County  School  Department  for  an 

Environmental  School  Camp  at  the  NIKE  Site  above  Tilden  Regional  Park.        Hulet  Hornbeck, 
Chief  of  Land  Management,  reported  on  this  subject,  stating  that  several  agencies,  other  than 
the  Regional  Park  District  had  some  interest  in  the  NIKE  Site,    the  main  one  being  the    Contra  Costa 
County  Superintendent  of  Schools  Office.      The  Schools  Office,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said,  feels  that  they 
may  be  able  to  develop  in  the  future  a  resident  outdoor  environmental  education  camp  or  something  of 
this  sort.       The  Federal  Government,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said,  has  asked  to  see  if  our  two  agencies  can 
work  together  on  a  project  of  this  kind,  and  that  the  Park  District  continue  to  file  the  application  to 
seek  title  to  the  property. 

Mr.  Hornbeck  asked  for  Board  authorization  to  notify  Contra  Costa  County  that  the  District  would  be 
willing  to   consider  that  if  a  resident  school  camp  can  be  developed  at  some  time  in  the  future  by  the 
Contra  Costa  County  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  District  would  not  stand  in  the  way  by  having 
title  to  the  property.       The  area  to  be  used  for  such  a  camp,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said,  would  be  several  of 
the  single  family  or  duplex  homes  that  could  be  made  liveable,  and  hopefully  the  balance  of  the 
buildings,  which  are  badly  damaged,  could  be  disposed  of.       The  Sixth  Army  and  the  Department  of 
Defense  have  been  asked  to  consider  destroying  the  buildings  which  are  far  beyond  repair,    he  said. 
The  City  Council  of  Richmond  has  also  asked  that  all  of  the  buildings  be  demolished,   General  Manager 
Trudeau  stated,  but  are  in  the  process  of  changing  that  to  only  some  of  the  buildings,  saving  those 
which  can  be  rehabilitated. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  said  that  the    Board  had  previously  agreed  that  the  idea  of  a  school  camp 
was  a  good  one,  provided    that  the  right  site  could  be  found.      Mr. Trudeau  said  there  was  an  excellent 
opportunity  here,  being  close  to  Tilden  and  the  Nature  Area.      Dr. William  Landis,  of  the  Contra 
Costa  County  School  Department,  and  the  Schools  Architect  have  toured  the  NIKE  Site,  and  agreed 
that  some  of  the  buildings  could  be  saved,  with  some  of  them  still  in  a  good  state  of  repair.       Dr. 
Landis  said  that  they  have  input  from  other  interested  County  agencies  indicating  that  if  the  site  is 
available  they  will  take  on  the  major  part  of  the  rehabilitation,  and  recommended  that  the  Board 
consider  this  as  a  very  positive  aspect. 

Dr.  Landis  explained  the  resident  school  program,  giving  good  assurance  that  the  residences  would  be 
rehabilitated  by  the  County  .     Director  Badger  moved  to  approve  the  concept  and  intent,  which  motion 
was  seconded  by  Director  Woolridge.       The  following  resolution  was  accordingly  adopted  by 
unanimous  vote: 


RESOLUTION  No.  3787:  That  the  concept  of  an  Environmental  School  Camp  at  the 

NIKE  Site  above  Tilden  Regional  Park  administered  and 
operated  by  the  Contra  Costa  County  School  Department  is 
hereby  approved,  as  a  compatible  use  of  said  site,  and 

That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  District  will  cooperate 
with  the  County  of  Contra  Costa  to  set  up  such  a  program/ 

After  adoption  of  the  above  resolution,   Director  Badger  re-emphasized  that  the  City  of  Richmond 
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be  requested  to  make  sure  that  the  buildings  are  not  all  completely  leveled.    Mr.  Badger  said  it  might 
be  helpful  to  the  program  if  some  of  the  buildings  could  be  preserved.       General  Manager  Trudeau 
said  that  he  would  follow  up  on  this  by    a  telephone  call  to  Ken  Smith,  Richmond's  City  Manager.

4.      POINT  PINOLE:  (a)    Approving  49  year  lease  with  State  Lands  Commission. 

(b)  Authorizing  proceeding  with  construction  and  allocation  for  District 
work. 

(c)  Approving  STEP  Program. 

(a)      General  Manager  Trudeau  commented  in  opening  the  discussion  on  Point  Pinole  that  the  problems 
which  prevented  the  District  from  going  ahead  at  the  last  -Board  meeting  have  been  resolved  and  that 
Dwight  Rettie,  head  of  the  HUD  program,  who  has  approved  this  project  under  the  Legacy  of  Parks 
will  be  at  the  meeting  later  to  make  a  few  comments  . 

Mr.  Hornbeck  reported  that  there  was  some  concern  about  several  of  the  provisions  of  the  49  year 
lease  and  that  a  meeting  was  held  between  representatives  of  the  State  LandsCommission,  himself  and 
District  Counsel  Donn  Black,  regarding  these  provisions.  '       The  State  Lands  Commission,  Mr.  Horn- 
beck  said,  considers  that  they  hold  the  extensive  coast  of  California  lands  in  what  is  termed  a  trust 
and  because  it  is  a  trust  certain  things  occurring    on  these  lands       applies  to  all  the  citizens  of  the 
State.      Consequently,  the  State  Lands  Commission  has  to  deal  with  projects  differently    than 
individual  agencies  might  deal  with  them.       Mr.  Hornbeck  said  that  this  type  of  lease  has  been  used 
by  the  State  Lands  Commission  in  over  200  leases,  both   with  private  individuals  and  public  agencies 
and  is  the  standard  form  used  by  the  State. 

However,  on  the  matter  of  cancellation,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said,  this  is  one  area  that  the  Commission  has 
administrative  discretion  and  a    60  day  cancellation  notice  has  been  included  in  the  lease.    In  the 
absence  of  this  cancellation  clause,  the  District  would  have  had  an  on-going  lease  for  49  years,  Mr. 
Hornbeck  said.      On  the  mineral  rights,  reserved  to  the  State,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said  this  was  a  proper 
and  controllable  restriction  and  that  the  District  should  have  no  objection  to  this  restriction. 

District  Counsel  Black  in  reviewing  the  conditions,  stated  that  the  arrangemient  discussed  with  the 
officials  of  the  Lands  Commission  was  that  even  after  the  lease  is  entered  into,  it  will  certainly  be 
permissible  from  their  point  of  view  to  have  the  District  raise  the    points  in  question  to  see  whatever 
improvement  is  possible.       Director  Haley  moved  to  approve  the  49  year    lease,  which  was  seconded 
by  Director  Badger,  and  the  following  resolution  was    adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 

RESOLUTION  No.  3788:  That  a  49  year  lease  with  the  State  Lands  Commission  for 

161  acres  at  Point  Pinole  be  approved,  and 

That  the  President  and  Secretary  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  execute  such  lease  agreement. 

• 

After  adoption  of  the  resolution,   President  Blumberg  suggested  that  the  District  Counsel  and  the  Chief 
of  Land  Management  be  directed  to  continue  to  negotiate  with  the  State  Lands  Commission  in  an 
effort  to  correct  the  objectionable  features  of  the  lease.      Director  Haley,  seconded  by  Director 
Badger,  moved  that  the  resolution  include  this  feature,  and  the  following  was  added  to  the  resolution 
by  unanimous  vote: 

That  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to  pursue  the 
possible  change  of  terms  of  the  49  year  lease,  which  the 
District  staff  and  District  Counsel  find  questionable.

(b)     General  Manager  Trudeau  reported  that  the  second  part  of  this  was  the  revamping  of  the 
contract  documents,  based  on  Mr. Black's  legal  opinion,  and  the  Plans,  Design  and  Construction 
Department's  work  in  getting  ready  to  go  out  to  bid.      President  Blumberg  asked  if  the  Board  Members 
had  any  questions  on  proceeding  with  the  construction  at  Point  Pinole  under  a  three  phase  project, 
and  as  there  was  none,   Director  Woolridge  moved  to  proceed,  with  Director  Macdonald  seconding  the 
motion.         The  Board  accordingly,  by  unanimous  vote,  adopted  the  following  resolution: 


RESOLUTION  No.  3789: 


That  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to  advertise  for 
bids  for  general  improvements  at  Point  Pinole,  with  said  bids 
to  be  awarded  at  the  August  3  Board  meeting,  and 

That  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to  advertise  for  bids 
for  general  landscaping,  irrigation  and  miscellaneous  equip- 
ment to  be  awarded  at  a  September  Board  meeting,  and 

That  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to  accomplish 
grading  and  other  miscellaneous  items  by  force  account  as 
specified,  and  that  an  allocation  of  $5,570.00  be  approved 
for  this  purpose  to  come  from    funds  budgeted  for  this  project. 


(c)    Without  discussion  as  this  matter  had  previously  been  reviewed  by  the  Board  and  additional 
information  had  been  submitted  by  General  Manager  Trudeau,  President  Blumberg  asked  the  Board  to 
approve  the  STEP  Program  at  Point  Pinole.      On  motion  of  Director  Macdonald,  seconded  by  Director 
Haley,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 


RESOLUTION  No.  3790: 


That  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  and  directed  to 
execute  an  agreement  as  may  be  required  for  the  STEP 
Program  regarding  development  at  Point  Pinole. 


Representatives  of  Parchester  Village  and  the  STEP  Program  were  present  at  the  meeting  and  thanked 
the  Board  for  taking  this  forward  step  to  get  the  project  at  Point  Pinole  going.      The  Board,  likewise, 
thanked  the  representatives  for  turning  out  and  showing  their  interest  in  this  program. 

5.      Award  of  contract:    Phase  III  Anthony  Chabot  Camping  Complex.      Lewis  Crutcher,  Chief  of  the 
Plans,   Design  and  Construction  Department,  asked  for  acceptance  of  the  low  bid  of  $18,882.80, 
and  allocation  of  necessary  funds,  including  contingency.      On  motion  of  Director  Macdonald, 
seconded  by  Director  Woolridge,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by    unanimous  vote: 


RESOLUTION  No.  3791 


That  the  bid  of  Anderson  &  Guerrero,  San  Jose,    in  the 
amount  of  $18,882.80,  including  Alternates  ^2  and  ^6,  be

Following  adoption  of  the  resolution,  President  Blumberg  suggested  that  the  Board  consider  a  5% 
differential  be  granted  to  bidders  who  pay  taxes  within  the  District  over  bidders  from  outside  the 
District.      The  Public  Resources  Code,  President  Blumberg  said,  makes  no  distinction  and  that  it  was 
up  to  the  Board  to  make  such  a  determination.      President  Blumberg  suggested  that  the  Board  consider 
this  as  a  policy  matter  to  be  acted  upon  at  a  later  date. 


6*      Approving  waiver  of  entrance  fee  at  Shadow  Cliffs  for  1971 .  General  Manager  Trydeau- 

reported  that  a  lot  of  progress  has  been  made  at  Shadow  Cliffs  on  the  development  and  that 
Washington,  D-C.  has  approved  the  transfer  ef  the  34  feet  to  the  County  to  permit  theCounty  to  go  " 
ahead  on  the  widening  of  Stanley    Boulevard.       The  problem  of  getting  the  water  flowing  back  into 
the  lake,   Mr.  Trudeau  said,  has  also  been  resolyed  and  water  is  now  being  siphoned  into  the  lake  . 
Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  the  District  expects  the  park  to  be  ready  and    open  for  use  by  July  30. 

Because  the  development  will  not  be  complete,  although  the  beach  will  be  ready,  as  well  as  the  boat 
dock  and  concession  operator,  Genera!  Manager  Trudeau  recommended  that  the  Board  waive  the 
parking  fee  for  this  season  at  this  facility,  making  it  quite  clear  that  the  fee  will  be  applied  next 
season  when  the  bathhouse,  shelters  and  landscaping  are  completed.        Director  Woolridge  moved  that 
the  fees  be  waived,  publicizing  the  fact  that  fees  will  be  charged  next  year.      Director  Cogswell 
seconded  the  motion  and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 


RESOLUTION  No. 3792: 


That  the  parking  fee  at  Shadow  Cliffs  Regional  Recreation 
Area  be  waived  for  the  1971  season,  until  such  time  as  the

Foi Sowing  adoption  of  the  above  resolution  Director  Badger  suggested  that  staff  get  together  with 
members  of  the'  Livermore  Area  Recreation  and  Park  District  regarding  the  possible  acquisition  of  a 
strip  of  land  to  get  trail  access  from  Livermore  to  Shadow  Cliffs.      General  Trudeau  reported  that  this 
is  currently  being  considered. 

At  this  point  in  the  meeting  Director  Haley  excused  himself,  having  alerted  the  Board  President  that 
he  would  have  to  leave  at  3  p.m. 

7.      Establishing  fees  for  Camping  at  Anthony  Chabot  Regional  Park.    After  discussion  of  the  subject, 

Director  Harberts  moved  to  accept  the  staff  recommendation  to  establish  a  fee  of  $1 .50  per  car 
per  night  for  family  camping  at  Anthony  Chabot,  stating  that  this  was  temporary  and  would  be 
re-examined  by  the  Board  at  a  later  date.      This  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Cogswell  and  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote,  with  Director  Haley  absent. 


RESOLUTION  No.  3793:  That  the  following  fee     is    approved  and  established  for 

family  camping  at  Anthony  Chabot  Regional  Park,  until  such 
time  as  the  subject  of  fees  for  regional  park  facilities  are 
reviewed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Family  Camping:    Overnight    $1.50  per  car  per  night. 

Group  camping  fees  were  discussed  and  as  fees  for  group  camping  have  already  been  established  no 
official  action  to  change  these  was  taken  by  the  Board.    For  the  record,  group  camping  fees  were 
established  by  the  Board  in  June  1969,  to  be  effective  July  1,  1969  as  follows:

8.      Introduction  of  Interns  for  1971  .       In  the  absence  of  intern  Miss  Pat  McConahay,  who  could  not 
be  present  at  the   Board  meeting  due  to  a  family  death,  Personnel  Manager  Gary  Ogg  introduced 
the  interns,  stating  that  where    in  the  past  the  District  has  had  the  interns  get  together  for  various 
projects,  in  recent  years  it  was  felt  more  profitable  to  them  as  well  as  the  District  to  work  on  a  project 
within  their  own  department.      That  is  the  situation  this  year,  Mr.  Ogg  said,  and  introduced  the 
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following  interns:      John  Mott,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Penn  Mott,  Jr.,  interning  in  the 
Interpretive  Department;    Dave  McCormack,  intern  in  the  Plans,   Design  and  Construction  Department;  I 
Pat  McConahay,  who  was  absent,  working  in  the  Public  Information  Department;    Tom  Gray  and 
Lorraine  Gilbert  f  interns  in  the  Fiscal  Department;    Jim  Mullen,  working  in  the  Public  Safety  Depart- 
ment who  hopes  to  become  a  full  time  ranger;    Paula  Andrews  and  Bob  Tembeckjian,  both  of  whom 
were  out  in  the  field,  interning  in  the  Parks  Department;  and  Mike  Baron  interning    in  the  Land 
Management  Department.  This,  Mr.  Ogg  said,  was  nine  interns  with  a  tenth  one  to  be  carried 

for  six  months  coming  from  the  Netherlands,  a  landscape  architect  student,  to  be  assigned  to  PD&C 
in  November. 

Director  Harberts  questioned  the  criteria  for  selecting  interns,  noting  that  two  of  the  interns  were  from 
Syracuse  University,   New  York.      The  criteria  is  established  by  each  individual  department,  Mr.  Ogg 
said,  the  intern  is  paid  only  $60  a  week  and  is  doing  a  service  for  the  District.        Director  Harberts 
felt  that  interns  should  be  selected  locally,  or  at  least  from  within  the  State,  and  the  other  Directors 
agreed  that  this  should  be  remembered  In  the  future  selection  for  the  intern  program.       The  Directors 
agreed  that  this  was  no  reflection  on  the  persons  selected  and  that  they  were  highly  qualified  and  the 
interns  were  welcomed  aboard.

9.      Report  by  Finance  Committee  on  1971-72  budget  and  setting  schedule  for  work  session  and  public 

hearing.      Director  Woolridge,   Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  a  committee  of  three  and 
including  Directors  Badger  and  Cogswell,  reported  that  the  committee  and  staff  spent  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  working  on  the  new  budget  and  that  the  committee  is  proposing  that  two  weeks  hence 
the  Board  hold  a  work  session  of  the  Board  at  the  District  Headquarters.        Director  Woolridge  said  that  i 
copies  of  the  budget  work  papers  would  be  turned  over  to  the  other  Board  Members  for  their  study  and 
if  there  are  any  advance  questions,  Mr.  Weight  or  Mr.  Trudeau,  or  any  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee  will  try     to  assist  the  Directors  in  answering  them.        Director  Woolridge  stated  that  the 
August  3  Board  meeting  would  be  devoted  primarily  to  the  work  session  on  the  budget  and  that  a  very 
little  time  will  be  spent  on  regular  agenda  items,  and  only  such  items  as  are  absolutely  necessary  will 
be  on  the  August  3  agenda,  to  give  as  much  time  as  possible  to  the  work  session. 

Director  Woolridge  said  that  if  we  have  this  work  session  of  the  Board  and  resolve  this,  we  have  also 
come  forth  with  something  we  hope  that  the  Board  will  go  along  with  on  the  type  of  a  budget  that  will 
be  put  out  this  year.      It  will  be  a  concise,  consolidated  budget,  without  going  into  great  detail;  how- 
ever with  the  detail  available  at  the  office,  Mr.  Woolridge  said.         Mr.  Woolridge  stated  that  there 
will  be  one  form  of  the  budget  this  year,  not  a  long  form  and  a  short  form  as  previously. 

President  Blumberg  thanked  the  Board  Finance  Committee  for  the  more  than  35  hours  which  they  devoted 
on  the  budget.        Controller  Lowell  Weight  then  proceeded  to  distribute  copies  of  the  work  sheets  on  the1 
budget  to  the  Board,  describing  the  format  and  features.      Director  Badger  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  percentage  of  Increase  for  the  coming  budget  year  was  not  nearly  as  much  as  for  the  1969-70 
and  the  healthy  increase  of  the  1970-71  budget  years. 

Director  Woolridge  recommended  that  the  Board  approve  the  dates  for  the  work  session,  which  motion      » 

was  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald,  and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote, 
with  Director  Haley  absent.

General  Manager  Trudeau  acknowledged  receipt  of  three  communications:      (1)  Letter  from  the 
Hayward  Area  Recreation  and  Park  District  commending  acquisition  of  the  Garin  Ranch  and  requesting 
a  copy  of  the  master  plan  for  this  park  and. a  schedule  of  the  phase  development;    (2)  Letter  dated 
June  21,   1971  from  Paul  E.   Lanferman,  Alameda  County  Flood  Control  and  Water  Conservation 
District,  regarding  the  increase  in  costs  for  development  along  Alameda  Creek;    and  (3)  Letter  from 
the  California  Native  Plant  Society  regarding  Huckleberry  Trail. 

Mr.  Trudeau  explained  that  the  master  plan  for  Garin  Ranch  relates  to  the  acquisition  of  the  Meyers 
Sisters  property  on  which  negotiations  are  currently  underway  to  see  if  this  property  could  be  deeded  to 
the  District  sooner  than  provided  in  the  wills  of  the  Sisters.        Director  Cogswell  also  called  attention 
to  lack  of  communication  between  the  District  staff  and  HARD  regarding  trail  access  to  the  park.    Mr. 
Hornbeck  assured  Director  Cogswell  that  staff  is  in  contact  with  HARD  on  this  matter. 
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On  the  Lanferman  letter,  Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  it  was  suggested  that  Mr.  Lanferman  attend  the  public 
hearing  on  the  budget  to  state  their  case  and  that  a  meeting  has  been  set  up  with  Mr.  Lanferman  for 
July  21  to  discuss  the  additional  funding  that  is  needed  for  development  of  the  Coyote  Hills  trails.

General  Manager  Trudeau  reminded  the  Board  of  Wes  Adams  retirement  party  to  take  place  July  30, 
as  well  as  the  reception  qnd  open  house  sponsored  by  Don  the  Beachcomber  on  July  26  at  the  Brazil 
Room,  and  the  Senate  Local  Government  Committee  hearing  on  AB  925  in  Sacramento  on  July  27. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  called  attention  to  the  recognition  given  to  Lewis  Crutcher,  Chief  of  the  Plans, 
Design  and  Construction  Department,  by  the  City  of  Minneapolis.      Mr.   Crutcher  was  given  an 
"Achievement  Award  for  Environmental  Quality"  by  the  City  for  his  efforts  to  beautify  that  city. 

President  Blumberg  called  attention  to  the  forthcoming  conference  of  the  National  Recreation  and 
Park  Association,  October  19-22,  in  Houston,  Texas,  and  urged  Board  Members  planning  to  attend  to 
send  in  their  reservations  early. 

Director  Woolridge  urged  that  action  be  taken  promptly  to"  replace  the  two  redwood  tanks  at  Anthony 
Chabot  and  Las  Trampas  Regional  Parks  and  suggested  that  perhaps  this  could  be  handled  as  an 
emergency  item.

(a)  General  Improvements  -  Point  Pinole.      Lewis  Crutcher,  Chief  of  Plans,   Design  and 

Construction,  covered  this  subject,  stating  that  bids  for  the  general  development  and  the 
landscaping  at  Point  Pinole  had  been  opened    at  10  a.m.    this  date,  and  explained  a  complica- 
tion where  a  bidder  dropped  a  bid  into  the  District's  mail  slot  at  7:30  in  the  morning  for  the 
landscaping  work  and  as  bids  are  normally  received  through  the  regular  mail,  staff  failed  to 
include  this  bid  with  the  regular  opening.       It  was  not  until  the  bidder  called  to  see  how  the 
bids  went  that  it  was  discovered  that  the  bid  had  been  received,  Mr.  Crutcher  said,  and  the 
complication  was  the  fact  that  he  was  the  low  bidder.

That  the  sum  of  $9,075  is  hereby  allocated  for  said  purpose, 
with  $2,630  assigned  to  Capital  Project  No.  8-73  and 
$6,445  assigned  to  Capital  Project  No.  8-34,  from  funds 
included  in  the  budget  for  both  tanks.

E.     WORK  SESSION  ON    1971-72  FISCAL  BUDGET 

General  Manager  Trudeau  announced  that  by  Board  action  a  public  hearing  on  the  budget  would  be 
held  Tuesday,  August  10,  commencing  at  7:30p.m.  at  the  District  Headquarters,  with  the  public 
invited  to  give  testimony  or  make  comments  on  the  budget  at  that  time. 

President  Blumberg  turned  the  meeting  over  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee,  Director  Clyde 
Woolridge,  stating  that  the  committee  worked  more  than  35  hours  on  the  proposed  budget.    Mr. 
Woolridge  briefly  reviewed  the  format  of  the  proposed  budget. 

Of  primary  concern  to  the  Directors  was  $90,000  budgeted  for  a  Transportation  System  in  Redwood 
Regional  Park  listed  on  pag_e  16  of  the  proposed  budget.      The  clarify  the  meaning,  this  was  retitled 
"Transporation  Improvements "^by  Board  action,  on  motion  of  Director  Blumberg,  seconded  by 
Director  Haley.        However,  President  Blumberg  commented  that  any  internal  transportation  system 
in  Redwood  Regional  Park  should  be  a  policy  decision  as  this  represents  a  major  change  in  one  of  the 
parks.   General  Mgr. Trudeau  stated  that  this  relates  to  the  Legacy  of  Parks  program  and  hopefully  the 
Federal  Government  will  match  this  with  a  grant,  and  that  the  final  decision  will  rest  with  the   Board. 

Director  Harberts  questioned  budgeted  funds  for  "kiosks''at  Briones,  Redwood  and  Sunol.     It  was 
explained  that  these  were  entrance  buildings  dr  shelters  which  would  provide  some  entrance  control, 
and  the  higher  cost  for  the  structure  at  Redwood  was  due  to  a  number  of  problems  relating  to  the 
entrance  at  thai  park,  and  would  include  gates  and  signs. 

Director  Haley  questioned  what  action  is  being  taken  to  repair  District  residences  .    Acting  Asst. 
General  Manager  Jerry  Kent  reported  that  the  residence  committees  are  working  on  this  now  and 
will  set  priorities  for  repairs  and  renovations  and  work  out  new  agreements  which  will  come  before  the 
Board  at  a  later  date.      The  budget  included  $11,243  in  the  budget  for  residences,  with  these  funds 
derived  from  rentals. 

Jerry  Kent  also  explained  the  $25,000  budgeted  for  "turbidity  program"  at  Cull  Canyon.    He  stated 
that  staff  has  been  working  on  two  different  approaches  for   clearing  up  the  water  in  the  swimrrurig 
lagoon  at  Cull  Canyon,  either  by  a  filtering  or  chemical  system  and  originally  it  had  been  planned 
for  both  Cull  and  Don  Castro.      Mr.  Kent  said  it  was  the  Finance  Committee's  recommendation  that 
this  be  done  one  at  a  time  and  to  develop  the  system  before  it  is  tried  at  Don  Castro. 

Director  Macdonald  questioned  the  elimination  of  $5,000  originally  earmarked  for  Ohlone  Water  at 
Sunol  and  moved  to  have  it  put  back  in  the  budget.      This  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Haley, 
but  the  matter  was  tabled  by  motion  of  Director  Harberts,  seconded  by  Director  Woolridge,  and 


prior  to  adjournment  of  the  meeting  ,  it  was  the  Board  decision  to  add  this  item  to  the  budget  which 
would  provide  for  a  10,000  gallon  water  tank  at  Camp  Ohlone  for  a  positive  emergency  and  drinking 
water  supply. 

The  Board  questioned  $25,000  budgeted   for  general  development  at  Wildcat  Canyon,  with  Jerry  Kent 
commenting  that  this  would  provide  minimal  development  to  take  care  of  the  requirements  of  the  City 
of  Richmond  and  is  required  as  part  of  our  agreement  with  the  City  of  Richmond  in  turning  over  their 
300  acres  in  Wildcat  Canyon  to  the  District.    The  City  of  Richmond  conducts  at  day  camp  at 
Alvarado  Park,  Mr.  Kent  said  .      The  $25,000  will  provide  a  water  supply,  utilities  and  surfacing 
of  the  road  to  get  in,  Mr.  Kent  said.      Mr.  Trudeau  also  commented  that  this  development  is  part  of 
the  Legacy  of  Parks  program  for  which  the  District  filed  for  matching  funds  and  therefore  should  not 
be  deleted  from  the  budget. 

Director  Macdonald  questioned  $50,000  budgeted  for  a  District  Master  Plan,  page  17.    Chairman 
Woolridge  commented  that  the  District  has  been  committed  for  a     number  of  years  on  a  over-all 
master  plan    for  the   District.      President  Blumberg  also  commented  that  AB  925,  the  District's 
proposed  tax  measure  currently  before  the  Legislature,  provides  for  a  5$  tax  increase  for  two  years, 
and  an  additional  5$  after  that,  providing  the  District  has  a  master  plan. 

Director  Macdonald  also  questioned  $15,000  budgeted   for  a  Joint  BART  Study.    General  Manager 
Trudeau  explained  the  purpose  of  the  joint  study  and  the  Board  delayed  action  on  this  item  to  the 
end  of  the  meeting  at  which  time,  on  motion  of  Director  Blumberg,  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald, 
it  was  deleted  from  the  budget  by  the  Board.       General  Manager  Trudeau  stated  that  a  representative 
from  BART  will  be  at  the  public  hearing  August  10  to  make  a  presentation  to  the    Board  on  this  matter. 
President  Blumbeirg  commented  that  this  was  more  in  the  nature  of  city  park  business. 

The  Board  also  discussed  the  $18,000  budgeted  for  a  prototype  snackstand,  page  17,  and  on  motion 
of  Director  Blumberg,  seconded  by  Director  Haley,  this  figure  was  reduced  by  $8,000  and  changed  to 
$10,000.  ' 

Director  Harberts  commended  the  committee  and  the  staff  and  observed  that  the  General  Manager 
did  come  in  with  a  tight  budget,  which  was  raised  by  the  Committee.      Mr.  Harberts  also  called 
attention  to  the  reduction  of  personnel  and  commented  briefly  on  salaries  for  Department  Heads 
and  other  District  personnel.        General  Manager  Trudeau  indicated  that  salary  negotiations  will 
begin  shortly  with  the  union  representatives.  v 

The  point  was  also  brought  out  that  the  General  Manager  and  the  committee  trimmed  $1,600,000 

from  departmental  budget  requests,  with  the  budget  totaling  $8,589,620,   including  $2,279,785 

in  rebudgeted  items  for  land  acquisition  and  capital  improvements  as  carry-overs  from  previous  years. 

The  Board  was  reminded  that  the  public  hearing  on  the  budget  will  take  place  August  10.     Director 
Harberts  moved  for  approval  of  the  proposed  budget  as  adjusted,  which  motion  was  seconded  by 
Director  Macdonald,  and  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  the  budget  was  approved  tentatively 
pending,  of  course,  the  public  hearing  on  August  10.        General  Manager  Trudeau  had  reported 
that  if  there  are  no  serious  setbacks,   formal  action  on  the  Budget  would  be  taken  at  the  August  17 
Board  meeting.

H.     GENERAL  MANAGER'S  AND  BOARD  COMMENTS 


General  Manager  Trudeau  reported  on  the  progress  of  AB-925  in  the  State  Legislature,  stating 
that  the  bill  passed  the  Senate  Local  Government  Committee,  with  several  amendments  added, 
and  that  as  soon  as  the  revised  bill  is  available,  copies  will  be  sent  to  the  Board  as  well  as  to 
the  citizens  committee. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  reported  that  Wes  Adams'  retirement  party  was  well  attended  and  that  Wes  was 
very  pleased  with  the  chain  saw  which  had  been  given  him.      Mr. Trudeau  thanked  the  Board 
Members  and  staff  who  contributed  toward  the  gift  and  retirement  party. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  commented  that  the  Citizens  Committee  for  More  Parklands  was  a  little  short  of 
funds  and  invited  Board  Members  to  contribute  to  this  fund  if  they  wished.

B.        OPEN  SPACE  UTILIZATION  OF  BARTD  SYSTEM 

Mr.   Burns  Cadwalader,   Chairman  of  the  People  for  Open  Space  Committee  on  BARTD 
made  a  presentation  on  the  recreational  potential  of  BARTD  surplus  properties  and 
"rights-of-way"  through  use  of  slides  and  a  large  map.     Mr.   Cadwa'ader  described  a 
preliminary  study  made  by  POS  In  1969,  which  urged  a  joint  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District  and  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  study  on  the  use  of  these  properties  for 
hiking  and  bicycling  trails. 


Mr.  Cadwalader  requested  the  Board  not  only  restore  the  $15,  000  allocated  for 
the  potential  recreational  study  which  the  Board  deleted  at  its  August  3  work 
session,   but  asked  that  the  allocation  be  doubled.     Mr.  Cadwalader  said  BARTD 
had  refused  to  allocate  funds  for  the  study  since  they  felt  it  was  not  their 
responsibility  to  act  in  such  a  capacity  since  they  were  a  transporting  agency 
and  not  in  the  recreation  field,   but  indicated  that  BARTD  officials  felt  they  could 
donate  $15,  000  worth  of  staff  time  towards  the  project.     He  stressed  the  fact  that 
the  participation  of  the  Regional  Park  District  was  needed  to  develop  such  a  plan 
of  action  and  hoped  that  a  joint  task  force  could  be  organized.     He  also  said  he 
thought  Federal  or  State  grants  might  be  possible,   if  District  funds  could  be  provided. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  said  he  believed  the  study  should  be  undertaken,  indicating 
that  if  District  funds  were  not  voted  for  a  separate  study  that  the  project  was  important- 
enough  to  include  as  part  of  the  District's  forthcoming  master  plan  study. 

;  Directors  took  the  subject  under  advisement. 

C.  MOTORCYCLE  CLUBS 

Mrs.  Marjorie  Gills  was  spokesman  for  the  Citizens'  Council  on  Motorcycles  in 
requesting  an  allocation  of  funds  be  set  aside  in  next  year's  budget  for  a  mechanical 
park. 

Since  her  groups  supported  and  worked  for  the  District's  tax  increase,  she  said  it  was 
hoped  funds  could  be  set  aside  to  accommodate  motorcyclists.     Mrs.   Gills  said,  that 
2,000  acres  would  be  needed  in  each  county  to  serve  the  70,000  dirt  riders  in  the 
two  counties.    She  said  there  has  been  an  increase  of  25%  in  the  number  of  registered 
bike  riders  and  an  estimated  65%  to  70%  of  norr registered  bike  riders. 

If  Assemblyman  Eugene  Chappie's  bill  is  approved  she  said,   it  will  mean  the  establishment 
of  an  additional  $6  fee  for  licensing  of  off-the-road  motorcycles.     One  half  of  the  fee 
would  be  utilized  for  the  development  of  State  trails  and  the  other  half  would  be 
allocated  to  cities,  counties  and  recreation  and  park  districts  on  a  three  to  one  matching 
basis  for  development  of  motorcycle  facilities.      Hopefully,   the  District's  budget  will  be 
flexible  enough  next  year  to  take  advantage  of  this  additional  fee,   if  the  bill  is  passed. 

President  Blumberg  asked  about  criteria  in  the  selection  of  a  mechanical  park  site  and 
asked  Mrs.   Gills  if  she  and  her  organization  would  help  in  developing  such  criteria. 

D.  AFSCME  REPRESENTATIVE  THUESEN 


Victor  Thuesen,   representing  the  American  Federation  of  State,  County  and  Municipal 
Employees,  with  which  District  Union  employees  are  affiliated,  argued  that  adopting 
a  budget  allowing  only  some  5  per  cent  for  a  cost-of-living  pay  increase  will  leave 
no  room  for  real  collective  bargaining  when  Local  1675's  contract  expires  with  the 
District  on  December  31,   1971  . 
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He  objected  to  the  statement  in  the  proposed  budget  by  Lowell  Weight  praising 
the  economic  benefits  derived  from  the  use  of  temporary  employees  rather  than 
permanent  employees.     He  said  the  only  valid  reason  for  hiring  temporary 
workers  was  for  seasonal  work  and  Mr.  Weight's  reasoning  could  lead  the  Union  to 
seek  minimal  levels  in  future  contracts. 

President  Blumberg  informed  Mr.  Thuesen  he  was  getting  into  an  area  that  involved 
labor- management  negotiations  and  reminded  him  that  the  Board  of  Directors  was 
a  policy  making  Board  and  that  the  hiring  of  personnel  was  strictly  a  staff 
responsibility. 

Mr.   Thuesen  also  indicated  that  the  Union  felt  that  calendar  year  negotiations 
were  not  in  keeping  with  the  District's  mandatory  fiscal  year  budgets. 

There  were  no  other  members  of  the  audience  who  wished  to  speak  on  the  budget. 

E.  SAFETY  CONSULTANT  r 

Director  Woolridge  commented  that  in  shifting  of  budgeted  funds,    the  $3,600  for 
the  use  of  a  Safety  Consultant  somehow  had  not  been  included  and  said  that  the 
Finance  Committee  had  unanimously  recommended  this.     Controller  Weight  said 
that  funds  for  the  Safety  Consultant  had  been  in  the  Public  Safety  budget,   but 
that  these  funds  were  supposed  to  have  been  transferred  to  the  non-departmental 
budget,   but  evidently  were  not  included  there.     President  Blumberg  pointed  to 
the  savings  the  District  has  had  under  the  State  Compensation  System  when  the 
District  had  a  Safety  Consultant.    The  Directors  agreed  that  the  $3,600  should  be 
included. 

F.  MEMORY  OF  CHARLES  KNIGHTS 

There  being  no  other  business  the  Board  adjourned  with  a  minute  of  silence  in 
memory  of  Charles  Knights,   long-time  District  supporter,  who  died  yesterday. 
Mr.   Knights  will  long  be  remembered  for  his  donation  of  a  grove  of  redwood 
trees  in  Tilden  Regional  Park  and  also  for  his  care  of  these  trees.

D.     BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD 

As  a  courtesy  to  Senator  Peter  Behr,  John  Sutter  and  Colonel  V.  Rathburn,  the  Board  did  not  follow 
the  sequence  of  the  published  agenda.    However,  these  minutes  of  the  meeting  follow  the  printed 
sequence  of  the  agenda. 

1.    ADOPTION  OF  1971-72  FISCAL  BUDGET: 


(a)    Presentation  by  Colonel  Vinton  Rathburn  of  Corps  of  Engineers  re:    Alameda  Creek. 

Colonel  Rathburn,   Deputy  District  Engineer  for  the  San  Francisco  Corps  of  Engineers, 
addressed  the  Board  regarding  the  need  for  additional  funding  for  the  Alameda  Geek  trail  project 
on  which  the   Board  had  previously  authorized  an  expenditure  of  $108,000.      Colonel  Rathburn 
explained  that  costs  have  risen  15%  resulting  in  a  $30,000  increase  in  cost  of  the  project, 
requiring  the  District  to  put  up  half. 

Colonel  Rathburn  stated  they  were  prepared  to  go  to  contract  in  December  on  the  recreational 
development,  to  open  bids  in  January  and    award  the  first  part  of  February  1972    and  that  if  this 
time  schedule  was  followed,  funding  would  be  required  now.        Colonel  Rathburn  offered  to  delay 
the  project  until  July  of  1972,  so  that  if  AB  925  is  passed  by  the  State  Legislature,  new  tax 
money  could  be  used  for  this  project,   leaving  the  current  funds  available  for  other  purposes. 
This,  he  said,  was  an  option  the  District  could  take. 

Director  Harberts  recalled  that  when  his  predecessor  cast  the  deciding  vote  to  originally 
participate  in  the  project   the  construction  figure  v/as  $75,000,   last  year  it  was  $108,000  and 
that  we  are  now  asked  for  another  $15,000,  and  if  the  District  delays  another  year,  it  will  be 
looking  at  another  increase.      At  some  time,  he  said,  the  Board  will  have  to  brace  itself  and 
that  he  would  vote  against  this. 
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Colonel  Rqthbum  explained  that  the  District's  total  contribution  was  $142,000  representing 
$108,000  in  cash  and  a  contribution  of  land  by  the  Flood  Control  District  .    $15,000,  he  said, 
would  take  care  of  increased  cost  projections.      Colonel  Rathburn   also  stated  that  the  Corps  is 
reappraising  the  land  in  light  of  current  values  around  the  area,  which  will  work  to  the  District's 
advantage.     If  the  money  gets  so  tight,  he  said,  they  can  work  on  a  basic  contract  with  additives. 

Director  Macdonald  moved  to  have  the  $15,000  put  back  into  the  budget,  which  motion  was 
seconded  by  Director  Cogswell .  By  unanimous  vote  the  $15,000  was  added  to  the  $108,000 
already  budgeted  for  the  Coyote  Hills  project. 

Colonel  Rathburn  then  exonerated  the  District  of  any  blame  for  delays  in  the  proposed  dredging  of 
Alameda  Creek  for  small  boat  use  and  a  marina.      He  stated  that  a  letter  had  been  sent  to  the 
Alameda  County  Public  Works  Director,  Herbert  G.  Crowle,  advising  that  the  Corps  was  cancel- 
ling out  the  comprehensive  study  of  the  Bay  and  possible  marinas  because  of  lack  of  funds.    The 
study,  Colonel  Rathburn  said,  could  proceed  under  a  107  study,  which  can  be  authorized  by  the 
Corps,  based  upon  a  letter  and  the  assurances  from  a  local  entity.      The  Colonel  stated  that  all  of 
the  data  which  the  Corps  has  prepared  to  date  has  been  turned  over  to  the  consulting  firm  retained 
by  the  District  to  do  a  master  plan  for  Coyote  Hills.      He  also  stated  that  it  is  his  understanding 
that  the  Flood  Control  District  is    going  to  request  a  107  study  and  the  District,  if  it  so  desired, 
could  file  a  concurrent  application.         Colonel  Rathburn  said  that  this  would  be  a  broad  study, 
covering  all  alternatives  and  it  may  turn  out  that  a  better  site     might  be  found  for  a  small  craft 
marina. 

Director  Woolridge  moved  that  this  be  referred  to  staff  for  study  to  bring  in  a  report.      This  motion 
was  seconded  by  Director  Cogswell  and  the  Board  by  unanimous  vote  referred  the  matter  to  staff. 

(b)    Presentation  by  John  Sutter  re:    BART  Joint  Study  .  Oakland  Councilman  John  Sutter  made 

a  presentation  before  the  Board  urging  District  participation  in  a  joint  study  on  the  use  of 
BART  rights-of-way  for  hiking  and  bicycling  trails    and  surplus  properties  as  potential  staging  areas- 
Mr.  Sutter,  former  President  of  People  for  Open  Space.       At  the  time  the  BART  public  transit 
system  was  approved,  Mr.  Sutter  sc?d,   little  or  no  consideration  was  given  upon  its  impact  on  parks 
and  recreation.      Mr.  Sutter  estimated  that  a  study  by  a  consultant  would  cost  about  $30,000  and 
felt  that  the  BART  Board  could  be  persuaded  to  contribute  half,  with  the  Park  District  providing  the 
other  $15,000.      Mr.  Sutter  pointed  out  some  of  the  potential  of  the  proposed  study  as  it  relates  to 
the  Park  District,  with  the  South  Hayward  station  within  hiking  distance  of  the  Garin  Ranch,  the 
Orinda  Station  close  to  the  San  Pablo  dam  area  and  EBMUD  property  shown  in  their  master  plan  to 
be  open  space,  the  Coliseum  Station  near  San  Leandro  Bay,    and  the  Fremont  Station  adjacent  to 
a  whole  system  of  trails  throughout  the  southern  Alameda  County    area. 

Mr.  Sutter  stated  that  the  proposal  was  approved  in  principle  by  the  District's  trails  committee 
about  a  year  ago  and  that  they  thought  they  had  the  District's  staff  support  on  this  and  that  their 
job  was  to  convince  the  BART  people  of  the  acceptability  and  desirability  of  the  study.     If  the 
District  does  not  appropriate  the  $15,000  for  the  Regional  Park  District  porrion  of  the  study,  Mr. 
Sutter  said,  the  study  would  never  go  ahead. 

Directors  Macdonald  and  Bacger  commented  that  since  the  BART  stations  are  located  in  cities 
the  rights-of-way  would  lend  themselves  very  nicely  for  linear  parks  or  city  parks.  However 
Director  Woolridge  commented  that  BART  is  a  regional  system  and  would  require  a  regional  study. 

Director  Blumberg  suggested    that  staff  time  be  authorized,  but  no  funds.    Mr.   Sutter  stated  that 
the  District  staff  has  other  priorities. 
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Director  Cogswell  moved  that  the  District  somehow  find  $10,000  to  be  placed  in  the  budget  for 
a  study  of  the  BART  rights-of-way  and  excess  property  for  park  and  recreation  purposes,  contingenr 
upon  an  equal  contribution  from  BART  or  other  appropriate  agencies.         Director  Cogswell 
stated  that  he  reduced  the  sum  from  $15,000  to  $10,000  because  he  was  not  satisfied  that  theEasr 
Bay  portion  of  the  study  would  cost  $20,000  and  secondly,  he  felt  that  there  ought  to  be  some 
input  from  the  cities  involved,  even  though  he  recognized  the  difficulty  in  getting  that  many  citie: 
together  on  a  committee.    Hopefully,  he  said,  they  would  contribute  to  the  study.     Director 
Woolridge  seconded  the  motion. 

When  Chairman  Blumberg  called  for  a  vote,  the  Board  approved  the  addition  of  the  $10,000  to  the 
budget  for  the  BART  study  by  a  4  to  3  vote,  with  Directors  Badger,  Harberts,  Cogswell  and 
Woolridge  voting  for  and  Directors  Blumberg,  Macdonald  and  Haley  voting  against  the  item. 
Mr.  Sutter  thanked  the  Board  for  adding  the  item  to  the  budget  and  said  the  next  step  would  be  to 
convince  BART  to  do  likewise. 

(c)  Review  of  changes  proposed    by  Directors  since   Finance  Committee  report.     General  Manager 
Trudeau  explained  the  changes  suggested  since  the  Finance  Committee  report.    These  included: 

adding  $5,000  for  the  Ohlone  water  system,  $3,600  for  a    safety  consultant,   cutting  $8,000  for 
a  prototype  snackstand,  plus  the  additions  approved  above:  $10,000  for  the  BART  study    and 
$15,000  added  to  the  Coyote  Hills  project.      Director  Woolridge  moved  for  approval  of  the  change:, 
which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Harberts  and  by  unanimous  vote  the  adjustments  to  the 
budget  were  approved. 

(d)  Adoption  of  budget.       Director  Haley  moved  to  approve  the  budget,  with  the  changes,  which 
motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Woolridge  and  by  unanimous  vote  the  Board  adopted  the  resolutic; 
noted  below. 

During  the  discussion  of  the  budget,  Henry  Clarke,  Business  Agent  for  EBRPD  Local  Unit  1675, 
spoke  up  several  times,   commenting  that  the  union  was  disturbed  at  the  budgetary  procedures  and 
the  fact  that  they  did  not  have  sufficient  time  to  study  the  budget  prior  to  the  public  hearing  on 
August  10.      He  stated  that  the  union  matter  should  take  precedence  over  some  other  priority  items 
and  suggested  that  one  half  of  the  funds  set  aside  for  land  purchase  and  improvements  should  be  pur 
in  an  undistributed  reserve,  until  their  union  negotiations  are  completed. 

Mr.  Clarke  also  stated  that  the  comments  of  Legislative  Analyst,  A.Alan  Post,  were  completely 
irrelevant  and  prejudiced  and  that  staff  should  be  instructed  to  remove  them  from  the  introductory 
comments  of  management  in  the  budget.       Mr.  Clarke  stated  that  references  to  Mr.  Post's  analysis 
"stink"  and  have  no  bearing  in  the  relationship  of  the  union  with  the  Board  in  terms  of  negotiations 
Mr.  Clarke  also  commented  in  reference  to  use  of  temporary  workers  rather  than  full  time 
permanent  workers,   terming  this  as  "scab  labor"  and  exploitation  of  people  at  low  wages  with  no 
fringe  benefits  and  that  the  union  does  not  agree  with  this  type  of  anti-union  philosophy. 

Mr.   Clarke  also  stated  that  it  should  be  made  clear  to  the  State  Legislature  that  the  Regional  Park 
System  is  the  best  in  the  area,  if  not  in  the  State,  and  can  stand  on  its  own  two  feet  and  that  it 
should  not  be  necessary  to  go  to  Sacramento  like  beggars  for  the  kind  of  tax  necessary  to  continue 
to  build  these  kinds  of  parks  that  the  great  majority  of  the  people  in  this  region  will  support.     The 
District  can  stand  on  its  own  two  feet  and  that  the  District  has  nothing  to  apologize  to  the  people 
in  terms  of  this  Park  District^,  Mr.  Clarke  said. 
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Chairman  Blumberg  interrupted  Mr.   Clarke  on  a  number  of  occasions,  staring  that  some  of  Mr. 
Clarke's  remarks  were  out  of  order  and  suggested  that  Mr.  Clarke  not  repeat  himself  or  elaborate 
but  to  make  his  points. 

Mr.  Clarke  in  closing  commented  that  presenting  a  budget  document  as  complicated  as  this  to  the 
public  a  couple  of  days  before  the  ^ublic  hearing  and  then  to  have  the  second  and  final  public 
hearing  a  week  later  was  like  drawing  up  a  budget  practically  in  secrecy.      Director  Badger 
interrupted  Mr.  Clarke,  stating  that  he  resented  the  implication  about  secret  operations  and  thai- 
he  has  always  been  on  the  side  of  labor,  but  did  not  like  this  kind  of  harangue. 

The  resolution  approving  the  budget  and  adopted  by  unanimous  vote,  on  motion  of  Director  Haley, 
seconded  by  Director  Woolridge,  as  noted  on  page  4  of  these  minutes,  is  recorded  below:

(e)    Setting  tax  rate  for  1971-72.       Copies  of  the  proposed  resolution  setting  the  tax  rate,  prepare-: 

by  District  Counsel  Donn  Black,  were  distributed  to  the  Board,  and  following  reading  of  the 
resolution  by  President  Blumberg,  on  motion  of  Director  Haley,  seconded  by  Director  Woolridge, 
the  following  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

2.      Approval  of  revised  District  liability  insurance  coverage.       President  Blumberg  commented  that 

the  Board  had  previously  approved  a  resolution  of  changing  the  District's  liability  coverage,   but 
at  the  time  the  names  of  the  new    insurance  carriers  were  not  available.     Accordingly,  on  motion  of 
Director  Woolridge,  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by 
unanimous  vote:

That  the  application  for  liability  insurance  with  American 
Fidelity  Fire  Insurance  Co.,  American  Reinsurance  Co., 
Pacific  Insurance  Co.  and  United  States  Aviation  Insurance 
Co.  be  approved  and  that     execution  of  deductible  agreemen- 
by  the  President  and  Secretary  be  authorized. 


NOTE:    For  the  record  the  Deductible  agreement  reads  as  follows:         It  is  hereby  understood  and 
agreed  that  the   East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  will  reimburse  the  American  Fidelity  Fire 
Insurance  Company  for  the  first  $250  each  occurrence  (Bolidy  injury  and  Property  Damage 
Combined)  that  the  Company  is  obligated  to  pay  under  policy  No.  FGL  82-383-1067-674. 

The  terms  of  the  policy,  including  those  with  respect  to  (a)  the  company's  rights  and  duties  with 
respect  to  the  defense  of  suits  and  (b)  the  Insured's  duties  in  the  event  of  an  occurrence  apply 
irrespective  of  the  application  of  the  deductible  amount.    The  company  may  pay  any  part  or  all 
of  the  deductible  amount  to  effect  settlement  of  any  claim  or  suit  and,  upon  notification  of  the 
action    taken,  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  shall  promptly  reimburse  the  company  for  such 
part  of  the  deductible  amount  as  has  been  paid  by  the  company. 


3.    Approval  of  agreement  with  Dr.  Thomas  Poulter  at  Coyote  Hills.     General  Manager  Trudeau 

had  advised  the  Board  that  the  agreement  with  Dr.   Poulter  was  the  same  as  previously  entered 
into,   calling  for  the  sum  of  $5,000  to  cover    his  services  for  the  regular  monthly     interpretive  open 
houses  at  the  Bio-Sonar  Laboratory  at  Coyote  Hills.       On  motion  of  Director  Badger,  seconded  by 
Director  Cogswell,  the  Board  by  unanimous  vote  adopted  the  following  resolution:

That  agreement  with  Dr.  Thomas  Poulter  for  services  at  the 
Bion-Sonar  Laboratory  at  Coyote  Hills  be  approved,  and 

That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  authorized  to  execute  saic 
agreement. 


4.    Approval  of  amended  agreement  -  Equestrian  Center  at  Anthony  Chabot  Regional  Park.     Chief 
of  Land  Management  Hulet  Hornbeck  reported  that  Mrs.  Yvonne  White  took  over  the  manage- 
ment  of  the  Equestrian  Center  following  the  death  of  her  husband  a  year  ago  and  that  she  has 
entered  into  an  arrangement  with  Mr.  James  Black  to  operate  the  boarder  barn.   Mr.  Hornbeck 
recommended  that  the  Board  authorize  amending  the  lease  agreement  for  the  District's  protection 
to  permit  a  lease  with  Mr.  Black  for  the  boarder  barn  and  with  Mrs.  White  for  the  rental  string 
operation.        On  motion  of  Director  Harberts,  seconded  by  Director  Haley,  the  following  resolutior 
was  accordingly  adopted:

That  an  amendment  to  the  agreement  for  operation  of  the 
Equestrian  Center  at  Anthony  Chabot  Regional  Park  be 
approved  to  permit  operation  of  the  boarder  barn  by  Mr.

That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  authorized  to  execute 
said  amendment  and  agreement  with  Mr.  Black,  and  subject 
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to  review  and  approval  of  the  District  Counsel  as  to  form  and 
legality  of  the  documents. 

5.     Progress  Reports:      (a)    Shadow  Cliffs,     (b)    Anthony  Chabot  Camping  Complex,      (c)    Las 

Trampas,     (d)    Point  Pinole  ,      (e)    Hayward  Shoreline  Study,     (f)  Coyote 
Hills  Aquatic  Park  Joint  Agency,  and    (g)    Nike  Site  near  Tilden  Regional 
Park. 
Lewis  Crutcher,   Chief  of  Plans,   Design  and  Construction  reported  on  the  various  park  projects  in 
which  his  department  is  involved,  stating  that    the  newly-opened  Shadow  Cliffs  area  near 
Pleasanton  is  a  happy  and  thriving  operation,  with  the  development  to  be  completed  by  mid 
September  and  the  County  to  be  awarding  contracts  for  the  entrance  channelization  and  widening 
of  Stanley  Boulevard  shortly  thereafter. 

Mr.  Crutcher  also  reported  that  the  camping  complex  in  Anthony  Chabot  Regional  Park  is 
scheduled  to  open  on  a  limited  basis  August  28  and  that  the  two  recently  awarded  contracts  are 
well  underway.      Rough  grading  at  Point  Pinole  has  been  completed,  Mr.  Crutcher  said,  and  the 
contractors  are  expected  to  start  the  general  work  and  landscaping  the  latter  part  of  August,  with 
a  completion  date  set  for  early  October. 

Mr.  Crutcher  also  reported  that  two  preliminary  studies  on  the  financial  feasibility  and  ecological 
impact  for  the  Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park  master  plan  have  been  completed  by  the  consultants  and 
good  progress  on  the  master  plan  is  being  made. 

Chief  of  Parks  Bob  Savattone  reported  that  lifeguards  are  on  duty  at  Shadow  Cliffs  until  8  p.m. 
or  later,   if  conditions  and  crowds  warrant.       The  Board  was  also  informed  that  bringing  up  the 
water  level  at  this  facility  was  a  long  and  slow  job.      It  was  also  reported  that  work  is  well  under 
way  on  the  new  water  tank  at  Las  Trampas. 

Chief  of  Land  Management  Hulet  Hornbeck  reported  that  work  on  the  10-mile    Hayward  Shoreline 
Study  is  progressing  slowly  and  cautiously,   covering  the  area  from  Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park  to 
San  Leandro  Creek.      The  study  is  concerned  with  public  access,  wildlife  protection,  feasibility 
and  other  factors,  with  the  District  contributing  staff  time  ,  with  some  of  the  goals  yet  to  be  defined. 

Mr.  Hornbeck  also  reported  that  the  application  for  the  surplus  NIKE  site  adjacent  to  Tilden  and 
Wildcat  Regional  Parks  is  in  progress,  involving  many  time-consuming  factors  .      More  than  12 
endorsements  of  the  District's  program  for  use  of  this  site  have  been  received  from  the  various 
school  districts  in  Contra  Costa  County.     Hopefully,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said,  the  private  agency  that 
is  involved  also  in  an  effort  to  acquire  the  property  will  be  tendered,  what  some  claim  to  be  a 
more  appropriate  site  for  the  type  of  use  that  they  are  proposing,  which  is  the  rehabilitation  of 
narcotics  addicts.      The  District  plans  for  use  of  the  site  are  for  hiking,  horseback  riding,  nature 
study  and  the  preservation  of  an  ecological  unit,  and  scenic  photography.     No  commitments,  he 
said,  have  been  made  otherwise,  and  use  of  the  property  for  educational  purposes  are  only 
possibilities.

6.     Authorizing  purchase  of  California  Highway  Patrol  Type  Vehicles  and  approving  budget 

adjustments  as  necessary.  Chief  of  Public  Safety,   Lawrence  Olson,   covered  this  subject, 
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requesting  permission  to  purchase  California  Highway  Patrol-type  vehicles  for  the  rangers,   instead 
of  the  medium  size  city-oriented  vehicles  now  in  use.      The  CHP  cars  were    made  especially  for 
peace-officer  work  and  although  the  cost   is    approximately  $300  per  vehicle  more,  their  road  life 
is  much  greater,  Mr.  Olson  stated.      Mr.  Olson  reported  that  at  the  present  time  ranger  cars  are 
turned  in  at  50,000  miles  and  that  the  CHP  cars  are  regularly  run  for  75,000  miles  and  auction  at 
from  $1000  to  $1300,  which  is  considerably  more  than  the  other  vehicles  bring. 

Director  Badger  moved  to  authorize  the  purchase,  v/hich  motion  was  seconded  by  Directors  Mac- 
donald  and  Woolridge.    The  following  resolution  was  accordingly  adopted  by  unanimous  vote,  with 
Director  Haley  suggesting  that  the  additional  funds  necessary  for  purchase  be  found  within  the 
budget  of  the  Public  Safety  Department. 


RESOLUTION  NO.    3807: 


That  authorization  to  purchase  California  Highway  Patrol 
type  vehicles  be  approved,  with  any  budget  adjustments 
necessary  to  be  made  in  the  Public  Safety  Department  budget 


7.     Discussion  of  Senate  Bill  107  and  adoption  of  resolution  approving  same  -  Wild  Rivers  Act. 
Senator  Peter  Behr,   State  Senator  from  the  4th  District,  appeared  before  the  Board  urging 
support  of  Senate  Bill   107,  known  as  the  Wild  Rivers  Bill,  which  has  passed  the  Senate  Natural 
Resources  Committee  and  the  Senate  Finance  Committee  and  is  currently  on  the   Senate  Floor  for 
reconsideration.       Mr.  Behr  said  that  the  bill  would  restore  to  the  Legislature  the  right  to    deter- 
mine if  and  when  there  shall  be  any  dams  constructed  on  either  the   Eel,  Trinity  or  Klamath  Rivers. 

Mr.  Behr  said  that  the  bill  had  widespread  support  from  just  about  every  sportsman's  and 
conservation  organization  in  the  State,  as  well  as  the  Orange  County  Board  of  Supervisors,   the 
City  Council  of  Los  Angeles,  most  of  the  neighboring  counties  to  Alameda,  and  the  editorial 
endorsement  of  the  Los  Angeles  Times,  the  Chronicle  and  the  Examiner.      Mr.  Behr  stated  that  the 
bill  is  not  without  opposition,  including  the  lumber  industry,   irrigation  districts,  the  Resources 
Agency  and  the  Metropolitan  Wafer  District. 

Senator  Behr  reviewed  the  flooding  problems  and  the  fact  that  high  dams  would  not  represent  flood 
protection  of  a  significant  amount.       After  further  discussion  on  motion  of  Director  Badger, 
seconded  by  Directors  Cogswell  and  Woolridge,   the  Board  by  unanimous  vote  adopted  the  following 
resolution  in  support  of  Senate  Bill   107. 


RESOLUTION  NO.    3808: 


That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District  endorse  Senate  Bill  107  (Behr)  -  The  Wild  Rivers  Act, 
restoring  to  the  L  gislature  the  right  to  determine  if  and  when 
there  shall  be  any  dams  constructed  on  either  the  Eel, 
Trinity  or  Klamath  Rivers.

COMMUNICATIONS 


Receipt  of  a  request  from  Carl  Rhodin  of  Glenview  District  Boy  Scouts  asking  for  parking  areas 
inside  locked  gates  of  various  youth  day  and  overnight  campsites  was  acknowledged  and   the 
problem  discussed.     Director  Woolridge  recommended  thatlhis  subject  be  given  consideration  by 
staff  to  see  if  these  groups  can  be  accommodated  in  some  manner. 

G.        GENERAL  MANAGER'S  and  BOARD  COMMENTS 
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General  Manager  Trudeau  advised  the  Board  that  the  Senate  was  in  recess  to  September  7 
so  that  action  on  AB  925  will  be  delayed  until  the  Senate  is  in  session  again. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  called  attention  to  the  Lake   Chabot  Fishing  Derby  awards  to  be  made 
on  Sunday,  August  22. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  called  attention  to  the  Del  Va  lie  steak  fry  September  21,  suggesting  the 
Board  Members  reserve  this  date,  as  invitations  are  being  sent  to  the  Board  by  Mr.  Benjamin. 

Director  Macdonald  suggested  that  some  consideration    be  given  regarding  a  plaque  at  Shadow 
Cliffs  giving  Kaiser  Company  credit  for  the  donation  of  the  land  and  the  firm  should  be  recognized 
for  this  valuable  addition  to  the  District. 

Director  Badger  brought  up  the  matter  of  a  discharged  employee's  request  to  appear  before  the 
Board.      President  Blumberg  acknowledged  receipt  of  the  request,  stating  that  he  had  refused  the 
request,  referring  the  matter  to  the  District's  Counsel,  feeling  that  this  was  in  violation  of  the 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  with  the  union  -  that  this  was  a  matter  for  management  and  not 
the  Board. 

A  lengthy  discussion  followed  with  Director  Badger  feeling  that  the  Board  should  be  receptive  to 
such  requests  and  should  not  be  shielded  from  them,  stating  that  it  was  at  the  Board  Member's 
discretion  to  open  discussion  if  they  so  desired.      Henry  Clarke,   the  union  representative,  also 
commented  that  the  union  wants  the  Board  to  listen. 

Discussion  on  this  matter  was  concluded  with  President  Blumberg  putting  the  matter  over  with 
consent  of  the  Board. 

G.    ADJOURNMENT 

As  there  was  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Board,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  4:45,  with 
the  Board  Residence  Committee  (Woolridge,  Haley  and  Badger)  going  into  a  short  session  to  discuss 
matters  relating  to  park  residences.

D.     FINANCIAL  STATEMENT 


President  Blumberg  requested  that  review  of  the  Year-End  Operating  Statement  be  put  over  until 
the  next  meeting,  because  of  the  field  trip  planned  following  adjournment  of  the  meeting.      As 
there  was  no  objection  on  the  part  of  the  other  Board  Members,  this  item  was  put  over  to  the 
September  21  Board  meeting. 


E.      NEW  BUSINESS 


Director  Harberts  asked  for  approval  of  the  agenda,  with  the  exception  of  Item  7,  which  motion 
was  seconded  by  Director  Woolridge.      Director  Badger  questioned  this  action  and  his  comments 
on  this  matter,  as  well  as  those  of  the  District  Counsel  and  other  members  of  the  Board  and 
audience  are  attached  and  made  a  part  of  these  minutes.      Director  Badger  had  specifically 
requested  that  his  comments  be  included.       By  a  vote  of  4  to  2  the  item  was  deleted  from  the 
agenda  and  the  matter  of  whether  or  not  the  District  was  complying  with  the  Memorandum  of 
Understanding  was  referred  to  the  Board  Personnel  Committee  for  review.      Directors  voting 
to  approve  the  motion  were  Woolridge,  Harberts,  Macdonald  and  Blumberg,  with  Directors 
Badger  and  Cogswell  in  favor  of  including  Item  7  for  discussion   at  today's  meeting. 

Following  the  above  action,  the  Board  moved  on  to  the  first  item  for  discussion  before  the 
Board  as  follows: 

1.    Presentation  by  Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters,   Inc.  relative  to  NIKE  site,  Tilden  Regional 
Park.       General  Manager  Trudeau  opened  the  discussion,  stating  that  following  procedures 
two  gentlemen  had  requested  to  appear,  which  was  granted  by  President  Blumberg,  and 
introduced  Dr.  Henry  Bruyn  and  Jack  Goldberg  representing  Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters,   Inc. 
to  the  Board. 

Dr.  Henry  Bruyn  of  the  Cowell  Foundation  Hospital  was  the  first  to  speak,  stating  that  he  was 
associated  with  the  program  which  is  directed  to  the  detoxification  and  rehabilitation  of  the 
problem  that  has  affected  the  national  and  the  Bay  Area  -  drug  abuse.      There  is  a  massive 
problem  in  the  Bay  area,  as  well  as  the  nation  as  a  whole  and  there  is  need  for  a  rehabilitation 
facility  closer  than  Mendocino  County.      Dr.  Bruyn  stated  that  the  NIKE  site  was  ideally  situates 
being  close  to  the  area  served  and  yet  isolated  by  adjoining  open  space.      The  task  of  refurbish- 
ing the  buildings  at  the  site  would  be  undertaken  by  Bridge  Over  Trouble  Waters,  he  said. 
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Dr.  Bruyn  said  they  have  and  are  in  contact  with  a  large  number  of  vestibule  intake  programs  in 
the  Bay  Area  and  that  they  could  probably  populate  a  resident  facility  with  over  200  individuals, 
if  they  were  able  to  open  one  tomorrow.        Dr.  Bruyn  expressed  mutual  interest  with  the  Park 
District  for  the  NIKE  site,  with  their  interest  directed  toward  the  buildings  on  the  site.    He  statec 
that  they   had  the  backing  of  a  most  impressive  number  of  organizations  and  are  closing  tied  to  th< 
drug  abuse  training  center  at  Hayward    State  College.     Dr.  Bruyn  asked  the  Board  for  a  feeling  or 
cooperation  with  their  effort  and  mutual  use  of  the  site,  with  both  interests  well  served.    He  said 
they  would  like  to  make  a  joint  application  to  the  federal  government  for  use  of  the  site,  with 
the  buildings  allocated  for  their  use  and  the  land  allocated  to  the   Park  District  for  park  and 
recreation  purposes.    Joint  use,  he  said,   is  urgent  and  immergent  and  might  even  be  called 
desperate. 

Harold  Lee  Halterman,  Rep.  Ronald  Dellum's  administrative  aide,  and  John  Meermans  of  the 
Alameda  County  Welfare  Department's  Staff  Development  Division,  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
proposal,  as  did  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Segal,  a  resident  of  the  Kensington  at^a.      Opposition  was  voice 
by  Mrs.   Lucille  Arnon,  also  of  Kensington.        President  Blumberg  also  asked  that  it  be  noted  in 
the  minutes  of  a  letter  from  Assemblyman  Ken  Meade  wholeheartedly  supporting  the  concept  of 
including  the  Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters  in  the  District's  application  for  use  of  the  abandoned 
NIKE  site. 

Jack  Goldberg,  Executive  Director  of  Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters,  read  a  list  of  organizations 
and  individuals  on  record  in  support  of  the  Bridge's  effort,  including  Senators  Cranston  and  Petris. 
In  response  to  questioning  by  Director  Woolridge,  Mr.  Goldberg  said  that  the  facility  would 
house  in  the  neighbor  of  200  patients,  who  would  live  on  the  site.      This,  he  said,  would  be  a 
progressive  program  with  many  of  the  patients  becoming  staff  as  they  progress.      Mr.  Goldberg 
in  response  to  questioning  by  Director  Blumberg  stated  that  the  Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters  was 
a  non-profit  private  corporation.      Director  Cogswell  also  inquired  as  to  the  "mutual  interest" 
that  Dr.  Bruyn  referred  to.      Dr.  Bruyn  clarified  the  point  by  saying  that  they  had  no    interest  in 
the  land  and  would  not  make  use  of  the  park  without  the  Board's  permission  and  control,  direction 
and  supervision.      The  buildings  would  be  rehabilitated  by  the  patients,   Dr.  Bruyn,  and  woula" 
be  turned  back  to  the  Park  District  in  the  not  too  distant  future.      Director  Cogswell  asked  if  ther 
was  any  real  advantage  to  locating  at  the  NIKE  site  and  Dr.  Bruyn  stated  there  was  real 
advantage  because  they  would  be  near  and  yet  far  from  the  metropolitan  area  they  hope  to  serve. 
Sending  clients  all  the  way  to  Mendocino  County  has  a  distinct  disadvantage,  he  said.  Dr.  Bruyn 
suggested  that  the  buildings  could  be  turned  back  to  the  District  in  about  five  years. 

Director  Macdonald  suggested  that  perhaps  the  Camp  Parks  property  which  was   recently  turned 
over  to  the  District  would  serve  their  purpose.     However,   Dr.  Bruyn  said  that  it  would  not  serve 
since  there  were  no  buildings  there  to  house  the  patients. 

President  Blumberg  suggested,  with  approval  of  the  Board,  that  staff  come  up  with  some 
recommendations.      Director  Badger  suggested  the  formation  of  a  committee  of  the  Board  and 
staff  to  come  up  with  some  suggestions  and  stated  that  he  would  be  glad  to  serve  on  such  a 
committee.        Director  Harberts  also  commented  that  when  this  matter  was  first  brought  to  his 
attention  it  was  from  Dr.  Bruyn  himself  and  because  Dr.  Bruyn  favors  the  program,  he  also  wantec 
to  be  on  record  in  favor  of  the  program,  provided  there  is  not  some  incapability  about  it  so  as 
to   jeopardize  eventually  the  District's  taking  over  the  site.      If  staff  can  see  some  resolution  of 
this  in  favor  of  this  group,   Director  Harberts  said  he  would  be  in  favor  of  it,  and  stated  that  he 
would  be  happy  to  also  serve  on  a  committee. 
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President  Blumberg  appointed  Directors  Badger  and  Harberts  to  represent  the  Board  on  a  commirtr 
to  meet  with  representatives  of  Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters,  and  District  staff  and  to  come  bac: 
to  the  Board  with  a  recommendation  at  a  later  date.

Inasmuch  as  information  on  the  above  items  had  been  sent  to  the  Board  in  advance  by  General 
Manager  Trudeau,  Director  Woolridge  moved  for  approval  of  the  four  bid  items  without  discussion. 
However,  Director  Badger  asked  that    (b)  the  Boardwalk  at  Jewel  Lake  be  acted  upon  separately. 
Director  Woolridge  amended  his  motion,  which  was  seconded  by  Directors  Harberts  and  Macdonalc. 
to  authorize  advertising  for  bids  for  (a),   (c)  and  (d). 

On  (b)  the  Boardwalk  at  Jewel  Lake,  Tilden  Nature  Area,  Director  Badger  asked  how  many 
lineal  feet  were  involved  and  questioned  the  high  cost  estimate  for  the  project.

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4.         Approve  agreement  with  Safety  Consultant  Gilbert  Rhodes.       Acting  Assistant  General 
Manager  Jerry  Kent  covered  this  subject,  reporting  that  since  Kirk  Collins  resigned  last 
year  as  Safety  Consultant  the  District  hasn't  had  a  really  effective  formal  safety  program  and 
recommended  that  Gilbert  Rhodes  be  retained  as  the  District's  Safety  Consultant  to  work  out  a 
program  where  Mr.  Collins  left  off.    Mr.  Kent  said  a  proposal  was  made  to  the  General  Manager 
and  in  turn  to  the  Board  to  adopt  a  modified  safety  program  involving  ten  points,  which  the 
Board  Members  received,  and  to  retain  Mr.  Rhodes  to  work  with  the  District  safety  committee. 
Mr.  Kent  introduced  Mr.  Rhodes  to  the  Board,  stating  that  the  District  was  very  fortunate  to  have 
Mr.  Rhodes  work  with  the    District.        Director  Woolridge  moved  to  approve  retaining  Mr.  Rhode 
which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Harberts.    District  Counsel  Black  asked  for  permission  to 
make  some  technical  changes  in  the  language  in  paragraph  8  (b)  of  the  agreement  relating  to 
the  liability  insurance,  with  which  the  Board  agreed.

5.     Approve  execution  of  Quitclaim  Deed,   Camp  Parks.      President  Blumberg  stated  that  a  copy 

of  the  deed,  as  weli  as  comments  of  the  District  Counsel  had  been  sent  to  the  Board. 
Director  Badger  moved  for  acceptance  and  execution  of  the  deed  and  said  it  should  be  spelled  our 
carefully  on  the  responsibility  of  the  Park  District  in  development  and  maintenance.    Mr.  Horn- 
beck  said  that  this  has  given  some  concern  to  make  sure  that  the  District  and  the  Board  and  staff    - 
are  covered  on  these  points.      The  District,  he  said,  would  have  an  on-going  responsibility  to 
set  up  some  sort  of  recreational  program  and  pointed  out  that  these  uses  are  anticipated: 

Hiking,  horseback  riding,  kite  flying,  possible  grass  hill  (carboard  slide  area)  and  scenic 
enjoyment.       No  intensive  devebpment  is  planned,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said,  at  the  present  time- 
Director  Badger's  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Cogswell  and  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

That  the  Quitclaim  Deed  for  Camp  Parks  property  be

President  Blumberg  suggested  that  a  committee  of  the  Board  and  staff  get  together  with  the  Valley 
Community  Service  District  that  encompasses  the  Camp  Parks  area  to  see  if  they  cant  come  up 
with  some  type  of  use  for  this  property  that  would  be  satisfactory  to  all  of  us.      To  questioning 
by  Director  Cogswell  Mr.  Hornbeck  conf-rmed  the  fact  that  the  minimal  uses  proposed  qualifies 
in  the  eyes  of  the  federal  government  for  making  public  open  space  use  of  this  property. 


6.      Approval  of  reclassifications  of  various  employees.       In  regard  to  the  wage-price  freeze 

put  into  effect  by  President  Nixon,  Mr.  Trudeau  stated  that  staff  has  been  keeping  a  close 
watch  on  statements  made  by  members  of  the  President's  Cost  of  Living  Council  and  in  most  cases 
their  interpretations  have  had  a  beneficial  effect  for  our  employees.      A  number  of  questions 
were  posed  to  Mr.   Dunn,   Deputy  Regional  Director  of  Emergency  Preparedness,  Mr.  Trudeau  saic: 
with  favorable  verbal  opinions  received  on  a  number  of  them. 

Two  categories  of  employees  affected  by  the  wage  freeze  are  the  36  employees  who  would 
normally  have  received  step  increases  during  the  90-day     period.      The  second  category  includes_ 
the  department  heads,  who  now  cannot  received  retroactive  pay  increases  in  January,  although 
if  the  freeze  is  lifted  after  the  90  days,  these  could  be  made  retroactive  to  November  13,   1971 . 
Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  the  reclassifications  recommended  in  his  memorandum  are  all  acceptable 
and  that  he  will  be  coming  to  the  Board  at  the  next  meeting  with  additional  reclassifications.. 

Personnel  Manager  Gary  Ogg  reported  that  these  reclassifications  were  included  in  the  approved 
budget  and  stated  that  two  Board  actions  were  required:      (1)  to  approve  the  4th  step  salary  range 
for  Ranger  Har.y  Brizee,  effective  July  1,   1971  and  that  of  the  new  position  of  Resource  Manage- 
ment Associate  at  a  salary  range  of  $954-1079,  effective  September  1,   1971. 


It  was  also  reported  that  Joe  Williams  was  reclassified  from  Plumber's  Helper  to  Plumber  for  a 
temporary  six  months  period,  effective  September  1,    1971,  but  it  was  determined  that  this  action 
by  the  General  Manager  did  not  require  Board  approval.

Excerpt  of  comments  by  Director  Paul  J.  Badger  and  others  relative  to  Approval  of  Agenda 

Item  7 


Director   Harberts:        It   is  not  unusual    for   legislative  bodies  such   as   this   Board  or   Councils 
of   Cities   to   approve   agendas  prior  to   taking   them   under   consideration  and,    therefore,    I 
move   to  approve   the   agenda,    with   the   exception  of  Item  7  and  move  that  that  item  be 
deleted  from   the  discussion. 

Woolridge:      I   second  the  motion. 

Badger:     Would  you  repeat  that  please. 

Harberts:     I  move  that  the  Board  approve  the  agenda  prior  to  its  consideration  today  with  the 
deletion  of  Item  7. 

Blumberg:      It  has  been  moved  and  seconded  that  we  approve  the  agenda  with  the  deletion  of 
Item  7. 

Badger:    I  would  like  to  speak,  since  it  was  I  that  asked  that  it  be  put  on  the  agenda. 

Blumberg:    Paul,  may  I  first  bring  up  a  reminder  to  the  Board  that  under  procedures,  yes,  you  can 
speak  on  this  item,  but  I  would  make  a  point  that  you  can  have  your  say,  but  if  there  are  some 
other  Board  Members  who  get  into  this,  you  have  another  situation  all  over  again. 

Badger:    Are  you  urging  other  Board  Members  from  getting  into  it  ? 

Blumberg:     I  am  just  making  the  statement  and  as  President  of  the  Board  I  think  that  all  of  these 
ramifications  should  be  looked  at. 

Badger:    Well,   I  put  it  on  the  agenda  and  I'd  first  like  to  make  the  statement  that  in  the  six  and 
one  half  years  that  I  have  been  on  the  Board  and  from  what  I  have  been  able  to  find  out  before 
that  for  almost  the  entire  history  of  the  District  this  is  the  first  time  where  the  Board  has  been 
asked  to  approve  the  agenda  in  such  a  manner.      I  would  conclude  from  this  that  this  was  done 
with  the  purpose  so  that  we  would  take  a  vote  and  the  matter  would  then  no  longer  be  discussed. 
I  also  in  this  same  thought  wonder  why  it  was  not  then  possibly  considered  for  an  Executive 
Session,  since  it  does  apply  to  personnel.       And  I  put  this  on  the  agenda  because  I  felt  that  the 
Articles  of  Understanding  with  the  union  did  not  preclude,  did  not  stop. . . . 

Blumberg:    We  are  getting  into  a  wider  area  of  discussion. 

Badger:    Now,   I  have  the  right  to  explain  my  position. 

Blumberg:      The  motion  is  on  the  floor,  Paul. 

Badger:    My  discussion  is  on  the  motion  and  I  think  Mr.  Black  will  bear  me  out.     I  have  a  right  to 
speak  on  the  question.       Is  that  right,  Mr.  Black  ? 

Black:    Yes,  on  the  question  which  is  whether  to  adopt  the  agenda  in  a  certain  form. 
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Badger:    All  right,  and  I  feel  that  the  Articles  ,  I  put  it  an  the  agenda  became  I  feel  that  the 

Articles  af  Understanding  -  the  warding  af  it,  did  nat  preclude  this  appearing  befare  the  Board. 

Blumberg:      Paul,  we  are  trying  to  figure  whether  we  are  going  to  have  it  an  the  agenda. 

Badger:    Mr.  Black  just  answered  you  that  I  have  the  right  to  speak  on  the  question.    Do  you  wish 
to  deny  me  that  right? 

Blumberg:    I  think  you  are  not  speaking  entirely  on  the  subject  of  the  motion. 

Badger:    Mr.  Black  has  just  made  the  statement. 

Blumberg:    It  isn't  my  understanding. 

Badger:    Well,   I  think  it  is. 

Black:    Mr.   Blumberg,   it  is  always  difficult  to  separate  procedural  and  substantive  parts  of  the 

question.      Now,  here  Paul  is  obviously  seeking  to  speak  whether  this  item  should  be  deleted. 
Now  he  requested  that  it  be  put  on  the  agenda  and  I,  therefore,  think  that  his  expression  of 
the  reasons  that  he  wanted  it  on  the  agenda,  so  long  as  they     don't  involve  a  discussion  of  the 
case  itself,  would  be  appropriate  comment  for  him  to  make. 

Badger:    Thank  you,  Mr.  Black.  As  I  say,   I  feel  that  the  Articles  of  Understanding  did  not  say 

that  this  individual  involved  could  not  come  before  the  Board.      I  realize  that  there  is  a  step 
that  the  person  could  have  taken  and  that  is  the  matter  of  arbitration,  but  the  person  apparently 
felt  that  going  to  arbitration  was  not  the  answer  that  she  wanted.     She  felt  that  the  Board  ought 
to  hear  this  and  I  just  wanted,  in  putting  it  on  the  agenda,   I  just  wanted  to  make  sure  that  the 
dismissal  of  an  employee  was  for  a  just  cause  and  not  for  the  whim  or  slight  of  some  department 
head.      I  personally  see  no  reason  why,  since  this  is  a  critical  item  and  since  it  does  deal  with 
the  morale  of  the  working  staff,  see  no  reason  why   if  it  cannot  be  put  before  the  Board  and  if 
the  individual  cannot  appear  before  the  whole  Board,   I  see  now  reason  why  it  cannot  be  heard 
in  Executive  Session,  where  she  could  appear  before  this  Board  in  a  closed  session.    This  is  my 
feeling  about  it.      I  think  in  all  fairness,    and  I  say  very  clearly,   this  is  why  I  placed  it  on  the 
Board.         I  talked  to  her  about  going  to  arbitration  and  I  suggested  that  she  take  this  step  to 
arbitration    and  in  the  discussion  she  felt  that  in  all  fairness  to  her,  she  would  like  to  take  it 
before  the  full  Board  and  oresent  her  point  of  view,  so  that  we  as  a  Board  have  a  chance  to 
weigh  both  sides  of  the  question. 

Harberts:    Well,   I  would  like  to  amend  my  motion  to  the  effect  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  refer 
certain  aspects  of  the  matter  to  the  Personnel  Committee  of  the  Board. 

Badger:      Mr.  Harberts,   it  has  already  been  to  the  Personnel  Committee  of  the  Board. 

Harberts:    I  am  on  that  committee  and  it  has  not  been  before  me.      And  when  I  say  certain  aspects 
of  the  case,   I  am  referring  to  a  determination  by  the  committee  whether  or  not  the  District  is 
complying  with  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding.        And  when  we  make  that  determination 
we  will  make  a  recommendation  to  the  Board. 

Blumberg:      Is  there  is  second. 
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Woolridge:    I  second  the  motion. 

Cogswell:  I  would  like  to  enquire,  then  on  the  modified  motion,  Mr.  Harberts,  that  this  would  not 
preclude,  if  you  find  that  the  District  has  complied,  wouldn't  preclude  it  being  placed  back  on 
the  agenda  at  some  future  meeting. 

Badger:    Well,  obviously  this. 

Harberts:    It  is  hard  to  say  what  some  member  may  in  the  future  do,  but  it  does  not  contemplate 
holding  a  hearing  for  this  employee. 

Cogswell:    Nor  does  it  deny  such  a  hearing. 

Harberts:    I  think  that  would  be  beyond  the  purview  of  that  committee. 

Badger:      The  committee  meeting  of  course  denies  this  person  the  right  to  appear  before  the  Board 
in  either  open  session  or  a  closed  session  and  the  committee  of  course  can  hear  both  sides, 
but  since  the  individual  wanted  to  appear  before  the  total  Board,  rather  than  a  fragmented 
part  of  the  Board,  or  a  committee  of  the  Board,  it  is  rather  disturbing  to  me  that  this  cannot 
be  done  by  this  individual.      Since  the  item  of  approval  of  the  agenda  came  up  so  quickly  and 
the  motion  and  the  seconds  were  so  ready,  I  am  a  little  disturbed  by  the  procedure. 

Blumberg:    You  have  heard  the  question  are  you  ready  to  vote.      All  in  favor  say  "aye". 

Directors  Woolridge,   Harberts  and  Macdonald  (and  the  Chairman)  voted  to  delete  the  item. 
Directors  Badger  and  Cogswell  voted  to  keep  the  hem  on  the  agenda. 

Theusen:      I  feel  compelled  to  ask  a  question  at  this  point.      Where  on  the  agenda  is  one  permitted 
to  speak. 

Blumberg:    You  are  out  of  order,  please. 

Badger:    He  has  a  right  to  ask  a  question. 

Theusen:    I  certainly  have  that  right.       |  am  a  citizen  within  this  District  and  I  have  a  right  to  know 

Blumberg:    You  are  out  of  order. 

Harberts:    May  I  answer  that  question  ?      The  reason  that  legislative  bodies  tend  and  not 

infrequently    to  do  this  is  to  put  the  audience  on  notice,  as  well  as  the  Board  Members,  the 
exact  content  of  the  agenda.      And  we  have  so  notified  the  public  and  have  done  them  a  favor. 
In  this  way  they  do  not  have  to  sit  to  the  end  of  a  meeting  only  to  find  that  an  item  will  not  be 
considered.      We  have,  therefore,   taken  this  action. 

Theusen:    But  my  question  is  very   simply  this:    When  does  one  under  the  way  this  agenda  has  been 
constructed,  have  the  right  as  an  individual  to  appear  before  this  Board  on  any  item? 

Harberts:     I  yield  to  the  parliamentarian. 
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Black:    With  respect  to  a  particular  substantive  matter  being  considered  by  the   Board,  it  has  been 
this  Board's  practice  to  recognize  members  of  the  public  who  desire  to  speak  on  those  matters 
as  each  is  being  considered  and  that's  the  idea  that  is  expressed  at  the  very  top  of  the  agenda. 
As  to  matters  which  are  not  on  the  agenda,   it's  up  to  the  Board  whether  to  have  public  discussion 
on  such  items.      There  is  no  formal  place  on  the  agenda  where  the  Board  entertains  comments 
from  the  pubic  on  matters  that  are  not  on  the  agenda  and  whether  the  Board  desires  or  not  to 
have  such  an  item  on  the  agenda,  or  such  a  time,  is  up  to  the  Board,  and  the  way  this  agenda 
stands  and  the  way  tha  t  the  agendas  in  my  experience  have  been  written  there  isn't  such  a  time. 

Black:    It  is  also  my  experience,  Mr.  President,   that  the  normal  procedure  the  Board  has  entertained 
for  bringing  such  matters  to  its  attention  is  for  persons  to  either  contact  the  General  Manager 
or  to  write  to  the  Board,  and  these  communications  are  generally    brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board  and  if  a  particular  Board  Members  desires  these  to  be  pursued  then  they  pursue  it. 

Badger:    Well  now  if  its  put  on  the  agenda  and  we  have  approval  of  the  agenda  and  then  its  taken 
off  the  agenda,  when  does  a  member  of  the  audience  speak  ? 

Black:    There  is  no  provision,  Paul,  for  the  public  to  speak  on  items  that  aren't  on  the  agenda,  so 
when  an  item  is  not  on  the  agenda,  the   Board  does  not,  unless  it  wants  to  ar -some  place  in  the 
meeting. .  . . 

Badger:      How  does  the  public  speak  to  this  Board,  if  the  Board  continues  to  take  an  item  off  the 
agenda.      How  do  they  present  it. 

Blumberg:      Paul,   I  think  that  the  individual  has  the  right  to  speak  to  any  one  of  the  invidiual  Board 
Members.       Whether  the  Board  as  a  whole  feel  they  should  bring  this  up  at  a  Board  meeting  is 
what  we  are  getting  to.      You  have  the  right  to  request  that  something  goes  on  the  agenda  at 
any  time  and  I  think  the  Board,  as  a  whole,  because  the  majority  rules,  also  has  the  right  to 
say  whether  they  want  to  hear  it. 

Badger:    I  recognize  that.      The  vote  apparently  was  a  2/3's  vote  which,  therefore,  apparently  took 
it  off  the  agenda.     But  again  I  must  repeat,   it  alarms  me  that  the  first  time  after  six  and  a  half 
years  that  I  know  of,  that  such  action  has  come  before  this  Board.      Mrs.  Lybrand  is  here  and 
I  think  she  knew  full  well  what  steps  she  was  requesting  to  go  before  the  Board. 

Blumberg:    Are  you  saying  it  should  go  before  the  Board  now. 

Badger:      No,  it's  already  been  voted  off,    I'm  merely  explaining  that  she  knew  full  well  the  risk 
she  took  in  appearing  before  this  Board,  but  she  felt  that  it  was  of  such  vital  interest  to  her 
to  appear  before  the  Board,  rather  than  go  to  arbitration.      Now,  since  it  has  been  taken  off 
the  Board  agenda  and  since  she  cannot  present  her  point  of  view,  nor  can  her  representative 
present  her  point  of  view  ,  is  she  permitted  now  to  go  back  to  arbitration,  or  has  the  deadline 
for  arbitration  been  passed? 

Blumberg:  Paul,  I  think  as  far  as  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding,  as  I  read  it,  is  concerned  the 
deadline  has  passed,  but  I  think  that  though  I  don't  know,  we  should  ask  our  attorney  whether 
we  could  or  whether  management  could  waive  this. 

Badger:    Whether  the  manager  or  this  Board. 
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Blumberg:    Whether  the  Management  could  waive  this. 

Thuesen:       I  think  we  are  getting  far  afield  here.     I  think  the  real  question  is:    In  any  public  agency 
and  I  think  you  should  ask  the  attorney  to  go  to  the  heart  of  this  question,     in  any  public  agency 
that  is  obligated  to  hold  a  public  hearing,  what  is  the  law  as  regards  individual  citizen's    rights 
to  speak  before  that  agency.     The  second  part  of  the  question  would  be  the  rights  of  an  employee 
of  that  public  agency     to  speak  before  the  Board,  notwithstanding  any  Memorandum  of  Under- 
standing.       But  I  am  asking  first  as  a  citizen  . 

Blumberg:    That  may  be  open  to  the  court's  interpretation,  maybe  that  is  where  it  should  be. 


Badger:    Let  Mr.  Black  speak  to  him  on  the  question. 

Black:     I  rendered  an  opinion  to  you  in  the  past  that  the  only  point  at  which  a  member  of  the  public 
may  have  the  right  to  insist  upon  your  attention  is  on  a  substantive  matter  that  has  been  opened 
up  and  discussed  by  the  Board.      As  I  have  indicated  to  you  I  can  find  no  authority  which 
requires  the  Board  as  a  legal  matter  to  otherwise  hear  members  of  the  public  on  a  subject  where 
a  hearing  is  not  specifically  mandated  by  some  statute  and  1  know  of  no  such  statute  that  would 
affect  the  general  matter  under  discussion  now.     So,   it  is  my  opinion  that  at  this  point  on  this 
subject  the  Board  is  not  legally  required  to  hear  the  public.     It  is  of  course  legally  required  to 
hold  an  open  meeting  at  all  times,  except  on  a  personnel  matter,  as  Mr.  Badger  indicated,  can 
go  into  Executive  Session,  except  that  the  employee  whose  fitness   is  being  discussed  insists  that 
the  personnel  session  not  be  held. 

Badger:    You  mean  that  I  could  make  a  motion  at  this  point  that  this  goes  to  ExecUrive  Session , 
whether  it  passes  or  not? 

Black:    No,   if  the  Board  were  willing  to  hear  the  matter, that  is  the  merits  of  the  case,  or  otherwise 
indicated  to  hear  the  substantive  part  of  the  case,  then  the  issue  arises  whether  it  will  be 
heard  in  personnel  session  or  public  session  and  at  thatpoTnt  the  employee  has  the  choice.    As 
far  as  the  individual  Director  is  concerned,  it  is  still  a  question  of  "is  the  matter  going  to  be  on 
the  agenda" . 

Badger:    Well  I  recognize  that  and  I  don't  deny  this  fact  that  the  majority  or  2/3's  majority  has  a 

right  to  remove  an  item  on  the  agenda.      However,  there  are  several  things  that  I  am  concerned 
about.      One,  I  would  like  to  ask  you  since  the  vote  has  been  taken,  if  it  is  possible  for  the 
minority  vote  to  submit  a  report  to  be  read  into  the  minutes. 

Blumberg:    Why  don't  we. .  . 

Badger:    I  asked  me  Black  that  question. 

B.ack:    Well,  all  it  would  be  would  be  a  communication  to  the  Board  and  would  be  exactly  in  that 
category.       You  mean  the  statement  of  your  reasons  for  example?    That  discussion  was  held  on 
the  motion. 

or  must  be  submitted 
Badger:    I  think  its  a  matter  of  the  minority  report  can  be  submittec/as  a  written  report  . 
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Black:    It's  not  technically  a  report,  Paul.     You  can  certainly  address  a  communication  to  the  Board 
which  will  become  part  of  the  Board  record. 

Badger:    I  mean  a  matter  of  the  minutes  for  today's  meeting. 

Black:    It  would  not  be  part  of  the  minutes  in  the  same  sense  of  your  statement  on  a  motion  or  part  of 
the  Board  discussion. 

Badger:    No,  but  it  would  be  in  the  minutes. 

Black:    It  would  be  part  of  the  Board  record. 

Badger:    You  and  I  will  have  to  go  over  this  together  because  we  apparently  are  not  in  agreement. 

Blumberg:    Paul,   I  want  to  back  up  here.      Since  we  have  referred  certain  aspects  of  this  to  the' 
committee,  why  not  make  that  report  to  the  committee?      And  the  committee  will  come  back 
with  a  report. 

Badger:    I  suppose  I  could  do  that.    However,   I  would  like  to  add  that  since  Mr.  Cogswell  and  I  are 
in  the  minority,  but  I  haven't  had  a  chance  to  discuss  it  with  him,  maybe  we  would  want  to 
submit  a  Joint  minority  report.        I  presume  this  is  possibly  what  they     do.      I  use  as  an  example 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  StatesI    they  certainly  submit  a  minority  report  and  a  majority 

report,  when  they  submit  a  decision     or  take  a  vote.        So  I  don't  think  we  are  out  of  step.  J 

bring  this  up  simply  because  I  am  concerned  about  the  total  number  of  people  who  are  no  longer 
with  the  District  in  top  positions  and  I  think  this  will  be  part  of  the  minority  report.     I  am  sorry 
this  Board  felt  that  they  could  not  hear  Mrs.  Lybrand  and  her  case  in  which  she  felt  that  it  was 
right  for  her  to  appear  before  the  Board  and  make  her  side  known.

Henry  Clarke:    Mr.  Chairman,   in  regards  to  this  can  we  find  out  what  kind  of  motion  you  made   that 
the  members  here,  as  well  as  the  union  members  know  what  kind  of  motion  you  intended.    There 
is  a  time  when  you  adopt  procedure  and  then  you  go  to  court.    We  want  to  know  what  motion  s 
were  made.

Harberts:    The  motion  was  whether  the  District  was  complying  with  the  Memorandum  of  Understandinc- 

Henry  Clarke:    And  that  was  the  amendment,  whether  the  District  is  complying  with  the 
Memorandum  of  Understanding.      Is  that  the  amendment? 

Harberts:    That's  correct. 

Henry  Clarke:    It  refers  to  Mrs.Lybrand's  case  as  to  whether  it  is  complying  with  the  Memorandum 
of  Understanding.     Is  that  the  point  you  are  making? 

Blumberg:      I  am  not  saying  about  the  case,     I  an  saying  about  whether  they  are  complying. 

Thuesen:  In  general  or  as  regards  to  this  specific  case?- 

Mrs.   Lyhrand:    Just  a  minute  everybody.      Have  you  no  humanity.      Have  you  no    humanity,  Mr. 

Blumberg.      I  have  been  out  of  a  fob  since  the  25th  of  June.      I  have  been  a  capable  employee: 
and  unjustly  dismissed.      If  you  feel  you  are  right,  why  don't  you  hear  me.      What  is  wrong 
with  you.

D.       YEAR-END  FINANCIAL  STATEMENT  (June  30,  1971) 

In  the  review  of  the   Financial  Statement  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,   1971,   General  Manager 
Trudeau  called  the  Board's  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Financial  Projection  Report  of  October  20, 
1970  indicated  that  the  District  should  have  a  working  capital  of  $410,000  by  the  end  of  the  1970-71 
fiscal  year.      As  the  year  went  along,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  there  was  some  skepticism  about  achieving 
this,  however,  as  shown  by  the  statement,  this  was  achieved  and  a  bit  more,  with  $460,000  in 
working  capital. 

After  review  of  revenues. and  equipment  expenditures  and  reserves,  on  motion  of  Director  Woolridge, 
seconded  by  Director  Cogswell,  the  Year-End  Financial  Statement  ending  June  30,    1971  was 
unanimously  approved.      For  the  record,  a  copy  of  the  Statement  is  attached  and  made  a  part  of 
thes^  minutes. 


E.        OTHER  BUSINESS 


On  motion  of  Director  Harberts,  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald,  the  Agenda  for  the  meeting  was 
approved  by  unanimous  vote. 

1.         Award  of  contract  -  Roofing,   Glory  of  the  Seas  Building,  Alameda  Beach.       Architect  Donald 

Harms  explained  that  no  bid  documents  were  picked  up,  although  the  project  was  well 
advertised  and  recommended  that  the  Board  authorize  seeking  quotations  for  this  work.    Mr.  Harms 
stated  that  staff  believes  this  work  can  be  done  for  under  $2,000  and  requested  that  the  Board  allow 
this  to  be  negotiated.      On  motion  of  Director  Macdonald,  seconded  by  Director  Harberts,  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote,  subject  to  approval  of  the  District  Counsel.

2.         Report  of  Auditors  -  Niall  Quinn,   Elmer  Fox  &  Co.       Niall  Quinn  of  Elmer  Fox  &  Co.,  the 
firm  retained  to  audit  the  District  books,  reported  on  this  subject,  stating  that  as  many  of  the 
Directors  just  received  the  audit  report,  he  would  be  happy  to  appear  at  the  next  meeting  for  specific 
questions.      The  audit,  he  said,   compares  with  the  financial  statement  just  reviewed  with  Controller 
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Weight,  except  in  the  format.      Director  Woolridge,  chairman  of  the  committee  reviewing  the 
audit,  said  that  the  committee  has  gone  over  Mr.  Quinn's  recommendations  and  has  asked  him  to 
enlarge  on  them.      Mr.  Woolridge  said  that  the  audit  figures  are  basically  the  same  as  those  of  the 
actual  year-end  financial  statement,  which  was  approved.      He  recommended  that  the  Board  study 
Mr.  Quinn's  comments  and  suggestions  and  that  it  would  be  proper  for  the  Board  to  wait  until  the 
next  meeting  for  any  action.      Mr.  Quinn  concurred  and  said  he  would  be  glad  to  be  present  at  the 
next  Board  meeting. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  suggested  that  the  Board  look  at  Mr. Quinn's  comments  relating  to  review 
of  the  District  by  A.  Alan  Post,  because  of  the  continuing  dialogue  on  that  subject.      Controller 
Weight  also  commented  that  he  was  pleased  with  the  results  of  the  audit  and  that  past  recommendations 
have  been  implemented  and  that  current  recommendations  can  be  abided  by  easily.       President 
Blumberg  put  over  the  audit  review  for  the  next  Board  meeting. 

3.         Acceptance  of  quitclaim  deed,  Bollinger  Canyon  Road  easements,   Las  Trampas.       Hulet  Horn- 

beck,   Chief  of  Land  Management,  reported  that  last  April  the  Contra  Costa  County  Board  of 
Supervisors  abandoned  the  concept  of  Bollinger  Canyon  Road  going  through  Las  Trampas  Regional 
Wilderness  Park,  with  the  assistance  particularly  of  Supervisor  Moriarty.      The  District,  Mr.  Hornbeck 
said,  then  asked  the  county  if  they  would  quitclaim  the  undeveloped  easement  to  the  District  and 
this  they  did  in  September.       Mr.  Hornbeck  suggested  that  the  Board  might  wish  to  acknowledge 
this  very  unusual  transaction  on  a  road  easement  -  the  abandoning  of  it  and  then  giving  it 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,   Supervisor  Moriarty,  as  well  as  Maynard  Munger,  who  put  a  very  nice 
package  together  on  this,  and  the  Bollinger  Canyon  Improvement  Association.        On  motion  of 
Director  Cogswell,  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  by 
unanimous  vote:

4.         Approval  of  $3,000  allocation  from  Contingency  Funds  re:     District  Sanitation  Truck. 

Controller  Lowell  Weight  reported  on  this  subject,  stating  that  Board  approval  was  needed 
for  payment  of  a  bill  for  emergency  services  of  the  Pacific  Sanitary  Company  for  pumping  and 
servicing  of  chemical  toilets  and  district  sanitary  facilities  during  a   two  week  period  when  the 
District's  sanitation  truck  was  out  of  commission.      Mr. Weight  said  it  was  necessary  to  order  a  new 
brake  drum  for  the  truck  which  took  two  weeks  for  delivery,  as  it  was  not  a  standard  item    and 
that  it  was  therefore  necessary  to  call  in  the  Pacific  Sanitary  people  for  the  emergency  service  . 
Mr.  Weight  said  the  total  bill  amounted  to  $3,630  with  only  $630  in  the  sanitation  crew  budget 
available.      Chief  of  Parks  Bob  Savattone  also  explained  that  this  was  a  unique  situation  as 
normally  a  brake  drum  could  be  obtained  within  two  or  three  days  and  that  it  was  unfortunate  it 
took  so  long  to  get  the  replacement  drum. 

On  motion  of  Director  Woolridge,  seconded  by  Director  Harberts,   the  following  resolution  was 
adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

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5.         Authorizing  the  execution  of  agreements  at  Point  Richmond  —  (1)    Land  and  Water 
Conservation  Fund,  and    (2)    Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development;    and 
setting  date  for  consultant  interviews  at  public  session  as  planning  process  begins. 
Hulet  Hornbeck,   Chief  of  Land  Management,  was  the  first  to  speak  on  this  subject,  stating 
that  the  Board  approved  filing  for  $250,000  of  Land  and  Water  Conservation  funds  for  capital 
development  at  Point  Richmond    and  that  the  contract  in  the  sum  of  $249,900  was  now  ready  for 
execution.       Mr.  Hornbeck  stated  that  after  a  public  hearing  the  details  of  the  capital  develop- 
ment   will  be  determined.      This  was  the  standard  contract,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said,  similar  to  that 
on  Coyote  Hills,  except  for  capital  development. 

The  other  contract,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said,   is  for  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
funds  in  the  sum  of  $81,925  and  covers  the  land  acquisition  that  has  occurred  at  Point  Richmond, 
including  the  Edwards  property,  as  well  as  $25,000  for  eligible  project  capital  development  costs. 
The  contract,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said,   calls  for  acquisition  of  the  property  within  six  months  of  the 
date  of  execution  and  initial  development  activities  to  be  completed  within  a  36-month  period. 
Mr.  Hornbeck  recommended  execution  of  the  two  contracts,  with  Director  Badger  moving  for 
approval  and  Director  Macdonald  seconding  the  motion.      However,    Directors  Badger  and  Mac- 
donald  withdrew  their  motions  following  Board  discussion  on  the  development  to  take  place. 

Director  Blumberg  asked  about  the  status  of  the  Edwards  property  and  Mrs.   Edwards,  a  visitor 
to  the  meeting,  stated  that  the  property  would  not  be  sold  without  a  reversionary  clause.    Mr. 
Hornbeck  commented  that  the  federal  government  representative  has  asked  that  the  District  conclude 
preparation  and  signing  of  the  contract  and  then,  if  necessary,  conversations  can  take  place  by 
all  the  parties  concerned  on  the  Edwards  property.        Director  Blumberg  also  commented  that  the 
conditions  in  the  HUD  contracts  are  pretty  rigid  and  should  be  of  interest  to  Mrs.  Edwards.    Mr. 
Hornbeck  stated  that  the  contents  would  certainly  be  made  available  to  her. 

Mr.  Hornbeck  also  mentioned  that  in  addition  to  the  HUD  contract  resolution  authorizing  execution, 
an  additional  resolution  will  be  required  because  there  is  a  tenant  on  the  Edwards  property.     The 
federal  government,  he  said,  has  a  relocation    program  and  in  this  case  will  assist  the  tenant  up  to 
$200  to  relocate.      This  resolution,  he  said,  should  be  passed  prior  to  the  resolution  approving 
execution  of  the  HUD  contract. 

Both  Directors  Cogswell  and  Blumberg    expressed  concern  about  the  development  at  Point  Richmond 
which  the  contracts  commit  the  District  to.      Director  Cogswell  stressed  the  number  of  items  called 
for  and  said  that  it  might  be  dangerous  for  the  Board  to  approve  the  exact  nature  of  the  development 
to  take  place  at  this  time.      However,  Mr.  Hornbeck  stated  that  the  wording  of  the  resolution  sets 
forth  in  a  generalized  sense  the  nature  of  the  capital  development. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  agreed  with  Directors  Blumberg  and  Cogswell,  stating  that  the  District 
has  many  times  said  there  will  be  a  plan  for  Point  Richmond  that  will  come  about  as  a  result  of 
hiring  of  consultants  who  would  prepare  such  plans    and  as  a  result  of  citizen  input  from  public 
hearings.      President  Blumberg  suggested  that  the  date  for  consultant  interviews  and  the  public 
session  on  the  planning  process  be  set  and  that  the  matter  of  execution  of  the  contracts  be  brought 
buck  to  the  Board. 

Lewis  Crutcher,   Chief  of  the  Plans,    Design  and  Construction  Department,  announced  that  the 
Richmond  City  Hall  has  been  reserved  for  a  public  meeting  to  interview  consultants  to  do  the  plan 
for  Point  Richmond,  for  8  p.m.  October  14,  and  suggested  following  the  interviewing  and  selection 
of  the  consultants  that  three  public  hearings  be  held  in  different  parts  of  the  service  area  with 
consultant  participation  so  that  the  voice  and  the  concerns  of  the  people  in  the  area  can  be  heard. 
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The  Board  unanimously  approved  the  date  for  the  public  interview  for  consultants  and  moved  on  to 
the  next  item  on  the  agenda.        No  Board  resolution  was  required  for  the  hearing. 

6.         Approval  of  amendment  to  Equestrian  Center  lease  at  Anthony  Chabot  Regional  Park  with

following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote,  subject  to  review  by  the  District  Counsel 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  District  could  legally  allow  a  lien  to  be  put  against  the  property. 

RESOLUTION  No.  3820:         That  amendment  to  Equestrian  Center  lease  at  Anthony  Chabot 

Regional  Park  providing  for  additional  facilities,  by    and  between 
the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  and  James  W.  Black  be  approved, 
and 

That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  authorized  to  execute  said 
amendment. 


In  the  discussion  that  preceded  the  above  action,   Director  Badger  questioned  the  validity  of 
having  a  prefab  metal  structure  adjacent  to  the  Equestrian  Center,  feeling  that  this  would  detract 
from  the  general  appearance  of  the  very  attractive  facility .      However,  Lewis  Crutcher,  Chief  of 
Plans,  Design  and  Construction  stated  that  he  has  reviewed  the  plans,  drawings  and  photographs 
of  other  similar  structures  and  felt  that  the  building  would  be  very  compatible  with  the  present 
structure  and  would  fit  in  very  comfortably  with  the  architecture.    Mr.  Crutcher  said  that  the 
Equestrian  Center  is  in  need  of  painting  and  that  the  prefab  unit  and  the  Equestrian  Center  will 
be  color  matched. 

President  Blumberg  questioned  the  legality  of  entering  into  an  agreement  which  would  allow  a  lien 
to  be  put  against  the  prefab  facility.      Under  the  terms  if  the  amendment  Mr.  Black,  who  operates 
the  boarder  barn,  proposes  to  install   14  additional  units,  to  be  funded  by  him  and  amortized  over 
a  period  of  eleven  years  as  advances  against  rent,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said.      If  was  stated  by  Mr.  Horn- 
beck  that  the  prefab  facility  would  have  a  lien  against  it  until   the  obligation  is  paid  by  Mr.  Black. 
The  District  Counsel  advised  that  the  present  form  of  documentation  should  be  changed  to  clearly 
sever  the  building  from  the  real  estate  so  that  the  lien  would  be  only  on  the  buildings.     It  was  Mr. 
Black's  plan  to  have  the  prefab  structure  financed  through  the  bank. 


7.      Approval  of  grazing  lease  renewal  at  Wildcat  Canyon  to  Joe  Duarte.      Without  discussion  on 

this  item,  on  motion  of  Director  Woolridge,  seconded  by  Director  Harberts,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 

RESOLUTION  No.  3821:  That  the  grazing  lease  at  Wildcat  Canyon  by  and  between  the  East 

Bay  Regional  Park  District  and  Joe  Duarte  be  renewed  for  the  period 
from  November  1,  1971  to  October  30,  1972,  on  the  same  terms  and 
conditions  currently  in  effect,  and 
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That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  authorized  to  execute  such 
renewal  of  said  grazing  lease. 


In  the  information  which  had  been  submitted  to  the  Board  in  advance  on  this  agenda  item,  it  was 
indicated  that  the  District  receives  an  annual  income  from  the  grazing  lease  of  $5,599,  or  $5.50 
per  acre  for  the  1,018  acres  of  land  owned  by  the  District  in  the  Canyon.      The  lease  gives  the 

District  complete  control  in  terms  of  grazing,  erosion,  police  powers  and  the  like  and  provides 
that  public  recreation  is  the  primary  use  of  the  land  and  that  the  lease  is  subject  to  such  use. 


8.      Approval  of  lease  renewal  at  Anthony  Chabot  Regional  Park  to  Jim  Donaghy.      Also  without 

formal  discussion  the  Board,  by  unanimous  vote,  adopted  the  following  resolution  on  motion 
of  Director  Harberts,  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald:

In  the  notes  that  had  been  submitted  to  the  Board  by  the  General  Manager  it  was  indicated  that  the 
rent  for  the  grazing  privilege  had  been  increased  from  $600  to  $800  lasst  year  and  that  the  lease 
covers  360  acres  of  which  100  acres  are  considered  grazable. 


F.     ADDENDA  TO  AGENDA 


9.      Approving  contractual  agreement  with  the  State  Personnel  Board.      Personnel  Manager  Gary 
Ogg  reported  briefly  on  this  subject,  which  called  for  approval  of  a  contractual  agreement 
with  the  State  Personnel  Board  to  provide  technical  personnel  assistance  at  cost,  ranging  from 
suggestions  and  advice  to  the  performance  of  personnel  functions,  such  as  preparing  written 
examinations,  designing  and  executing  recruitment  programs,  performing  classification  and  salary 
surveys,  and  developing  rules  and  regulations.      Mr.  Ogg  stated  that  extensive  use  of  the  State 
services  was  not  anticipated  and  that  this  service  was  contemplated  and  provided  for  in  the  current 
budget.         On  motion  of  Director  Macdonald,  seconded  by  Director  Woolridge,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 

RESOLUTION  No.  3823:  That  contractual  agreement  with  the  State  Personnel  Board  for 

services  relative  to  personnel  functions,  be  approved,  and 

That  the  General  Manager  and/or  Personnel  Manager  be  authorized 
to  execute  such  contractual  agreement. 
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10.    Approving  amendment  to  GSA  Application  No.   D-Calif-986-NIKE  Site,  Tilden.    Chief  of 

Land  Management  Hulet  Hornbeck    opened  the  discussion  on  this  subject,  acknowledging 
receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  relating  to  the  possibility  of  having 
both  an  outdoor  nature  education  program  at  the  NIKE  Site  and  the  element  of  some  third  party 
organization,  such  as  Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters  utilizing  the  site.      The  letter,  Mr.  Hornbeck 
said,  was  discussed  by  the  two  member  committee  appointed  by  President  Blumberg  -  Messrs.  Harbert: 
and  Badger  -  who  met  with  Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters  on  September  20.       Mr.  Hornbeck  said 
that  as  he  reads  the  letter,   it  asks  the  District  to  amend  the  application  for  the  NIKE  Site  only  in 
the  following  way:    That  we  advise  the  federal  government  that  within  a  six  months  period  from  the 
time  that  title  to  the  property  is  turned  over  to  the  District,  a  time  schedule  be  submitted,  running 
perhaps  as  long  as  ten  years,  during  which  the  District  would  either  demolish  the  buildings  or 
rehabilitate  them  and  which  buildings  the  District  would  be  dealing  with.      This,  in  effect,  Mr. 
Hornbeck  said,  gives  staff  six  months  to  evaluate  them  and  recommended  that  the  contract  be 
amended  by  resolution  and  covering  letter  to  include  this  provision. 

President  Blumberg  stated  that  in  his  reading  of  the  letter  it  seemed  to  him  that  the  federal  govern- 
ment was  saying  that  the  two  purposes  of  the  outside  groups  was  not  compatible  and  was    asking 
the  District  to  set  a  time  limit  as  to  when  we  are  going  to  do  away  with  the  buildings  to  bring  it  into 
park   usage. 

Director  Badger  commented  that  in  their  discussion  of  the  letter  at  the  committee  meeting  it  was 
interpreted  that  partial  possible  use  of  the  site  by  the  two  groups  was  not  excluded,  but  that  the 
site  may  not  be  used  exclusively  for  educational  purposes  and  that  the  Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters 
came  under  some  type  of  medical  clause  but  that  it  would  fit  into  the  same  category  in  that  the 
site  could  not  be  exclusively  used  for  that. 

Director  Haley  called  attention  to  a  letter  from  the  Contra  Costa  County  Health  Department 
indicating  that  no  sewage  system  was  available  and  the  water  sources  were  very  negligible  and 
under  a  serious  cloud  as  to  quality.     Director  Harberts  commented  that  some  time  was  spent  in 
exploring  these  points  and  that  these  people  are  anxious  to  gain  possession  of  some  facilities  in 
which  to  operate.      Mr.  Harberts  also  stated  that  the  letter  indicated  that  the  proposed  environ- 
mental education  program  would  be  inconsistent  with  Public  Law  91-45  and  that  such  use  could 
not  be  considered  public  park  and  recreation  use.      However,  if  they  do  not  prejudice  the  District's 
taking  possession,  he  said,  he  would  like  to  lean  over  backwards  to  give  them  the  benefit  of  all 
doubts  and  that  our  intentions  should  be  spelled  out  clearly     in  the  application  .     If  they  are  not 
acceptable  and  jeopardize  our  application,  then  it  would  be  cut  and  dried  in  advance. 

Director  Badger  stated  that  it  was  agreed  at  the  committee  meeting  that  the  District  would  put  an 
amendment  in  the  application  to  get  the  property  and  if  the  government  was  agreeable  to  some 
partial  use  by  the  other  groups,  that  would  be  fine,  but  if  they  were  not,  the  District  would  not 
persist.      Directors  Blumberg  and  Badger  discussed  the  expense  of  demolishing  the  buildings  and  it 
was  agreed  that  the  District  was  in  limbo  until  this  was  known. 

To  questioning  by  President  Blumberg  Mr.  Hornbeck  said  the  NIKE  Site  consisted  of  76  acres  owned 
by  the  federal  government,  45  acres  or  so  owned  by  EBMUDand  leased  to  the  federal  government 
and  seven  acres  owned  by  the  District  that  are  leased  to  the  federal  government,  so  that  the  land 
there  is  in  three  categories.    The  structures  are  on  District  leased  land  and  government  owned  land, 
with  the  subterranean  structures  on  EBMUD  property,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said. 

Director  Harberts  commented  on  the  manpower    pool  that  would  be  available  from  the  Bridge  Over 
Troubled  Waters.     They  need  work  for  these  people  to  do,  so  that  it  is  these  people  who  will  be 
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razing  the  buildings  marked  for  demolition  and  the  upgrading  of  the  other  buildings.    Mr.  Harberts 
said  that  it  was  his  understanding  that  the  Bridge  people  would  assist  the  District  in  clearing  and 
building  trails  in  Wildcat  Canyon.      They  spoke,  he  said,  as  though  they  had  the  funding  to  do  all 
this,  at  no  charge  to  the  District.      They  would  follow  a  plan  approved  by  the  District  and  build  the 
trails  under  our  direction,  Mr.  Harberts  said. 

President  Blumberg  stepped  out  of  the  Chair,  turning  the  gavel  to  Vice  President  Haley,  and  stated 
that  he  was  very  much  concerned  about  security  in  the  parks  and  although  he  was  in  sympathy  with 
what  the  Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters  people  are  trying  to  do  and  knows  they  need  some  place  to  do 
it,  he  did  not  think  the  safety  of  some  of  our  parks  should  be  jeopardized  to  bring  this  about. 

Director  Harberts  said  that  when  he  was  looking  at  use  of  the  site  by  the  Bridge,  he  was  looking  at 
one  man  and  one  man  alone  and  that  was  Dr.  Bruhn,  the  Director  of  Cowell  Hospital,  that  he  was 
governed  by  his  credentials.      Director  Harberts  said  that  Dr.  Bruhn  had  told  him  that  all  programs 
that  he  (Dr.  Bruhn)  had  looked  at  tended  to  be  failures,  but  the  Bridge  and  that  this  one  alone  in 
his  judgment  has  a  prospect  of  some  success. 

Director  Woolridge  said  that  he  was  pessimistic  about  having  a  program  of  this  nature  in  the  park 
system.     Director  Haley  concurred,  stating  that  the  project  did  not  relate  to  the  District's  position 
as  a  regional  park  district.      Director  Cogswell  also  stated  that  although  he  felt  the  outdoor 
education  program  was  directly  related  to  the  District's  function,  which  the  letter  failed  to 
appreciate,  he  also  could  see  no  connection  with  the  Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters,  and  as  was 
mentioned  in  the  letter,  there  are  other  surplus  properties  elsewhere  that  may  serve  their  needs 
better. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  commented  that  it  was  obvious  a  personal  meeting  was  needed  with  the 
Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  people  and  Mr.  Sylvester  to  clarify  the  confusion  as  a  result  of  the 
letter  and  asked  that  the  matter  be  held  over.        Director  Blumberg  suggested  also  that  the  Public 
Safety  Department  submit  a  report  on  this  and  moved  that  the  matter  be  carried  over  to  the  next 
regular  meeting.      This  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Woolridge.        Director  Haley,  in  turning 
back  the  gavel  to  President  Blumberg,  put  this  item  over,  and  the  Board  resumed  with  the  balance 
of  the  agenda. 


G.    COMMUNICATIONS 


President  Blumberg  acknowledged  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Union  business  agent,  requesting  that 
he  be  put  on  the  agenda.      Mr.  Blumberg  stated  that  it  seemed  to  him  that  the  contents  of  the  letter 
was  very  much  the  same  as  that  referred  to  the  Personnel  Committee  at  the  last  meeting  and  with  the 
Board's  approval  would  refer  it  to  the  committee  (Directors  Haley  and   Harberts),  and  suggested  that 
the  committee  meet  with  the  attorneys  and  come  up  with  a  written  report.       As  there  was  no  objectior 
from  the  other  Board  Members,  this  matter  was  turned  over  to  the  committee. 


H.     GENERAL  MANAGER'S  and  BOARD  COMMENTS 

General  Manager  Trudeau  introduced  Clarence  Pendleton,   Director  of  Urban  Affairs  of  the  National 
Park  and  Recreation  Association,  Washington,    D.  C.  ,  to  the  Board  Members.      Mr.  Pendleton 
reported  briefly  on  the  congressional  scene  and  current  legislation  with  which    NRPA  is  concerned. 
In  commenting  on  the  discussion  on  use  of  the  NIKE  Site  by  the  Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters,  Mr. 
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Pendleton  said  that-  recreation  and  park  departments  throughout  the  country  will  face  extinction 
if  they  do  not  find  out  what  it  is  that  they  can  provide  within  their  service  area  to  handle  some 
of  the  nation's  and  the  world's  social  problems.     He  said  he  v/as  concerned  about  what  impact 
park  and  recreation  departments  can  make  on  the  child  care,  welfare,  housing  and  education 
problems.     He  said  that  he  did  not  think  park  and  recreation  departments  can  stand  by  as  a  separate 
entity  as  a  part  of  state,   county  and  local  governments  and  assume  that  their  role  in  providing 
services  stops  within  certain  kinds  of  constitutional  boundaries  and  that  the  Board,  in  examining 
whatever  the  situations  are,  should  look  to  see  how  it  can  contribute  its  services  to  make  things 
better.      Mr.   Pendleton  said  that  the  great  waste  of  human  resources  is  man's  inhumanity  to  man 
and  that  we  all  should  begin  to  deal  with  things  from  that  point  of  view  and  make  some  logical 
kinds  of  decisions. 

President  Blumberg  thanked  Mr.  Pendleton  for  taking  the  time  from  his  busy  schedule  to  appear 
before  the  Board  and  stated  that  he  was  looking  forward  to  the  Houston  conference  in  October  at 
which  some  of  Mr.  Pendleton's  remarks  would  be  explored  in  more  detail. 


I .       EXECUTIVE  SESSION  with  Counsel  re:    Legal  Effect  of  recent  decision  of  the  Office  of

on  the  property  in  the   Coal  Mines  area.

2.         Approval  of  Agreement  with  Camp  Fire  Girls,   Alameda-Contra  Costa  Council,  and  acceptance 
of  $9,000  gift.         Mrs.  Doreta  Chaney,   Development  Specialist,  opened  the  discussion  on  this 
subject,  introducing  Mrs.  Jen  Hutton,   Executive  Director,  Mrs.  Neil  MacNeil,    Day  Camp 
Chairman,  and  Herbert  Crowle,   President  of  the  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Council  of  the  Camp  Fire 
Girls,  briefly   reporting  on  the  background  leading  to  the  presentation  at  today's  meeting  of  the  gift 
from  the  Camp  Fire  Girls  for  construction  of  a  site  for  a  day  camp  and  shelter  in  Abrigo  Valley, 
Briones  Regional  Park. 

Mrs.  Chaney  stated  that  Herbert  Crowle  had  contacted  Mr.  Crutcher,   Chief  of  Plans,   Design  and 
Construction,   last  December  on  the  possibility  of  a  day  camp  at  Briones,  following  which  the  Camp 
Fire  Girls     took  a  field  trip  and  held  a  picnic  at  Briones  and  selected  a  site  for  the  day  camp,  which 
site  was  approved  by  the  Board.      Meanwhile,  Mrs.  Chaney  said,  design  consultants  were  retained 
to  design  a  shelter,  following  consultation  with  the  Day  Camp  Chairman,   PD&C  and  the  various  youth 
groups  to  see  what  was  needed  in  this  type  of  facility,  with  both  Boards  subsequently  approved  the 
shelter  design. 

Mrs.  Chaney  commented  on  the  number  of  field  trips  to  the  site,  the  contacts  to  consummate  the  gift 
and  the  work  betv/een  the  tv/o  attorneys  on  a  contract,  which  contract  will  be  used  as  a  standard  form 
contract  for  future  gifts.      Mrs.  Chaney  stated  that  the  contract  was  submitted  to  the  Camp  Fire  Girls 
Board  and  recommended  for  approval  by  Thomas  Teare,  chairman  of  the  camping  committee,  and  was 
unanimously  approved. 

Mr.  Crowle,   President  of  the  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Council,   in  presenting  the  $9,000  gift  to  the 
District,  stated  that  it  represented  a  lot  of  hard  work  by  the  Camp  Fire  Girls  through  their  fund  rais- 
ing activities,  candy  sales  and  other  activities  and  represents  many  girl  hours  of  hard  work  and  the  fact 
that  they  are  presenting  it  to  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  indicates  the  confidence  that  the 
group  has  in  the  Board  and  the  District  and  the  manner  in  which  the  park  and  recreation  program  is 
being  administered  and,   too,  that  on  the  Board's  part  in  approving  the  agreement,  it  shows  the  concern 
and  interest  that  the  District  Board  has  in  youth  groups. 

Director  Cogswell  moved  for  acceptance  of  the  $9,000  gift  and  approval  of  the  agreement,  which 
motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Woolridge.      Photographs  of  the  presentation  of  the  $9,000  gift  check 
were  taken,   following  v/hich  Chairman  Haley  and  the  other  Directors  thanked  Mr.  Crowle  and  the 
members  of  the  Camp  Fire  Girls  Council  for  the  check.    The  following  is  the  resolution  adopted  by 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Board: 

RESOLUTION  No.  3829:  That  the  agreement  v/ith  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Council,  Camp  Fire 

Girls,  granting  the  privilege  of  using  a  portion  of  Briones  Regional  Park 
for  activities  of  the  Camp  Fire  Girls  be  approved,  and 
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That  a  gift  of  $9,000  be  accepted  as  a  donation  toward  the  construction 
of  an  appropriate  shelter  for  said  activities,  and 

That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  authorized  to  execute  said  agreement. 

3.         Approval  of  Audit  Report  -  Elmer  Fox  &  Co.        The  audit  report  prepared  by  Elmer  Fox  &  Co. 

had  been  previously  distributed  to  the  Directors,  together  with  a  letter  of  recommendations  and 
comments.     Niall  Quinn,  a  partner  in  the  audit  firm,  reported  at  the  September  21  meeting  on  the 
audit  report  and  the  matter  was  carried  over  to  allow  sufficient  time  for  the  Directots  to  study  the 
report.      Mr.   Ouinn  was  present  at  this  meeting  to  answer  any  questions  the  Board  might  have,     How- 
ever as  there  were  none,    Director  Woolridge  moved  to  approve  the  audit  report,  which  motion  was 
seconded  by  Director  Harberts.      It  was  the  decision  of  the  Board  also  that  within  six  months  the 
recommendations  made  by  the  firm  would  be  reviewed  to  see  what  progress  is  being  made.      General 
Manager  Trudeau  complimented  Elmer  Fox  &  Co.  for  an  excellent  job  in  preparing  the  audit  report 
and  for  their  cooperation  and  good  relationship  in  working  with  the  Board's  Finance  Committee. 
The  following  resolution  was  accordingly  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

That  a  copy  of  said  Audit  Report  be  made  a  part  of  this  Resolution  and 
appended  hereto  as  an  Exhibit. 


4.  Presentation  by  Joseph  Spott.      Joseph  Spott,   President  of  the  Joseph  Spott  University,   Orinda, 
California,  had  requested  time  on  the  agenda  to  speak  in  behalf  of  his  University  in  using  the 

NIKE  Site  in  Tilden  Regional  Park.     It  had  been  indicated  to  the  Board  that  the  University  was 
engaged  in  human  research  into  the  causes  of  juvenile  delinquency.      Mr.   Spott,  however,  was  not 
present  at  the  meeting  and  this  item  was  cancelled  from  the  agenda. 

5.  Approval  of  Amendments  to  General  Services  Administration  Application  No.  D-Calif-986 

NIKE  Site,  Tilden.        General  Manager  Richard   Trudeau  opened  the  discussion  on  this  subject, 
stating  that  the  Board  committee  met  with  Mr.   Goldberg  and  Dr.  Bruyn  and  that  although  the 
Board  is  very  sympathetic  to  the  program  of  the  Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters,   it  v/as  quite  clear  from 
the  letter  from  Frank  Sylvester,   Regional   Director  of  the  U.S.Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation,  that 
other  than  recreational  uses  would  be  incompatible  with  the  regulations  of  the  federal  government. 
Mr.  Trudeau  stated  that  Hulet  Hornbeck,   Chief  of  Land  Management,  and  he,  met  with  Mr.   Sylvester 
and  Jack  Eichstedt  to  review  the  matter  and  asked  Mr.  Eichstedt,  who  was  present,   to  comment. 

Mr.   Eichstedt  from  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  commented  that  their  letter  was  quite  clear  and 
although  the  were  cognizant  of  other  interests  in  use  of  the  property,  these  uses  cannot  be 
accommodated  under  the  federal  law  which  allows  transfer  for  park  and  recreation  uses.      Mr.  Eich- 
stedt mentioned  that  prior  to  the  meeting  he  had  discussed  with  Jack  Goldberg  the  possibility  of 
establishing  a  maintenance  camp,  which  would  be  staffed  by  individuals  under  the  program,  but  that 
if  this  kind  of  an  arrangement  were  allowed,   it  would  set  a  precedent  and  would  not  be  compatible 
with  the  law,  whether  it  would  be  the  Bridge,   the  Boy  Scouts,   Girl  Scouts  or  Camp  Fire  Girls,   the 
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federal  law  does  nor  allow  use  by  these  types  of  programs.      Mr.  Eichstedt  stated  that  they  did 
determine   that  the  door  was  still  ajar  on  educational  use,  provided  this  use  would  be  included  within 
the  Park  District's  application  as  a  program  of  the  District  and  that  use  would  depend  on  the  applica- 
tion iRelf  and  would  have  to  he  evaluated. 

Director  Harberts  asked  Mr.  Goldberg  to  synthesize  the  Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters  proposal.    Mr. 
Goldberg  explained  that  their  program  covered  not  only  vocational  rehabilitation  but  readjustment  of 
an  individual  to  certain  social  and  cultural  programs  that  in  addition  to  parks,  affect  the  community 
and  our  cultural  society  as  a  whole.    Mr.  Goldberg  mentioned  that  there  was  some  question  of  the 
safety  of  such  a  program  in  the  parks  and  that  conversely  it  increases  the  safety  in  the  parks.    Mr. 
Goldberg  said  that  he  felt  there  were  still  many  possibilities  of  joint  use  of  the  property  to  be 
explored  . 

Mr.  Eichstedt  that  a  number  of  alternate  sites  have  been  discussed    which  for  various  reasons  ere  not 
suitable  for  Bridge  use  and  that  GSA  is  trying  very  hard  to  come  up  with  an  area  that  would  be  suitable 
for  this  kind  of  use. 

Chairman  Haley  and  Directors  Badger  and  Harberts  inquired  about  the  use  of  Camp  Parks  for  the  Bridge 
program.    Mr.  Goldberg  stated  that  although  although  Camp  Parks  was  an  hour's  trip,  the  time  element 
was  not  an  overriding  condition,  that  environmental  factors  were  most   important  to  their  program. 
Mr.  Goldberg  stated  that  the  greatest  assets  of  the  NIKE  site  was  the  availability  and  ready  availability 
of  work,  both  in  the  restoration  of  the  buildings,  potential  projects  and  maintenance  projects  in  the 
park  such  as  trail  blazing,  road  maintenance  and  security  assistance  and  fire  fighting  tasks.    Work, 
Mr.  Goldberg  said,   is  something  that  their  program  needs  very  badly.     Mr.  Goldberg  said  that  he 
believed  that  some  of  the  differences  and  problems  can  be  resolved  with  the  federal  government  and 
that  if  there  was  any  way  possible  for  the  Board  not  to  close  this  avenue  off  and  that  perhaps  this 
could  be  considered  within  the  period  of  time  of  the  amendment  to  the  application  as  to  what  would 
happen  to  the  building  and  property     in  terms  of  demolition  and  potential  use. 

Director  Badger  asked  Mr.  Eichstedt  if  there  was  a  deadline  for  filing  the  application,   oris  there  time 
to  do  some  more  exploring  along  this  line  to  see  what  the  potential  and  possibilities  are.      Mr. 
Eichstedt  stated  that  GSA  is  anxious  to  transfer  the  property.     Director  Harberts  then  moved  to 
amend  the  application  that  within  six  months  time  the  District  would  apprise  the  federal  government 
of  its  intentions  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  buildings  and  that  the  government  be  put  on  notice  that 
it  is  the  District's  intent  to  cooperate  with  Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters.      Director  Badger  seconded 
the  motion.      However,  Mr.  Eichstedt  stated  that  if  the  amendment  as  proposed  was  passed,  it  would 
invalidate  the  application  and  suggested  that  the  words  "  for  possible  use  of  the  property  that  would  be 
compatible  with  the  park  and  recreation  law  under  which  the  property  would  be  transferred." 
Directors  Harberts  and  Badger  had  no  objection  to  this.      Director  Cogswell  also  commented  that 
many  of  the  activities  mentioned  by  Mr.  Goldberg  could  be  explored.      Director  Woolridge  further 
clarified  the  motion,  first  to  amend  the  application  to  give  the  District  six  months  to  decide  what 
to  do  with  the  buildings,  and  secondly  to  review  the  possibility  of  working  out  something  that  is 
compatible  w?<th  the  park  use  and  subject  to  approval  of  the  federal  government. 

By  unanimous  vote  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

WHEREAS  an  application  for  the  property  was  subsequently  filed  with  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor 
Recreation,  and 

WHEREAS  it  is  desired  to  amend  the  application  to  indicate  thatwithin  a  six  months  period 
from  the  date  title  to  the  property  passes  from  the  Federal  Government  to  the  East  Bay  RegionalPark 
District  a  schedule  of  rehabilitation  and/or  demolition  of  the  structures  in  the  NIKE  Site  area  will 
be  filed  by  the  District,  showing  such  schedule  on  an  annual  basis  not  to  exceed  a  period  of  ten  years, 
as  well  as  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  money  required  for  such  rehabilitation  and/or  demolition, 
with  the  understanding  that  such  document  must  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  an  amendment  to  Application  No.  D-Calif-986- 
NIKE  Site,   Tilden,   is  hereby  approved,   to  indicate  that  within  a  six  months  period  following  deeding 
of  title  of 'the  NIKE  Site  property  by  the  Federal  Government  to  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District 
that  a  schedule  of  rehabilitation  and/or  demolition  of  the  structures,  as  noted  herein,  will  be  filed, 

and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  General  Manager  ana/or  Chief  of  Land  Management  is 
hereby  authorized  to  accompany  this  resolution  by  an  appropriate  letter  amendment  to  Application 
No.   D-Calif-986-NIKE  Site,  Tilden,  to  the  Regional  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation 
and  to  take  such  other  administrative  steps  necessary  to  accomplish  this  amendment.

Chief  of  Land  Management  Hulet  Hombeck  then  introduced  Warren  Asa,  Western  Regional  Director 
of  American  Youth  Hostels,  stating  that  Mr.  Asa  visited  the  NIKE  site  yesterday  and  has  had  contact 
with  the  District  for  at  least  six  years  on  possible  hostels  within  the  parks. 

In  his  presentation  Mr.  Asa  stated  that  AYH  has  3000  members  in  the  Bay  Area,  900  of  whom  are  in 
the  East  Bay.     Their  interest  in  the  site  would  be  use  of  two  of  the  buildings  for  a  youth  hostel    for 
traveling  young  people,  as  well  as  adults  and  traveling  foreign  students.      The  hostel,  Mr.  Asa  said, 
would  be  supervised,  with  separate  dorm  facilities  for  the  boys  and  girls  and  a  place  for  a  central 
gathering  place  to  get  acquainted.       Mr.  Asa  said  they  have  hostels  in  49  countries  all  over  the 
world  in  every  continent,  with  65,000  members  in  this  country.        Mr.  Asa  said  that  he  felt  their  use 
would  be  completely  compatible  and  asked  the  Board  to  consider  this  . 

Director  Woolridge  asked  Mr.   Eichstedt  if  such  use  was  compatible,  with  Mr.   Eichstedt  stating  that 
they  would  have  to  see  what  the  proposal  is.        Mr.  Asa  pointed  out  that  they  have  three  youth  hostels 
in  national  parks  and  have  asked  for  one  in  Yosemite  and  Point  Reyes,  on  which  they  are  currently 
following  up. 
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Director  Badger  also  commented  that  about  five  years  ago  a  proposed  hostel  arrangement  was  being 
considered    and  suggested  because  of  the  merit  of  such  a  program  the  Park  Districtconsider  establishing 
a  hostel  center  in  the  parks,   if  not  at  the  NIKE  site,  some  place  else.     General  Manager  Trudeau  also 
brought  up  the  point  that  the  wooden  structure  at  th     N!!'.E  site  could  be  r.  3\-cd,   if  desired  .     Director 
Cogswell  also  concurred  with  the  idea,  stating  that  this  is  something  that  could  be  considered  within 
the  six  months  period.       Mr.   Eichstedt  also  stated,  following  Mr.  Asa's  presentation  that  under  the 
conditions  described  this  could  be  considered  as  a  concession  that  would  be  perfectly  consistent  with 
the  deed  -  supplying  a  service  within  a  park. 

Dr.  William  Landis  of  the  Contra  Costa  County  Department  of  Education  also  commented  that  there 
are  many  organizations  that  are  deserving  of  some  arrangement  for  use  of  the  NIKE  site  and  that 
perhaos  some  type  of  cooperative  effort  would  be  possible,   that  this  could  become  a  two  fold  operation, 
one  an  ecological  center  for  all  interested  groups  in  the  East  Bay  and  secondly  a  work  input. 

Chairman  Haley  thanked  the  men  for  their  comments  and  requested  that  staff  take  them  into  considera- 
tion in  their  study,  and  moved  on  to  the  next  item  on  the  agenda. 


6.         Approval  of  additional  reclassifications:       (a)    Reclassification  of  Secretary/Stenographer 

position  to  Secretary. 

(b)  New  Classifications  -  Equipment  Operator,   I  and 
II. 

(c)  New  Classification  -  Junior  Civil  Engineer. 
Personnel  Manager  Gary    Ogg  covered  this  subject,  stating  that  the  President  of  the  field  unit  of 

the  union  had  asked  that  item  (b)  for  Equipment  Operators  I  and   II  be  put  over,  as  they  would  like  to 
take  a  little  more  time  to  consider  them.      Director  Woolridge  moved  for  approval  of  (a)  and  (c) , 
which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald. 

Before  a  vote  was  taken,  however,   Director  Harberts  questioned  the  salary  scale  for  secretaries,  stating 
that  this  is  a  class     which  unlike  many  classes   can  be  identified  in  the  private  sector  and  that  the  Bay 
Area  Salary  Survey  Committee  Report  of  the  Spring  of  this  year  lists  the  median  rate  to  be  $683  and 
pointed  out  that  he  is  becoming  increasingly  critical  of  taxes  going  to  pay  public  employees  higher 
than  they  are  being  paid  in  the  private  sector,  with  this  being  another  example. 

Mr.  Ogg  explained  that  the  District  will  be  renegotiating  the  union  contract  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  that  the  salary  survey  mentioned  by  Director  Harberts,   in  addition  to  a  lot  of  other  data,  will  be 
used  to  determine  what  appropriate  salaries  will  be.      Following  discussion  of  the  qualifications 
required  for  Junior  Civil  Engineer,   Chairman  Haley  asked  for  a  vote  and  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted  by  a  five  to  one  vote,  with  Director  Harberts  casting  the  "no"  vote:

Junior  Civil  Engineer  at  a  salary  scale  of  $882  to  $988  -  Approve. 


7.         Authorizing  execution  of  agreements  at  Point  Richmond  -  (1)  Land  and  Water  Conservation 
Fund  and  (2)  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development.         Hulet  Hornbeck,  Chief  of 
Land  Management,  reported  on  this  subject,  stating  that  approval  of  the  resolutions  was  carried 
over  from  the  last  meeting  due  to  too  much  wording   in  terms  of  capital  development.     Director 
Cogswell  noted  that  no  specific  mention  of  any  item  of  development  was  made,  v/hich  the  previous 
resolution  spelled  out  and  moved  for  adoption  of  the  two  resolutions  distributed  to  the  Board  by  Mr. 
Hornbeck.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald  and  the  following-resolutions  were 
adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 

RESOLUTION  No.  3833:  Providing  assurances  pursuant  to  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and 

Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act  of  1970  .

WHEREAS,    the   Uniform   Relocation  Assistance  and  Real    Property  Acquisition 
Policies  Act  of   1970,    P. L. 91-646   (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the   "Act"),   establishes 
uniform  policies   for  the   fair  and  equitable   treatment  of  persons  displaced  as  a   result  of 
Federal    and   Federally-assisted  programs,    as  well    as   uniform  policies  on   real   property 
acquisition  practices  with   respect   to  such  programs;   and 

WHEREAS,   the   EAST  BAY  REGIONAL  PARK   DISTRICT     has  made  application  for 
Federal    financial    assistance   for  a  acquisition  and  development  project  or  program   designated 
as  follows:  POINT  RICHMOND  SHORELINE  PARK;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  activities   for  which   such   assistance   is  sought  will    involve   displace- 
ment and/or  land  acquisition  occurring  after  January   2,    1971,    the   effective   date  of  the 
Act;   and 

WHEREAS,    Sections   210  and  305  of  the   Act  require   the  provision  of  certain 
assurances  before   the  head  of  a    Federal    agency   can  approve  any  grant  to,    or   contract 
or  agreement  with,    a    State  agency,    under  which    Federal    financial   assistance  will   be 
available   to  pay  all   or  part  of  the   cost  of  any  program  or  project  which   will   result   in 
displacement  or   real   property  acquisition   subject   to   the   requirements  of  the  Act;   and 

WHEREAS,    Federal    Regulations  published     May    13,    1971    in   the   Federal    Register 
Vol.    36,    No.    93,    Page  8789,    Paragraphs  42.30  (a)  and  42.30  (b)     (to  be   incorporated 
in    Code  of  Federal    Regulations,    Title   24,    Subtitle   A,    Part  42,)  require   certain   further 
assurances  be   provided  as  a   condition  of  approval   of  Federal    financial   assistance   for  the 
program   or  project  which   will    result   in   displacement  or  real    property  acquisition   subject 
to   the   requirements  of  the   regulations: 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE   IT  RESOLVED  by  the  governing  body  of  the   EAST  BAY 
REGIONAL  PARK   DISTRICT  : 

That   the    United   States  of  America  and  the    Secretary  of  Housing  and   Urban 
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Development  be,  and  they  hereby  are,  provided  through  the  adoption  of  this  resolution, 
with  the  following  assurances  regarding  conduct  by  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  of 
the  project  or  program   for  which   Federal    financial   assistance   is  sought. 

1.  Fair  and  reasonable  relocation  payments  and  assistance  shall    be  provided  to  or 
for   displaced  persons,    as  are   required   to  be  provided  by  a    Federal   agency  under 
Sections  202,    203  and  204  of  the  Act  ; 

2.  Relocation   assistance  programs  offering  the  services  described  in    Section   205  of 
the  Act  shall   be  provided  to  such   displaced  persons; 

3.  Within  a  reasonable  period  of  time  prior   to  displacement,    decent,    safe  and  sanitary 
replacement  dwellings  will   be  available   to   displaced  persons   in   accordance  with 
Section   205   (c)   (3)  of  the  Act  ; 

4.  The   relocation  process  will   be   carried  out   in  such   a  manner  as   to  provide  displaced 
persons  with   uniform  and   consistent  services,    and  replacement  housing  under 
Section   42.120  will   be  available  and  the  same  range  of  choices  with   respect  to 
such   housing  will   be  offered  to  all   displaced  persons  regardless  of  race,    color, 
religion  or  national   origin    pursuant  to   Title  VI  of  the   Civil    Rights  Act  of   1964 

(42  U.S.C.    2000d),    Title  VIII  of  the   Civil  Rights  Act  of  1968  (42  U.S.C.3501 
et  seq.),   and  Executive  Order   11063   (27  F.R.    11527). 

5.  In   acquiring  real    property   it  will   be   guided,    to  the  greatest   extent  practicable 
under   State    law,    by   the   land  acquisition   policies   in   Section   301    and  the 
provisions  of  Section   302  of  the  Act;   and 

6.  Property  owners  will   be  paid  or   reimbursed  for  necessary   expenses  as  specified 
in    Sections  303  and  304  of  the  Act  ;   and 

7.  Costs  of  providing  payments  and  assistance  will   be  shared  by  the   East   Bay  Regional 
Park    District   in   the  manner   and  to  the  extent   required  by   Sections   211    (a)  and 

(b)  of  the  Act  ;    and 

8.  Affected  persons  will   be  adequately  informed  of  the  benefits,    policies  and 
procedures  provided   in    the   regulations   relative   to   displacement  and  real   property 
acquisition  as  published  May    13,    1971    in  the   Federal    Register,    Vol.    36,    No.    93, 
Pages  8785  through  8797,    inclusive. 


RESOLUTION  No.  3834:  Approving  and  providing  for  the  execution  of  a  contract  for  grant  to 

acquire  and/or  develop  land  for  open  space  purposes  No.OSC-484  (G) 
by  and  between  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  and  the  United  States 
of  America. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  by     the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  as  follows: 
Section  1  .     The  pending  proposed  Contract  for  Grant  to  Acquire  and/or  Develop  Land  for  Open 
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Space  Purposes  No.  OSC-484(G)  is  hereby  in  all  respects  approved. 

Section  2.      The  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute 
Contract  No.  OSC-484  (G)  in  two  (2)  counterparts  on  behalf  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District 
and  the  Secretary  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  impress  and  attest  the  official  seal  of  the  Public 
Body  on  each  such  counterpart  and  to  forward  such  counterparts  to  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development,  for  execution  on  behalf  of  the  Government  together  with  such  other  documents 
relative  to  the  approval  and  execution  of  such  counterparts  as  may  be  required  by  the  Government. 

Section  3.    This  resolution  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Following  adoption  of  the  above  resolutions  by  unanimous  vote,  Lewis  Crutcher,  Chief  of  the  Plans, 
Design  and  Construction  Department,    reported  briefly  on  the  public  hearing  to  take  place  on 
October  14  at  the  Richmond  City  Council  Chambers,  7:30  p.m.,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  interviews 
with  four  consulting  firms  on  the  Point  Richmond  Park.       Mr. Crutcher  stated  that  selection  of  a 
consultant  now  would  permit  participation  in  subsequent  public  hearings  planned  throughout  the   use 
area  in  order  to  establish  a  program  for  the  Point  Richmond  park.    Mr.  Crutcher  stated  that  invitations 
to  attend  had  been  sent  to  20  different  agencies  and  in  addition  to  Directors  Blumberg  and  Badger  who 
planned  to  be  present,   invited  the  other  Board  Members  to  attend. 

8.         Presentation  of  proposal  re:    P.G.&E.  property  near  Pittsburg  (Mallard  Slough).      This  item  was 
also  covered  by  Mr.  Hornbeck,   Chief  of  Land  Management,  who  reported  that  for  the  past  four 
or  five  months  discussions  have  taken  place  with  PG&E  in  connection  with  a  parcel  of  property  on  the 
western  side  of  the  shoreline  of  Pittsburg  and  the  possibility  of  a  recreational  water  facility  at  Mallard  - 
Slough   v/hich  had  been  previously  considered  by  Contra  Costa  County.     Together,  these  two  projects 
encompass  a  substantial  segment  of  the  Suisun  Bay-Sacramento  River  shoreline,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said  and 
recommended  that  the  Board  authorize  staff  to  deal  directly  with  the  Contra  Costa  Water  District  as  to 
terms  and  conditions  of  a  contract  for  management  of  certain  portions  of  Mallard  Slough  in  terms  of 
recreational  use  as  well  as  with  P.G.&E.  on  some  1600  feet  of  shoreline. 

Mr.  Hornbeck  commented  on  the  number  of  people  fishing  and  picnicking  at  the  PG&E  site,  which  site 
PG&E  is  willing  to  enter  into  a  long  term  lease  with  the  District  for  recreational  purposes.     Ed  Sajar 
from  the  Oakland  PG&E  Division  office,   concurred  with  Mr.  Hornbeck's  remarks  on  the  property  and 
conceded  that  oa  large  portion  of  the  PG&E  shorline  west  of  the  Pittsburg  generating  plant  might  be 
made  available  for  park  purposes  in  the  future.      Mr.  Sajor  and  Robert  Heyden,  PG&E  Supervisor  of 
Recreation  and  Planning,  stated  that  new  construction  would  make  the  area  dangerous  to  use  now  and 
indicated  that  PG&E  may  be  willing  to  move  back  on  fence  on  the  north  side  of  the  steam  plant  to 
provide  additional  space  and  access  for  the  current  1600  feet  of  shoreline  under  discussion. 

On  the  Mallard  Slough  property  access  is  via  a  narrow  road  across  Santa  Fe,   Southern  Pacific  and 
possibly  Western  Pacific  tracks,  Mr.  Hornbeck  informed  the  Board,  and  stated  that  negotiations  would 
necessarily  involve  the  railroads.     The  Contra  Costa  Water  District  has  a  water  intake  at  Mallard 
Slough,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said,  where  at  certain  times  of  the  year,  it  takes  in  water  as  part  of  its  water 
system  and  this  Slough  runs  directly  to  the  deep  water  channel  up  the  river. 

• 

Director  Macdonald  commented  on  the  visit  taken  by  Board  Members  to  the  site  and  said  that  he  was 
very  impressed  with  the  possibilities  and  the  potential.      Mr.  Hornbeck  asked  for  Board  approval  to 
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continue  the  investigation  work,  particularly  with  PG&E  and  the  other  agencies  involved  and  to  corne 
back  to  the  Board     with  some  general  type  of  plan  and  program.      Director  Badger  made  a  motion 
for  staff  to  continue   its  investigation  .    This  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald  and  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 

RESOLUTION  No.  3835:  That  further  investigation  be  approved  by  staff  with  PG&E  representatives 

with  specific  emphasis  on  the  development  of  a  preliminary  plan  for 
development,   cost  estimates,  and  to  resolve  access  problems  relating  to 
the  proposed  shoreline  facilities,  and 

That  staff  be  authorized  to  review  and  discuss  the  proposed  facilities  and 
development  with  the  City  of  Pittsburg  and  the  Pittsburg  Sewage 
Department,  the  Contra  Costa  Water  District  and  other  affected  agencies. 


9.         Staff  reports  on  various  projects.      Progress  reports  were  made  on  Shadow  Cliffs,   Point  Pinole, 

the  Camping  Complex  in  Anthony  Chabot  Regional  Park  ,  and  Sunol .     Lewis  Crutcher,   Chief  of 
Plans,   Design  and  Construction  reported  that  landscaping  and  work  in  the  Children's  Play  area  at 
Point  Pinole  should  be  completed  within  the  next  60  days,  with  four  temporary  employees  hired  from 
Parchester  Village  to  complete  the  development.      Mr.  Crutcher  also  reported  that  public  use  and 
acceptance  of  Shadow  Cliffs  has  been  unusually  good  and  that  the  County     has  awarded  the  contract 
for  the  widening  of  Stanley  Boulevard  and  channelization  to  permit  safe  access  to  the  park.    This  work, 
too,  he  said  should  be  completed  within  60  days. 

On  the  Camping  Complex  at  Chabot  Mr.   Crutcher  reported  that  the  utility  contract  is  nearing 
completion  with  only  the  bridge  and  sewer  crossing  at  the  upper  end  of  the  lake  to  be  completed. 
Phase  3,   the  general  imorovements  contract,  for  ins  tallation  of  camping  sites,  tables,   fire  hydrants, 
drinking  fountains,    and  the  parking  lot  work  has  been  completed,  Mr.  Crutcher  said,  and  that  staff 
is  currently  preparing  plans  for  the  4th  phase  of  construction  which  includes  permanent  toilet  structures, 
paving  and  miscellaneous  improvements  to  be  completed  in  the  early  spring  of  1972. 

On  the  Sunol  power  line,   it  was  reported  that  Williams  Engineering  Co.  has  been  retained  to  review 
five  possible  alternate  solutions  to  the  problem  and  that  a  report  on  this  should  be  available  for  the 
October  19  Board  meeting. 


F.        ADDENDA  TO  AGENDA 


10.       Presentation  by  the  State  Division  of  Forestry.      Al  Lundgren,  appearing  for  State  Forester  Lew 

Moran  of  the  California  Division  of  Forestry,  presented  Fire  Chief  C.R.  "Rich"Aronson  v/ith  a 
certificate  of  appreciation  for  outstanding  performance  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  and 
the  California  Division  of  Forestry.      This  certificate  was  given  to  Mr.   Aronson  for  his  efforts  in 
the  investigation  of  the  brush  fires  in  the  Oakland-Berkeley  hills  in  the  fall  of  1970.       The  Board 
extended  its  thanks  to  the  Division  of  Forestry  and  complimented  Mr.  Aronson  on  his  handling  of  the 
Fire  Chief  post  for  the  Park  District.      General  Manager  Trudeau  commented  that  Mr. Aronson  has  done 
a  very  thorough  organization  job  and  richly  deserve  the  award. 

11  .       Presentation  by  Oakland  Tribune  re:    Tree  Planting.      General  Manager  Trudeau  opened  the 
discussion  on  the  proposed  Plant-A-Tree  campaign    by  the  Oakland  Tribune,  stating  that  the

the  District  has  had  a  long  and  cordial  relationship  with  members  of  the  Tribune,  going  back  to  the 
time  when  Senator  Knowland  introduced  the  enabling  act  which  enabled  the  Park  District  to  come  into 
being  in  the  30's.       This  project  has  come  about  over  a  period  of  discussion,  with  a  number  of  people 
involved  including  Mrs.Chaney,  who  has  done  the  negotiation  work  with  the  Tribune. 

Mrs,   Cheney  reported  en  the  various  meetings  with  Tribune  staff  en  a  proposed  subscription  promotion 
which  would  begin  with  a  gift  of  500  Redwood  Trees  to  be  knov/n  as  the  J.  R.   Kno  wland  Memorial 
Grove.         This  would  be  a  gift  directly  from  the  Senator,  Mrs.  Chaney  said.      V/ith  each  new  3-month 
subscription  would  be  offered  a  tree  to  be  planted  in  the  person's  name  in  the  Regional  Parks.    This 
opportunity  would  also  be  offered  to  their  regular  200,000  circulation  to  purchase  a  tree  under  the  sam 
conditions  for  $3.00  a  tree  which  would  given  them  the  selection  of  a  site    to  check  off.      It  was 
estimated  that  from  five  to  ten  thousand  trees  would  be  the  result  of  this  campaign.  Mrs.Chaney  stated 
that  it  is  one  of  the  largest  promotions  the  Tribune  has  taken  todate  and  introduced  William  T.  Ortman 
the  Circulation  Manager,  who  reported  in  more  detail  on  the  proposal.        Details  of  the  promotional 
campaign  were  explained  with  coverage  in  the  comic  strips,  rack  cards,  bus  posters,  television  and 
radio  advertising,   newspaper  ads,  editorial  boxes,   etc. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  asked  for  Board  approval  to  participate,  on  which  he  indicated    it  might  be 
possible  to  get  federal  matching  funds  for  the  gifts  of  trees.       Jerry  Kent,  Acting  Assistant  General 
Manager,  reported  that  staff  has  been  working  very  closely  with  Mrs.   Chaney  and  the  other  Districf 
departments  that  would  be  involved  in  selecting  the  parks  for  planting  and  paying  specific  attention 
to  the  kinds  of  tree  and  planting  groups  and  plant  association  to  be  used.    Mr.  Kent  stated  that  ten 
native  trees  have  been  selected  that  would  relate  to  existing  trees  in  the  parks,  with  several  parks 
requiring  extensive  planting.

However,  Mr.  Bertorello  said,  Hydraulic  Service 
Co.  requested  that  their  bid  be  withdrawn  as  it-was  their  interpretation  that  the  District  would  furnish 
the  Weaver  Lift,  which  v/as  not  the  case,  the  specifications  called  for  furnishing  the  lift. 

Director  Harberts  questioned  whether  the  District  would  have  held  Hydraulic  Service  accountable,  if 
the  av/ard  had  been  made  to  this  firm  and  they  failed  to  comply.      Mr .  Bertorello  explained  that  if 
the  company  did  not  acknowledge  the  purchase  order  within  ten  days  and  did  not  enter  into  a  contract 
they  v/ould  not  be  liable.      Acting  General  Manager  Kent  also  stated  that  the  District  Counsel  has 
advised  us  on  several  occasions  that  when  bids  are  received  and  there  is  an  obvious  oversight  or 
discrepancy,  we  have  the  responsibility  of  checking  that  out,  v/hich  was  done  in  this  case.    Mr. 
Bertorello  said  that  it  is  good  faith  that  when  something  is  obvious  we  try  to  find  out  if  there  is  a 
reason  for  it. 

Director  Macdonald  moved  to  accept  the  bid  of  Huddleston  Equipment,  v/hich  motion  was  seconded 
by  Director  Cogswell.  The  motion  was  passed  by  a  four  to  one  vote,  with  Director  Harberts  voting 
"no",  and  the  following  resolution  was  accordingly  adopted: 

RESOLUTION  No.  3839A     That  the  Hydraulic  Service  Compcny  be  permitted  to  withdraw  their  low 

*  bid  as  requested    and  that  the  bid  of  Huddleston  Equipment  Co.,  Oakland,

That  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to  issue  an  appropriate  purchase 
order  for  said  installation  and  hoist,  with  funds  for  such  purpose  included 
in  the  District's  1971  -72  fiscal  equipment  budget. 


2.      CONSENT  CALENDAR 

The  tv/o  items  listed  under  the  Consent  Calendar  were  opened  up  for  discussion  at  the  request  of  the 
Chairman  and  staff  and  were  acted    upon  individually  as  noted  herein. 
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(a)        Approving  survey  engineering  work  re:    Huckleberry  Trail  anddlocatio^ofji^s^ 
Chief  c^LaTTd "Management  Hulet  Hornbeck  reporred  that  the  District  is  ready  to  now  do  the 
physical  survey  of  the  trail  and  recommended  that  the  firm  of  Jones-Tillson  &  Associates  be  retained 
to  do  the  survey  befpre  the  rains  start.      Mr.  Hornbeck  said  there  was  further  reason  to  proceed  with 
the  survey  as  v/ord  has  been  received  from  the  State  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  that  this 
project  is  going  to  be  funded,  a,  tar  u^  rntir  recommenaations  u,e  concernea,  wim  ^u,uw  hum  u.e 
Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  as  an  extension  of  the  Skyline  Recreation  Trail .      Mr.  Hornbeck 
said  that  this  would  be  the  first  such  project  in  the  District's  history  so  funded.     The  survey  will  cover 
those  portions  of  the  trail  that  traverse  private  property  and  EBMUD  land,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said,  and 
that  they  did  not  anticipate  surveying  within  Sibley  Regional  Park.      The  Huckleberry  portion,  he 
said,  is  something  in  excess  of  one  mile. 

Director  Badger  inquired  why  this  survey  could  not  be  done  with  our  own  crew.    Mr.  Hornbeck 
replied  that  the  District  survey  crews  would  be  used  to  a  certain  extent,  but  that  the  supervision 
of  the  survey  crew  would  have  to  be  by  a  licensed  civil  engineer,  who,  in  the  event  of  adverse 
proceedings,  can  testify  in  a  legal  proceeding. 

Director  Macdonald  moved  for  approval,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Cogswell,  and  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 

RESOLUTION  No.  3840:       That  an  allocation  of  $2,500  be  approved  for  survey  work  in  connection 

with  Huckleberry  Trail  by  the  firm  of  Jones-Tillson  &  Associates,  with 
funds  for  such  purpose  included  in  the  District's  fiscal  budget  for  1971-72 
Capital  Project  No.  8-04. 


(b)       Approving  allocation  of  $4,700  for  survey  work  and  closing  costs  re:    Camp  Parks 

acquisition.        Chief  of  Land  Management  Hulet  Hornbeck  reported  that  just  prior  to  the 
offering  ancTfendering  of  the  deed  to  the  District  of  the  Camp  Parks  property,  the  federal  govemmenr 
said  they  had  spent  $2,000  to  survey  the  11  acre  parcel  which  had  the  military  installation  on  it  and 
that  this  expense  would  be  part  of  the  application  for  the  District's  taking  the  other  portion  of  the 
property.      Mr.  Hornbeck  stated  that  this  $2,000  expense  to  the  District  had  been  mentioned  to  the 
Board  in  previous  memorandums  and  recommended  that  the  Board  approve  payment  to  the  federal 
government. 

Mr.  Hornbeck  also  asked  for  an  allocation  of  an  additional  $2,700  for  title  fees.      He  stated  that 
on  all  District  land  acquisitions  it  is  the  policy  to  have  a  title  policy  and  that  a  value  just  short  of 
$1  .5  million  has  been  placed  on  the  Camp  Parks  acquisition.     Mr.  Hornbeck  estimated  that  $1,700 
would  cover  the  cost  for  the  title  policy.      Director  Cogswell  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  this 
figure,  together  with  the  $2,000  to  the  government,   totalled  $3,700.    Mr.  Hornbeck  requested  that 
this  amount  be  approved  at  ;this  time  and  if  necessary  he  could  come  back  to  the  Board  for  an 
additional  $1,000.      The  Directors  agreed  and  on  motion  of  Director  Cogswell,  seconded  by  Director 
Harberts,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 

RESOLUTION  No.  3841:      That  an  allocation  of  $3,700  be  approved  from  unappropriated  land 

acquisition  funds  in  the  1971-72  fiscal  budget  to  cover  survey  and 
title  costs  relative  to  the  Camp  Parks  acquisition  from  the  federal 
government . 
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3.      Authorization  to  go  to  bid  on  miscellaneous  minor  capital  projects  and  approving  allocation 


of  funds  for  this  purpose.        Acting  General  Manager  Jerry  Kent  requested  permission  to  take 
eight  minor  capital  projects  on  fh is  year's  fiscal  budget,  discussing  them  as  a  block  and  get 
permission  to  complete  final  plans  and  specifications  and  to  go  out  to  bid  on  six  of  the  items  and 
at  the  rime  the  bids  are  received  to  allocate  the  runas.      On  two  of  the  items,  Mr.   Kent  said,  staff 
is  asking  for  allocations  end  approval  to  go  ahead  and  complete  the  projects.     These  were  to 
negotiate  for  fill  at  Alameda  Beach  and  $1,500  for  improving  the  water  system  at  Sunol . 

Director  Harberts  questioned  the  $10,000  budgeted  for  a  beach  at  Del  Valle  and  wondered  about 
the  advisability  of  spending  this  amount,   if  the  State  was  going  to  put  in  a  beach  at  this  facility. 
Mr.   Kent  explained  that  the  State  beach  will  be  started  a  year  or  two  in  the  future  and  will  be 
adjacent  to  and  a  part  of  the  development  planned.    Mr.  Kent  felt  that  for  safety  reasons  construction 
of  a  beach  now  is  absolutely  necessary. 

Chief  of  Parks  Bob  Savattone  also  commented  ihat  the  State  plan  proposes  two  beaches  at  Del  Valle, 
one  on  the  east  side  and  one  on  the  west  side  and  that  the  beach  proposed  now  is  on  the  west  side, 
next  to  the  concession  section,  because  conditions  there  are  best  for  construction  of  the  beach. 
The  beach,  he  said,  will  be  constructed  in  such  a  fashio  that  through  the  summer  months  there  would 
always  be  water  at  that  location. 

Director  Macdonald  moved  for  approval  of  the  expenditure  at  Del  Valle,  which  motion  was  seconded 
by  Director  Harberts. 

Director  Badger  moved  for  approval  to  improve  the  water  service  in  Redwood  Regional  Park,  which 
motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald. 

Director  Harberts  moved  for  approval  to  upgrade  the  Roberts  water  system,  which  motion  was 
seconded  by  Director  Macdonald. 

Following  an  explanation  by  Mr.   Savattone  on  the  use  of  base  rock  for  the  service  roads  at  Anthony 
Chabot,  and  culverting  in  some  areas,  as  an  experimental  program,    Director  Macdonald  moved  for 
approval,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Harberts. 

On  the  fill  for  Alameda  Beach,  Chief  of  Plans,   Design  and  Construction,   Lewis  Crutcher,  requested 
permission  to  negotiate  for  the  necessary  fill  not  to  exceed  60$  per  cubic  yard,  with  the  total 
allocation  not  to  exceed  $10,000.       Mr.   Crutcher  explained  that  when  it  comes  to  the  availability 
of  fill  material,  bidding  doesn't  quite  fit  the  picture  and  that  a  considerable  amount  of  fill  is  still 
required.      He  also  commented  that  the  District  Counsel  on  previous  occasions  has  srated  that  when 
it  is  in  the  public  interest,  the  process  of  bidding  can  be  avoided  and  that  this  was  one  of  those  times. 
Director  Harberts  moved  to  authorize  staff  to  proceed,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director 
Macdonald. 

Mr.  Crutcher  also  reported  on  the  water  main  completion  at  Alameda  Beach  ,  with  Director  Mac- 
donald moving  for  approval,  seconded  by  Director  Cogswell. 

Mr.  Crutcher  also  explained  that  by  use  of  the  existing  well  and  pump  and  the  installation  of  a 
10,000  gallon  water  storage  tank  and  the  necessary  piping,  the  v/ater  problems  at  Ohlone  v/ould  be 
solved.       Director  Cogswell  moved  for  approval,  which  was  seconded  by  Director  Badger. 

Christian  Nelson,   Chief  of  the  Interpretive  Department,   covered  the  item  for  the  water  lines  and 
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holding  ianks  to  correct  the  water  supply  system  at  Sunol .  Director  Macdonald  moved  for  approval, 
which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Harberts.  By  unanimous  vote  the  Board  adopted  the  follow- 
ing resolution  to  permit  proceeding  with  the  various  capital  projects: 

RESOLUTION  No.  3842:      That  the  following  authorizations  and  allocations  be  approved,  with 

funds  for  such  purposes  included  in  the  District's  fiscal  budget  for 
1971-72: 

REDWOOD   -  Water  lines  (Redwood  Bowl),  development  of  plans  and  specifications  for  work  not  to 
exceed  $5000  for  improvements  to  the  water  main  servicing  the  Redwood  Bowl,  Redwood  Archers, 
the  park  residence  and  improve  laterals  to  the  Meadow  area  at  Redwood  Bowl  and  to  bid  such  v/ork 
prior  to  June  30,    1972. 

ROBERTS  -  Water  System,  development  of  plans  and  specifications  for  work  not  to  exceed  $5000 
for  improvements  to  the  Roberts  water  system  and  the  ball  field  area  adjacent  to  the  south  parking 
lot,  as  well  as  to  install  a  simple  quick-coupling  system    in  specific  areas  within  the  Redwood 
Grove  and  to  bid  such  work  prior  to  June  30,   1972. 

ANTHONY  CHABOT    -West  Central  Trail,  development  of  specifications  for  2300  tons  class  2 
base  rock  and  related  trail  work  not  to  exceed  $12,000  at  Anthony  Chabot  Regional  Park  and  to 
bid  such  material  prior  to  June  30,   1972. 

DEL  VALLE  -  Interim  Beach,  development  of  specifications  for  work  at  Del  Vclle  Regional  Park 
not  to  exceed  $10,000  for  construction  of  a  beach,  placing  of  sand  and  other  general  improvements 
and  to  bid  such  work  prior  to  January  1,   1972. 

ALAMEDA  BEACH   -  Fill  Dirt,  to  negotiate  for  necessary  fill  for  Alameda  Beach  not  to  exceed 
60c£  per  cubic  yard,   and  approving  an  allocation  for  such  purpose  not  to  exceed  $10,000. 

V/ater  main  ,   design  and  development  of  plans  and  specifications  for  completion  of  the  irrigation 
system  at  Alameda  Beach  not  to  exceed  $6,000  and  to  bid  such  work  prior  to  June  30,    1972. 

SUNOL  -  Ohlone  Water  Storage,  development  of  plans  and  specifications  for  10,000  gallon 
Camp  Ohlone  water  storage  tank  and  related  piping  not  to  exceed  $5,000  and  to  bid  such  work 
prior  to  June  30,    1972. 

V/ater  lines  and  holding  tanks,  correction  of  non-potable  water  supply  system  at  the  main  park 
residence,  provide  drinking  fountains  for  hikers  and  more  positive  water  supply  for  cattle  grazer, 
and  approving  an  allocation  for  such  purpose  not  to  exceed  $1,500. 


Approval  °f  revised  policies  on  boating.      Director  Cogswell  recommended  that  the  boating 
rules  and  regulations  include  the  fact   th~at  the  General  Manager  may  authorize  four  power 
boat  regattas  at  Del  Valle  annually.     Director  Badger  moved  for  approval  of  the  revised  policies 
on  boating,  with  the  addition  mentioned.       Director  Cogswell  seconded  the  motion  and  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Pork  District  that  the  following  rules  end  reflations 
shall  opp\y  to  all  beats  und/or  other  vessels  of  any  kind  under     Section  XXV11  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Pork  District  Ordinance 
No.  33: 

ARTICLE    1.     ARFAS  DESIGNATED  FOR  LAUNCHING  OF  PRIVATE  BOATS.     Private  boats    (not  exceeding  15  feet  In  length) 
which  permit  hand  launching  and  cait<  porting,   may  be  launched  at  !'-e  foil'     'infj  designated  areas:    Contra  foma 

Reservoir,    Alameda  Memorial  State  and  Regional  Beaches,     Cull  Canyon  Reservoir,     Don  Caslro  Reservoir,   end  Shadow 
Cliffs  Lake. 

Both  cartop  transported  and  trailerable  boats  may  be  launched  at    Del  Voile  Reservoi.-  without  restriction  as  to  size. 
Private  boats  shall  not  be  permitted  on  Chabot  Reservoir,     Lake  Anza,     Loke  Temescal  and    Jewel  Lake. 

ARTICLE    2.      INSPECTION   AND  PERMIT.       All  private  boats  launched  at  Contra  Loma  Reservoir,     Cull  Ccnyon  Reservoir, 

Don  Castro  Reservoir,  end  Shadow  Cliffs  Lake   must  be  inspected  by  a  designated  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  employee, 
be  registered  and  obfein  an  annual  permit  or  decal  which  shall  be  displayed  in  a  prominent  place  on  the  hull  of  the  boat. 

Private  boats  launched  at    Del  Valle  and  Alameda  Memorial  Beaches  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  inspection  and  permit 
procedure. 

ARTICLE    3.     BOATING  RULES   AND  REGULATIONS. 


a.  Boat  means  any  device  in  or  upon  which  persons  or  property  may  be  carried,  over  or  beneath  the  surface  of  water. 

b.  Boats  shall  be  operated  In  a  manner  that  is  reasonable  and  prudent,  having  due  regard  for  the  safety  of  others,  and 
in  no  case  endangering  the  life,  limb  or  property  of  any  person. 

c.  Private  boats  may  only  be  operated  or  launched  between  the  hours  of  sunrise  and  sunset. 

d.  No  gasoline  motors  of  any  kind  shall  be  used  to  propel  a  private  boat  at  Lake  Chabot,     Cull  Ccnyon,     Don  Castro, 
Shadow  Cliffs  and  Contra  Loma.      Approved  electric  motors  may  be  allowed  for  purposes  of  trolling  for  fish. 

e.  Gasoline  powered  motor  boats  may  be  operated  at  Del  Valle  Lake  and  Alameda  Memorial  Beaches  under  the  follow- 
ing restrictions :. 

(1)  The  motor  is  properly  equipped  with  manufacturer's  approved  muffling  dev'ce. 

(2)  Boat  speed  shall  not  exceed  10  mph  at  any  time  while  in  waters  controlled  by  the  East  Bay 
Regional   Park   District,   except  that  the  General  Manager  may  authorize  four  (4)  power  boat 
days  at  Del  Valle  Lake  annually. 

(3)  That  no  pollution  of  District  waters  occurs  from  gasoline  and  oil  leakage,  spillage,  or  other 
means. 

f.  Boats  shall  not  carry  more  passengers,   including  the  operator,   than  a  maximum  of  two  passengers  for  boats  10  feet  or 
less  in  length  end  a  maximum  of  four  passengers  for  boats  10  feet  to  15  feet  in  length.      However,  in  no  ccse  shall 
the  number  of  passengers  exceed  the  manufacturer's  specified  weight  recommendations,  or  the  rated  boat  capacity 
indicated  on  the  registration  form  obtained  at  the  time  of  boat  registration. 

g.  Each  individual  must  have  available  one  Coast  Guard  approved  life  preserver  in  good  condition  for  his  use. 

h.      Eoats  and  the  operators  and  passengers  must  meet  and  observe  all  applicable  Coast  Guard,  Slate  and  Federal  safety 
requirements. 

i.       No  person  shall  operate  any  boat  within  any  designated  swimming  area  or  within  100  feet  of  the  boundaries  of  a 
designated  swimming  area. 

j.       At  least  one  person  launching  and  operating  a  private  boat  at  Contra  Loma  Reservoir,   Shadow  Cliffs  Lake,    Don  Castro 
Reservoir,  end  Cull  Canyon  Reservoir    shall  be  16  years  of  age  or  older  and  shall  be  responsible  for  use  of  the  boat 
and  for  all  passengers. 

k.       The  District  reserves  the  right  to  limit  the  maximum  number  of  boats  on  lakes  or  v/ater  areos  it  manages  at  any 

particular  time  in  order  to  provide  safe  and  reasonable  boating  opportunities  and  to  avoid  interference  with     other 
public  uses  of  aquatic  facilities. 

1  .       The  District  may  revoke  the  boat  permit  or  decal  of  any  boat  whose  occupants  violate  any  of  the  foregoing  rules  and 
regulations.

5.      Authorization  to  dispose  of  surplus  equipment.     Mr.  Bertorello  requested  permission  to  declare 

three  items  wnTcri  are  no    longer  used,  as  surplus.     Director  Macdonald  moved  for  approval, 
v/hich  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Harberts.      The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by 
unanimous  vote:

6.      Discussion  of  Sunol  pov/er  line  requirements  and  approval  to  retain  consultant-engineer. 

Acting  General  Manager  Jerry  Kent  reported  on  the  background  of  the  power  line  problem  at 
Sunol,  with  the  request  two  years  ago  to  do  some  temporary  repairs  to  the  power  line,  and  the 
problems  in  resolving  the  routing  of  the  power  line,  getting  approval  of  PG&E  and  developing  a 
final  budget  that  staff  could  recommend  to  the  Board. 

Mr.   Crutcher,   Chief  of  Plans,   Design  and  Construction,  stated  that  fundamentally  the  District  is 
faced  with  two  alternatives  -  one  to  underground  the  line  and  the  other  to  repair  the  existing  line  - 
and  while  District  policy  is  tending  towards  undergrounding,  this  would  cost  about  S70,000. 
Disirict  Architect  Donald  Harms  reported  on  the  various  routes  possible,  with  Consultant    Charles  J. 
Williams  of  the  electrical  engineering  firm  of  Williams  Engineering,  further  detailing  the  routing 
and  possibilities . 

Director  Badger  recommended  that  the  matter  be  tabled  as  additional  input  is  required  from  PG&E, 
with  which  Jerry  Kent  concurred.      Director  Badger  moved  to  carry  the  item  over  to  the  next  meeting, 
v/hich  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Cogswell  and  unanimously  approved  by  the  Board.    Mr. 
Williams  distributed  a  list  of  possible  options  on  the  electrical  service  at  Sunol  for  the  Board  Members 
review.        Item  carried  over . 


7.      Approval  of  consultant  for  Point  Richmond  project.        Chief  of  Plans,    Design  and  Construction 

Lewis  Crutcher  stated  that  although  staff  has  a  recommendation  this  is  a  project  where  the 
ultimate  service  is  still  undetermined  and  will  only  be  known  after  public  hearings  are  held,  and 
therefore,   it  is  impossible  to  come  up  v/ith  a  contract  at  this  time.      Mr.   Crutcher  requested  adoption 
of  a  resolution  to  authorize  entering  into  discussion  with  Arbegast  &  Newton,  Landscape  Architects, 
to    define  the  scope  of  design  and  engineering  services  and  their  related  fees  for  the  proposed 
regional  park  at  Point  Richmond,    and  to  report  back  to  the  Board  for  authorization  to  enter  into  a 
contract  for  the  design  services. 

Director  Badger  called  attention  to  a  letter  from  Mrs.   Jerry  Kretzmer,  which  concurred  with  the 
findings  of  staff,  feeling  that  Arbegast  &  Newton  presented  the  best  approach  to  the  work  to  be 
done  there  and  recommended  that  this  firm  be  considered  for  the  job.      Director  Badger  moved 
to  approve  the  staff  request  to  negotiate  with  Arbegast  &  Newton  .    Mr.  Crutcher  asked  thar  the 
word  "negotiate"  be  deleted  and  the  words  "enter  into  discussion"  be  used  instead.      This  motion 
v/as  seconded  by  Director  Cogswell,  and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  voi 
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RESOLUTION  No.  3845:      That  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to   enter  into  discussion  with 

the  firm  of  Arbegast  &  Newton,  Landscape  Architects,   to  define  the 
scope  of  design  and  engineering  services  and  related  fees  for  the 
proposed  regional  park  at  Point  Richmond,  and  to  report  back  to  the 
Board  for  authorization  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  said  design  services. 


In  the  advance  information  submitted  to  the  Board  on  the  above  agenda  item,   it  was  indicated  that 
the  firms  of  Theodore  Osmundson  &  Associates,     Splenda  &  Yamamoto,    Arbegast  &  Newton,  and 
Royston,  Hanamoto,   Beck  &  Abey/Hardison  &  Komatsu    made  presentations  and  were  interviewed 
at  a  public  meeting  held  at  the  Richmond  City  Council  Chambers  on  Thursday  evening,  October  14. 
The  meeting  was  chaired  by  Mr.   Crutcher,  with  other  members  of  the  review  panel  consisting  of 
Directors  Badger  and  Blumberg,  Jerry  Kent  and  Donald  Harms. 

Mr.  Kent  reported  that  the  District  goal  was  to  have  some  use  of  the  area  this  summer  and  that  this 
is  one  of  the  conditions  in  our  application  for  funding.         Mrs.  Louise  Hammond  and  Mrs.  Lucretia 
Edwards, visitors  at  the  meeting,  stated  they  were  delighted  with  the  choice,  as  Mr.  Arbegast  and 
Mr.  Newton  did  the  drav/ings  for  Keller's  Park  and  felt  that  these  people,  who  did  Keller's,  should 
be  the  ones  to  carry  on  the  continuation  of  the  park. 

8.      Adoption  of  Resolution  of  Thanks  to  the  many  individuals  and  organizations  re:    AB-925.

5.      Acceptance  of  gift  of  $1,000  for  Carolyn  Brown  Grove  at  MarcH  Gate  in  Anthony  Chabot  , 

Regional  Park.       Mrs.   Doreta  Chaney,   Development  Specialist,  reported  on  this  subject 
stating  that  in  July  she  had  the  pleasure  of  talking  with  Donavin  Todd,  a  San  Leandro  Bancroft 
Junior  High  School  teacher,  regarding  a  memorial  for  Carolyn  Brown,  who  had  passed  away.    At 
that  time,  Mrs.  Chaney  said,  she  went  to  Don  Harms,  in  the  PD&C  Department,  who  gave  her  a 
list  of  projects  needed  for  the  District  and  the  cost  of  these  projects,  which  were  presented    to 
the  Carolyn  Brown  Memorial  Conservation  Fund  Committee.      The  committee    she  said,  decided 
they  would  like  to  see  a  grove  of  trees  planted  at  Marciel  Gate  in  Anthony  Chabot  Regional  Park. 
Mrs.  Chaney  displayed  a  drawing  prepared  in  the  PD&C  Department  showing  the  area  ,n  wh.ch  the 
grove  was  to  be  planted.         The  grove  will  be  planted  under  the  direction  of  Tom  Lynch  of  our 
Parks  Department,  Mrs.  Chaney  said,  and  will  be  a^grove  of  redwoods  in  community  w.th  trees 
normally  associated  with  redwoods  to  make  a  good  firm  stand. 

Mrs     Chaney  introduced  some  of  the  people  involved  in  the  project  present  at  the  meeting  and  Mr. 
Todd  made  a  short  presentation,  stating  that  it  was  a  pleasure  for  him  to  be  a  part  of  the  conserve-      - 
tion  memorial  fund  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Brown.      At  the  time  she  passed  away,  it  was  felt  *at  they 
should  do  something  in  the  way  of  conservation,  as  Mrs.  Brown  was  truly  a  conservationist    she 
loved  to  be  out  of  doors,  loved  to  hike  and  loved  nature,  Mr.  Todd  said.    Mr. Todd  thanked  all  the 
people  who  participated  and  donated  to  the  fund. 

Mr.  Robert  Brown,  husband  of  the  late  Mrs.  Brown,  expressed  his  gratitude  and  presented,  in  behalf  r 
of  all  of  those  who  worked  so  hard  on  the  project,  a  check  in  the  amount  of  $1,688  to  the  Inter- 
County  Parks  Foundation.    Mrs.  Chaney  commented  in  closing  that  the  grove  will  be  dedicated 
later  when  the  family  arrives  from  out  of  state.

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home-delivered  newspapers  at  no  cost  to  the  District.     Mrs.  Chaney  said  that  the  Tribune  has 
volunteered  to  reprint  the  general  brochures  for  the  District  at  cost,  estimated  at  $2,450,  whereas 
if  this  work  was  reprinted  through  the  District  the  cost  would  be  $740  more. 

General  Manager  Trudeau,  however,  stated  that  this  was  discussed  by  staff  at  a  department  head 
meeting  and  it  was  felt  that  there  would  be  no  advantage  to  distribute  the  brochures  at  this  time  of 
the  year  and  recommended  that  no  action  be  taken  at  this  time  for  reprinting  of  the  brochures  and 
inclusion  in  the  home-delivered  Tribunes.    The  Board  concurred,  and  no  action  was  taken  to  reprint 
the  brochures  for  the  campaign. 

7.      Report  on  Beqch  Erosion  Control  Study  at  Alameda  Beach.     Acting  Assistant  General  Manager 
Jerry  Kent  reported  on  this  subject,  stating  that  a  public  hearing  has  been  set  by  the  Corps  of 
Engineers  on  December  8  at  the  Alameda  City  Council  Chambers  at  7:30  p.m.      This,  Jerry  said, 
will  be  the  first  public  presentation  by  the  Corps  on  the  alternatives  developed  in  their  study   of  the 
erosion  problems  facing  the  District  on  development  of  Alameda  Beach.      The  main  purpose  of  the 
public  hearing,  Mr.  Kent  said,  is  to  accept  testimony  either  in  the  form  of  comments  on  the 
alternatives  or  other  recommended  alternatives  that  the  Corps  should  look  into  and  study.    The  Corps 
report,  he  said,  was  done  between  1968  and  1971   and  is  basically  an  economic  engineering  and 
environmental  study.      Mr.  Kent  reported  that  the  Corps  has  also  received  permission  to  do  a  more 
detailed  tide  study  and  that  the  public  hearing  will  set  the  stage  for  that  design  study.      Cost  will  be 
of  primary  concern  to  the  District,  Mr.  Kent  said,  50%  of  which  will  have  to  be  covered  by  the 
District  for  any  corrective  development  to  take  place.      However,  Mr.  Kent  said,  this  matter  will 
come  back  to  the  Board,  following  the  design  stage,  with  definite  recommendations.    Mr.  Kent 
stated  that  he  was  sure  other  agencies  and  recreation  groups  would  be  making  recommendations  to  the 
Corps  and  hopefully  the  Corps  would  be  able  to  conclude  the  design  study  in  about  one  year. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  said  that  staff  is  looking  very  carefully  into  possible  sources  of  income  for 
this  project,  but  that  it  will  be  a  matter  of  weeks  before  it  is  known  where  some  specific  funds  might 
be  available. 


8.      Progress  report  on  Alameda  Creek  trail  development.     General  Manager  Trudeau  reported  that 

Mr.  Kent  and  District  Counsel  Black  have  been  working  with  the  Flood  Control  District  on 
contract  documents,  and  asked  Mr.  Kent  and  Mr.  Black  to  briefly  cover  the  progress  to  date.     Mr. 
Kent  reported  that  the  project  as  it  now  stands  is  scheduled  for  construction  in  the  Spring  or"  1972. 
It  is  the  Corps  hope  to  have  the  project  out  for  bid  in  December,  with  the  bids  received  and 
contracted  in  January,  Kent  said.      The  project  itself,  he  said,  has  been  broken  down  into  two 
phases,  the  first  to  be  done  this  coming  year  and  the  second  the  following  year.     This  is  a  flood 
control  project  from  Niles  Canyon  to  the  Bay  and  basically  the  District  is  entering  into  agreement 
with  the  Flood  Control   District  to  develop  a  public  trail  facility  along  each  of  the  levees  of  the 
flood  control  channel  and  to  develop  three  staging  areas,  three  parking  areas  and  one  public  trail 
rest  as  part  of  the  District's  agreement  with  the  Flood  Control  District,  Mr.  Kent  said. 

Mr.  Kent  reported  that  local  agencies  are  putting  up  50%  of  the  cost  of  the  recreation  project,  with 
the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  putting  up  the  other  50%.  The  District,  he  said,  is  matching  $123,000 
in  cash  with  the  Flood  Control  District  matching  $77,000  in  land  value,  so  that  the  total  local  share 
is  $200,000  and  the  Federal  Government  share  for  recreation  is  $200,000. 

Mr.  Kent  stated  that  the  first  phase  of  construction    would  include  a  bicycle  path  on  the  south  side 
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of  the  flood  control  channel,  six  feet  wide  of  crushed  rock  treated  with  chips  and  oil,  with  under- 
crossings  of  all  major  roadsand  running  from  the  Southern  Pacific  railroad  tracks  to  Newark  Boulevard. 
The  three  parking  areas  to  be  developed  were  at  Jamison  Road,   Decota  Road  and  Beard  Road,  Mr. 
Kent  said,  which  would  be  gravel  surfaced,  have  rest  rooms  and  would  be  landscaped,  and  in  some 
cases  irrigation  will  be  included  as  part  of  the  first  phase  project.      The  Coyote  Hills  staging  area 
will  be  done  the  first  year,  including  parking,  rest  rooms,  some  landscaping  and  irrigation,  Mr.  Kent 
said,  with  the  balance  of  the  project  into  Niles  Canyon  to  be  completed  during  the  second  year. 

On  financing,  Mr.  Kef^said,  the  District  is  about  $70,000  short  to  complete  the  whole  project,  so 
bids  have  been  set  up  off  a  priority  schedule.      Three  staging  areas  are  planned,  he  said  -  Niles, 
New  Haven  and  Coyote  Hills.      The  original  plan,  he  said,  as  it  was  developed  included  five  park- 
ing areas,  four  staging  areas  and  three  trail  rest  areas,  and  now,  due  to  funding,  the  plan  has  been 
reduced  to  three  parking  areas,  three  staging  areas  and  one  trail  rest  area,  with  the  project  modified 
to  bring  it  into  budget. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  reported  that  there  was  a  second  aspect  on  this  matter,  with  the  Lowell 
Berry  Foundation  wanting  to  offer  an  additional  staging  area  -  a  22  acre  parcel  containing  the  Old 
Vallejo  Adobe  and  what  was  formerly  the  California  Nursery  as  a  gift  to  the  District.    In  discussing 
this,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,     four  criteria  were  set  up  as  to  whether  it  would  be  brought  back  to  the 
Board.      These  were,  he  said,  first,  that  it  was  agreeable  to  the  City  of  Fremont;  second  that  this 
did  provide  a  staging  area  with  access  to  Alameda  Creek  and  the  25  ft.  strip  owned  by  the  property 
owner  would  go  with  the  22  acres;  third,  that  the  Old  Adobe  was  a  registered  historical 

landmark;  and  four,  that  there  would  be  some  possibility  of  matching  funds  that  could  be  used  for 
the  development  so  that  the  District's  priority  system  would  not  be  violated.     Mr.  Trudeau  said 
that  preliminary     investigation  indicates  that  a  grant    may  be  possible  . 

Gary  Tate,  Assistant,  Resource  Management,  described  and  showed  an  aerial  photo  of  the  22  acre 
parcel  and  the  25  ft.  strhip  to  the  railroad  track  which  would  provide  the  access  to  the  trail  area. 
Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  staff  is  reviewing  the  entire  matter  in  greater  depth  at  the  moment  and  will  be 
coming  back  to  the  Board  at  the  December  7  meeting  with  a  recommendation.      He  suggested  that 
a  field  trip  to  the  area  might  be  in  order. 

* 

Director  Badger  commented  that  he  was  very  familiar  with  the  area  and  if  it  can  be  acquired,  the 
District  should  proceed  in  that  direction,  and  moved  for  staff  to  explore  this  and  get  more  details  in 
the  hope  that  positive  steps  can  be  taken  to  acquire  the  property.      Director  Cogswell  seconded  the 
motion,  stating  that  this  would  be  a  major  acquisition  for  the  District,  since  it  would  tie  into  the 
trail  system. 

District  Counsel  Donn  Black  commented  on  the  contract  being  negotiated  between  the  Park  District 
and  the  Flood  Control  District,  stating  that  final  drafts  were  being  prepared,  but  that  there  were  a 
number  of  points  for  the  Board  to  consider.       Mr.  Black    said  the  thing  that  makes  the  points 
difficult  to  consider  is  that  there  are  so  many  benefits  to  be  gained  from  the  project  which  makes 
it  difficult  to  balance  the  intangible  risks  against  the  benefits. 

Chairman  Harberts  suggested  that  since  two  Board  Members  were  absent  from  the  meeting  and  the 
Board  would  benefit  by  having  this  matter  presented  to  the  Board  in  the  regular  form  for  study,  this 
should  be  readied  by  Mr.  Black  prior  to  the  next  Board  meeting  to  give  ample  time  for  study.     In 
closing  the  discussion,  General  Manager  Trudeau  commented  that  since  the  District  has  to  live  with 
these  agreements,  great  care  should  be  exercised  now  rather  than  trying  to  undo     them  later. 
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The  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  by  unanimous  vote  ,  on  motion  of  Director  Badger,  seconded 
by  Director  Cogswell, is  noted  below: 

RESOLUTION  No.  3856:      That  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to  proceed  with  further 

discussions  and  investigation  on  the  possibility  of  the  District  acquiring 
the  22  acre  parcel  and  the  25  ft.  right  of  way  formerly  the  California 
Nursery  as  a  gift  to  provide  an  additional  staging  area  for  the  Alameda 
Creek-Coyote  Hills  trail    project   and  to  report  back    to  the  Board  as 
soon  as  possible.  ) 


9.  Report  on  National  Recreation  and  Park  Association  Congress.      General  Manager  Trudeau 
reported  briefly  on  the  Congress,  stating  that  the  sessions  themselves  were  better    than  they 

had  been  for  a  number  of  years.     Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  he  had  an  opportunity  to  meet  with 
representatives  of  the  Huron-Clinton  Metropolitan  Authority,  a  District  nearest  in  size  in  acreage 
and  format  of  operations  as  the  EBRPD,  covering  five  counties,  and  spent  a  good  deal  of  time  in 
comparisons  and  derived  a  great  deal  of  benefit  from  this. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  reported  on  the  surprise  award  to  President  Blumberg    for  his  work  in  setting  up  the 
Board  Members-Commissioners  Branches,   for  the  Coal  Mines  activity  and  his  work  on  the  Briones 
power  line.    Mr.  Trudeau  stated  that  this  was  the  only  award  of  its  kind  made  by  the  Congress  and 
the  only  Director. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  mentioned  the  opportunity  to  discuss  the  Coal  Mines  property,  as  well  as  report 
on  some  of  the  problems  facing  NRPA    on  which  he  had  indicated  to  Mr.  Dwight  Rettie    he  would 
be  willing  to  help. 

Controller  Lowell  Weight  also  gave  his  impressions  on  the  Congress    stating  that  one  of  the  most 
interesting  sessions  was  the  one  on  the  four  day  work  week  and  its  implications  to  the  recreation 
field  and  the  further  burden  to  park  agencies. 

10.  Presentation  of  Educators1  Guide  of  Interpretive  Department.        Christian  Nelson,  Chief  of 
the  Interpretive  Department,  distributed  copies  of  the  new  Educators'  Guide  and  described  the 

new  pocket  folder  approach    which  would  give  the  guide  long  life  and  opportunity  to  be  up-dated 
constantly.      Mr.  Nelson  also  called  attention  to  the  maps  on  the  back  of  the  folder,   which  were 
done  by  Nancy  McKay  of  the  Public  Information  Office.         Mr.  Nelson  said  that  the  guide  has  a 
price  of  $1 .00  to  help  defray  the  expense  of  printing. 


E.     ADDENDA  TO  AGENDA 


1 1 .   Alameda  Beach  Fire  Loss  -  consideration  of  general  release  of  insurance  carrier.       District 

Counsel  Donn  Black  said  that  the  documents  submitted  to  the  Board  in  advance  of  the  meeting 
set  forth  the  basic  idea  and  recommended  that  the  Board  approve  and  execute  the  releases  at  this 
time.      Mr.   Black  said  that  the  contractor  suffered  a  significant  loss  in  the  matter  and  that  the 
District  did  not  spend  any  additional  funds  in  rebuilding  the  structure  as  a  result  of  the  fire  loss. 
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Director  Badger  moved  for  approval,  which  was  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald   and  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

WHEREAS,  on  October  12,  1969,  partially  completed  improvements  at  Alameda  Beach 
Memorial  Park,   under  construction  for  the  Park  District  by  its  contractor,  Carlson,  &  Maier,  were 
severely  damaged  by     fire,  and 

WHEREAS,    various  disputes  developed  among  the  Park  District,   the  Contractor  and  the 
Contractor's  surety,  United  States  Fidelity  &  Guaranty  Co.,  and 

WHEREAS,  said  disputes  were  settled  pursuant  to  a  "Loan  and  Completion  Agreement" 
dated  December  5,  1969,  and 

WHEREAS,  by  letter  dated  June  11,  1970,  the  Park  District's  insurance  carriers  rejected 
proofs  of  loss  filed  by  the  District  in  connection  with  said  fire,  and 

WHEREAS,  said  insurance  carriers,  Contractor,  and  Contractor's  Surety  have  since 
negotiated  a  settlement  among  themselves    whereunder  the  insurance  carriers  require  a  general 
release  from  the  Surety,  Contractor  and  Park  District  in  the  form  attached  hereto,  which  said 
release  is  consistent  with  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  Park  District  in  said  matter, 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  thai,  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  the 
Secretary     of  the  Park  District  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  said  form  of  Release 
on  behalf  of  the  Park  District,  and  cause  same  to  be  delivered  to  the  contractor,  Carlson  &  Maier 
and  the  surety/  United  States  Fidelity  &  Guaranty  Co.,  for  execution  by  them,  and  their  delivery 
to  said  insurance  carriers,  United  States  Fire  Insurance  Company,  Union  Insurance  Society  of  Canton 
and  St. Paul  Fire  and  Marine  Company. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Black     the  Vice-President  and  Secretary  executed  the  releases    immediately 
following  adoption  of  the  above  resolution,   in  order  that  he  could  forward  them  on  to  the  carrier. 

12.  Review  of  Financial  Statement    for  period  ending  September  30,    1971 .      As  there  were  no 
questions  regarding  the  Financial  Statement    for  the  period  ending  September  30,  1971,  it  was

Harberts  recommended  that  the  Board  approve   the  staff  request  for  the  additional  allocation. 
Director  Haley  moved  for  approval,  which  motion  was  seconded  by     Director  Cogswell.    The  follow- 
ing resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

F.  COMMUNICATIONS 

General  Manager  Trudeau  called  attention  to  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Lyle  Buehler,   Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Alameda  Creek  Coyote  Hills  Aquatic  Park  Joint  Agency  and  to  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Paul  Lanferman,  Engineer-Manager  of  the  Flood  Control  District,  regarding  the  draft  report 
by  the  consultants,   Eckbo,  Dean,  Austin  &  Williams,  on  the  Coyote  Hills  master  plan.     Mr.  Trudeau 
said  that  the  consultants  will  make  a  presentation  at  the  November  16  Board  meeting  and  at  that  time 
the  point  of  view  of  the  Trustees  should  be  taken  into  consideration. 

G.  GENERAL  MANAGER'S  and  BOARD  COMMENTS 

General  Manager  Trudeau  called  attention  to  the  news  story  in  the  Tribune  on  the  East  Bay 
Municipal  Utility  District's  move  to  annex  their  watershed  lands  to  the  District  and  thus  save 
$200,  000  a  year  in  real  estate  taxes  which  they  now  pay  to  a  number  of  local  government 
agencies.     Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  to  the  Park  District  the  greatest  loss  would  be  the  $830  lost 
for  the  Redwood  County  Fire  Protection  District,  which  is  operated  by  the  EBRPD's  Fire  Department. 
This  matter  needs  to  be  studied  further,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  to  find  out  what  further  effect  it  will 
have  on  the  Park  District,  before  any  recommendations  can  be  made  if  needed.     Mr.  Trudeau  said 
that  the  Park  District  would  not  oppose  the  annexation. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  reported  that  congressional  hearings  will  be  taking  place  this  week  on  the  National 
Wildlife  Refuge  proposal  and  that  Christian  Nelson,    Chief  of  the   Interpretive  Department,  will  be 
presenting  testimony  in  Washington,  D.C.  at  the  request  and  expense  of  the  Wildlife  Refuge 
Committee. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  commented  that  the  accounting  on  the  tax  campaign  for  AB-925  has  been 
tabulated  and  the  fund  is  short  $200  of  the  cost  and  stated  that  any  contributions  by  the  Board  or  the 
audience  would  be  welcome.       Mr.  Trudeau  also  advised  that  AB-925  does  not  go  into  effect  until 
90  days  after  the  Legislature  adjourns,  after  which  the  Board  is  empowered  to  enact  an  ordinance 
approve  the  tax,  followed  by  a  30-day  period  for  a  referendum,  all  of  which  must  be  accomplished 
before  July  1,  if  it  is  to  become  effective  in  1972.     Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  under  the  circumstances 
the  District  is  in  no  position  at  this  point  to  commit  funds  or  make  recommendations  on  priorities  or 
the  use  of  such  tax  funds. 

Mr. Trudeau  also  reported  that  the  Contra  Costa  Board  of  Supervisors  took  action  on  the  Coal  Mines 
area  and  that  a  resolution  is  being  introduced  in  the  State  Legislature  by  Assemblyman  Dent  in 
support  of  the  District  in  regard  to  the  BLM  land  at  the  Coal  Mines  site. 
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In  connection  with  the  Goal  Mines  area,  two  student  representatives  of  S.A.N.  E.  (Save  America's 
Natural  Environment)  Jim  Sillerud  and  Steve  Hubert,  added  their  voices  in  support  of  the  District  on 
acquisition  of  the  Coal  Mines  area  and  the  BLM  land. 

Director  Badger  also  commented  that  he  had  learned  that  Colonel  Jack  Malloy  (East  Bay  Water) 
was  going  to  retire  soon  and  recommended  that  the  Board  pass  a  reso*   '"ion  to  Mr.  Malloy  for  his 
excellent  attendance  and  help  to  the  Board.      Mr.  Malley  stated  that  he  would  be  at  one  more 
Board  meeting  and  Chairman  Harberts  asked  that  an  appropriate  resolution  be  prepared  for  the  next 
Board  meeting. 


H.     EXECUTIVE  SESSION  with  District  Counsel  to  review  Union  Negotiations. 

Following  discussion  of  the  pertinent  business  before  the  Board,  Chairman  Harberts  called  for  an 
Executive  Session  with  the  District  Counsel  to  review  the  progress  in  union  negotiations.

D.     DISTRICT  BUSINESS 

Before  proceeding  to  the  business  before  the  Board,   Director  Harberts  moved  for  approval  of  the 
agenda,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Woolridge,  and  approved  by  unanimous  vote. 

1.  Report  on  Coyote  Hills  Master  Plan  by  consultants  Eckbo,   Decn,  Austin,  and  Williams. 
General  Manager  Trudeau  opened  the  discussion  on  this  subject,  stating  that  our  contract  with 

the  consulting  firm  requires  them  to  perform  the  work  in  two  phases,  with  the  first  being  a  series  of 
technical  studies  and  on  the  basis  of  the  technical  studies,  for  permission  to  proceed  with  the  design 
phase.        Chief  of  the  Plans, .  Design  and  Construction  Department  Lewis  Crutcher  stated  that  staff 
was  pleased  with  the  extent  and  quality  of  the  reports,  recommending  them  to  the  Board,  and  hoped 
that  the  Board    would  authorize  the  firm  to  proceed  with  the  second  phase  of  the  study  and  the  public 
hearings  and  evaluation  of  the  reports  to  do  a  proper  job. 

Presentations  regarding  the  technical  studies  were  made  by  the  consulting  firms  v/ho  had  prepared  the 
studies,  with  Garrett  Eckbo  mcking  the  introductions  and  opening  statements.      Included  were 
comments  by  Alfred  W.  Baxter  of  the  firm  of  Baxter,  McDonald  and  Co.,  Berkeley,  on  the  marina 
locations,   indicating  that  the  marina  sites  selected  by  the  Alamec'a  Creek-Coyote  Hills  Aquatic 
Park  Joint  Agency  were  essentially  poor  choices.    All  consultants  agreed  that  the  Dumbarton  Point 
site,  outside  of  the  Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park,  would  be  the  best  and  least  costly  marina  site. 
Robert  A.  vanBlaricom  of  John  A.  Blume  and  Associates,   San  Francisco,  reported  on  marina  costs, 
and  was  also  in  favor  of  the  Dumbarton  location  as  the  most  favorable.     William  R.   Zion,  also  of 
the  Berkeley  firm  of  Baxter,  Mcdonald,   commented  that  the  eastern  shore  of  the  South  Bay  was 
singularly  unattractive  for  pov/er  boats  and  that  most  of  the  sail  boats  that  might  be  attracted  to  such 
marines  would  have  no  auxiliary  power  and  would  have  difficulty  negotiating  the  channels  out 
to  navigable  waters.      John  Stevenson  for  Eckbo,    Dean,  Austin  and  Willicrr  s,   commented  on  the 
District's  responsibility  to  dredge  the  two  miles  of  channel  through  the  mud  flais  from  the  end  of'  ine 
flood  control  channel  to  navigable  waters. 

In  light  of  the  comments  by  the  consultants  regarding  the  marina  locations,   it  was  the  decision  of  the 
Board  to  postpone  any  action  to  proceed  with  the  preparation  of  the  Second  Phase,  until  the  Director 
had  an   opportunity  to  review  the  marina  locations  at  close  range,  and  a  field  trip    was  scheduled  for 
December  3,  with  invitations  to  join  the  Directors  sent  to  memocrs  of  the  Joint  Agency  and 
interested  South  County  city  officials.

3.  Approval  of  renewal  of  grazing  lease  at  Briones  and  fencing  of  Carnp  Area.

President  Blumberg  reported  that  the  two  gifts  to  be  accepted  by  the  District  were  $2,000  for 
the  Knowland  Grove  and  $1,688  for  the  Carolyn  Drown  Memorial  Grove,  which  funds  would  be 
turned  over  to  the  District  by  the  Inter-County  ParksFoundation. 


5.      Report  on  1971  Legislative  Sessic  i.       General  Manager  Trudeau  introduced    Michael  Manley, 

Legislative  Advocate  tor  the  District,  of  Sacramento,  an  d  complimented  Mr.  Manic/  for  the 
speed  with  which  he  got  into  the  program  and  his  knowledge  of  the  District,  and  particularly  on 
his  excellent  job  on  AB-925.      Mr.  Trudeau  also  credited  Jim  Grassi  with  much  of  the  material 
submitted  to  the  Board  on  this  agenda  item. 


Mr.  Manley  reported  that  this  session  of  the  legislature  was  unique  in  mar.  s    -  first  it  was  the 

longest  session  in  the  Legislature's  history  and  it  is  still  going  on,  with  nobody  knowing  when  it  was 
going  to  end. 
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Mr.  Manley  said  there  were  a  lot  of  complicating  factors  which  made  this  a  difficult  one  to  work, 
with  brand  new  legislative  leaders,  the  administration    and  the  legislature  controlled  by  leaders  of 
different  political  parties,    this  being  a  reapportionment  year,  and  the  necessity  to  raise  $380  millk 
to  balance  the  State  budget,  which  is  something  that  still  hasn't  been  c!one0    Mr.  Manley  said  that 
altogether  he  thought  the  District  was  extremely  fortunate    and  was  well    treated  by  this  session  of 
the  legislature,  particularly  when  the  District's  main  item  of  interest  was  a  tax  bill.       Mr.  Mcnley 
said  that  the  Board  would  probably  not  be  able  to  take  official  action  on  AB-925  until  March  1972. 

There  was  some  question  as  to  when  the  District  would  receive  the  benefit  of  AB-925  and  it  was 
suggested  by  General  Manager  Trudeau  that  Controller  Lowell  Weipht  and  District  Counsel  Donn 
Black  investigate  this. 

Mr.  Manley  reported  that  few  environmental  bills  passed,  with  conservationists  often  lacking 
the  political  knowhow.      Mr.  Manley  urged  the  Board  to  reindicate  it's  interest  in  AB-3066,  the 
Z'berg  -Collier  $250,000,000  bond  bill,  which,   if  approved  by  the  voters  at  the  1972  general 
election,  would  authorize  issuance  of  bonds  to  acquire  and  establish  beaches,  parks,  recreation 
facilities  and  historical  resources.        On  motion  of  Director  Woolridge,  seconded  by  Director 
Badger,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote  In  support  of  AB-3066: 

RESOLUTION  No.  3863:  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District 

goes  on  record  in  support  of  AB-3066  and  directs  the  General 
Manager  and  its  Legislative  Advocate  to  express  to  the  Legislature 
the  Board's  support  of  this  bill  and  urging  its  passage. 

Mrs.  Horace  Burr,  a  visitor  to  the  meeting,  as  well  as  Christian  Nelson,   Chief  of  the  Interpretive 
Department,  recommended  that  the  Board  support  AB-660,  the  Dunlap  bill  authorizing  a  four  year 
study  of  the  ecological  impact  of  mountain  lions  in  California.         On  motion  of  Director  Badger, 
seconded  by  Director  Cogswell,  the  following  resolution  was  also  adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 

RESOLUTION  No.  3864:'  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District 

goes  on  record  in  support  of  AB-660  and  directs  the  General  Manage : 
and  its  Legislative  Advocate  to  express  to  the  Legislature  the  Board' 
support  of  this  bill  and  urging  its  passage. 

Following  the  above  actions,  President  Blumberg  thanked  Mr.  Mcnley  for  his  report  on  what  was 
happening  in  Sacramento  and  suggested  that  he  convey  to  the  legislators  of  the  District's  interest 
in  AB-3066  and  AB-660. 


6.      Report  on  road  at  Del  Valle.        Jerry  Kent,  Acting  Asst.  General  Manager,  reported  on  this 
,-fi,   relating  the  processes  which  had  taken  place,  with  the  Department  of  Water  Resources 
building  a  new  road    to  provide  access  to  the  adjacent  property  owner,  and  the  deeding  over, 
acceptance  by  the  County  and  dedication  as  a  county,  road.       Mr.   Kent  said  that  notice  had  now 
been   received  from  the  Department  of  Water  Resources  and  the  County  regarding  acceptance  by 
the  county  of  another  portion  of  the  road,  which  would  bring  a  county  road  virtually  all  the  way 
through  the  park.       The  adjacent  property  owner,  Mr.   Kent  said,  has  been  guaranteed  unrestricted 
access  to  his  properly  by  the  courts,  meaning  lhat  no  gates  or  controls  can  be  constructed  by  a  locai 
agency  without  the  property  owner's  approval  and  concurrence.      If  the  road  is  ted  as  a 


county  rood,  no  signs,  gates  or  any  means  of  control  of  either  the  general  public  or  of  the  property 
owner  can  take  place,  Mr.   Kent  said.      It  would  be  a  dedicated  county  road  open  to  the  P"b>'^4 
hours  a  day.      Mr.  Kent  said  at  this  point  the  District  had  two  options,  the  first  of  which  would  be 
to  aporove  the  proposal  of  the  Department  of  Water  Resources  to  turn  the  section  of  road  to  the 
county  and  opened  as  a  county  road,  or  to  oppose  the  dedication  and  attempt  to  negotiate  the  road 
into  the  master  lease  with  the  Department  of  Water  Resources.      Mr.   Kent  said  that  essentially  this 
would  mean  that  a  turnaround  would  have  to  be  constructed  and  the  District  would  have  to  accept 
the  maintenance  and  liability  responsibilities  and  operate  the  road  as  a  park  road.    He  sa.d  it  was 
staff's  feeling,  without  qualification  ,   that  the  District  should  have  control  of  the  road  in  terms  of 
use  by  the  general  pubiic. 

Mr.   Kent  explained  that  maintenance  costs  would  run  between  $2,000  and  $4,000  and  that  the 
District  would  not  be  involved  in  any  way  in  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  bridge,  as  it  is  not 
included  in  the  area  with  which  the  District  is  concerned.      Mr.   Kent  said  that  staff  recommended 
that  the  Board  oppose  the  dedication  of  the  portion  of  the  road  and  to  authorize  negotiations  with 
the  Department  of  Water  Resources. 

After  further  discussion  of  the  advantages  and  disadvantages,  on  motion  of  Director  Haley,  seconded 
by  Director  Cogswell,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 

RESOLUTION  No.  3865:  That  the  Heard  of  Directors  oppose  dedication  of  the  4,000  ft. 

section  of  road  between  the  west    end    of  Del  Voile  Bridge  and  the

property  owners  to  the  south  unrestricted  access  to  their  lands,  and 

That  staff  report  back  to  the  Board  at  the  earliest  possible  time  with  c 
final  recommendation.

the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote.      Lewis  Crutcher ,   Chief  of  the  Plans, 
Design  and  Construction  Department,   commented  that  they  plan  to  rebid  the  project  a  little  later 
witrTthe  hope  that  later  in  the  season    they    would  get  better  bids. 

RESOLUTION  No.  3866:  That  the  bids  received  from  remodeling  of  the  Roberts  Snack  Stand, 

— which  were  considerably  higher  than  the  staff  estimate  and  budget 

for  this  project,  be  rejected,  and

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District  Counsel  and  Jack  Rogers  regarding  certain  legal  aspects  in  regard  to  the  filing  of  a  brief  in 
the  Coal  Mines  matrei  .      Mrs.  Horace  Burr  was  the  first  to  speak,  reading  a  letter  to  the  Board 
similar  to  one  which  she  had  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  Interior  Rogers  Morton,  and  recommending  that 
the  Regional  Park  District  enter  the  case  by  filing  a  brief. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  also  called  attention  to  an  editorial  in  the  Oakland  Tribune  on  the  subjec 
which  he  felt  was  even  better  than  the  one  mentioned  and  attached  to  Mrs.  Burr's  letter. 

Manfred  Lindner  of  Danville,  present  Chairman  of  the  Coalition  Cor..mittee  to  Save  the  Coal  Mines, 
representing  a  number  of  conservation  oriented  organizations  in   the  central  part  of  the  County, 
echoed  the  sentiments     expressed  by  Mrs.  Burr    and  urged  the  Board  to  enter  into  filing  a  brief. 
Mr.  Lindner  said  their  group  of  a  dozen  strong  has  been  talking  to  people  during  the  last  two  months 
in  support  of  the  District.      The  committee,  he  said,  will  go  out  of  existence  as  soon  as  the  issue  is 
settled  and  felt  that  the  District  has  as  great  a  stake  in  this  as  the  people  of  Pittsburg,  Antioch  and 
Clayton  and  should  take  a  forthright  stand  and  file  a  brief,  and  in  case  of  an  unfavorable  decision, 
enter  into  a  lawsuit. 

Mr.  John  Bryant,  Principal  of  Heights  Elementary  School  in  Pittsburg  and  former  Director    on  the 
Board,  also  urged  that  the  District  file  a  brief,  as  did  George  Cardinet  on  behalf  of  the  Fast  Bay 
Trails  Council  .      Mr.  Cardinet  emphasized  that  the  realization  of  the  Coal  Mines  park  goes  back 
a  good  many  years  and  commented  on  a  report  dated  1944  of  the  Recreation  Committee  of  the 

Contra  Costa  Development  Association  in  which  this  area  was  included  for  park    development.    Mr. 

Cardinet  stated  that  the  District  had  the  support  of  the  Trails  Council  and  all  the  Horsemen. 

Mrs.  Jane  Helrick,   Concord  school  teacher,  spoke  on  behalf  of  S.A.N.  E.  (Save  America's 
Natural  Environment),  expressing  their  concern  that  the  area  be  preserved  because  of  its  unique 
historical  significance  and  the  fact  that  a  multi-purpose  park  can  be  developed  there. 

Attorney  Michael  Palmer,  on  behalf  of  the  Environmental   Defense  Fund,  offered  their  support  to  the 
District.       Mr.  Bryant  also  commented  on  the  rare  plants  in  the  area  and  the  work  of  the  California 
Native  Plant  Society,  which  has  already  sent  a  letter  to  Secretary  Morton  on  this  matter,  and  on  the 
historical  significance  of  the  Coal  Mines  area,  as  well  as  the  urban  significance  of  this  site  for  park 
and  recreation  purposes. 

Dr.  Howard  Knight,    Diablo  Valley  College  biology  teacher,    also  added  his  support  to  preserve  this 
area  for  a  park,  emphasizing  its  educational  values. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  commented  that  because  of  the  number  of  things  happening,  including  the 
filing  of  briefs  by  the  National  Park  Service  and  the  Forest  Service  and  other  agencies,  which  could 
have  a  material  effect  on  the  Board  of  Land  Appeals,  it  would  be  well  to  have  public  interest 
represented  and  this  is  where  the  District  would  enter  into  it.  Mr.  Trudeau  advised  that  the  Contra 
Costa  County  Board  of  Supervisors  has  authorized  entering  into  the  case  with  the  Park  District  and  rh 
many  other  resolutions  of  support  have  been  received. 

As  there  were  no  further  comments  on  the  subject  from  the  audience  the  Board  adjourned  i 
Executive  Session  with  the  District  Counsel.     When  the  open  session  reconvened,  on  motion  of 
Director  Blumberg,  seconded  by  Director  Badger,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous 
vote:

WHEREAS  the  Kosanke  Sand  Corporation  appealed  the  Sacramento  ruling  to  the  Office  of  Hearings 
and  Appeals,   Interior  Board  of  Land  Appeals,  Arlington,  Virginia,  which  Board  on  September  3, 
1971,   in  the  ccse  United  States  vs.  Kosanke  Sand  Corporation,   the  U.  S.   Department  of  the  Interior, 
Office  of  Hearings  and  Appeals,   Interior  Board  of  Land  Appeals,  Arlington,  Virginia,  found  that  the 
Sacramento  ruling  was  affirmed  in  part  and  reversed  in  part  and  remanded,  and 

WHEREAS  for  several  years  prior  to   1964  the  County  of  Contra  Costa  and  others  had    investigated  and 
considered  the  general  area  of  which  the  BLM  land  is  a  part  for  park  and  recreation  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  have,  since  1964,  planned 
for  the  acquisition  and  development  of  a  major  regional  park  facility  in  the  general  area  of  Norton- 
ville-Somersville-Stewartsville  of  Contra  Costa  County,  in  which  general  area  the  BLM  land  is 
located,  and 

WHEREAS  on  October  26,    1964,  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  filed  en  application  with  the 
Bureau  of  Land  Management  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  under  the  Recreation  and  Public  Purpose 
Act  of  1954  for  acquisition  of  the  BLM  land,  and 

WHEREAS  on  June  1969,  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  classified  the  subject  property  under 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  June  14,   1929  (44  Stat.  741;  43  U.S. Code  869)  fcr  highest  and  best  use  of 
the  land  the  transfer  of  the  property  to  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  for  regional  park  and 
recreation  purposes,  and 

WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  by  Resolution  No.  3824  on

INTRODUCTIONS 


President  Blumberg  and  General  Manager  Trudeau  introduced  a  number  of  the  dignitaries  attending  the 
meeting,   including  Pittsburg  City  Manager  S.  Anthony  Donato,   City  Councilwoman  Louise  Giersch  of 
Antioch,  Antioch  City  Manager  Thomas  Oglesby,  and  Alameda  County  Supervisor  Joseph  Bort  and  his 
wife.      President  Blumberg  also  mentioned  that  the  Board  had  an  opportunity  to  meet  with  Contra  Costc 
County  Supervisor  Ed  Linscheid  earlier  in  the  evening. 

III.      DISTRICT  BUSINESS 


In  opening  the  meeting  President  Blumberg  stated  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional 
Park  District  attempts  to  hold  evening  meetings  away  from  the  District  Headquarters  once  or  twice  a 
year  depending  on  the  occasion.      Director  Woolridge  moved  to  approve  the  agenda,  with  the  deletion 
of  the  Addenda  items  relating  to  the  Alameda  Creek  Trail,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director 
Haley,  and  approved  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  six  Directors  present. 
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COAL  MINES  REGIONAL  PARK 

1.         Report  on  District  involvement  in  the  case  of  U.S.  Government  vs.  Kosanke  Sand 

Corporation.       General  Manager  Trudeau  opened  the  discussion  stating  that  he  was 
happy  to  report  that  both  the  District  and  others,   including  Contra  Costa  County,  the  Sierra 
Club,  the  Environmental   Defense  Fund,   the  Pittsburg  Unified  School  District,  and  others,  as 
well  as  comments  from  the  State  Legislature,    all  have  joined  in  a  common  goal  to  see  that  the 
Coal  Mines  area  and  historical  site  and  its  unique  plant  life  be  preserved  as  a  major  regional 
park,  as  has  been  intended  for  a  good  many  years. 

Mr.  Trudeau  reported  that  the  District  at  this  time  has  filed  two  briefs  and  is  in  the  process  of 
filing  a  third.      The  first  brief,  he  said,   filed  by  District  Counsel  Black  was  a  petition  to 
support  the  U.S.Bureau  of  Land  Management  for  reconsideration  of  the  September  3  decision  of 
the  Interior  Department's  Board  of  Land  Appeals.    The  second  brief  was  one  to  intervene  as  a 
participant  in  the  case,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  with  both  petitions  already  filed  in  Washington. 

The  District  has  been  informed  by  Mr.  Day,  Solicitor  for  BLM,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  that  an 
extension  of  time  has  been  granted  so  the  District  can  file  a  longer  and  more  detailed  brief 
and  further  develop  the  points  of  issue  raised  in  the  first  petition.    Mr.  Trudeau  gave  a  brief 
synopsis  of  what  the  brief  contained,  based  on  six  points:    (1)  the  issue  of  the  National 
Environmental  Policy  Act  of  1969  which  was  not  taken  into  consideration  in  the  earlier  decision^ 
(2)  the  decision  was  inconsistent  with  the  case  of  U.S.vs  Coleman,  in  other  words  the  burden  of 
proof  of  marketability  was  not  shown;    (3)  the  effect  of  withdrawal  of  the  subject  land  from  the 
operation  of  the  Mining  Act,  based  on  the  District's  1964  application  to  BLM  for  land  under  the 
Recreation  and  Public  Resources  Act  of  1926  and  the  previous  approval  of  the  District's  applica- 
tion in  this  regard  by  the  Interior  Department;    (4)  the  impact  of  zoning  and  other  regulations  on 
the  marketability  of  the  mineral  deposits,  with  the  area  presently  zoned  for  general  agriculture 
and  the  reasonable  doubt,  based  on  the  Contra  Costa  County  Board  of  Supervisors  five  to  nothing 
vote  to  be  joined  in  this  case,  that  under  these  circumstances  they  would  authorize  rezoning  for 
a  strip  mining  operation,  plus  State  and  Water  Quality  statutes,  all  subject  to  contention  ;    (5) 
the  effect  under  the  mining  law  of  park  use  having  a  higher  value  than  mining  use;  and  (6)  the 
insufficiency  of  the  record. 

Mr.  Trudeau  stated  that  District  Counsel   Donn    Black  has  pointed  out  that  a  thoroughbred  horse 
has  some  value  for  glue,  as  well  as  for  a  thoroughbred  horse,  but  that  a  prudent  man  wouldn't 
utilize  a  thoroughbred  horse  for  this  purpose,  and  so  with  fine  furniture  which  could  be  market- 
able for  firewood,  but  has  a  higher  use  as  fine  furniture,  and  so  the  area  of  the  Coal  Mines 
has  a  higher  and  greater  value  for  park  use  for  public  purposes   than  for  mining. 

Mr.  Trudeau  further  cited  some  background  on  the  area,  going  back  to  1943  when  the  cemetery 
was  deeded  to  the  county  with  the  intent  that  this  be  made  into  a  park,  the  fact  that  it  was 
included  in  the  county's  pay-as-you-go  park  program,  in  the  county  general  plan,  and  the 
issue  was  taken  over  by  the  District  at  the  time  of  the  annexation  in  1964,  amply  indicated  in 
all  of  the  printed  material  and  press  releases  at  the  time.        All  these  facts,  Mr.  Trudeau  said, 
make  the  record  strong. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  reported  that  AJR  61  ,   co-authored  by  Assemblymen  Dent  and  Knox  and 
Senator  Nejedly,  was  swiftly  approved  unanimously  by  both  houses.      AJR  61,  he  said,  asks 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  intervene  and  take  over  in  this  matter,  which  he  has  the  power 
to  do. 
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There  Is  a  tremendous  show  of  support  for  the  District,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  w.th  the  Contra 
Costa  County  Board  of  Supervisors  jointly  filing  one  of  the  briefs  to  appeal  w.th  the  D.str.ct, 
the  Pittsburg  Unified  School   District  voting  to  do  likewise,  and  the  Sierra  Club  and     ^ 
Environmental  Defense  Fund  both  filing  their  own  briefs.       Mr.  Trudeau  said,  in  clos.ng  n.s 
comments,  that  the  District  and  Board  was  grateful  for  all  the  expressions  of  public  support  tor 
a  park  in  the  Coal  Mines  area. 

2.         Report  on  other  actions  relating  to  the  controversy.       Next  to  speak  on  the  matter  of 

the  Coal  Mines  area  was  Jack  Rogers,  whom  Mr.  Trudeau  introduced  as  the  eminent 
attorney  who  has  worked  with  the  District  on  a  number  of  occasions  and  to  whom  has  been 
entrusted  the  job  of  negotiating  with  the  property  owners. 

Mr.  Rogers  of  the  legal  firm  of  Rogers  Vizzard  &  Tallett,  in  his  opening  statements  advised 
that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  District  at  its  last  meeting  adopted  a  resolution  authorizing 
him  and  Mr.  Hornbeck,  Chief  of  Land  Management,  to  negotiate  with  the  owners  of  the 
Ginochio  property  for  its  acquisition  and  also  to  condemn    the  property,  if  the  same  were 
necessary.    Mr.  Rogers  said  that  he  was  happy  to  report  that  the  negotiations  to  date  have  beer 
extremely  successful,  and  though  there  are  subordinate  interests  in  the  form  of  mining  claims 
by  Southport  Land  Co.  and  Southern  Pacific,  it  was  expected  that  these  would  be  resolved  in 
the  reasonably  near  future.      Mr.  Rogers  said  that  the  Ginochio  property  will  be  accepted  and 
concluded  in  a  negotiation  form  and  that  it  will,  therefore,  be  unnecessary  to  file  on  the  bulk 
of  the  Ginochio  property. 

Mr. Rogers  reported  that  there  are  two  other  problems  involved  in  the  negotiations  relating  to 
surface  mining  rights  of  Southport  Land,  as  well  as  their  ownership  of  a  quarter  section  of  160 
acres,  which  if  the  District  is  to  acquire  it,  will  probably  have  to  be  condemned  and  tried. 
It  is  expected,      Mr.  Rogers  said,  that  the  Kosanke  property  will  be  prescinded  from  any 
consideration  at  this  time,    pending  the  litigation  in  Washington. 

In  summary  Mr.  Rogers  said  that  the  2280  acres  of  Gnochio  property,  within  the  reasonably 
near  future,  probably  will  be  the  subject  of  an  offer    of  sale  to  the  District  and  probably  will 
avoid  condemnation.     With  reference  to  the  quarter  section  of  Southport  Land,  Mr.  Rogers 
said,  if  the  Board  decides  that  it  should  annex  that  portion  of  the  property,  it  will  have  the 
problem  of  determining  whetheror  not  itshould  condemn  the  property  and  with  reference  to  the 
adjacent  BLM  land,  assuming  that  the  Board  decided  to   condemn  the  Southport  quarter  section 
appropriate  assurances  have  been  given  that  the  government  would  convey  the  adjacent  land 
for  park  purposes. 

Following  Mr.  Rogers  report,  slides  of  the  Coal  Mines  area  were  shown  by  Christian  Nelson, 
Chief  of  the  Interpretive  Department,  and  narrated  by  Hulet  Hornbeck,  Chief  of  Land  Manage- 
ment.    A  map  of  the  Coal  Mines  area  was  also  displayed  and  Mr.  Rogers  pointed  out  the 
parcels  under  consideration. 

Prior  to  the  Board  acting  on  recommendations  made  by  Mr. Rogers,  Antioch  City  Manager 
Thomas  Oglesby  advised  that  the  City  of  Antioch  has  prepared  a  resolution  in  support  of  the 
District's  acquisition  of  the  park  site.      Maynard  Munger  ,  a  resident  of  Moraga,  also 
expressed  Sierra  Club  support,  representing  their  legal  defense  fund.    Mr.  Munger  said  that  ^ 
generally  the  Sierra  Club  does  not  normally  allocate  resources  for  local  battles,  because  their 
interests  are  national,  but  that  it  has  been  the  unanimous  conclusion  of  many  of  their  finest 
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legal  minds  that  this  has  broad  national  significance  and  the  Sierra  Club  has  formally  intervened 
to  protect  the  public  interest  and  will  platform  to  bring  up-to-date  some  of  the  100  year  old 
archaic  laws.      Mr.  Munger  said  that  besides  cooperating  fully  with  the  District  counsel  and 
that  they,  as  an  organization,  nationally  speaking,  hope  to  see  this  matter  through  because  if 
this  particular  issue  pertaining  to  the  public  domain  is  allowed  to  stand,  80  years  of  their 
efforts  could  very  well  be  for  naught  on  millions    of  acres  of  land  all  over  the  country. 

Director  Woolridge  then  moved  for  adoption  of  a  resolution  following  the  recommendations 
of  Attorney  Jack  Rogers  and  to  proceed  with  whatever  means  necessary  to  get  the  areas  outlined 
in  his  presentation,  including  the  Southport  and  BLM  lands.      This  motion  was  seconded  by 
Director  Haley  and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  six  Directors 
present:

his  personal  efforts  in  Sacramento  shepherding  AB-925  through  both  the  Assembly  and  the 
Senate. 

Supervisor  Joseph  Bort  thanked  Mr.  Blumberg  for  the  award  and  commented  that  the  committee 
and  he  were  very  pleased  with  the  success  of  the  legislation  and  that  there  was  lots  of  support 
and  lots  of  willing  hands  to  help.      Mr.  Bort  said  that  this  was  the  only  bit  of  legislation 
passed  this  year  that  really  was  helpful  in  preserving  open  space.    Mr.  Bert  stated  that  no 
greater  heritage  will  mean  more  to  the  people  in  the  future  than  the  preservation  of  green 
belts  and  open  space. 

Director  Cogswell  read  the  plaque  award,  which  General  Manager  Trudeau  said  was  done  with 
loving  care  by  Nancy  McKay  of  the  Public  Relations  staff,  and  moved  for  its  approval,  which 
motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Herberts.

President  Blumberg  reported  that  a  certificate 
of  appreciation  was  also  going  to  be  presented  to  John  Knox,  author  of  AB~925,  but  that  since 
the  Governor  had  called  the  Legislators  back  to  Sacramento,  Mr.  Knox  could  not  be  present  at 
the  meeting.        General  Manager  Trudeau  was  instructed  to  deliver  the  certificate  to  Mr.   Knox 
at  a  later  date.      Mr.  Trudeau  stated  that  he  would  be  pleased  to  present  the  award  to  Mr.  Knox 
and  advised  the  audience  that   Pittsburg  was  Mr.   Knox's  new  district  and  that  he  wanted  the 
people  to  know  that  it  took  a  lot  of  courage  on  Mr.  Knox's  part  to  support  as  well  as  be  the 
author  of  a  tax  bill  in  this  kind  of  season    when  no  tax  bills  are  being  passed  and  to  see  it  all 
the  way  through.

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NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay 
Regional  park  District  that  the  R.  O.   Draft  of  the  agreement  dated  5/26/71  for  the 
development,  administration,  operation  and  maintenance  of  recreation  facilities  at  Contra 
Loma  Reservoir  is  hereby  approved  as  to  form,  and

D.  PROGRESS  REPORT  ON  PITTSBURG  SHORELINE  PROJECT.       Lewis  Crutcher,  Chief  of  the 
Plans,   Design  and  Construction  Department,  showed  a  number  of  slides  depicting  recreational 

use  along  the  Pittsburg  shoreline  and  Mallard  Slough,  as  well  as  slides  of  the  area,   including  aerial 
shots  taken  by  Director  Cogswell.      Mr.  Crutcher  said  that  the  District  was  envisioning  use  of  the  park 
as  rather  simple,  v/ith  access  to  the  water  for  shore  fishing,  loafing,  picnicking,  boating  in  the  lagoons 
behind  the  islands  because  they  are  rather  protected,  and  that  there  are  marvelous  opportunities  for 
an  interpretive  program. 

Chief  of  Land  Management  Hulet  Hornbeck  reported  that  PG&E  has  offered  to  the  District  a  portion  of 
their  shoreline  on  the  west  side  of  Pittsburg  for  recreational  use.      Mr.  Hornbeck  said  that  this  area 
coupled  with  Mallard  Slough  would  put  up  to  two  miles  of  shoreline  into  public  use  and  introduced 
two  representatives  from  PG&E  who  confirmed  Mr.  Hornbeck's  statement     that  PG&E  had  be?n  working 
v/ith  the  District,  the  City  of  Pittsburg  and  Supervisor  Linscheid  to  open  this  area  up  for  public  use. 
President  Blumberg  also  commented  that  this  was  an  example  of  two  public  agencies,  and  private 
industry,  all  working  together  for  the  people  of  the  community. 

John  Bryant,  an  interim  Board  Member  at  the  time  of  the  annexation  of  Contra  Costa  County  to  the 
District,   commented  that  Mallard  Slough  was  part  of  the  original  county  master  plan  and  was  among 
the  commitments  made  by  the  Park  District  in  1964.       General  Manager  Trudeau ,   in  concluding  the 
discussion  on  this  subject,  stated  that  with  the  new  tax  funds  which  AB  925  will  make  available,  the 
District  can  move  forward  on  some  of  these  projects. 

E.  .     LAS  TRAMPAS  REGIONAL  WILDERNESS  PARK 

1  .    Approval  of  grazing  lease     renewal .        Based  on  information  submitted  to  the  Board  in 

advance,    Director  Macdonald  moved  for  approval  of  renewal  of  the  grazing  lease,  which 
motion  v/as  seconded  by  Director  Cogswell.

Hulet  Hornbeck  Chief  of  Land 
Management,  reported  on  this  item,  sFating  that  the  park  was  just  on  the  other  side  of 
Danville  and  Alamo  to  the  west  and  that  the  first  phase  of  acquisition  now  concluded  covered 
approximately     1500  acres  of  land.      Mr.  Hornbeck  said  that  staff  is  now  proposing  to  the  Boar   ^ 
that  the  District  move  for  acquisition  by  whatever  means  necessary  for  two  additional  parcels 
of  32.9  acres  each,     located  directly  north  of  the  park  area,  which  in  turn  is  north  of  the 
Bollinger  Canyon  Road.      A  map  showing  the  parcels  in  question  was  shown  and  Mr.  Hornbeck 
urged  the  Board  to  proceed  with  the  acquisition  of  the  two  properties  under  a  State  grant  that 
the  District  has  under  contract  for  $26,300  and  certain  other  funds  that  are  budgeted. 
Director  Cogswell   moved  that  the  Board  finds  it  necessary  in  the  public  interest  to  acquire  the 
two  parcels.     Director  Haley  seconded  the  motion  and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by 
unanimous  vote  of  the  six  Directors  present:

Richard  Wilson,  a  resident  of  Rossmoor,  Walnut  Creek,  requested  permission  to  speak,  stating 
that  he  was  informational  representative  for  several  organizations  in  Rossmoor  and  was  speaking 
for  two  organizations  in  particular  -  the  Ecology  Action  Council  and  the  Las  Trampas  Wilderne 
Committee.         He  said  they  were  extremely  interested  in  the  extension  of  Las  Trampas  and 
hoped  that  the  District  intended  to  go  even  beyond  what  was  presently  being  proposed. 

Mr.  Wilson  quoted  an  article  from  a  recent  issue  of  the  Rossmoor  News  which  indicated  their 
concern  about  a  freeway  through  Las  Trampas  Park  and  that  they  opposed  such  freeway 
construction.      He  said  their  recommendation  was  a  go  slow  policy  on  all  highway  construction 
in  Contra  Costa  County,  waiting  for  clear  evidence  that  the  expansion  was  needed  to  serve 
development  on  a  sound  land  use  plan  and  would  not  adversely  affect  the  environment. 

Mr.  Wilson  then  read  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Las  Trampas  Wilderness  Committee  petitionirv 
the  Board  to  acquire  the  acreage  situated  between  Rossmoor  and  Walnut  Creek.     General 
Manager  Trudeau  assured  Mr.  Wilson  that  the  District  and  the  Board  is  also  in  opposition  to  an- 
freeway  through  or  adjacent  to  Las  Trampas  Regional  Wilderness  Park. 
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F •        APPROVAL  TO  NEGOTIATE  CONT;  FOR  CONSULTANT  l:OR  DISTRICT-WIDE 

MASTER  PLAN  .        General  Manager  Irudeau  informed  the  audience that  the  District  has 
Been  talking  about  a  district-wide  master  plan  for  several  years  and  that  Stewart  Udall,  the 
former  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  when  he  was  in  the  area,  had  indicated  an  interest  and  desire  to 
take  part  in  this  .      Mr.  Trudeau  stated  that  after  Mr.  Stewart  Udall  retired  after  eight  years  as 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  he  formed  a  planning  firm  known  as  Overview,  which  has  offices  in 
Washington,   D.  C,  and  which  is  available  for  planning  fobs,  master  plans  and  other  kinds  of 
environmental  studies  throughout  the  country.       Overview  has  done  a  number  of  exciting  plans 
for  open  space,  Mr. Trudeau  said,   including  the  State  of  Hawaii,  in  Flordina  and  Pennsylvania, 
as  well  as  in  Southern  California. 

Mr.  Trudeau  stated  that  Mr.  Udall  has  been  in  the  area,  staff  and  several  Directors  have  talked 
with  him  cndas  as  Mr.  Udall  says  "Overview  does  not  plan  for  its  client,  it  plans  with  them, 
seeking  to  invorm  and  evoke.      Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  he  was  pleased  to  recommend  Mr.  Udall  and 
his  firm  Overview  for  a  district-wide  master  plan.     Director  Cogswell  made  the  motion  to  retain 
the  firm  Overview.      Director  Haley  seconded  the  motion,  pointing  out  that  AB-925  requires  that 
the  District  adopt  a  master  plan    by  1974  to    qualify  for  additional  revenue  .    The  following  resolu- 
tion was  accordingly  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

Research  Institute.      Stanford,  he  said,  now  wishes  to  give  up  the  lease,  subject  to  a  sublease  on 
which  90-days  notice  is  necessary.      Mr.  Hornbeck  requested  permission  to  negotiate  out  of  the 
sublease  and  close  out  the  SRI  lease  as  soon  after  the  first  of  January  as  permissible  by  the  State 
Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation,  the  agency  government  handling  the  federal  funds  on  the 
project. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  commented  that  the  agreement  which  Dr.  Edward  Poulter  has  with  the 
District  will  not  be  affected  and  the  District  will  continue  the  program  which  Dr.  Poulter  now 
provides  at  Coyote  Hills.

That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  authorized  to  execute 
said  Community  Recreation  Agreement  in  its  final  form. 


3.      Approve  appointment  of  special  committee  to  discuss  California  Nursery  property  with 

committee  from  Fremont  City  Council.        President    Blumberg  advised  that  he  had  appointed 
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Directors  Cogswell  and  Haley  to  serve  on  the  special  committee,  suggesting  that  Mr.  Haley  select 
one  or  two  citizens  from  the  area  to  sit  in  on  the  discussions.       Although  no  formal  action  was 
required  on  the  part  of  the  Board  to  confirm  the  appointment,   Director   Woolridge  moved  to  approve 
the  appointment,  which  was  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald.     For  the  record  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 


RESOLUTION  No.  3899: 


That  Directors  Howard  L.  Cogswell  and  Marlin  W.  Haley 
be  appointed  to  serve  on  a  special  committee  relative  to 
the  California  Nursery  property. 

Before  proceeding  to  the  next  item  on  the  agenda,   General  Manager  Trudeau  introduced  Walter  Ross 
of  the  Lowell  Berry  Foundation  to  the  Board  and  reported  that  the  Fremont  City  Manager  had  advised 
him  that  the  City  was  being  sued  by  Mr.  Roeding.      Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  he  confirmed  this  with  Mr. 
Roeding,  who  said  that  he  has  authorized  his  attorney  to  take  the  action  against  the  City,   the 
developer  and  the  Lowell  Berry  Foundation.      Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  this  puts  the  matter  in  abeyance 
for  the  present. 

Mr.  Ross  in  a  brief  report  to  the  Board  stated  that  they  had  proper  title  to  the  property  and  that  the 
Singer  Corporation  (the  builder)  wants  to  exercise  their  option  which  is  contingent  upon  Mr. Roeding 
removing  his  nursery  operation  and  that  they  have  tried  to  persuade  him  to  do  so  for  several  months 
without  success  and  reluctantly  are  forced  to  take  legal  steps  to  remove  him  from  the  property. 

Mr.  Ross  stated  that  as  far  as  the  nursery  is  concerned,  Singer  has  agreed  to  purchase  it  from  the 
Foundation  and  agreed  to  dedicate  the  22  acres  to  the  City  of  Fremont,  with  the  city  setting  it  up 
as  part  nursery  and  part  park.       Mr.  Ross  said  there  is  a  25  ft.  strip  v/hich  connects  the  property 
from  the  nursery  to  the  Alameda  Creek  trail  system  which  still  belongs  to  the  foundation,  which  they 
would  be  willing  to  turn  over  to  the  Park  District.      Mr.  Ross  explained  that  once  the  property  is  no 
longer  used  as  a  nursery,  there  are  no  longer  the  riparian  water  rights,  but  as  long  as  the  25  ft.  strip 
is  there,  the  owner  then  gets  the  water  rights  -  gets  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy  free. 

Director  Haley  commented  that  he  would  be  happy  to  serve  on  the  committee,  but  suspected  that  this 
was  something  that  the  City  of  Fremont  should  be  doing.      Director  Cogswell  agreed  that  we  should  be 
careful  about  what  would  be  called  local  park  business,  but  if  it  has  regional  value  that  is  what  the 
committee  should  establish.       General  Manager  Trudeau  also  reminded  the  Board  of  the  four  conditions 
which  had  been  set  up,  which  still  will  hold,  if  the  District  is  to  take  over  the  nursery  property.    Mr. 
Ross  said  that  the  residents  of  the  area  feel  it  would  be  more  desirable  for  the  Regional  Park  to 
develop  the  property  because  they  can  get  matching  funds. 

Following  the  discussion  Director  Haley  excused  himself  because  of  another  commitment  and  the 
Board  proceeded  to  the  next  item  on  the  agenda. 


4.      Approval  of  plans  for  family  and  group  camping  at  Anthony  Chabot  Camping  Complex. 

Lewis  Crutcher,  Chief  of  the  Plans,    Design  and  Construction  Department,  reported  that  this  was 
the  fourth  phase  of  construction  at  Chabot,  with  the  first  three  phasing  being  the  initial  contract  for 
roads,  utilities  and  landscaping.      The  master  plan  for  Chabot  was  shown  and  the  family  camping  area, 
which  was  the  subject  at  this  meeting  and  which  Mr.  Crutcher  said  was  the  staff's  goal  to  complete  this 
year,  was  described.    The  goal,  he  said,  is  69  family  camping  sites  with  toilets  and  water.    Mr. 
Crutcher  requested  approval  of  a  preliminary  plan  for  the  area  and  at  the  same  time  bring  up  to 
completion  seven  group  areas.    Mr.  Crutcher  explained  the  plan  v/hich  included  plumbing  for  each 
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Individual  trailer  site,  developing  the  Lake  View  area  for  normal  camping    and  winding  up  with  a 
total  of  36  walk-in  tent  sites,  21  conventional  sites  and  12  trailer  sites,  to  provide  a  very  exciting 
facility  for  the  people  of  this  area. 

Mr.  Crutcher  requested  permission  to  expend  the  remaining  funds  from  last  year's  budget  to  go  into 
construction  of  toilet  facilities  and  to  complete  roads,  uti  lities,  firepits,  etc. to  bring  the  area  into 
a  high  level  of  operation,  with  minimal  maintenance,  as  well  as  to  bring  the  group  camping  areas 
up  to  the  next  level  of  operation.       Mr.  Crutcher  requested  approval  of  the  schematic  plan  and 
authorization  to    proceed.        Director  Macdonald  moved  for  approval,  with  Director  Cogswell 
seconding  the  motion.      Accordingly,  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  six  Directors  present,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted: 


RESOLUTION  No.  3900: 


That  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to  complete 
necessary  design  work  and  specifications  for  bidding  Phase  4 
of  the  Anthony  Chabot  Camping  Complex,  within  budgeted 
funds,  and 

That  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to  advertise  for 
bids  for  said  Phase  4  development,  to  be  awarded  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  on  February  15,   1972. 


5.      Point  Richmond  ( 

a.      Approval  of  contract  v/ith  Arbegast  &  Newton. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  gave  an  accounting  on  the  Point  Richmond  funding,  advising  that  a 
total  of  $400,000  had  been  set  aside  at  the  rate  of  $100,000  a  year  for  acquisition  at  Point 
Richmond.      In  order  to  get  matching  funds  for  development,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  the  Board 
unanimously  approved  transfer  of  $250,000  from  acquisition  to  development,  shifting  or  trading 
budgeted  funds  in  the  next  year's  budget,  thereby  providing  $550,000  for  development,  which 
included  a  matching  of  $25,000  from  HUD. 

With  the  passage  of  AB-925,  Mr. Trudeau  said,  it  was  the  opinion    of  Assemblyman  Knox  that 
acquisition  can  occur  under  the  new  5<£  on  any  new  property  which  the  District  has  not  previously 
acquired  and  that  this  would  include  additional  property  at  Point  Richmond,  Point  Pinole  as  well 
as  a  number  of  other  spots.      President  Blumberg  reminded  the  Board  that  the  only  additional 
property  authorized  for  purchase  at  Point  Richmond  has  been  the  Edwards  property. 

Director  Badger  commented  that  the  only  reason  he  was  bringing  the  funding  up  was  that  fact 

that  the   $560,000  shown  in  the  November  Financial  Statement  for  development  at  Point  Richmond 

was  high,  since  the  District  has  acquired  only  8  acres  of  area,  which  is  going     to  be  used  for 

parking.      Unless  the  District  plans  to  profect  out  into  the  bay  with  some  rather  elaborate  p<4oi"7  tfS-v^ 

Mr.  Badger  said,  designating  $560,000  for  this  kind  of  development  is  premature  if  the  District 

does  not  have  ample  land  to  go  ahead  and  spend  the  $560,000.  a 

General  Manager  Trudeau  reported  that  the  District  purchased  8  acres  and  received  56    acres  as 
a  gift  and  that  there  will  be  other  acreage  as  well.      Director  Badger  contended  that  the  balance 
was- submerged  land  and  could  not  be  developed  in  any  way  unless  it  was  planned  to  put  a  pier  out 
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there.       General  Manager  Trudeau  countered  that  a  beach  or  boardwalk  could  be  developed. 
Mr.  Badger  said  until  we  get  the  land  how  can  be  designate  how  much  we  are  going  to  spend  for 
development.         Chief  of  Land  Management  Hulet  Hornbeck  reminded  the  Board  that  President 
Nixon  had  made  funds  available  to  depressed  areas,  provided  the  funds  were  used  for  development 
and  it  was  for  this  reason  that  the  Board  approved  the  transfer  of  $250,000  for  development  and  it 
was  for  this  reason  that  the  District  received  the  matching  grant.     The  area,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said, 
was  investigated  by  both  federal  and  state  officials,  who  examined  the  half  mile  of  shoreline,  were 
aware  of  the  proposed  land  acquisitions,  and  felt  that  this  had  all  the  attributes  ,  which  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  the  grant  was  made. 

Director  Badger  conceded  that  the  information  was  correct,  but  that  the  District  needed  now  to  get 
out  there  and  acquire  some  more  land.      Acting  Assistant  General  Manager  Kent  stated  that  the 
position  in  which  the  District  finds  itself  now  is  that  a  plan  for  the  park  has  to  be  developed    for 
which  $550,000  has  been  allocated  for  that  purpose  and  which  is  restricted  for  that  purpose  only. 
The  land,  which  the  consultant  will  be  asked  to  analyze,   is  the  whole  viewshed  and  basin  in  terms 
of  the  land  resource  analysis  in  the  contract  proposal.      Funds  have  been  set  aside  to  ask  them  to 
do  a  complete  analysis  of  the  adjoining  lands.    From  the  analysis  the  District  can  decide  how  best 
to  use  the  money  from  AB-925  for  additional  acquisitions  and  how  the  development  with  the 
$550,000  will  interact  v/ith  the  adjacent  land.      Until  the  resource  analysis  and  land  use  study  is 
made,  the  District  is  not  in  a  position  to  say  what  additional  lands  should  be  acquired,  Mr.  Kent 
said.        At  this  point,  Mr.   Kent  said,  staff  is  asking  the  Board  to  authorize  Arbegast  &  Newton  to 
do  a  resource  study  and  to  report  back  to  the  Board,  after  which  they  will  go  into  the  actual  first 
phase  development  study. 

Mr.  Hornbeck  stated  that  the  grant  was  authorized  for  development  of  a  shoreline  park  with  the 
eight  acres  as  the  support  area  and  all  of  the  values  deal  with  the  shoreline.        Director  Cogswell 
asked  if  some  of  the  funds  could  be  reserved  for  future  development  of  the  hi  I  I  area.    Mr.  Horn- 
beck commented  that  these  funds  are  related  to  the  area  of  a  half  mile  of  shoreline  and  bayward  of 
the  railroad  track  and  such  development  on  the   82 acres  as  is  necessary  to  support  the  shoreline 
recreation.    As  it  now  stands,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said,  the  funds  are  to  be  spent  on  lands  which  we 
now  own,  and  which  could  possibly  include  Nickel  Knob  if  that  could  be  acquired  before  the 
development  plan  is  completed. 

Confirming  a  statement  by  Director  Harberts,   General  Manager  Trudeau  stated  that  the  funds  were 
not  granted  on  our  intentions,  but  on  what  we  have  acquired  and  on  which  we  had  firm  commit- 
ments.      These  are  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Funds,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said,  and  is  a  good  contract 
with  the  government  with  the  funds  assured. 

Mrs.  Lucretia  Edwards,  a  visitor  to  the  meeting,  suggested  that  the  District  start  negotiations  for 
the  hill  land.      However,   President  Blumberg  advised  that  there  is  no  way  that  the  District  can 
proceed    with  AB-925  funds  until  the  bill  takes  effect,  which  is  at  least  ^O^days  away. 

Getting  back  to  the  agenda  item,  Chief  of  Plans,  Design  and  Construction  Lewis  Crutcher  asked 
for  approval  of  the  contract  v/ith  Arbegast  &  Newton  and  the  resource  analysis  as  well,  and  the 
allocation  of  $7,000  for  the  resource  study  as  a  maximum,  explained  in  the  contract. 
Director  Badger  moved  for  approval  of  the  contract,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director 
Cogswell.      However,   Presi  dent  Blumberg  had  a  number  of  questions  regarding  the  percentage 
and  the  amount  of  development,  as  well  as  the  amount  to  be  budgeted,  and  District  Counsel 
Donn  Black  commented  on  the  planner's  schedule  of  work  to  be  finished  and  requested  that 
authority  be  extended  to  the  General  Manager  to  implement  the  contract  by  a  detailed  critical

General  Manager  Trudeau  suggested  that  the  matter  be  held  over  to  permit  further  study.    The 
two  Directors  withdrew  their  motion    and  the  matter  was  postponed  for  a  later  Board  meeting. 


b.      Approval  of  allocation  of  $2,000  for  Pt.  Richmond  Survey  by  Kister,   Savio  &Rei,   Inc. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  requested  approval  of  the  Pt.  Richmond  survey  which,  he  said, 
has  to  go  forward  in  any  event.      On  motion  of  Director  Woolridge,  seconded  by  Director 
Harberts,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 


RESOLUTION  No.  3901: 


That  an  allocation  of  $2,000  be  approved  for  Point 
Richmond  survey     by  Kister,   Savio  &  Rei,   Inc.  from  funds 
budgeted  for  the  Point  Richmond  project. 


6.     CONSENT  CALENDAR

a.  Authorize  consultants  to  proceed  on  Coyote  Hills  Master  Plan.     Director  Cogswell  requested 
that  this  item  be  removed  from  the  "Consent  Calendar"    and  reported  on  the  field  trip  with 

members  of  the  joint  agency.     Director  Macdonald  was  the  other  Board  Director   on  the  field  tour. 
Director  Cogswell  pointed  out  the  proposed  possible  marina  areas  on  a  map  of  the  Coyote  Hills 
park  and  the  south  bay.      The  general  impression  ,   Dr.  Cogswell  said,  was  that  of  the  various 
marina  sites,  site  D  was  ruled  as  being  the  most  economical  overall  and  that  of  the  other  sites 
A-2  would  be  less  likely  to  cause  a  serious  ecological  impact.      Director  Macdonald  confirmed 
Dr.  Cogswell's  statements  and  fhe  fact  was  brought  out  that  any  marina  development  in  the  south 
bay  or  Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park  would  only  be  possible  through  private  funding. 
Director  Macdonald  moved  to  authorize  the  consultants  to  proceed  with  Phase  2  of  their  study, 
which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Cogswell,  and  the  following  resolution  was  accordingly 
adopted  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  six  Directors  present:  ** 

RESOLUTION  No.  3902:  That  the  consulting  firm  of  Eckbo,   Dean,  Austin  &  Williams 

be  authorized  to  proceed  with  Phase  2  of  the  Coyote  Hills 
Master  Plan  study  in  accordance  with  the  agreement. 

b.  Allocation  of  $4,500  for  additional  survey  work  for  Skyline  National  Recreation  Trail 
extension  -  Tilden-Redwood  Link.       The  balance  of  the  "Consent  Calendar"  items  were 

approved  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  six  Directors  present,  on  motion  of  Director  Woolridge, 
seconded  by  Director  Harberts,  with  the  following  resolutions  accordingly  adopted: 


RESOLUTION  No.  3903: 


That  an  additional  allocation  of  $4,500  be  approved  for 
additional  survey  work  for  the  Skyline  National  Recreation 
Trail   Extension  by  the  firm  of  Jones-Tillson  &  Associates, 
Civil  Engineers,  with  said  allocation  coming  from  budgeted 
funds  for  Trails,  Capital  Project  No.  8-04.

Authorize  change  in  District  Insurance  carriers.     Director  Woolridge  asked  Controller  Weight 


why  this  action  was  necessary  and  Mr. Weight  explained  that  this  change  was  requested  by 
the  underwriter  because  the  present  company  is  having  difficulty  in  placing  pre-insurance. 
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RESOLUTI  ON  No.  3904: 


That  the  change  of  insurance  carriers  from  American 
Fidelity  Fire  Insurance  Company  to  the  Leatherby  Insurance 
Company  for  liability  insurance  be  approved. 


d.      Authorize  rejecting  paving  bids,  Tilden  Train  Complex. 
RESOLUTION  NO.  3905: 


That  the  bids  for  paving  and  drainage  at  the  Tilden  Train 
Complex  reviewed  at  the  regular  Board  meeting  of 
December  7,   1971,  be  rejected,  with  said  work  to  be 
combined  with  other  projects  to  be  bid  in  early  Spring  of 
1972. 


7.     PERSONNEL  ITEMS 

a.      Authorize  increase  in  salaries  for  department  heads  for  1972.       General  Manager  Trudeau 
in  opening  the  discussion  on  this  subject,  stated  that  the  salary  increases  recommended  in 
his  memorandum  to  the  Board  had  been  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee,  stating  that  the      ^ 
department  heads  voluntarily  did  not  take  a  salary  increase  in  July,  so  v/hat  is  being  proposed  is 
to  cover  an  18  month  period.      Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  staff  was  quite  careful  in  surveying  the 
salaries  and  that  the  package  proposed  averaged  4.4%  increase  for  the  department  heads  and  that 
it  included  only  one  fringe  item  which  would  bring  it  up  to  5.15%  and  that  is  the  double  insurance 
coveraae.      Mr.  Trudeau  said  that    he  had  advised  the  Finance  Committee  that  he  would  not  take 
a  salary  increase  under  any  circumstances  for  the  simple  reason  that  he  felt  that  the  department 
head  salaries  should  go  up  accordingly. 

Director  Woolridge,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  stated  that  the  committee  has  always 
felt  over  the  years  that  the  department  head  salaries  have  not  been  up  to  scale  and  that  the 
current  salary  ranges  proposed  are  not  out  of  reason  and  moved  for  their  approval .      Director 
Herberts'  seconded  the  motion,  stating  that  he  was  a  member  of  that  committee. 

Before  the  vote  was  taken,   Director  Badger  commented  that  negotiations  were  now  taking  place 
with  the  rank  and  file  and  that  it  seemed  premature  and  a  little  calloused,  as  well  as  out  of  line 
to  have  the  department  head  salaries  rushed  forward  before  the  salaries  for  the  general  employees 
had  been  settled.       President  Blumberg  commented  that  the  union  agreement  ended  December  31  . 
Mr.  Badger  also  commented  that  the  A.Alan  Post  report  had  indicated  that  the  department  head^ 
salaries  were  above  average.       Before  the  vote,  the  President  asked  for  comments  from  the  public 
and  Henry  Clarke,  business  agent  for  the  District  union,  Local  1675,  started  with  the  comment  that 
the  Board  keeps  telling  them  that  they  can't  come  before  the  Board  on  general  policy  matters  and 
so  forth  because  supposedly  they  were  to  negotiate  with  the  General  Manager.     President 
Blumberg,  feeling  that  Mr.  Clarke's  comments  were  getting  away  from  the  immediate  subject 
under  discussion,  ruled  that  Mr.  Clarke  was  out  of  order  and  asked  for  a  vote  of  the  Board  on  the 
salary  increases.       As  noted  above,    Director  Woolridge  moved  for  approval,  which  motion  was 
seconded  by  Director  Harberts.      The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  five  "ayes" 
and  one  "no".      Director  Badger  cast  the  "no"  vote,  stating  that  he  felt  that  the  salary  for  the 
field  workers  should  have  been  settled  first. 


RESOLUTION  No.  3906: 


That  the  salary  increase  and  fringe  benefit  package  for 
department  heads  for  1972,  as  proposed  by  the  General 
Manager  and  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee,  be 
approved,  effective  Januaiy  1,   1972.

Genera!  Manager  Trudeau  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  were  additional  items  to  be 
resolved  and  recommended  that  the  Board  also  confirm  the  appointment  of  Jerry  Kent  from 
Acting  Assistant  General  Manager  to  Assistant  General  Manager.      Mr  .  Trudeau  said  that  Mr. 
Kent  has  worked  his  way  up  to  the  position  ,  having  been  with  the  District  since  November  1962. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  asked  for  approval  of  a  starting  salary  range  for  the  position  of  Controller  of 
$18,000  to  $19,000,  as  well  as  the  naming  of  Lewis  Kimmick  as  Acting  Controller,  at  a  salary 
of  $18,500,  effective  January  1,  1972. 

On  motion  of  Director  Woolridge,  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald,  these  actions  were 
approved.      Director  Badger  did  not  object  to  the  appointments  and  complimented  Mr.  Kent  for 
the  good  work  his  has  done  over  the  years  for  the  District.       The  following  paragraphs  were 
accordingly  added  to  the  resolution,  with  Director  Badger  also  making  the  motion  re:  Jerry  Kent: 

That  Jerry  Kent  be  confirmed  as  Assistant  General  Manager, 
having  served  in  his  present  position  as  Acting  Assistant 
General  Manager  since  May  3,   1971,  effective  January  1, 
1972,  and 

That  the  starting  salary  range  for  the  position  of  Controller 
of  $18,000  to  $19,000  be  approved,  and 

That  Lewis  Kimmick  be  named  as  Acting  Controller, 
assuming  the  responsibilities  of  the  Controller  until  such 
time  as  the  position  has  been  filled  at  a  salary  of  $18,500 
effective  January  1,   1972.

8.      Staff  Reports  on:

9.      Adoption  of  resolution  opposing  a  road  bisecting  Cull  Canyon  Regional  Recreation  Area 

(Columbia  Associates).       General  Manager  Trudeau  reported  that  the  matter  of  the  road  bisecting 
Cull  Canyon  was  coming  before  the  Alameda  County  Planning  Commission  next  Tuesday, 

January  11,    1972,  and  urged  the  Board  to  take  formal  action  to  protect  Cull  Canyon  park.       On 

motion  of  Director  Woolridge,  seconded  by  Directors  Cogswell  and  Macdonald,  the  following 

resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  six  Directors  present: 


RESOLUTION  No.  3903: 


Opposing  location  of  a  major  public  roadway  within  the 
CuTi  Canyon  Recreation  Area. 


WHEREAS,  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  has  received  a  request  from  the  Alameda 
County  Planning  Department  to  review  the  application  of  Columbia  Associates  for  a  proposec 
residential  development  north  of  Cull  Canyon  Recreation  Area;   and 

WHEREAS,   the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  has  operated  a  park  at  Cull  Canyon 
Recreation  Area  since  May  1964,  serving  several  hundreds  of  thousands  of  District  residents, 
by  providing  importcnt  recreational  opportunities,   including  swimming,  picnicking,  'hiking 
and  riding  trails,  boating,  and  general  open  space  opportunities  in  a  park  setting;    and 

WHEREAS,   the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  currently  has  a  lease  agreement  with  t!-.e 
Alameda  County  Flood  Control  District  granting  the  Park  District  a  50-year  lease  for  100  acres 
of  [and  now  designated  as  Cull  Canyon  Recreation  Area  park;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  staff  and  Board  have  reviewed  in  detail 

the  proposed  Columbia  Associates  application  to  determine  its  impact  upon  the  Cull  Canyon 

Recreation  Area  ; 
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'•NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional 
Park  District  opposes  the  road  alignment  shown  as  "proposed  easement"  on  the  Columbia 
Associates  preliminary  development  plan  dated  October  15,   1971. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  opposes  the  location  of  a  major  public  roadway 
within  Cull  Canyon  Recreation  Area,  which  would  provide  access  for  the  proposed  private 
subdivision  development,  as  well  as  through  traffic  between  Redwood  Road  and  Cull  Road. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Directors  regards  the  Intrusion  of  a  roadway 
into  the  park  as  a  severing  of  Cull  Canyon  Recreation  Area  having  serious  detrimental  impact 
on  the  District's  plans  and  programs  at  Cull  Canyon  Recreation  Area. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  intrusion  of  a  public  road  through  a  public  recreation 
area  presents  serious  risks  to  the  health,  safety  and  well  being  of  park  visitors  who  will  be 
using  Cull  Canyon  Recreation  Area,    and  therefore  is  not  in  the  public  interest. 

3E  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Directors  authorizes  the  General  Manager 
to  take  whatever  action  Is  necessary  to  prevent  the  designation  and  development  of  a  public 
rocdway  (as  shown  on  the  Preliminary  Development  Plan  dated  October  15,  1971)  through 
Cull  Canyon  Recreation  Area. 


10.    Approving  Cistrict  legislation  amending  and  clarifying  certain  sections  of  the  Public  Resources 

Code,   including  increasing  the  force  account  from  $2,000  to  $3,500.       President  Blumberg 
commented  that  now  that  the  Legislature  was  back  in  session  the  District  has  a  number  of  items  which 
relating  to  the  Public  Resources  Code  and  increasing     the  force  account  from  $2,000  to  $3,500  and 
suggested  that  the  Board  follow  the  General  Manager's  recommendation  "to  authorize  amendments. 
Director  Badger  moved  to  approve  the  action,  which  was  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald.    The 
following  resolution  was  accordingly  adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 


RESOLUTION  No.  3909: 


That  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to  proceed  with 
legislation  to  amend  and  clarify  sections  of  the  Public 
Resources  Code  as  recommended  by  the  General  Manager 
at  a  regular  meeting  held  January  4,    1972,  including 
increasing  the  force  account  from  $2,000  to  $3,500. 


11.    Approving  application  for  grant  from  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  for 

Mobile  Intern  Program.       Chief  of  the  Interpretive  Department,  Christian  Nelson,  reported  on 
the  opportunity  ro  file  for  a  grant  under  this  program  and  recommended  that  the  Board  authorize 
the  application.        Director  Macdonald  moved  for  approval,  which  was  seconded  by  Director 
Cogswell.      The  following  resolution  was  accordingly  adopted  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  six  Directors 
present: 


RESOLUTION  No.  3910: 


That  application  for  grant  from  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  for  Mobile  Intern  Program  within  the 
East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  be  approved. 
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President  Blumberg  called  a  short  recess  and  Director  Badger  was  excused  from  the  balance  of  the 
meeting  because  of  a  previous  commitment.  When  the  Board  resumed  the  session  the  following 
items  were  covered. 

F.     COMMUNICATIONS 


General  Manager  commented  on  Assemblyman  Knox'  response  on  the  interpretation  of  AB-925  in 
which  Mr.   Knox  agreed  that  new  tax  money  must  go  exclusively  to  acquisition  of  new  park  lands 
and  to  development  on  newly  acquired  lands  as  outlined  in  the  bill.      Mr.  Trudeau  stated  that  a 
written  report  from  the  Legislative  Counsel  should  be  received  within  the  next  few  days  as  to  when 
the  Board  can  actually  go  ahead  and  take  various  kinds  of  actions. 

Mr. Trudeau  also  reminded  the  Directors  of  the  invitation  to  luncheon  from  the  Port  of  Oakland  on 
January  26  to  discuss  San  Leandro  Bay. 


G.    GENERAL  MANAGER'S  and  BOARD  COMMENTS 


General  Manager  Trudeau,  as  well  as  the  Board,   extended  its  congratulations  to  Controller  Lowell 
Weight,  who  was  leaving  the  District  and  had  accepted  a  job  with  A/C  Transit.      Mr.  Trudeau 
stated  that  the  District  will  have  a  difficult  time  finding  a  qualified  replacement  and  that  Mr.  Weight 
has  done  an  excellent  job.       Mr.  Weight  also  commented,  stating  that  he  could  not  turn  the  offer 
down  and  had  enjoyed  the  experience  and  the  opportunities  which  had  been  extended  to  him  during 
his  time  with  the  District. 

V/alt  Schceiner,  the  District's  insurance  broker,  commented  briefly  on  the  reason  for  the  increase 
in  the  District's  insurance  premium,  stating  that  the  original  budgeted  figure  was  based  on  the 
number  of  pieces  of  equipment  at  the  time  and  that  since  then  additional  vehicles  have  been 
purchased,  which  were  not  taken  into  consideration  at  the  time.      Mr.  Schreiner  suggested  that  the 
budget  be  adjusted  to  add  another  $5,000  for  insurance  purposes.       Mr.  Trudeau  stated  that  this  would 
be  taken  up  at  a  future  Board  meeting. 

A  request  was  also  made  by  a  reporter  in  attendance  at  the  meeting  to  make  available  material  which 
had  been  submitted  to  the  Board.      The  Board  saw  no  objection  to  this  and  authorized  that  material 
(other  than  that  which  is  deemed  confidential)  could  be  made  available  to  the  news  media  on  request. 

H.      ADJOURNMENT 


Prior  to  adjournment  of  the  meeting  for  an  Executive  Session,  President  Blumberg  informed  the  Board 
of  the  death  of  employee  Ed  Martinez,  an  equipment  operator  for  the  District  for  about  ten  years, 
who  had  passed  away  just  a  few  days  ago  at  the  age  of  37.      President  Blumberg  requested  that  an 
appropriate  resolution  be  sent  to  the  family  expressing  the  Board's  condolence  and  asked  that  the 
meeting  adjourn  in  Mr.  Martinez'  memory.      Director  Woalridge  moved  for  such  a  resolution,  which 
motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Herberts  and  approved  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  five  Directors 
present.      General  Managei  Trudeau  indicated  that  such  a  resolution  would  be  drafted  and  sen!  to  the 
family. 

After  a  period  of  silent  prayer,  the  meeting  adjourned  into  Executive  Session  with  the  DistrictCounsel 
in  regard  to  possible   litigation  in  the  Coal  Mines  area,  at     5:30  p.m.

B.      MINUTES 


On  motion  of  Director  Woolridge,  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald,  the  Minutes  for  the  Board 
meeting  of  January  4,    1972,  were  approved  by  unanimous  vote,  subject  to  typographical  corrections 
and  addition  of  the  following  comment  by  President  Blumberg  relative  to  the  discussion  on  departmer 
head  salaries,  page  9  of  the  minutes. 

"In  response  to  Director  Badger's  comment  on  the     A.Alan  Post  letter,  President  Blumberg  stated 
that  the  letter  referred  to  employee  salaries,   not  department  head  salaries." 

President  Blumberg  quoted  the  A.Alan  Post  letter  as  follows,  requesting  that  it  be  made  a  part  of  the 
record: 

"Paragraph  3.    The  district  does  not  operate  under  civil  service,  but  instead  has  a  strong 
employee  union.     This  results  in  different  working  conditions  than  are  customarily  found 
in  local  government.      One  of  these  is  that  the  present  employee  salaries  are  high  at 
virtually  all  levels.      Top  staff  salaries  are  comparable  to  those  of  state  park  officials, 
but  the  responsibilities  of  the  district  and  the  state  officials  are  not  equal.    The  district 
does  not  have  operations  of  the  size  or  complexity  of  the  state.      Journeymen  and  craft 
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■ies  are  in  various  instances  higher  than  state  salaries.      These  salaries  may  be  comparable, 
sver,   to  local  salaries  in  the  Bay  Area.       Cost-of-living  increases  rather  than  equity  ad{ust- 
rs  should  be  the  budgeting  and  management  guides  in  the  future.  " 

■ctor  Badger  commented  that  his  calculations  on  the  department  head  salaries  show  a  range 
i  4.4,  4.9,  6.1,  6.2,6.3  up  to  9.3,  averaging  out  to  5.95  and  that  if  Mr.   Kent's  salary 
left  off,  the  increases  would  still  be  in  excess  cf  5%  and  not  the  4.4%    as  had  been  indicated. 
General  Manager  Trudeau   said  that  the  average  is  based  upon  the  group,  including  his  own  salary, 
and  that  the  figures   had  been  checked  by  three  different  sources  and  Mr.  Trudeau  agreed  to  meet 
with  Director  Badger  following  the  meeting  to  review  this. 

C.        DEMANDS 

John  Bertorello,  acting  for  the  Accounting  Department,  reviewed  the  current  Demands  with  the 
Board.    Warrant  payments  which  were  questioned  included  an  insurance  payment  on  the  Redwood 
Schoolhouse  (Ranger  Headquarters);  equipment  purchases;  engineering  consultant  fees  to  Jack 
Kositsky  for  services  in  relation  to  a  headwall  at  Briones  and  structural  work  on  the  Shadow  Cliffs 
shelters;  payment  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  F.  R.  Peakeof  $601  .41  representing  one  half  of  the  net  income 
for  six  months  on  property  which  they  had  deeded  as  a  gift  to  the  District;  stock  from  Western 
Tree  Nursery  and  payment  on  utility  bills. 

Director  Cogswell  again  brought  up  the  high  cost  for  telephone  service  at  Don  Castro  and  Cull 
Canyon.      Mr.  Bertorello  stated  that  a  study  had  already  been  made  on  telephone  use  at  these 
areas  and  that  corrective  measures  have  been  taken.     Mr.  Bertorello  also  stated  that  a  meeting 
has  been  set  up  with  representatives,  from  the  telephone  company  to  discuss  ways  of  reducing  the 
cost  of  telephone  service. 

It  was  noted  that  the  warrant  for  Dr.  Judson's  services  was  shown  as  a  minus  (credit)  figure  on  the 
Demand  Register.      Mr.  Bertorello  said  that  the  warrant  had  been  cancelled  and  the  invoices 
returned  for  further  clarification  of  the  medical  services  rendered.    When  the  information  is 
detailed  Mr.  Bertorello  said  the  invoices  would  be  again  processed  for  payment. 

Director  Macdonald  questioned  payment  to  Contract  Sweepers  for  $215.    Chief  of  Parks  Bob 
Savattone  explained  that  because  of  mechanical  problems  with  District  equipment,  the  District 
contracted  for  sweeper  service  from  a  private  firm,  Contract  Sweepers.      The  results,  Mr. 
Savattone  said,  have  been  excellent.       At  Roberts  Recreation  Area  where  the  system  was  tried, 
the  area  has  never  been  cleaner;    the  area  is  spotless,  he  said,  and  if  the  results  continue  as  they 
have,  his  department  will  recommend  going  into  a  more  extensive  contract  program  of  this  type. 
Mr.  Savattoneako  reported  that  another  new  concept  being  attempted  in  connection  with  this  is 
that  most  areas  have  Fordson  tractors  and  a  sweeper-pickup  attachment  is  now  available  with  a 
water  system  that  eliminates  the  basic  problem  of  dust  and  use  of  this  equipment  will  help  in  some 
of  the  smaller  park  areas.      This,  he  said,  is  also  a  part  of  an  experimental  pilot  program. 

After  a  review  of  a  number  of  other  listings,  on  motion  of  Director  Macdonald,  seconded  by 
Director  Cogswell,  the  Demands  were  approved  by  unanimous  vote  and  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted:

On  motion  of  Director  Macdonald,  seconded  by  Director  Woolridge,   the  agenda  for  the  meeting 
was  approved  by  unanimous  vote.     It  had  been  requested  that  agenda  item  7  on  the  Overview 
contract  be  carried  over,  unless  there  was  time  enough  to  discuss  this  following  the  work  session 
on  San  Leandro  Bay. 

1.         Presentation  by  Ralph  V/arner  re:    Point  Pinole. 


General  Manager  Trudeau  introduced  Ralph  V/arner  reminding  the  Board  thaf  Mr.  Warner  had 
previously  made  a  presentation  before  the  Board  in  behoif  of  the  present  Point  Pinole  project  and 
that  he  has  been  dedicated   leader  in  this  effort  for  a  number  of  years.       Mr.  Trudeau  stated  tha: 
the  Board  should  be  very  pleased  with  the  caliber  of  Mr. Warner's  presentation  and  the  slides. 

Mr.  Warner  in  his  presentation  stated  that  their  committee,  the  Point  Pinole  Committee,  made 
up  of  Sierra  Club,.  Audubon  Society,   Save  the  Bay,  as  well  as  folks  from  Parchester  Village  and 
San  Pablo,  have  been  working  on  getting  the  Point.      By  the  Point,  he  said,   they  were  talking 
about  the  800  acres  west  of  the  railroad  tracks  and  it  was  generally  felt  that  the  Park  District 
would  be  the  vehicle  to  put  it  together  as  public  open  space  and  park.      Their  group,  he  said, 
worked  for  and  supported  the  District's  tax  bill,  A.B-925.      On  the  Point,  he  said,  they  have 
made  a  lot  of  presentations  to  a  lot  of  people  and  done  a  lot  of  things  during  the  past  few  years 
including  the  circulation  of  a  petition  of  7000  signatures  asking  that  Point  Pinole  be  preserved 
as  open  space.  In  addition,   they  have  received  cash  contributions  from  over  500  people  in 

the  Bay  Area,  have  printed  and  aistributed  brochures,  with  50  to  100  people  working  on  the 
project,  Mr.  Warner  said. 

Mr.  Warner  said  they  were  successful  in  getting  BCDC  to  change  the  designation  on  their  master 
plan  for  the  Bay  from  an  industrial     to  a  blank  designation  for  Point  Pinole,  which  is  one  more 
step  in  the  right  direction.      Mr.  Warner  introduced    Doublas  Corbir.  ,  the  Juvenile  Court 
Referee  in  Contra  Costa  County,  who  has  also  been  working  on  this  project  for  some  time,   to 
the  Board.        Mr.   Corbin  showed  a  series  of  slides  of  the  area,  particularly  the  shoreline  and 
the  800  acres    and  reported  on  some  of  the  activities  taking  place  at  the  Point  in  the  past. 
The  Point  had  been  used  primarily  during  the  war  years  for  the  manufacture  of  explosives  and 
ammunition  and  some  of  the  slides  showed  some  of  the  structures  that  still  remain  at  the  site. 
Mr.  Corbin  also  reported  on  the  early  history  of  the  area    relating  to  the  discovery  of  San 
Francisco  Bay. 

Mr.  Corbin  stated  that  they  v/ere  soliciting  the  District's  help  to  preserve  this  unique  area.    Mr. 
Warnor  in  closing  comments,  stated  that  the  pictures  speak  for  tnemselves  and  wanted  to  remind 
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Board  that  they  were  out  there  working  and  to  show  the  Board  what  they  fee!  is  probably  the 
best  chance  for  the  District  to  come  up  with  a  park  that  is  truly  unique  -  with  6G0  acres  west 
of  the  tracks  and  this  will  be  the  only  chance  to  get  it. 

President  Blumberg  thanked  Messrs.  Warner  and  Corbin  for  their  excellent  presentation  and 
acknowledged  the  petition  which  Mr. Warner  turned  over  to  the  Board.      Mr.  Trudeau  reminded 
the  Board  and  the  audience  that  the  District  has  been  in  discussions  with  top  officials  of 
Bethlehem     and    their  agents  since    last  December  and  that  he  and  Chief  of  Land  Management 
Hulet  Hornbeck  expect  to  meet  with  one  or  more  of  the  top  officials  either  in  Washington,    D.C. 
or  Bethlehem,   Pennsylvania,  at  the  beginning  of  February.        Director  Woolridge  clarified  the 
point  that  the  discussions  have  been  going  on  with  Bethlehem  since  December  1970. 

Director  Badger  suggested  that  staff  have  some  negotiations  with  the  Richmond  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  the  philosophy  expressed  that  you  can  never  get  enough  industrial  land  in 
Richmond.      This  industrial  feeling  is  very  strong  in  Richmond,  Mr.  Badger  said,  and  suggested 
that  a  combination  of  industry  and  park  at  Point  Pinole  might  be  considered.       Mr. Warner 
said  that  the  Richmond  City  Council  considered  Point  Pinole  at  the  time  of  the  BCDC  hearings 
and  the  result  was  favorable,  with  the  City  Council  supporting  the  removal  of  the  industrial 
designation  and  replacing  it  with  a  blank  designation,  with  the  land  to  be  studied  for  both  a 
park  and  industry.       The  feeling,  Mr  .Warner  said,  was  that  they  could  be  somewhat  compatible, 
although  he  was  not  sure  that  he  agreed  with  this  thinking.       This  was  a  large  step  forward,  he 
said,  for  the  City  Council  to  support  a  park  in  any  way  on  the  site  and  progress  is  being 
generally  made  on  the  idea  of  having  a  park  at  Point  Pinole. 


2.      Staff  Reports  on:  c.     Point  Pinole,      b.  Point  Richmond,        c.  Wildcat  Canyon, 

and    d.  Wildcat  and  San  Pabio  Creeks  as  related  to  the  San  Pablo 


Bay  studies. 


a.     Point  Pinole 


Lewis  Crutcher,   Chief  of  Plans,    Design  and  Construction,  reported  on  the  construction  costs  for 
development  of  the  16"!  acres  at  Point  Pinole,   currently  managed  and  operated  by  the  District 
under  a  lease  arrangement  with  the  State  of  California,  indicating  that  from  a  budget  allocated 
for  the  project  of  S70,  100,  the  following  expenditures  had  been  made:    $35,544  for  the  general 
construction,     $22,075  for  landscaping,  and  District  expenses  of  $11,168,  for  a  total  of 
$68,787.88,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  budget  of  $1,312.12.      Additional  work,  he  said,  is 
anticipated  at  the  site,   including  installation  of  a  slide,  black  topping  ,  four  benches,  and 
possibly  increasing   ''he  fencing.      To  complete  the  entire  project,  he  said,  may  run  as  much  as 
$6,000-$7,000  for  additional  work  which  they  would  like  to  see  done  there.        A  telephone  has 
been  installed  at  the  site,  he  said,  and  credited  Mrs.  Chaney  for  getting    3000  sq.  ft.  of  sod  for 
the  area. 

Director  Macdonald  commented  that  he  attended  the  opening  during  the  holidays  and  was  very 
much  impressed  with  what  had  been  done,  but  was  disturbed  with  the  fact  that  it  looked  like  a 
supervised  recreation  area  and  hoped  that  this  was  not  the  start  of  a  iot  of  supervised  areas. 
Director  Macdonald  was  assured  that  this  was  not  the  case,  with  President  Blumberg  suggesting 
that  if  any  type  of  supervision  is  required,  perhaps  the  City  of  Richmond  would  be  able  to 
provide  this. 

It  was  suggested  by  a  member  of  the  audience  that  the  fence  behind  the  ba:i<etball    court  be 
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made  higher  to  prevent  trespassing  into  residenWal  backyards.        Staff  stated  that  they  would 
look  into  this.      Director  Badger  commented  on  the  stark  and  bare  look  from  the  north  and 
suggested  that  some  additional    landscaping  be  done  to  make  it  a  little  more  attractive. 


b.      Point  Richmond 

General  Manager  Trudeau  stated  that  because  of  the  time  and  since  the  Board  will  have  the 
total  package    next  time,  that  this  item  be  held  in  abeyance,   to  be  included  in  the  report 
next  time  around. 


c.  Wildcat  Canyon 

Assistant  General  Manager  Jerry  Kent  covered  this  item,  primarily  to  discuss  the  final  arrange- 
ment to  be  made  with  the  City  of  Richmond    which  needed  to  be  made  for  the  transfer  of  land 
in  Wildcat  Canyon  and  the  complete  the  necessary  studies  for  the  trail  connection.      Mr.   Kent 
stated  that  the  interest  in  Wildcat  Canyon  started  in  1964,  with  at  least  two  or  three  resolutions 
adopted  involving  Wildcat  Canyon  and  Alvarado  Park  -  the  two  key  points  that  need  to  be 
reviewed.       Mr.   Kent  also  stated  that  the  Distrjct  has  received  two  resolutions  from  the  City 
of  Richmond  expressing  their  willingness  to  convey  317  acres    which  they  have  in  the  Wildcat 
Canyon  area  to  the  District.      An  unresolved  issue  on  which  Board  advice  is  needed,  Mr.   Kent 
said,  is  Alvarado  Park,  involving  a  25  year  lease  to  operate  the  park. 

Mr.   Kent  suggested  that  the  Board  take  a  field  trip  to  review  Wildcat  Canyon  and  Alvarado 
Park,  as  well  as  the  trail  connection,  on  site,  and  at  the  same  time  to  visit  the  Point  Pinole 
site.      In  summarizing,  Mr.  Kent  said,  there  were  important  matters    to  take  care  of  in  regard 
to  Wildcat  Canyon  and  Alvarado  Park  and  recommended  these  be  reviewed  in  the  field  with  the 
Board  and  then  to  come  back  to  the  Board  with  a  final  recommendation. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  commented  that  the  City  of  Richmond  still  has  a  strong  interest  in 
the  District's  taking  over  Alvarado  Park  and  that  a  field  trip  would  be  in  order. 

d.  Wildcat  and  San  Pablo  Creeks  as  related  to  the  San  Pablo  Bay  studies.      General  Manager 

■ ' ^ 

Trudeau  opened  the  discussion  on  tnis  subject,,  stating  that  two  studies  are  being  conducted 
on  the  area  -  the  701  study  and  the  Richmond  Sanitary  Service  study  done  by  Herman  Ruth  & 
Associates.      Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  the  Ruth  development  plan  essentially  makes  the  Richmond 
Sanitary  area  a  regional  park.        Mr.  Trudeau    stated  that  the  District  was  represented  in  the 
701  study  for  the  North  Richmond-San  Pablo  Bay  by  Mr.  Hornbeck  and  Kent,  with  Director 
Badger  serving  ex-officio,  and  that  the  study  has  been  submitted  to  the  State. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  reported  that  the  Corps  of  Engineers  had  a  flood  control  study  underway 
which  provides  for  seven  alternative  plans  for  the  fiood  control  and  recreation  development  of 
Wildcat  and  San  Pablo  Creeks,  with  a  public  hearing  on  this  scheduled  for  January  19  at 
8  p.m.  at  the  Dover  Elementary  School  auditorium,   San  Pablo. 

Mr.  Hornbeck  reported  on  the  701  study  which  provides  for  regional  use  of  the  bay  front  and 
a  regional  recreation  trail.  Mr.  Hornbeck  stated  that  one  of  the  big  factors  of  the  Corps  of 
Engineers  plans  is  that  they  provide  for  a  fiood  plain  across  the  salt  marshes  and  stated  that 
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if  the  District  participates  in  any  way,   this  would  have  to  be  funded  by  District  sources. 
None  of  the  plans,  he  said,  provide  for  the  trail  going  into  Wildcat  Canyon  or  Alvarado 
Park,  dropping  off  in  the  vicinity  where  the  creek  crosses  San  Pablo  Avenue.        Mr.  Horn- 
beck  said  that  the  Contra  Costa  County  Flood  Control   District  would  probably  be  the  agency 
charged  with  acquisition  if  any  of  the  plans  are  put  into  effect.      Some  recreation  is  planned 
for  which  a  local  agency  will  have  to  fund  50%. 

Mr.  Hornbeck  reported  that  the  Richmond   Sanitary  Service  has  submitted  their  proposal  to 
BCDC,  after  having  received  from  the  Richmond  City  Council  some  sort  of  general  policy 
approval,  for  development  over  an  extended  period  of  time  of  their  lands.      The  development 
proposed  include  a  marina,  equestrian  center,  golf  course,     the  creation  of  lagoons  and  lakes 
for  swimming  beaches,  outdoor  education  facilities  and  an  outdoor  bowl. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  commented  that  talking  with  both  groups,  with  some  give  and  take 
the  two  plans  (701   Study  and  Ruth  Report)  could  be  integrated  into  one  plan  that  would  be 
acceptable  to  both  parties.      One  thing  which  needs  to  be  resolved,  Mr. Trudeau  said,  before 
the  district  can  pursue  the  Sanitary  District  plan  further  is  whether  they  have  the  legal  ability 
to  fill  in  any  more  of  the  Bay,  first  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers  and  secondly,  by  BCDC. 

Mr.  Hornbeck  commented  that  the  District  had  been  invited  to  participate  in  the  Corps  of 
Engineers  hearing  and  asked  if  the  Board  wished  to  have  h*m  make  a  policy  statement  at  the 
hearing.      President  Blumberg  stated  that  in  his  review,  if  the  District  became  a  party  to  this 
the  District's  liability  would  run  something  like  $8  million.        It  was  stated  by  a  representative 
from  the  San  Francisco  Corps  of  Engineers  that  the  recreation  cost  is  about  $2  million,  of 
which  the  federal  government*  would  provide  50%  and  the  local  agency  the  other  50%. 

Following  further  discussion,  the  Board  recommended  that  Mr.  Hornbeck  attend  the  meeting 
without  making  any  commitment  or  any  position  from  the  Board.      A  number  of  Richmond 
residents  attending  the  meeting  made  favorable  comments  on  the  Corps  of  Engineers  study  and 
Mr.Corbin  stated  that  the  Richmond  Sanitary  District  has  made  public  statements  to  the  effect 
that  the  Park  District  Board  has  approved  their  plan  to  fill  their  acreage. and  is  going  along 
v/ith  the  plan.      This,  of  course,    Director  Blumberg  said,was  not  true  as  the  Board  has  not 
taken  a  position  in  this  matter. 

3.         Approval  of  new  lease  agreement  at  Piedmont  Stables,   Redwood  Regional  Park.      Director 
Wooiridge  commented  that  the  previous  Board  thinking  on  the.  stabie  had  been  to  phase  it 
out.      However,   Chief  of  Land  Management  Huiet  Hornbeck  reported  that  to  move  the  facility  to 
another  location  v/ould  be  very  expensive  and  that  Mr.  Donaldson  plans  to  invest  over  $16,000  in 
rehabilitation,  with  the  cost  of  the  work  considered  as  prepaid  rent.     Since  there  was  no  cost 
involved  on  the  part  of  the  District  and  as  the  District  will  be  receiving  income  from  the  lease 
during  the  last  four  plus  years  of  the  lease,    Director  Macdonaid  moved  for  approval,  which  motion 
was  seconded  by  Director  Cogswell.      The  following  resolution  was  accordingly  adopted  by 
a  vote  of  five  to  one.   Director  Badger  cast  a  "no"  vote. 


RESOLUTION  No.   3913 


That  lease  agreement  for  operation  of  a  stable  for

4.      Approval  to  dispose  of  surplus  property.        Chief  of  Public  Safety  Lawrence  Olson  requested 

Board  authorization  to  declare  surplus  ranger  hats  which  were  purchased  in  previous  years  and 
are  no  longer  used  by  the  ranger  staff.      The  rangers  are  currently  wearing  a  trooper  or  sheriff  style 
wide  rimmed  hat,  Mr.  Olson  said,  and  that  some  agencies  are  interested  in  buying  some  of  the  old 
style  hats.         Director  Woolridge  moved  to  cpprove  the  recommendation,  which  motion  was  seconder 
by  Director  Badger  and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

5.      Authorizing  General  Manager  to  prepare  bid  proposal  for  Concession  Operations  at  Shadow 
Cliffs  and  Dei  Valie  Regional  Park.      Inasmuch  as  a  three  page  memorandum  on  this  subject 
had  been  submitted  to  the  Board,   listing  the  proposed  conditions  for  concession  operations  at 
these  facilities,    Director  Woolridge  moved  to  authorize  preparing  the  specifications,  which  motion 
was  seconded  by  Director  Badger  and  the  following  resolution    was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

6.      Approving  Tilden  Golf  Course  lease  assignment  to  Beachcomber  Golf.      Assistant  General 

Manager  Jerry  Kent  reported  that  a  request  had  been  received  earlier  this  week  for  the 
District  to  consider  a  consent  to  assignment  of  the  lease  at  the  Tilden  Golf  Course,  negotiated 
earlier  v/ith  Don  the  Beachcomber  to  its  subsidiary  corporation,   Beachcomber  Golf.       Don  the 
Beachcomber  hcs  operated  the  golf  course  since  last  M\arch  and  has  exceeded  their  contractual 
obligation  for  improvements  at  the  golf  course  by  about  $100,000    and  that  they  have  done  a  very 
good  job  and  there  have  been  virtually  no  complaints.      Staff  is  extremely  pleased  with  their 
operation,  Mr.   Kent  said,  and  recommended  that  the  Board  consent  to  the  assignment.    The  Board 
was  assured  by  Mr.  Kent  and  District  Counsel  Donn  Black   thatth«s  in  no  way  would  relieve  the 
present  lessee  for  the  liability  under  the  lease.        Director  Cogswell  moved  for  approval,  which 
motion  was  seconded  by  Director  V/oolridge.      The  following  resolution  was  accordingly  adopted 
with  five  Directors  voting  to  authorize  the  assignment.      Director  Badger  abstained  from  voting. 


RESOLUTION  No.  3916:

Director  Badger  commented  that  he  had  abstained  from  voting  because  he  did  not  have  an 
opportunity  to  review  the  "Consent  of  Assignment"  document  .  Sandy  Burns  representing  Don  the 

Beachcomber  at  the  Tilden  Golf  Course  reported  briefly  on  the  play  at  the  golf  course,  stating  that 
the  course  is  being  improved  at  a  fast  pace  and  that  will  help  to  build  up  the  play.      Mr.  Burns  did 
not  anticipate  reaching  the  projected  70,000  rounds  for  another  year  or  two.         Director  Badger 
asked  when  the  annual  report  on  the  golf  course  could  be  expected.    Mr.   Kent  advise   that  this 
should  be  forthcoming  in  the  Spring. 

7  .     Approval  of  District  Master  Plan  Contract  with  Overview  and  Association  of  Bay  Area 

Governments  (ABAG).  Although  this  item  was  not  aiscussed  in  the  sequence  of  the  agenda 

and  was  held  over  to  the  very  end  of  the  meeting,  it  is  reported  in  these  minutes  in  the  order  of 

the  published  agenda.       Both  John  Baget  and  Rudy  Piatzek  of  the  Association  of  Bay  Area 

Governments  were  present  at  the  meeting  to  answer  questions  which  the  Board  might  have  relative  to 

their  proposed  contract  with  Overview. 

Director  Woolridge  questioned  entering  into  the  agreement  with  ABAG,  but  was  assured  that  the 
District  phase  for  the  master  plan    v/ould  proceed    on  schedule  whether  or  not  ABAG  received  a 
government  grant  for  the  second  phase  of  their  nine-county  master  plan. 

Copies  of  the  proposed  documents  had  been  submitted  to  the  Board  in  advance  and  the  Board  was 
requested  to  approve  three  agreements:    (1)  scope  of  services  section  of  the  ABAG  contract  with 
Overview;    (2)  agreement  between  the  Park  District  and  ABAG;    and  (3)  letter  of  understanding 
between  Overview  and  the  District  on  the  second  phase.        It  had  been  the  General  Manager's 
recommendation  to  do  the  master  planning  on  this  basis  because  the  input  from  ABAG  planners 
would  be  more  comprehensive  and  complete  and  would  enhance  the  District's  two-county  plan^ 
and  that  because  of  the  HUD  planning  grant  the  District  will  receive  planning  services  valued 
at  from  S90,000  to  $100,000  for  a  cost  of  $75,000. 

Although  the  Board  had  wished  to  carry  this  item  over,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Association  of  Bay 
Area  Governments  would  be  acting  on  the  contract  documents  the  following  evening, on  motion  of 
Director  Macdonald,  seconded  by  Director  Woolridge,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by 
a  vote  of  five  to  one  abstention.      Director  Badger  abstained,  feeling  that  additional  information 
should  be  made  available:

1.  Memorial  gifts  under  $500; 

a.  In  order  to  continue  the  interest  generated  by  the  tree  program,  it  is  suggested 
'    that  a  Memorial  Tree  Fund  be  established.     The  planting  sites  could  have 

individual  trees  or  small  groups  of  trees  planted  as  requested.     The  names  of  those 
contributing  tree,  those  remembered  by  the  gift  of  trees  and  the  location  of  the 
planting  site  would  be  recorded  in  a  Memorial  Book  in  the  District  office. 

b.  All  other  memorial  gifts  up  to  $500  would  be  unrestricted.     These  funds  could 
be  used  for  small  capital  improvements  or  for  programs  the  District  budget  doesn  t 
cover. 

2.  Memorial  gifts  over  $500: 

a.  All  memorial  gifts  over  $500  may  be  restricted.      These  gifts  would  be  used  for 
land  acquisition,  capital  development  or  programs  within  the  District  as  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

b.  For  those  donors  whose  gifts  depend  upon  its  use  for  a  restricted  purpose  the 
following  guidelines  are  suggested.       These  gifts  could  be  made  for: 

I.      Land  acquisition  of:    parks,   trails,  ridges,  canyons,  streams,  staging 
areas,  knolls,  etc. 

II.      Building  physcial  facilities  such  as:    an  environmental  center,  rooms, 
exhibits,  equipment,  etc. 
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III.       Providing  for  programs  such  as  scholarships,  studies,  etc. 
IV.     And/or  any  project  deemed  worthy  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

These  gifts  would  be  identified  by  whatever  method  of  bronze,  stone,  routed  wood 
or  buried  time  capsule  best  fitting  the  Individual  gift  project,  along  with  a  proper 
inspription,  both  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

In  those  cases  where  major  gifts  result  in  acquisition  of  a  park  through  either  a  gift 
of  land  or  significant  funds,  the  District  will  consider  the  recommendation  of  the 
donor  of  an  appropriate  name  for  the  facility  or  improvement. 

In  those  cases  where  minor  gifts  result  in  acquisition  of  park  land,  construction  of  a 
facility  or  other  improvements  as  listed  under  "b"  above,  the  District  will  consider 
the  recommendation  of  the  donor  of  an  appropriate  means  of  acknowledgement  for 
the  facility  or  improvement.

General  Manager  Trudeau  reviewed  the  funding  for  the  Point  Richmond  project,  an  accounting 
of  which  had  been  submitted  to  the  Board  in  advance  of  the  meeting  and  which   is  reported  on  Page  8 
of  these  minutes.       Mr.  Trudeau  stated  that  the  report  submitted  to  the  Board  was  as  concise  a  summary 
review  as  he  could  make.      Director  Badger  made  the  comment  that  he  was  concerned  about  the  amount 
of  money  set  up  for  purchase  of  land  in  comparison  to  the  total  amount  designated  for  development, 
and  felt  that  the  District  would  be  hard  pressed  to  spend  that  amount  of  money  for  development  on  the 
present  acreage,  unless  fill  takes  place.      President  Blumberg  commented  that  it  will  be  interesting  to 
see  what  the  architects  come  up  with,  as  the  construction  budget  calls  for  $422,000  for  development,, 

General  Manager  Trudeau  reminded  the  Board  that  the  grant  money  has  to  be  used  for  development 
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and  that  unused  funds  would  have  to  go  back  to  the  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund.    Although 
the  present  contract  funds  are  restricted  to  the  acreage  under  the  District's  control  at  the  present  time, 
Mr.  Trudeau  felt  that  the  contract  could  be  amended  to  include  additional  acreage  that  might  be 
acquired  in  that  area.      Director  Badger  stated  that  he  did  not  disapprove,  but  was  concerned  about 
the  ratio  of  money  proposed  for  land  acquisition  and  for  development  at  the  present  time,  and  hoped 
that  staff  could  proceed  to  acquire    the  top  of  the  hill  and  other  land  and  get  it  rolling  along  . 

Assistant  General  Manager  Kent  reviewed  the  proposed  Arbegast  &  Newton  agreement  and 
.recommended   that  the  Board  approve  the  document,  a  preliminary  development  budget    and  an 
allocation  of  $21,997,  which  includes  a  resource  analysis  and  land  use  study  by  the  consultants. 
Director  Harberts  asked  what  determines  that  the  $550,000  for  development  can  be  reconciled    with 
the  wishes  of  the  community.         Mr.   Kent  reported  that  public  hearings  will  be  held  so  that  the 
people  in  the  community  will  have  a  look  at  the  schematic  plan  so  that  they  will  have  an  input.    The 
Board  will  ,  of  course,  have  opportunity  to  review  and  approve  the  schematic  design  during  various 
phases  of  its  development,  Mr.  Kent  said.

On  the  controlled  burning  program,   President  Blumberg  introduced    Professor  Harold  H.Biswell  who 
has  been  assisting  the  District  in  its  controlled  burning  program.      Professor  Biswell  congratulated  the 
Board  far  its  foresight  in  promoting  the  burning  program  and  explained  some  of  the  hazardous  fuel 
conditions  that  exist  in  the  Oakland-Berkeley  hills  and  the  Regional  Parks.      The  program  itself 
provides  for  setting  prescribed  fires  in  eucalyptus  stands  in  the  springtime  to  reduce  flammable  fine 
fuels  that  allow  fire  to  spread,  as  well  as  reduce  the  volume  of  ground  fuels  that  encourage  fires  to 
spread  to  the  tree  canopy.

7.  Report  on  Columbia  Associates  public  hearing.       General  Manager  Trudeau  reported  that 

the  hearing  slated  for  Monday  afternoon,  February  14,  on  the  Columbia  Associates  matter, 
was  not  held  by  the  Planning  Commission  and  the  latest  information  is  that  the  next  hearing  will  be 
March  20  or  April   13.     Whichever  it  is,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  that  is  the  date  that  the  District  will  be 
able  to  make  its  presentation  to  the  Planning  Commission  .     Whatever  the  Planning  Commission 
decision  is,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  the  matter  was  certain  to  go  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Alameda 
County  at  a  subsequent  date  and  the  District  will  be  prepared  to  make  a  presentation  before  the 
Supervisors  also. 


8 .  Staff  Reports: 


a .    Shadow  Cliffs.       Lewis  Crutcher,  Chief  of  Plans,  Design  and 


Construction,  made  a  report  on  Shadow  Cliffs  and  showed  a  series  of  slides,  including  aerial 
photographs  taken  by  Director  Howard  Cogswell.      Mr.  Crutcher  stated  that  the  development  contracts 
have  been  completed,  the  whole  park  is  usable  and  large  crowds  are  anticipated  for  the  coming  season. 
Assistant  General  Manager  Jerry  Kent  also  reported  that  eventually  the  District  hopes  to  negotiate  an 
agreement  with  the  Water  District  to  use  Shadow  Cliffs  as  a  percolation  reservoir.    At  this  point,  Mr. 
Kent  said,  the  District  would  have  to  buy  water  if  it  was  needed.      However,  he  said,  the  District  has 
agreements  with  PCA  and  Kaiser  to  get  their  overflow. 

Hulet  Hornbeck,  Chief  of  Land  Management,  commented  that  the  District  is  presently  negotiating  with 
the  Land  and  Water  Conservation  fund  on  a  substitution  of  land  to  replace  the  46  ft.  strip  turned  over 
to  the  county  to  provide  access  to  Shadow  Cliffs.      The  swap  of  land  has  been  approved,  Mr.  Hornbeck      £"■ 
said,  but  there  is  some  problem  in  relation    to  the  transfer  within  the  firm  that  owns  the  property. 

b.  Del  Valle.      Assistant  General  Manager  Jerry  Kent  reported  that  the 
planning  at  Del  Valle  is  proceeding  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Parks  Department  staff  who 

have  prepared  the  basic  drawings,  which  have  been  reviewed  by  the  District  staff,  and  proceeding  with 
the  construction  under  the  bond  issue  that  was  passed  by  the  voters.    $3.2  million  of  that  bond  issue 
is  devoted  to  development  at  Del  Valle  and  at  this  point  $1  .7  mil  lion  worth  of  development  has  been 
approved,    Mr.  Kent  said.      This  will  include  basic  utilities,  underground  power,  underground 
telephone  and  sewage,  Mr.   Kent  said.       The  sewage  system  contemplated,  he  said,  is  a  package 
treatment  plant  to  be  located  near  the  service  yard  and  completely  screened  off  from  public  view. 
The  basic  day-use  improvement  on  the  east  side  of  the  lake  and  the  first  phase  camping  permanent 
development  of  62    camp  sites  are  also  anticipated  to  be  completed  within  the  funds,  Mr.   Kent  said. 
The  east  side  of  the  lake  should  be  developed  in  1973,  Mr.   Kent  said,  and  the  west  side  in  1974. 
Staff  has  been  working  very  closely  with  the  State  on  the  scale  of  development,  attempting  to 
influence  the  development  so  that  it  is  simple,  making  the  least  impact  possible  on  the  park  and  the 
maintenance  cost,.  Mr.   Kent  said.  The  proposed  development  plan  for  Del  Valle  was  on  display 

and  was  described  by  Mr.  Kent. 

c.  Sunol.      District  Architect  Donald  Harms  reported  on  this  item, 
stating  that  staff  will  be  coming  back  at  the  next  Board  meeting  requesting  authorization  to 

go  out  to  bid  on  construction  of  the  new  picnic  area  and  described  the  development  proposed  at 
Sunol .      The  development  plan  for  the  Sunol  project  was  also  on  display.      General  Manager  Trudeau  ■ 
commented  that  the  District  couldn't  have  gone  ahead  on  this  kind  of  a  program  until      approval  of 
the  San- Francisco  Water  Department  had  been  received,  which  took  a  lot  longer  than  anticipated.

H.  COMMUNICATIONS 


General  Manager  Trudeau  called  attention  to  a  letter  from  HUD  indicating  that  Mr.   Price 
has  accepted  the  District's  invitation  to  meet  and  discuss  HUD  funding  .       There  is  more  than 
a  million  dollars  outstanding  from  HUD,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  and  hoped  that  out  of  the  meeting 
would  come  some  kind  of  understanding  of  what  can  be  anticipated  .      The  meeting  has  been 
scheduled  for  February  18  at  1:00  p.m.,  Mr. Trudeau  said.         Directors  Blumberg  and  Wool- 
ridge  indicated  they  would  be  able  to  attend  the  meeting. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  also  noted  that  from  time  to  time  the  District  attempts  to  get  county 
road  going  through  park  property  abandoned,  being  successful  at  Las  Trampas  and  that  now  a 
resolution  has  been  received  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Contra  Costa  County  abandoning 
that  portion    of     Briones  Road  within  Briones  Regional  Park. 

I.  GENERAL  MANAGER'S  and  BOARD  COMMENTS 

President  Blumberg  briefly  reported  on  the  San  Leandro  Bay  meeting,  stating  that  they  have 
agreed  to  sit  and  talk  with  the  Port  of  Oakland,  and  that  some  .ideas  have  come  out  of  the 
preliminary  discussions.    Another  meeting  is  scheduled  for  March,  Mr.  Blumberg  said,  and  a 
lot  of  interest  in  San  Leandro  Bay  seems  to  be  generating.       As  more  definitive  discussions  are 
held,  Mr. Blumberg  said,  the  Board  will    be  asked  for  guidance. 

President  Blumberg  also  asked  permission  to  attend  the  California  Park  &  Recreation  District 
conference  in  San  Diego,  March  3-7.      Director  Woolridge  moved  to  approve  expenses,  which 
motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Badger,  with  the  Board  unanimously  voting  to  approve  Mr. 
Blumberg  's  attendance  at  the  meeting.      Director  Cogswell  arrived    shortly  after  three  and  did 
participate  in  the  vote.       The  Board  had  previously  authorized  the  General  Manager,   Director 
Badger  and  Director  Macdonald  to  attend  the  conference. 

Director  Paul  Harberts,  who  recently  returned  from  a  trip   to  Australia,  commented  that  in 
Melbourne  there  is  a  great  park  in  the  center  of  things,  oriented  to  plant  life,  where  he 
chanced  upon  two  great  Redwoods,  planted  about  100  years  ago,  and  that  there  is  no  doubt  that 
in  100  years  you  can  grow   magnificent  Redwoods.       The  District,  he  said,  is  wasting  a  lot  of 
time  not  planting  those  trees  back  here  where  we  know  they  grow  and  a  day  should  not  be  spent 
without  planting  some  of  them.        Mr. Harberts  suggestion  brought  a  round  of  applause  from  the 
audience. 

Director  Cogswell  called  attention    to  the  fact  that  the  Alameda  Creek-Coyote  Hills  Joint 
Agency  has  invited  the  Hayward  Area    Shoreline  Planning  Agency  to  a  joint  meeting  tentatively 
set  for  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  March,  to  get  these  two  groups  together  which  have  overlapping 
functions  in  south  Hayward.

B.        MINUTES 


Director  Badger  commented  that  the  minutes  for  the  January  18  Board  meeting  mentioned  that  a 
report  on  Point  Richmond  would  be  on  the  current  agenda,  but  that  it  was  not  listed.      President 
Blumberg  stated,  as  he  had  mentioned  to  Mr. Badger  on  the  phone,  the  District  was  having  a  little 
problem  with  the  City  of  Richmond  in  regard  to  their  holdings  in  V/ildcat  Canyon,  which  took 
priority  as  it  involves  a  million  dollars.      General  Manager  Trudeau  stated  thct  Point  Richmond 
would  be  on  a  subsequent  agenda. 

Director  Cogswell  asked  that  some  of  his  comments  in  regard  to  the  San  Pablo  and  Wildcat  Creek 
discussion  be  included  in  the  minutes.       The  following  paragraph,  therefore,  has  been  included 
on  page  6  of  Agenda  Item  2  -  d  -  Staff  Reports  on  Wildcat  and  San   Pablo  Creeks  as  related  to  the 
San  Pablo  Bay  Studies: 

"Director  Cogswell  commented  that  he  had  studied  the  701  Report  and  that  by  the  Ruth 
consulting  firm  and  pointed  out  that  the  latter  would  involve  a  very  great  amount  of  bay 
fill.      He  further  expressed  his  opinion  that  it  would  not  be  proper  for  this  District  to 
encourage  such  a  plan,  nor  to  intimate  that  agreement  to  it  would  be  forthcoming  -  even 
though  a  park  may  be  promised  in  some  way  in  connection  with  it."

5neral  Manager  Trudeau  also  asked  that  on  Agenda  Item  7  on  the  ABAG    and  Overview  agree- 
ments, the  figures  in  the  third  paragraph  on  page  8,  on  the  value  of  the  planning  services  the 
District  will  receive,  should  read  "$105,000  for  a  cost  of  $65,000"  and  not  as  shown  as  $90,000 
to  $100,000  for  a  cost  of  $75,000.  Mr.  Trudeau  also  submitted  for  the  record  the  manner  in 

which  the  department  head  salaries  had  been  computed,  with  the  backing  of  the  Controller,  the 
Wage-Price  Board  and  Mr.  Guinn  of  the  District's  audit  firm  of  Elmer  Fox  &  Co.      Director  Badger 
asked  if  these  figures  included  Mre  Trudeau's  salary  and  whether  or  not  Mr.  Trudeau  planned  to 
take  an  increase  later.       MrcTrudeau  said  that  is  what  he  told  the  finance  committee.    President 
Blumberg  also  commented  that  Mr.  Trudeau  had  turned  down  a  raise  flatly  and  Director  Haley 
concurred  that  it  was  very  clear  to  him  that  Mr.  Trudeau  would  not  take  a  raise.

It  was  noted  that  income  from  grazing 
leases  had  increased  over  that  of  previous  years. 


E.        APPROVAL  OF  AGENDA  -  BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD 


On  motion  of  Director  Macdonald,  seconded  by  Director  Woolridge,  the  Agenda  for  the  meeting  of 
February  1,   1972  was  approved,  and  the  meeting  proceeded  with  discussion  on  the  following: 
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1.         Tilden  Miniature  Train  -  Price  Increase.        General  Manager  Trudeau  reported  that  the 

backgrouncTdata  sent  to  the  Board,  included  fwo  letters  from  Erich  Thomsen,  the  concession- 
aire for  the  Tilden  Miniature  Train,  which  pretty  clearly  justified  the  request  for  the  ride  increase. 
Mr.  Thomsen's  original  request  for  the  increase,  made  last  fall,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  was  deferred  due 
to  the  President's  freeze  on  price  increase  and  it  was  agreed  that  this  would  again  come  before  the 
Board  when  the  situation  changed. 

Mr.  Thomsen  commented  in  regard  to  the  increase  request,  stating  that  even  with  the  increase  the 
operation  will  be  the  lowest  price  of  similar  operations  in  the  Central   State  area.    Mr.  Thomsen,  to 
questioning  by  President  Blumberg  about  the  total  income,  stated  that  in  1970  his  operation  ran  in 
the  red,  with  all  of  the  income  put  back  into  the  operation  in  the  interest  of  building  it  up.    Mr. 
Thomsen  said  that  he  hoped  to  be  able  to  reach  a  point  in  the  future  where  he  would  be  able  to  dis- 
continue putting  out-of-pocket  money  to  support  the  concession 0       He  estimated  that  this  year  the 
net  profit  would  be  between  one  and  two  thousand,  compared  to  last  year  which  was  $500- $600  in 
the  red.      He  estimated  that  the  cost  of  two  steam  locomotives  under  construction  will  cost  about 
$15,000    and  that  funds  will  be  needed  to  support  the  capital    improvements  which  will  continue  to 
take  place. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  in  recommending  that  the  Board  approve  the  request,  stated  that  Mr. 
Thomsen  does  have  another  occupation,  that  the  train  ride  is  not  a  means  of  livelihood,  but  a  hobby. 
Director  Macdonald  moved  to  approve  the  increase,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Haley. 
The  following  resolution  was  accordingly  adopted  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board: 


RESOLUTION  No.  3921: 


That  an  increase  in  the  rates  be  approved  for  the  Tilden

2.         Lake  Chabot  Marina  a.    Annual  Report 


Before  Mr.  Grassi,  Revenue  Operations  Supervisor,  reported  on  the  activity  at  Lake  Chabot, 
General  Manager  Trudeau  commended  him  for  the  excellent  job  he  is  doing  at  both  Lake  Chabot 
and  at  the  District  headquarters,  dividing  his  time  between  the  two,  acting  as  the  Administrative 
Assistant  part  time.      Mr. Trudeau  also  commended  him  for  the  excellent  annual  report  he  submitted 
on  the  activities  at  Lake  Chabot. 


Jim  Grassi  commented  that  the  report  submitted  to  the  Board  was  self  explanatory,  which  indicated 
a  total  of  414,789  user  days  at  Chabot,  with  fishing  the  favored  activity  of  160,561  angler  daysr 
and  was  double  that  of  last  year  (1970).       Mr. Grassi  highlighted  his  comments  on  Lake  Chabot  by 
a  slide  presentation  showing  the  activity  and  development  at  Lake  Chabot. 

b0      Approval  to  bid  capital  improvements 

District  Architect  Donald  Harms  covered  the  second  portion  of  the  Lake  Chabot  item,  requesting 
Board  authorization  to  go  to  bid  on  improvements  included  in  the  1971-72  budget  for  Lake  Chabot. 
Following  /v'r.  Hcrm's  description    of  the  proposed  Improvements,  and  additional  slides  to  indicate 
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areas  of  development   Director  Woolridge  moved  for  approval,  which  motion  was  seconded  by 
Director  Haley.      The  following  resolution  was  adopted    by  unanimous  vote: 


RESOLUTION  No.  3922: 


That  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to  complete  plans 
and  specifications  required  for  bidding  and  be  authorized  to 
advertise  for  bids  for  the  following  improvements  at  the 
Lake  Chabot  Marina,  with  said  advertisement  calling  for 
award  at  the  Board  meeting  of  March  21,  1972: 

(1)  Modular  residence 

(2)  Westshore  trail  improvements 

(3)  Toilet-storage  building 

(4)  Misc. dock  and  fishing  pier  improvements. 

That  the  $60,155  presently    budgeted  in  the  1971-72  budget 
for  work  at  the  Chabot  Marina  be  used  for  the  above  improve- 
ments, with  any  additional  funds  necessary  to  complete  the 
project  to  come  from  the  Reserve  set  aside  for  Emergencies. 


3.         Approval  of  reclassifications  -  Plans,   Design  and  Construction  Department  . 

Personnel  Manager  Gary  Ogg     reported  on  this  subject,  stating  that  this  item  had  been  on  the 
agenda  about  a  month  ago,  with  the  Construction  Inspector  approved  at  that  time,  and  that  the 
other  classifications  had  been  held  over,  pending  discussion  with  the  union.      Mr.  Ogg  said  that 
there  now  is  agreement  on  the  specifications  with  no  disagreement  on  the  salary  ranges,  however, 
with  the  union  feeling  that  one  of  the  positions  be  promotional  rather  than  a  reclass.      Manage- 
ment disagrees,  Mr.  Ogg  said,  because  essentially  this  person's  job  has  changed  because  of  all 
changes  into  moving  PD&C  from  the  type  of  organization  it  once  was.      Mr.  Ogg  asked  for  approval 
of  the  classifications,  the  salary  ranges  noted  and  approval  to  reclass  those  positions. 

President  Blumberg  asked  for  comment  from  any  representatives  from  the  union,  with  Greg  Phillips, 
representing  the  supervisors  and  professional  unit,  stating  that  there  was  some  disagreement 
expressed  in  the  position  of  Assistant  Chief  and  Contract      Administrator,  feeling  that  these  should 
be  considered  as  promotional  to  give  the  field  people  an  opportunity  for  advancement  to  these 
positions. 

Mr.  Ogg  explained  that  for  the  position  of  Contract  Administrator  there  is  nobody  else  in  the  District 
who  has  the  qualifications  for  that  position,  with  one  of  the  requirements  being  a  licensed  landscape 
architect.       The  person  in  the  position    who  has  been  doing  the  job    for  some  time    is  being  re- 
classified to  the  position.      On  the  Assistant  Chief,  Mr.  Ogg  said,  Mr.  Harms  has  been  assuming 
the  responsibility  for  some  time  and  that  there  would  be  one  other  person  that  would  qualify  if 
the  position  were  promotional,  and  that  Mr.  Harms'  duties  have  evolved  into  this  position. 

Director  Haley  asked  if  these  classifications  were  adopted,   it  would  not  preclude  promotion  from 
within  .    Mr.  Ogg  replied  that  it  certainly  would  not.         Director  Cogswell  asked  if  there  was  any 
difference  between  designating  it  as  a  reclassification  and  a  promotion,  and  that  it  was  his  under- 
standing that  the  request  to  this  Board  to  reclassify  the  persons  presently  in  those  positions  is  the 
only  difference.      Mr.  Ogg  said  essentially  this  was  correct  and  commented  that  a  number  of  other 
minor  word  changes  requested  by  the  union  had  been  made  in  the  specifications. 
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President  Blumberg  suggested  that  perhaps  this  should  be  put  over,  however  Mr.  Ogg  suggested  that  . 
the  Board  establish  the  classification  and  salary  range,  leaving  it  open  as  to  whether  it  is  going  to  be; 
a  reclassification  or  promotion,  it  can  be  resolved  that  way  and  v/ill  not  require  further  Board  action  t> 
Mr.  Phillips  stated  that  this  was  satisfactory.      Director  Badger  commented  that  wherever  it  is  . 

possible  to  put  the  position    on  a  promotional  basis,  this  should  be  done.  On  motion  of  Director      ( 

Cogswell,  seconded  by  Director  Haley,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

4.         Report  on  Tribune  Tree  Planting  Promotion. 

Mrs.   Doreta  Chaney,   Development  Specialist,  reported  on  the  Tribune  Tree  Planting  promotion, 
stating  that  it  began  October  31,  1971  and  was  concluded  yesterday,  January  31,    1972  and  was 
of  three  months  duration,  with  the  Tribune  handling  all  of  the  printing  and  sending  out  of  the  "thank 
you"  letters  and  flyers  to  those  who  took  advantage  of  the  program.       Promotional  pieces  which 
were  used  in  the  program  were  on  display  in  the  Board  Room,  with  Mrs.  Chaney  explaining  that  they 
were  used  in  A/C  Transit  buses,  both  inside  and  out,  on  Tribune  delivery  truck  panels  and  elsewhere 
with  a  great  deal  of  advertising  in  the  Tribune    itself  of  full  page  ads,   column  ads,  editorial  boxes, 
and  the  like,   including  several  comic  strips  0    All  of  this,  Mrs.  Chaney  said,  gave  the  District  very 
good  exposure.    Film  clips  were  shown  on  television  channels  and  spots  were  carried  on  various  radic 
stations. 


Mrs.  Chaney  reported  that  one  of  the  side  results  of  the  Tribune  promotional  campaign  was  the  fact 
that  several  companies  purchased  live  trees  for  Christmas  display,  donating  them  to  the  District  for 
planting  after  they  had  served  their  purpose,,  The  Golden  Gate  Audubon  Society,  inspired  by  the 
program,  donated  20  trees,  the  Hacienda  School  6th  graders  wrote  a  letter  and  donated  a  tree,  the 
Cub  Scout  Park  "6  of  Live  Oak  School  saved  from  their  allowances  to  purchase  a  tree,  a  group  of 
Oakland  Raiders  donated  12  trees. 


Mrs.  Chaney  in  concluding  her  comments  reported  that  the  program  to  date  has  produced  $6,089, 
the  equivalent  of  three  year's  budget  for  tree  planting  and  that  the  campaign  just  completed  will 
continue  to  bring  results  for  the  District  for  some  time  to  come.      Mr.  Trudeau  also  commented  that 
there  has  been  widespread  publicity  on  this  plant-a-tree  program  and  that  other  agencies    are 
inquiring  about  the  program  from  other  parts  of  the  country. 

Director  Woolridge  moved  for  adoption  of  a  resolution  commending  the  Tribune  for  the  campaign, 
which  motion  was  seconded  by  Directors  Badger  and  Haley.       The  following  resolution  was  adopted 
by  unanimous  vote,  with  the  General  Manager  requested  to  express  the  Board's  thanks  to  Senator 
Knowland:

WHEREAS  the  promotion  by  the  Oakland  Tribune  covered  practically  every  means  at  their  dispoal 
from  comic  strips,  rack  cards,  bus  posters,  newspaper  full  page  and  columnar  ads,  newspaper  boy 
flyers,  editorial  boxes  and  the  like,  as  well  as  television  and  radio  spots,  and 

WHEREAS  the  results  of  this  Plant-A-Tree  promotional  campaign  have  been  gratifying  to  the  East 
Bay  Regional  Park  District  and  the  contribution  to  the  District  to  date  equals  three  years  of  its 
tree  planting  budget, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  by    the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  that  Senator 
William  F.  Knowland  and  the  Oakland  Tribune  staff  are  to  be  commended  for  taking  leadership 
on  an  environmental  issue  by  offering  such  a  program  that  would  benefit  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District  and  for  their  wholehearted  support  throughout  the  campaign  and  their  willingness  to 
continue  handling  donations  and  make  referrals  following  conclusion  of  the  campaign. 


5.         Report  on  Port  of  Oakland  meeting  re:    San  Leandro  Bay. 

President  Blumberg  reported  that  four  Directors  and  a  number  of  staff  members  attended  the  luncheon 
with  representatives  of  the  Port  of  Oakland  at  the  Hilton  Inn,  at  which  the  formal  request  was  made 
for  the  District  to  take  over  San  Leandro  Bay  as  a  regional  park  area.       Mr.  Blumberg  stated  that 
he  could  only  express  that  there  were  a  number  of  urgent  considerations  in  the  way  of  priorities 
that  need  to  be  assessed,  that  a  master  plan  consultant  has  just  been  retained  which  needs  to  be 
developed,  and  that   with  the  funds  at  the  District's    disposal  it  is  obvious  that  it  isn't  going  to  be 
able  to  do  everything  that  the  public  wants.     Mr„  Blumberg  pointed  out  that  jhere  are  27  cities  in 
the  two  county  District,  all  having  their  own  ideas  of  what  they  would  like  done  and  what  they 
would  like  the  Park  District  to  do.      Whether  the  District  has  to  buy  all  the  land  required  to  develop 
the  San  Leandro  Bay  area  as  a  park  or  whether  it  can  be  acquired  by  grant  or  lease  will  figure 
heavily  in  the  picture,  Mr.  Blumberg  said.       The  Board  recognizes  that  this  potential  park  area  is 
one  of  regional  signficance  and  that  it  is  in  the  first  category  of  District  priorities  now,  Mr.  Blum- 
berg said,  but  that  there  are    many    questions  to  be  answered,  more  facts  needed,  as  well  as  cost 
figures,  before  any  commitment  can  be  made. 

Mr.  Trudeau  also  confirmed  that  a  great  deal  of  study  still  needs  to  take  place,  including  possible 
funding  from  HUD,  before  any  definitive  action  can  be  recommended  to  the  Board  on  this  matter. 
President  Blumberg  in  closing  said  that  all  of  the  facets  have  to  be  studied  and  that  although  the 
Board  is  willing  to  sit  dov/n  and  talk,  we  are  going  to  have  to  have  a  lot  more  facts.

2.         Presentation  of  "Award  of  Appreciation"  to  Assemblyman  John  Knox  for  District  I     'islation 
carried,   including  AB-925.  GeneraT  Manager  Trudeau  read  trie  wording  of  tn~e   "Sward 

of  Appreciation"  plaque  and  resolution  to  Assemblyman  John  Knox,   concluding  that  it  was  a  great 
pleasure  from  both  the  staff  and  the  Board  to  make  the  award  to  a  very  good  friend,    Jack  Knox. 
President  Blumberg  commented  that  AB-925  will  help  this  District  to  continue  to  move  ahead  in  the 
acquisition  of  open  space  so  the  people  of  both  counties  will  have  a  much  better  place  to  live  in 
over  the  years  to  come. 

Assemblyman  Knox  expressed  his  thanks  to  the  Board,  commenting  that  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District  was  the  only  such  District  in  the  State  and  hoped  that  this  could  of  a  program  could  be 
broadened  to  other  areas,  not  only  in  the  Bay  Area,  but  in  the  State  of  California.     The  work  that 
th. j  District  is  doing,  Assemblyman  Knox  said,   carries  on  some  really  courageous    effoi I  le  back 

in  the  late  20's  and  early  30's  when  the  people  of  this  area  were  willing  to  tax  themselves  to 
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acquire  such  magnificent  properties  as  Tilden  Park  and  others  and  with  the  annexation  of  his 
county,   Contra  Costa,  some  years  ago,  the  District  is  unquestionably  throughout  the  world  one 
of  the  great  park  organizations.         Congratulations  for  your  service,  hs  aid,  and  knowing  that 
sometimes  without  the  proper  gratitude  people  like  himself  climb  all  over  the  District  because 
they  feel  the  District  is  not  doing  the  right  thing,  but  that  he  was  sure,  as  with  others  in  govern- 
ment that  we  are  all  doing  our  level  best. 

Assemblyman  Knox  said  that  he  could  not  resist,  however,  in  getting  one  free  shot  at  the  Board  and 
sincerely  hoped  the  Board  would  move  with  alacrity  on  the  Point  Richmond  Park  and  that  he,  as  wel 
as  the  people  of  Richmond,  would  appreciate  if  the  Board  could  move  on  this  shoreline  property  as 
quickly  as  possible.

The  resolution  and  "Award  of  A    oreciation"  adopted  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board,  which  had 
been  originally  scheduled  for  presentation  to  Assemblyman  Knox  at  the  December  7,    1971  Board 
meeting  held  in  Pittsburg,  reads  as  follows.       Assemblyman  could  not  attend  the  Pittsburg  meeting 
because  of  legislative  commitments  in  Sacramento  at  that  time. 

RESOLUTION  No.  3935:  For  outstanding  leadership  in  passage  of  key  legislation  ever  a 

period  of  years  to  further  the  efforts  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District.      This  legislation  has  enabled  the  District  to  'Pove  forward 
on  land  acquisition  while  parklands  are  still  available.      Special 
thanks  are  due  for  authorship  of  AB  925  and  for  laying  foundations 
for  the  two  year  borrowing  bill  and  extension  of  the  tax  override 
for  four  years. 

3.         Approval  of  naming  park  at  Point  Richmond  "George  Miller  Jr.  Memorial  Regional  Park." 

General  Manager  Trudeau, in  introducing  members  o?  the  George  Miller  family  to  the  Board, 
stated  that  this  was  one  of  those  moments  that  one  feels  very  proud  and  honored  to  be  oble  to 
present  to  the  Board.       Mr. Trudeau  said  that  the  suggestion  originally  came  from  Assemblyman  Jack 
Knox  and  was  one  that  has  been  discussed  a  number  of  times  and  he  felt  that  all  agreed  that  this  \va_ 
an  appropriate  move  to  make.      Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Miller  lived  at  Point  Richmond 
for  a  time  after  their  marriage  and  that  Mrs.  Miller  had  lived  rhere  prior  to  that,  having  been 
born  in  the  Point  Richmond  area.      The  area  was  also  one  of  the  favorite  spots  to  play  of  the 

ator  as  a  youngster  and  was  in  recreation  work  at  the  Richmond  Plunge  for  a  rime  and  so  was  an 
area  of  great  interest  to  both  the  Senator  and  Mrs.  Miller.      Mr. Trudeau   reminded     the  Board  of 
the  tremendous  interest  and  support  given  by  Senator  Miller  to  the  District. 

Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  Senator  Miller  was  a  man  who  was  always  honest    and  direct,  a  man  to  whom 
we  could  not  give  enough  credit  and  recognition    for  the  things  he  did  and  stood  tor.     Naming  the 
park  was  one  of  the  small  ways  the  District  could  recognize  the  work  of  this  man,  Mr.  Trudeau  saic 
President  Blumberg  presented  Mrs.  Miller  v/ith  a  copy  of  the  proposed  sign  to  be  placed  at  the 
entrance  to  the  park,  with  Director  Badger  making  the  motion  to  name  the  park  after  the   late 
Senalor.

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RESOLUTION  No.  3936:  That  the  Regional  Park  located  at  Point  Richmond  be  named  the 

George  Miller  Jr.  Memorial  Regional  Park  in  honor  of  George  Miller 
Jr.  for  his  lifetime  interest  and  public  service   in  the  field  of 
conservation,  open  space,  parks  and  recreation  and  particularly  for 
his  interest  in  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District. 


Mrs.  George  Miller,   Jr.,  wife  of  the  late  Senator,  daughter  Laura  Miller,  teacher  at  Olinda  Schoo 
in  El   Sobrante,   Katy  Miller,  another  daughter,  and  the  son  George  Miller,   III,  were  present,  all 
of  whom  expressed  their  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  Board  for  honoring  the  Senator  in  this  manner

and  others  for  the  press. 

4.         Adoption  of  Ordinance  adding  5  cents  additional  tax  for  1972-73.      District  Counsel  Donn 
Black  called  attention  to  a  minor  change  in  reference  numEer  in  the  draft  of  the  ordinance 
previously  submitted  to  the  Board  for  consideration,   from  Chapter  115,   Divisionl,  to  read,   Sections 
2131  through  2134  .      President  Blumberg  read  portions  of  the  proposed  ordinance,  with  General 
Manager  Trudecu    commenting  that  this  could  not  be  put  into  operation  until  61  days    after  the  veto 
session  of  the  State  Legislature  ended,  March  4.      Mr.Trudeau  said  the  ordinance  is  very  clear  as  to 
how  the  money  should  be  spent,  with  everyone  in  agreement  as  to  how  it  should  be  applied.      The 
bill  provided  for  a  30-day  referendum  period,  expiring  in   early  April    and  if  at  that  time  10%  of  the 
registered  voters  have  not  signed  petitions  opposing  the  tax  increase,  then  at  that  time  it  becomes 
following  the  first  Board  meeting  in  April. 

Director  Woolridge  moved  to  approve  the  ordinance,  which  was  seconded  by  Director  Cogswell . 
By  unanimous  vote  the  following  ordinance  was  adopted: 

ORDINANCE  NO.  45  1972-73  Tax  Ordinance  Under  AB  925 


BE  IT  ORDAINED  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  as  follows: 

1 .  THAT  PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  and  authority  of  Section  5545.5  (a)  of  the  Public 
Resources  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  for  equalizing 
taxes  provided  under  Sections  2131   :hrough  2134,  of  the  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  of  the  State 
or  California,  a  tax  of  five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  assessed  valualion  of  all 
real  and  personal  property  within  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  shall  be  levied  and  collected 
for  the  fiscal  year  1972-73,  subject  to  equalization  between  the  parts  of  the  District  in  Alameda 
County  and  in  Contra  Costa  County  in  accordance  wiih  ihe  above  mentioned  procedure  for  such 
equaiizotion. 

2.  THAT  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  each  such  County  be  requested  and  authorized  to  fix 
the  tax  rate  for  such  fiscal  year  in  its  respective  County  in  accordance  herewith. 

3.  THAT  THE  REVENUE  from    this  tax  shall  be  used  as  follows: 

a.  The  revenue  from  four  cents  per  one  huncV  ilars  shall  be  used 
exclusively  for  acqui             of  new  park  lands.  , 

b.  The  revenue  from  one  cent  per  one  hunt  hilars  shall  ed 
exclusively  for                                  J  operation  of  such  park  lands.

4.  THAT  THIS  ORDINANCE  shall  not  go  into  effect  until  thirty  days  after  its  final 
passage  on  this  date,  so  that  it  shall  take  effect  at  12:00    a.m.  on  April  6,   1972. 

5.  THAT  the  General  Manager  shall  cause  this  Ordinance  to  be  published  one  time  in 
a  newspaper  of  general  circulation,  printed,  published  and  circulated  in  the  District. 


President  Blumberg  in  closing  the  discussion  on  this  subject,  stated    that  he  wanted  it  to  be  known 
that  this  bill  will  be  a  little  difficult  to  v/ork  under    and  that  we  must  always  remember  in  making 
allocations  for  new  properties  that  development  will  be  restricted  substantially  when  you  only  have 
one  cent  to  v/ork  with  on  new  property  and  the  Board  will  have  to  put  a  lot  of  thought  into  this  and 
hoped  the  Board  could  have  more  leeway. 

5.  Presentation  of  Phase  1  of  the  Lakes  Management  Study  by  Orville  Bail,   Jr.  .    James  Grassi, 
Revenue  Operations  Supervisor  and  Acting  Administrative  Assistant,  introduced  Mr.  Orville 

Ball,  briefly  reporting  that  the  Board  had  approved  the  first  phase  of  a  three  phase  Lake  Managemer 
Study  by  Mr.   Ball  and  commended  Mr.  Ball  for  his  efforts  in  the  study.      Mr.  Grassi  said  that  at  this 
time  the  Board  is  being  asked  to  take  the  study  under  advisement  and  that  ideas  for  implementation 
of  the  study  will  be  presented  to  the  Board  at  the  April  4  meeting. 

Mr.  Ball  distributed  copies  of  Phase  1  of  the  study  to  the  Board,  stating  that  it  related  specifically 
to  Lake  Anza,  Temescal  and  Chabof,  and  represents  a  broad  conceptual  overview  of  the  present 
program  and  projects  possible  potential  ar  these  lakes.      42  specific  recommendations  are  provided 
in  the  report,  Mr.  Ball  said. 

Mr.  Ball  reviewed  some  of  ihe  contents  of  the  report  with  the  Board,   complimenting  the  Board  and 
staff  for  its  current  lakes  program,  which  possesses  great  potential,  and  for  the  architectural  standcrc 
and  quality  of    development.  Slides  were  shown  of  some  of  the  facilities  Mr.  Ball  has  been 

actively  engaged  in  the  San  Diego  area,  where  Mr.  Ball  has  served  as  a  consultant  for  a  number  of 
years. 

6.  Approving  Plans  and  Specifications  and  authorizing  General  Manager  to  adv  >rtfse  for  bids: 

a.  Norlh  end  development  at  Lake  Temescal .        District  Architect  Dor  aid  Harms  of  the 
Plans,   Design  and  Construction  Department,  briefly  reported  on  the  proposed  north  end  development 
at  Lake  Temescal  for  landscaping,  pi<mic  area  development  and  roadway  construction.    Mr.  Harms 
s'jid  that  $37,000  had  been  set  aside  in  the  1971-72  fiscal  budget  for  this  purpose,  and  recommendec 
that  the  Board  authorize  the  project  for  award  at  the  April  4  Board  meeting.

7.         Presentation  by  Tom  Castagnola  on  Night  Board  Meetings.      General  Manager  Trudeau 
introduced  Tom  Castagnola,  commenting  on  his  excellent  work  in  Contra  Costa  County 
and  political  science  background,  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  the  Contra  Cosfa  Park  Council . 
Mr.   Castagnola  made  a  presentation  to  the  Board  urging  that  the  District  Board    hold  evening  meetin- 
to  give  the  majority  of  citizens  the  opportunity  to  participate.  Mr.  Castagnola's    presentation

President  Blumberg  noted  that  Mr.  Castagnola  was  a  resident  of  Pleasant  Hill  and  asked  if  he 
attended  the  evening  meetings  of  the  Pleasant  Hill  Perk  and  Recreation  District,  having  himself 
served  on  the  Board  for  12  years,  and    os  to  the  number  of  people  who  attended  those  evening 
meetings.      Mr.  Castagnola  said  that  he  has  attended  a  number  of  their  meetings  and  acknowledged 
the  poor  turnouts. 

Mr. Castagnola  stated  that  although  attendance  is  a  fundamental  fact  in  his  search  for  night  meetings 
it  is  not  the  primary  fact.      The  primary  fact,  he  said,   is  that  we  should  give  decision  as" to  whether 
they  attend  meetings  to  the  public  and  by  holding  the  meetings  during  the  afternoons,  the  decision 
Is  already  made  for  them,  as  most  people  are  unable  to  take  time  off  to  attend  afternoon  Board 
meetings. 

President  Blumberg  also  commented  that  over  the  past  years  the  Board  has  held  meetings  outside  the 
District  office    on  matters  of  interest  to  residents  of  a  particular  area  ever  since  he  has  been  on  the 
Be   rd    and  the  Board  will  continue  to  do  so  and  will  take  Mr.  Castagnola's  suggestion  into 
consideration.       Mr.  Blumberg  also  mentioned  that  many  council  meetings  hefd  in  the  evenings 
require  staff  participation,  so  this  is  something  that  will  have  to  be  studied    carefully. 

Director  Cogswell  suggested  that  a  committee  work  session  on  this  subject  be  held,  with  the  President 
appointing  a  Board  committee  for  this  purpose.      Director  Badger  seconded  the  suggestion  and  A/ 
Blumberg  indicated  that  he  would  appoint  a  committee  to  study  the  matter.      Director  Badger  also 
commented  that  for  a  number  of  years  the  Board  met  every  three  months  on  a  regular  schedule,  but 
the  results  were  not  entirely  satisfactory  and  attendance  was  low.         Mr .  Castagnola  thanked 'the 
Board  and  stated  that  in  the  meantime  he  would  seek  public  opinion  on  the    matter.

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Public  Safety,  reported  on  this  subject,  stcting  that  they  were  trying  to  institute  two  new  programs 
to     try  to  provide  better  and  more  coverage  in  the  parks  and  try  to  keep  up  with  the  increase  in 
need  for  more  ranger  service.       One,  he  said,  is  a  resident  ranger  program,  with  two  rangers 
currently  living  in  District  residences  -  one  at  either  end  of  the  District,  and  by  equipping  these 
men  v/ith  a  ranger  vehicle  they  will  be  able     to  respond  to  calls  at  all  hours  day  and  night,  when 
they  are  not  on  duty,  as  long  as  they  are  at  home.    Without  the  benefit  of  being  equipped  with  a 
vehicle,   they  would  not  be  able  to  do  this,  Mr.  Olson  said,  which  means  that  the  ranger  is  called 
from  his  home,  has  to  drive  to  the  public  safety  department  headquarters,   change  into  his  uniform, 
pick  up  whatever  equipment  he  needs,   check  out  a  vehicle  and  drive  to  the  location  to  handle  the 
problem.       By  having  a  vehicle  at  the  ranger  residence  this  would  eliminate  unnecessary  expense 
and  allow  for  more  effective  and  rapid  response  to  citizen  needs   for  ranger  service. 

Mr.  Olson  explained  the  other  program  was  to  try  to  get  more  men  into  the  parks  during  the  heavy 
use  periods  and  by  having  vehicles  available  better  coverage  can  be  provided.      General  Manager 
Trudeau  commented  that  this  was  reviewed  with  the  Department  Heads  and  was  agreed  upon  as  one 
of  the  better  ways  of  handling  the  program,  providing  those  rangers  who  are  on  duty  with  equipment 
and  cars  necessary. 

Following  the  recommendations  of  the  General  Manager  and  the  Chief  of  Public  Safety,  on  motion 
of  Director  Harberts,  seconded  by  Director  Woolridge,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Board:

iorcllo  said,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reed  offered  the  best  proposal  for  the  coming  season.    Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Reed  were  present  at  the  meeting  and  were  introduced  by  Stanley  Smith,  Revenue  Operations 
Manager,  who  felt  that  they  would  do  a  very  good  job  for  the  District  at  Contra  Loma.     Director 
Haley  moved  for  approval  of  the  contract,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Harberts,  with 
the  following  resolution  being  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

10.  Report  on  District  Master  Plan.       Although  this  item  was  the  last  item  Tor  discussion  on  the 

Board  agenda,  following  a  five  minute  recess  awaiting  the  arrival  of  Alvin  Baum,   it  ?s 
reported  in  these  minutes  in  the  sequence  of  the  agenda.      General  Manager  Trudeau  began  the 
discussion,  stating  that  the  Board  had  appointed  a  two  member  committee,   Directors  Cogswell  and 
Blumberg,    to  work  with  staff  on  the  selection  of  the  master  plan  consultant  and  also  the  formation 
of  a  committee.        One  of  the  best  things  that  has  happened,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  has  been  the  fine 
work  that  has  been  done  so  far  by   Overview  in  getting  started  in  the  background  data  .    Mr.  Trudec 
said  that  he  was  particularly  pleased  at  the  interviews  and  job  that  was  done  by  Stewart  Udall  and 
ABAG  in  picking  a  project  director.    The  District,  he  said,  is  very  fortunate  in  the  choice  of  the 
project  director  in  Al  Baum,  who  as  the  current  language  goes  "knows  where  it's  at".    Mr.   Baum 
he  said,  has  been  the  Deputy  Director  of  BCDC  for  a  number  of  years,  and  it  was  he  who  picked  up 
the  Alameda  Beach  program,  and  having  helped  the  District  on  Point  Pinole,   Point  Richmond  and 
a  number  of  other  projects. 

Following  introduction  by  Mr.  Trudeau,  Mr.   Baum  reported  that  he  had  gotten  office  space  at  the 
Claremont  Hotel,  which  is  an  ideal  location  because  of  the  closeness  to  both  the  Association  of  B 
Area  Governments  and  the  Regional  Park  District.      Mr.  Baum  said  that  he  was  personally  delfghtec 
to  be  on  board  working  with  the  District  and  staff  and  Stewart  Udall .       Mr. Baum  said  that   F 
Travers,  wno  was  closely  associated  with  him  at  BCDC,  has  joined  his  staff  and  is  an  excellent  man 
..ot  only  in  the  technical  planning  but  for  his  ability  to  get  along  with  people. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  commented  that  probably  no  one  knows  more  about  the  San  Francisco  Ba 
than  Mr.  Baum,  unless  it  was  Director  Cogswell.      Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  work  on  the  com  ,  is 

progressing  and  that  it  has  been  suggested  that  instead  of  having  one  committee,  two  committees  be 
selected  w.th  all  kinds  of  representation  and  suggested  that  nominations  be  solicited  by  letter  Mr. 
Trudeau  said  that  the  committee  selections  should  be  ready  in  about  one  month. 


1 1 .         Report  on  Pacific  Southwest  Park  and  Recreation  Conference^     Both  Directors  Blumberg  and 

Macdonald  reported  on  their  impressions  of  the  San  Diego  conference  and  discusse.  of 

the  sessions  which  they  attended.      General  Manager  Trudeau  also  commented  briefly,  stating  that 
this  was  the  best  park  and  recreation  conference    that  he  has  been  to  in  the  eight  years  he  has  been 
with  the  Park  District,  whether  a  national  or  state  meeting,  and  that  the  park  and  recreation  people 
now  seem  to  be  finding  themselves  In  the  roll  that  they  play  in  improving  the  quality  of  life  every- 
where and  particularly  in  environmental  matters.       Mr.  Trudeau  reported  on  some  of  the   legislative 
proposals  coming  out  of  the  meeting,    and  said  he  was  pleased  to  see  the  direction  the  organization 
is  going  and  the  excellent  job  done  this  year. 

Director  Macdonald  commented  that  three  groups  were  represented  at  the  conference  and  felt  that 
more  could  be  accomplished  by  having  some  coordination  so  all  could  attend  one  meeting,  following 
another,  rather  than  having  to  attend  one  meeting  and  missing  another  important  meeting  going  on  V 
at  the  same  time.

B.        BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD 


1  .  Huckleberry  Trail: 


(a)  Execution  of  grant  contract  for  $40,000. 

(b)  Condemnation  action. 


In  calling  the  public  session  to  order,  President  Blumberg  requested  General  Manager  Richard 
C.  Trudeau  to  give  some  background  on  the  Huckleberry  Trail  situation.      Mr.   Trudeau  stated  that 
in  preparation  for  this  meeting,   it  was  obvious  that  another  job  of  research  needed  to  be  done  of 
Board  Minutes  and  correspondence  throughout  the  years  for  salient  references  in  regard  to  Huckle- 
berry Trail.      Mr.  Trudeau  said  fhat  the  first  written  reference  that  could  be  found  anywhere  in 
either  a  3oard  letter  or  Board  A/inutes  on  Huckleberry   frail  was  dated  April  29,    1953  -  14  years 
ago  -  when  Dr.  Herbert  Mason  of  the  Regional  Parks  Association  made  a  report  to  the  then  Board 
of  Directors.      During  that  same  year,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,   the  subject  appeared  on  a  number  of 
subsequent  agendas    and  the  Board  has  so  been  Informed. 

Trudau  said  that  proponents  ai  that  rime  talked  initially  of  50  acres,   including  a  2-300  foot 
area    along  Huckleberry  Trail,  which  later  copeared  to  have  been  scaled  down  because  of  *he 
price  of  the  land.       In  .July  1958  and  again  in  September  1958,  he  said,  after  the  General  Manager 
at  that  time  came  back  with  the  price  of  the  land,   the  Board  "put  the  project  on  ice"  because  of 
$450  per  acre  price. 

Huckleberry  Trail  again  appeared  on  agendas    in  1962,  with  appearances  before  the  Board  by 
Dan  Luten,   representing  the  Regional  Parks  Association,  and  it  was  noted  that  early    in  1963 
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then  General  Manager  William  Penn  Mott,   Jr.  recommended  "no  action"  pending  the  District's 
tax  increase  proposal.      Then  in  July  1963  Mr.  Luten  again  contacted  the  District  and  was  advised 
that  the  area  was  under  consideration. 

Mr.Trudeau  stated  the  next  appearance  of  Huckleberry  Trail  on  agendas  was  in  June  1965  following 
a  letter  from  Edward  Bennett,   President  of  the  Regional  Parks  Association.    At  that  time  Mr.  Mott 
reported  that  contact  had  been  made  with  the  property  owners  and  that  he  would  make  specific 
recommendations  in  July.      However,   it  should  be  noted,  Mr.Trudeau  said,   that  at  that  time  no 
money  had  been  put  aside  for  Huckleberry  Trail  by  Board  action,  nor  was  there  any  specific  Board 
commitment  via  resolution.       There  existed,  however,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  an  implied  commitment 
even  though  there  was  none  in  writing. 

Huckleberry  Trail  was  later  reviewed  at  a  staff  work  retreat  in  1970,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  along  with 
other  commitments.      It  had,  he  said,  been  missed  in  earlier  study  of  commitments  because  no 
Board  resolution  was  found.      Staff  recognized  it  as  a  commitment  and  asked  that  it  be  given  an  "A" 
priority.      On  June  16,    1970,   following  that  meeting,   the  first  money  was  approved  ($25,000)  with 
an  application  for  matching  funds  and  at  that  same  meeting,  Mr.Trudeau  said,  Resolution   '"3530  was 
passed  and  Mr.  Hornbeck  was  au.norized  to  negotiate  easements  with  the  property  owners.      Mr. 
Trudeau  remarked  that  this  is  the  first  time  this  kind  of  action  was  taken  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

At  the  July  21,1970  Board  meeting  Mr.  Luten  made  a  very  thorough  presentation  as  a  follow-up  and 
subsequently  another  S25,000  was  added  to  the  total  project  and  additional  matching  funds  were 
requested,  Mr.Trudeau  said,  and  that  on  the  agenda  today  is  a  request  to  approve  execution  of  the 
grant  contract  for  $40,000    as  one  of  the  first  items  for  the  Board  to  take  up. 

For  the  record,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  if  should  be  noted  that  Huckleberry  Trail,  whatever  acreage  is 
considered,   is  about  a  one  mile  segment  of  a  5.3  mile  extension  of  the  National   Skyline  Recreation 
Trail  dedicated  in  1970  and  it  should  also  be  noted  that  in  1970  when  this  matter  was  reviewed  with 
our  attorney  there  was  doubt  of  our  legal  ability  at  that  time  to  "condemn"  for  trail  acquisition  —  a 
question  which  was  resolved  by  an  amendment  to  the  Public  Resources  Code  introduced  and  passed 
by  the  State  Legislature  that  same  year. 

In  June  1971,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  a  150  foot  trail  easement  was  sought  by  purchase  from    Cren  Palmer 
owner  of  the  Huckleberry  property,  with  the  wording  of  the  easement  "and  for  the  purpose  of 
preserving  the     flora  and  plant  community  in  its  natural  state  and  condition  contained  within  the  saic 
strip  of  land".        There  is  no  commitment  at  present  (written  or  implied)  which  covers  either  a 
botanic  reserve  or  Huckleberry  Regional  Park,  Mr.   Trudeau  said,  with  the  commitment  existing  on 
a  trail  with  sufficiently  wide  spurs  or  land  nodules  to  protect  the  plant  communities. 

In  closing  his  remarks  Mr.Trudeau  said  that  it  was  one  ihing  to  construct  trails  on  your  own  land, 
already  publicly  owned,  and  that  perhaps  it  should  be  noted  for  the  record  that  the  District  has 
228  miles  of  trails  now  (58  of  them  developed  in  the  last  five  years)  and  that  it  is  quite  another 
thing  to  acquire  easements  or  rights-of-way  for  trails  on  private  property.      This,  he  said,   can  be 
just  as  difficult  as  acquiring  Icrge  land  areas,  but  can  be  even  more  frustrating  because,   instead  of 
dealing  with  one  property  owner,  you  may  be  dealing  with  many.      Perhaps  those  who  feel 
frustrated  at  the  apparent  lack  of  progress  in  acquisition  of  Huckleberry  Trail  should  in  some  way 
sense  and  share  the  District's  frustration  in  the  difficult  negotiation  process,  Mr.   Trudeau  said. 

Holet  Hornbe<~k,   Chief  of  Lend  Management,  was  then  asked  to    make  his  report  on  the  subject.

Mr.  Hornbeck,  aided  by  Gary  Tate,  Resource  Management  Assistant,  described  and  pointed  out 
the  5.3  miles  of  the  National  Skyline  Recreation  Trail,  starting  at  Tilden  Regional  Park,  with  a 
3200  foot  unit  through  University  of  California  property,  on  which  the  District  negotiated  a  12- 
year  management  agreement  in   1970,   then  across   East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  land  to 
property  known  as  the  "Stone"  property  (on  which  an  offer  has  been  made  to  the  property  owner, 
which,  however,  has  not  been  accepted)  ;  then  into  Sibley  Regional  Park  from  which  a  short 
section  would  go  through  another  privately  owned  parcel  of  land    (on  which  discussions  have 
taken  place,  but  on  which  no  final  action   could  take  place  until  the  grant  with  the  federal  govern- 
ment had  been    authorized,  without  jeopardizing  such  funding)  ;    then  moving  on  to  the  Latham 
property  (where  also  an  offer  was  made  and  not  accepted  by  the  prior  owner,   Palmer,  who  entered 
into  a  transaction  for  the  sale  of  the  property  in  December  1971  to  the  Latham's  and  then  on 
January  25,    1972  to  a  corporation  called  the  Hucklberry  Trail  Properties).       From  the  Latham 
property,  Mr.  Hornbeck  pointed  out  that  the  trail  moves  across  Hills  Club  Swim  Club  property, 
with  the  trail  so  located  as  not  to  intrude  on  the  recreation  activity  of  the  club,  moving  into  a 
50  foot  corridor  across  Pinehurst  Road    and  then  coming  up  out  of  Canyon  to  Water  District  land, 
where  hopefully  final  negotiations  are  taking  place  with  EBMUD  for  a  12  year  management  agree- 
ment to  qualify  the  trail  for  national  status,  and    then  on    into  Redwood  Regional  Park. 

Following  Mr.  Hornbeck's  description  of  the  trail  and  the  actions  which  are  taking  place  toward 
acquisition,   General  Manager  Trudeau  made  the  following  three  recommendations  to  the  Board: 

1  .     That  the  Board  legitimatize  something  that  hasn't  happened  over  the  years,  with  the 
resolution  prepared  by  Mr.  Hornbeck  and  given  to  the  Directors,    which  for  the  first  time 
puts  a  number  and  a  title  on  the  desire  of  the  Board  to  acquire  Huckleberry  Trail,  including 
the  nodules  of  botanic  value. 

2.  To  sign  the  contract  for  $40,000,  which  is  matched  by   $50,000  in  District  funds  for  the 
trail  totally. 

3.  That  the  Board  accept  the  recommendation  of  Attorney  Jack  Rogers,  given  in  executive 
session,  authorizing  condemnation  action  on  the  Latham  portion  of  the  trail. 

At  the  request  of  President  Blurnberg,  Mr.  Trudeau  read  the  text  of  the  proposed  resolution. 
Director  Haley  moved  for  its  adoption  as  presented,  which  motion  wcs  seconded  by  Director  Wool- 
ridge.        Director  Badger  asked  if  any  commitment  was  going  to  be  made  with  reference  to  the  spurs 
or  nodules  as  to  the  approximate  amount  of  land  which  the  District  hopes  to  acquire.      Mr.  Trudeau 
said  the  intent  was  to  have   Dr.  Mason    involved  to  work  with  Mr.  Rogers  so  the  District  will  have  a 
definitive  basis  for  acquisition.      President  Blurnberg  commented  that  first  the  Board  has  to  know  if 
it  is  financially  feasible  and  therefore  an  exact  number  of  acres  could  not  be  designated. 

Because  of  the  number  of  people  representirg  various  groups   that  wished  to  speak  on  the  subject, 
President  Blurnberg  asked  that  speakers  limit  their  comments  to  two  to  five  minutes  andasked    that 
each  speaker  state  his  name,  address  and  organization  represented.      The  first  speaker  was  Dan  B. 
Luten  of  1097  Cresion  Road,  Berkeley,  on  behalf  of  the  Regional  Parks  Association.   Mr.  Luten 
cited  several  documents,  including  the  Olmsted  Report  on  Proposed  Park  Reservations  for  East  Bay 
Cities,   dating  back  to  1930,   letters  from  the  Regional  Parks  Association,   the  Sen  Frcncisco  Bay 
Chapter  of  the  Sierra  Club,  and  the  California  Native  Plant  Society,  urging  acquisition  of  the 
Huckleberry  Trail  and  its  surrounding  area  as  a  botanic  and  scenic  preserve. 

Next  to  speak  was  Mrs.  Joyce  Burr  of  7817  Terrace  Drive,   El  Cerrito,  representing  the  West  Contra 
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Costa  Conservation  League  and  the  California  Nature  Areas  Coordinating  Council,  also  recommend-     - 
ing  that  a  larger  preserve  be  acquired  than  a  mere  trail  as  the  current  discussions  seem  to  indicate.        _ 


Others  to  speak  included  Dr.  Leo  Brewer,    15  Vista  del  Orinda,     Orinda,     Clyde  Willson  of  the 
Biology  Department  of  Laney  College,     Margaret  Bowman  of  Piedmont,    Mrs.   Alice  Howard, 
Secretary  of  the  California  Native  Plant  Society,    a  resident  of  Alameda,   Yale  Maxon  and  Dr. 
Muriel  Giauque  of  Berkeley,  all  of  whom  spoke  in  a  similar  vein:    that  the  District  acquire  more 
land  and  not  simply  a  trail.         Dr.   Giauque,  as  a  taxpayer  objected  to  acquisition  of  the  150  foot 
easement  unless    the  Board  expected  to  add  to  it    and  also  objected  to  the  proposed  horse  trail 
through  the  area. 

A  transcript    of  the  comments  made  by  the  individuals  listed  is  being  prepared  and  will  be  attached 
to  these  minutes  as  part  of  the  official  record. 

Following  suggestions  as  to  what  oreas  should  be  acquired,  General  Manager  Trudeau  commented 
that  basically  what  is  being  asked  today  may  be  something    that  was  implied  earlier,  but  it  is  not 
clear  from  any  presentations  that  have  been  made  to  the  Board  or  elsewhere  in  resolutions.      There  is 
no  way,  he  said,   that  v/e  have  sufficient  funds  from  the  existing  10$  to  be  used  for  expanding  the 
trail  and  suggested  that  Mr.  Udall  and  the  Citizens  Committee  review  this  as  part  of  their  package 
for  use  of  the  additional  tax  funds  anticipated.       Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  he  felt  this  would  be  proper 
and  appropriate. 

President  Blumberg  quoted  again  a  section  of  the  proposed  resolution,  stating  that  the  section  was 
put  in  there  for  a  reason  and  still  leaves  the  gate  open  to  what  the  organizations  and  individuals  were 
asking  for  and  authorized   staff  to  negotiate  for  additional  spurs  or  nodules.       This  may  sound  small, 
Mr.  Blumberg     said,  but  it  is  an  opening  to  get  out  in  there  and  maybe  somehow  pick  up  additional 
acreage.       The  Board,  he  said,  is  not  closing  the  door  to  this  v/ith  this  resolution.      This  is  a  matter 
of  dollars  and  cents,  Mr.  Blumberg  said,  stating  that  the  Board  turned  down  the  property  in  1958  at 
$450  an  acre  and  back  in  1930  if  was  $25  an  acre  and  wasn't  acquired  then.    Today,  he  said,  v/e 
are  speaking  of  ihousands  of  dollars  per  acre.  Right  now,  Mr.  Blumberg  said,  the  District  has  a 

real  problem  with  one  section  of  this  trail   and  this  is  what  action  is  needed  to  be  taken  on  today. 

Tom  Bowman  of  Piedmont  asked  if  the  two  crossings  of  Huckleberry  Trail  mentioned  in  the  resolution 
v/ere  the  two  crossings    that  have  already  been  plowed  through  with  bulldozers.       Mr.  Hornbeck  in 
reply  said  that  the  District  was  advised  by  counsel  that  if  no  points  of  access  the  District  would  run 
into  what  is  termed  by  law  "severance  damages".    However,  he  said,  this  was  simply  a  proposition 
and  in  no  way  indicated  if  they  would  be  there  or  v/here  they  would  be,  nor  are  they  any  tacit 
implication . 

Director  Haley  commented  that  he  introduced  the  resolution  and  that  it  was  important  at  this  time 
to  proceed  to  acquire  that  which  is  immediately  proposed  to  be  acquired  and  this  action  would 
establish  a  price.      By  proceeding  with  the  condemnation  action,  a  cost  basis  will  be  established, 
Mr.  Haley  said,  and  urged  the  Board  to  adopt  the  resolution.         Director  Badger  expressed 
concern  that  if  the  District  does  go  to  condemnation  and  wins  the  suit,   it  will  be  difficult  to 
negotiate  with  the  property  owners  for  additional  acreage  beyond     the  150  foot  width,  for  the  spurs 
and  nodules.        Director  Haley  uiid  that  by  this  action,  values  will  be  established,  which  are  needec. 
at    !iis  moment. 

Director  Cogswell  asked  if  the  District  could  seek  further  condemnations  at  a  future  date  if  necessary 
and  was  assured  by  General  Manager  Tri  ;hat  this  was  correct.        Mr. Trudeau  said  that  the 
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advice  given  by  the  counsel  was  to  move  now  on  this  segment  or  stand  a  chance  of  losing  this  for 
all  time. 

Mrs.  Roger  Reeves  asked  if  the  Board  had  any  recourse  to  destruction  that  has  or  may  occur  on  the  trai 
by  erosion  and  sliding  caused  by  development.  It  would  be  a  v/orthless  gesture  to  preserve  a 

narrow  piece  of  botany  on  a  slope,    Mrs.  Reeves  said. 

Mrs.  Joyce  Burr,  speaking  as  a  citizen,  urged  the  Board  to  acquire  what  it  can  now,  and  felt  that 
there  would  be  more  good  faith     among  the  audience  if  others  were  relied  upon,  in  addition  to  Dr. 
Mason  mentioned  in  the  resolution.      She  suggested  that  Mr.  Luten,  professional  people  from  the 
University  of  California,  such  botanical  experts  as  Mrs.  Reeves,  Mr.  Willson  and  others  so  that  the 
people  in  the  audience  would  feel  that  there  was  genuine  good  will  in  what  the  District  was  trying 
to  do  in  acquiring  this  land. 

Director  Macdonald  pointed  out  the  fact  that  there  was  no  sewer  or  water  service  anywhere  in  the 
area  being  discussed,  so  it  can't  be  built  on  and    would  require  annexation  to  the  City  of  Oakland 
before  this  could  take  place  and  as  long  as  these  utilities  can  be  kept  out  of  the  area  the  land  value 
v/ill  stay  down.      This  will  be  up  to  the  people  to  see  that  water  and  sewers  do  not  go  in,  Mr.  Mac- 
donald said. 

Director  Badger  asked  to  amend  the  resolution  to  include    more  individuals  than  Dr.  Mason    to  assist 
the  counsel.      Director  Woolridge  seconded  the  amendment  which  v/as  accepted  by  Director  Haley, 
who  had  made  the  original  motion.      President  Blumberg  asked  for  a  vote  of  the  Board  and  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted  unanimously.        In  addition,  on  motion  of  Director  Woolridge, 
Director  Harberts,  the  Board  by  unanimous  vote  approved    execution  of  the  $40,000  grant  contract 
noted  below.

Manager  Trudeau   covered  this  subject,  stating  that  based  on  the  letter  from  Otton  Bauer  of 
of  the  Grants  Administration  Section  of  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  as  of  February  7  the 
following  policy  on  the  timing  of  appraisals  and  negotiations  in  the  acquisition  of  property  under 
the  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  program  had  been  established: 

"Real  property  must  be  appraised  prior  to  negotiation  and  the  sellor  or  grantor  must  be 
informed  in  writing  of  the  value  of  the  property  based  on  the  results  of  the  appraisal. 
The  offer  must  be  no  less  than  the  grantee's  estimate  of  the  Fair  Market  Value  as 
determined  by  the  appraisal." 

Mr.  Trudeau  stated  that  two  separate  appraisals  may  be  required  and  requested  authorization  to 
proceed  to  get  the  appraisals,  as  well  as  an  allocation  of  funds  to  cover  the  cost.     Director  Badger 
commented  that  he  hoped  that  the  appraisals  would  be  made  on  a  large    area  at  Point  Pinole  so 
that  if  it  is  possible  to  get  additional  acreage,  the  value  would  have  already  been  determined.

Regional  Park  "Internal   Transportation  System."      General  Manager  Trudeau  covered  the 
basic  details  of  this  subject,  stating  that  one  of  the  ways  by  which  the  District  hoped  to  solve  the 
problems  at  Redwood  Regional  Park  is  to  keep  automobiles  out  of  this  ecologically  fragile  park  . 
Mr.  Trudeau  called  attention  to  a  newspaper  report  on  Yosemite  where  part  of  the  valley  has  been 
off  limits  to  the  car  since  late  in  the  1970  season.      Mr.  Trudeau  commended  the  staff  for  the 
thoroughness    of  their  study  to  find  the  right  answer  and  felt  that  the  application  was  the  right  way 
to  go. 

Chief  of  Land  Management  Hulet  Hornbeck  commented  that  they  struggled  with  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development    as  to  which  route  the   District  should  take  for  this  park,  realizing 
that  the    District  would  not  have  the  kind  of  funds  necessary  to  do  what  will  be  necessary  to  change 
the  park  around.       There  is  a  possibility  of  getting  a  demonstration  grant,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said,    of 
90%  or  100%,  if  the  grant  can  be  spelled  out  into  the  following  categories:      (1)    that  new    and 
improved  techniques  be  developed  for  parks  in  the  local  urban  scene;    (2)  enhancement  of  the 
efficiency  of  parkland  use;    (3)  limited  local  resource  that  would  not  otherwise  be  handled  by  the 
agency;    (4)  that  it  will  focus  the  spotlight  on  this  project  of  nationwide    signficance  that  patterns 
can  be  set  for  other  urban  parks,  and  (5)  that  an  incentive  be  provided  to  private  industry.      Mr. 
Hornbedk  said  that  it  was  felt  that  this  project  meets  all  of  the  criteria  for  such  a  grant. 

Chief  of  Plans,   Design  and  Construction  Lewis  Crutcher  commented  that  since  the  creation  of  the 
District  Redwood  Regional  Park  has  been  designated  as  a  "wilderness"  park  and  that  certainly  with  its 
character  and  the  grove  itself  which  is  unique,  it  is  hoped  that  it  can  be  kept  in  essence  as  a 
wilderness  park  .     Many  possibilities  are  under  consideration,  Mr.  Crutcher  said,  and  will  be  part  of 
the  study.      President  Blumberg  suggested  that    the  idea  of  a  ski  lift    be  considered  coming   in  from 
the  north  end  as  a  possibility.         Mr.  Crutcher  expressed  the  hope  that  something  new  and  creative 
would  come  about  as  a  result  of  the  study  for  this  park.

The  $22.50,he  said,  would  be  used  to  cast  wildflower  seeds  around  the 
Garden  Club  and  along  the  borders  of  Chabot  and  Redwood.      It  is  too  late  in  the  season  to  cast 
the  seeds  now,  Mr.   Nelson  said,  but  that  certainly  this  will  be  done  next  year. 

Mr.   Nelson  explained  that  the  wildflower  kits  will  take  a  lot  of  pressure  off  the  naturalist  staff. 
The  Board  of  Directors  accepted  the  two  checks,  which  will  go  into  the  Interpretive  Department 
budget,  extending  thanks  to  the  Garden  Club  for  the  gift  checks.         President  Blumberg  suggested 
that  a  thank  you  letter  be  sent  to  the  club. 


8.         Reports: 


(a)  Sibley  Regional  Park.       Assistant  General  Manager  Jerry  Kent  reported  briefly  on  this 
park,  stating  that  this  was  one  of  the  lesser  known  regional  parks,  although  not  necessarily 

lesser  used.      Mr.   Kent  stated  that  a  report  from  the  Parks  Department  indicates  that  the  park  is 
getting  about  600  users  a  week.      Slides  of  the  area,  including  the  Huckleberry  Trail  area,  were 
shown  and  Huler  Hornbeck,   Chief  of  Land  Management,  reported  that  the  Contra  Costa  Hills  Club 
recently  completed  clearing  about  2000  ft.  of  trail  by  hand.     General  Manager  Trudeau  brought 
out  the  point  that  the  Contra  Costa  Hills  Club  has  been  in  existence  for  about  50  years  and  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  District. 

Director  Cogswell  expressed  some  doubt  as  to  the  property  lines  of  the  park  and  agreed  to  check 
this  out  with  Mr.  Hornbeck  as  to  the  precise  boundary  of  the  park. 

(b)  Alameda  Memorial  State  Beach  Park.      Jerry  Kent,   Hulet  Hornbeck,  and  Lewis  Crutcher 
Chief  of  Plans,    Design  and  Construction,  participated  in  the  report  on  Alameda  Beach,  with 

a  series  of  slides  being  shown  and  described.      Mr.   Kent  said  that  the  four-way  stop  light  at  West- 
line  Drive  and  Otis  provides  probably  one  of  the  best  accesses  to  a  regional  park  that  the  District 
has.      Although  the  slides  were  taken  a  week  ago,  Mr.   Kent  said,  they  showed  a  fair  amount  of 
use  of  the  park  even  at  this  time  of  the  year.       It  was  also  reported  that  the  concessionaire  plans 
to  return  again  this  summer.      Mr.   Kent  stated  that  staff  was  very  pleased  with  the  operation  and 
will  be  coming  back  to  the  Board  the  latter  part  of  April  with  a  recommendation  on  this. 

Mr.   Kent  reported  that  two  groups  were  interested  in  a  lease  on  a  portion  of  the  Glory  of  the  Seas 

Building  -  one  the  Alameda  Art  Association  and  the  other  a  group  of  yachtsmen.     Staff,  he  said,    is 

talking  with  both  groups  now  and  depending  on  these  discussions,   this  subject  may  or  may  not  come 

back  to  the  Board. 
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President  Blumberg  asked  If  the  activity  taking  place  around  the  periphery  of  the  park  had  any 
effect  on  the  park  parking  lot  and  whether  or  not  a  gate  should  now  be  installed.      Mr.   Kent 
explained  that  this  was  something  that  was  going  to  have  to  be  watched,  but  that  the  developments 
themselves  are  supposed  to  provide  their  own  parking. 

Director  Cogswell  commented  on  the  severe  erosion  taking  place  along  the  south  shore.    Mr.  Kent 
advised  that  the  Corps  of  Engineers   is  now  reviewing  eight  plans  in  terms  of  cost  and  desirability 
on  what  can  be  done  to  protect  the  beach  and  that  a  report  should  be  forthcoming  later  this  year. 
Director  Cogswell  asked   if  the  District  was  responsible  for  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  road 
along  the  stretch  of  beach  that  is  eroding.      Mr.  Kent  said  that  the  road  is  maintained  by  the  city 
but  that  protecting  it  from  erosion  is  a  legal  matter  that  would  have  to  be  studied. 

Mr.  Hornbeck  described  some  of  the  views  in  the  slides,  pointing  out  property  of  the  Park  District 
and  that  in  private  ownership,  and  the  possibility  of  acquiring  another  2-1/2  acres  from  the  State 
on  a  long  term  lease,  which  had  been  offered  by  the  State  to  the  School  District.      Director 
Harberts  asked  if  there  would  be  any  erosion  problems  with  the  riprap    similar  to  that  which  is 
taking  place  along  the  stretch  of  beach.      Mr.  Crutcher  explained    that  the  riprap  was  designed  to 
prevent  the  erosion  and  to  provide  the  lagoon  in  the  master  plan  and  is  expected  to  work. 

(c)    Contra  Loma.     General  Manager  Trudeau  commented  on  the  report  from  the  U.S. 

Department  of  the  Interior,   Bureau  of  Reclamation,  and  quoted  from  the  report  v/hich 
indicated  that  the  "East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  is  doing  an  outstanding  fob  of  administering 
the  recreation  use  and  facilities  at  Contra  Loma  Reservoir."      Jerry  Kent  also  commented  on  the 
excellent  fishing  which  this  facility  provides,  and  reported  that  the  park  is  in  excellent  condition 
in  preparation  for  the  coming  season. 

9.         Appointment  of  Committees.        President  Blumberg  announced  the  appointment  of  the 
following  Board  Committees  for  1972,  with  only  minor  changes  from  that  of  last  year. 
On  the  Air  Pollution  Control  District  Advisory  Committee     President  Blumberg  commented  that  it 
is  required  by  the  Ait  Pollution  Control  District  Board  that  a  representative  of  the  Park  District 
serve  on  their  advisory  committee  and  that  it  was  originally  the  interpretation  that  if  had  to  be 
a  Board  Member.       Mr.  Blumberg  said  that  he  has  since  had  this  clarified  with  their  attorney  and 
that  this  Board  may  appoint  a  representative  to  that  body.      Mr.  Blumberg  suggested  that  Gary 
Tate,  who  is  very  active  in  the  District's  controlled  burning  program,  be  appointed  as  the  District 
representative.      Director  Cogswell  moved  to  approve  the  appointment,  which  was  seconded  by 
Director  Woolridge,  and  with  full  concurrence  of  the  Board,  President  Blumberg  advised  that  he 
would  so  notify  the  Air  Pollution  Control  District. 

President  Blumberg  also  appointed  two  new  committees.      There  is  a  definite  need,  he  said,  at  the 
present  time  to  set  up  a  policy  committee  -  that  the  Board  is  going  to  have  to  state  some  policies 
to  direct  the  staff  as  to  what  they  can  do  and  what  they  can't  do.      Mr.  Blumberg  said  that  there 
were  so  many  things  in  the  picture  today  that  are  taking  so  much  of  the  staff  time  that  the  park 
business  is  coming  to  a  halt  and  that  staff  should  not  be  expected  to  work  late  into  the  night. 
Mr.  Blumberg  appointed  a  committee  of  Directors  Haley  and  Cogswell  to  draw  up  a  resolution  to 
present  to  the  Board  at  the  next  meeting  of  a  policy  stating  v/here  the  Board  feels  if  wants  staff  to 
act  and  where  the  Board  does  not  want  staff  to  get  into  it. 

President  Blumberg  also  appointed  a  committee  of  Directors  Badger  and  Haley  to  review  the  matter

10.  ancial  Statement.  Financial   Statement  for  the  period  ending  February  29,    1972 
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was  reviewed  by  the  Board  with  Acting  Controller  John  Bertorello.      The  Board  complimented  Mr. 
Bertorello  for  getting  the  Financial  Statements  to  the  Board    so  promptly.       A  copy    of  the 
February  29,    1972     Statement  reviewed  by  the  Board    is  attached  and  made  a  part  of  the  official 
minutes  of  this  meeting. 


11.       Report  on  Briones  Regional  Park  and  recommended  action.      General  Manager  Trudeau 

reported  at  a  situation  is  developing  similar  to  something  that  happens  every  spring  and 
that  after  several  hours  of  debating  the  issue,  staff  is  recommending  adoption  of  a  resolution 
authorizing  action  similar  to  that  taken  at  Redwood  Regional  Park.      Copies  of  the  proposed 
resolution  were  distributed  to  the  Board  Members,  with  President  Blumberg  commenting  that  the 
Directors  had  all  read  the  newspaper  stories  about  the  problems  at  Briones  this  last  weekend  and 
the  problem  at  Sunol  previously.        In  reading  the  proposed  resolution,  Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  this 
would  permit  instigating  parking  fees  at  regional  parks  if  necessary,  with  the  Board  being  advised 
of  such  actions  at  the  next  Board  meeting.       The  philosophy,  if  was  explained,  is  that  this  v/ould 
serve  as  a  check  point  and  as  a  deterrent.      Based  on  previous  experience,   President  Blumberg  said, 
the  parking  fee  has  helped  to  clear  up  most  of  the  problems  at  Kennedy  Grove  and  Redwood. 

President  Blumberg  said  this  would  give  some  control  over  "undesirable  elements"   within  the 
Regional  Parks.       Mrs.  Thomas  Edwards,  a  visitor  to  the  meeting,  asked  the  meaning  of  "undesirable 
"undesirable  elements"  and  President  Blumberg  explained  that  there  could  be  any  things  that  are 
undesirable  and  that  this  is  something  that  the  Rangers,  who  have  had  good  experience  at  this, 
could  determine.      Certainly,  Mr.  Blumberg  said,  the  District  does  not  desire  to  keep  anybody  out 
of  the  parks.      Lawrence  Olson,   Chief  of  Public  Safety,  commented  that  the  policy  was  simply  to 
maintain  some  sort  of  control  of  the  peace  and  quiet  in  the  parks  and  that  adoption  of  a  parking 
or  entrance  fee  is  one  of  several  means  that  will  assist  the  Rangers  in  doing  this.      This,  he  said 
will  permit  them  to  limit  the  number  of  vehicles  that  can  enter  the  park  when  all  the  parking  places 
are  filled  and  all  available  parking  space  is  taken  up.    Then,  Mr.  Olson  said,  for  safety  reasons 
the  park  gate  would  be  closed,  preventing  the  unauthorized  parking  currently  taking  place  causing 
a  serious  safety  hazard. 

On  motion  of  Director  Woolridge,  seconded  by  Director  Haley,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

that  such  temporary  entrance  fees  shall  not  exceed  50$  per 
vehicle  and  shall  he  reviewed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  at 
its  next  meeting. 


General  Manager  Trudeau  commented  that  there  were  no  communications  that  require  any 
response  or  special  note.       Mrs.  Margaret  Bowman,  a  visitor  to  the  meeting,   called  attention  to 
a  letter  which  had  been  delivered    to  the  District  Office  by  Daniel  Luten,   President  of  the 
Regional  Parks  Association,  proposing  a  number  of  individuals  to  the  Huckleberry  Trail  committee. 
President  Blumberg  advised  that  the  letter  had  just  been  given  to  the  Board  and  that  this  subject 
would  be  reviewed  at  the  next  Board  meeting. 

H.     GENERAL  MANAGER'S  and    BOARD  COMMENTS 


President  Blumberg  requested  that  the  General  Manager  have  the  Safety  Department  furnish  a 
report  for  the  next  four  or  five  months  of  problems  in  the  parks  and  suggested  that  this  be  submitted 
every  two  weeks.      All  of  the  Directors  concurred  that  they,  too,  would  like  to  have  the  report. 

Director  Woolridge  suggested  that  some  sort  of  Certificate  of  Appreciation  be  designed  and  that 
funds  be  set  aside  in  the  next  budget  so  that  an  appropriate  framed  certificate  can  be  given  to 
such  groups  as  the  Skyline  Garden  Club  for  gifts  or  donations  to  the  District.    Too  often,  Mr. 
Woolridge  said,  the  Board  does  not  express  enough  thanks.      Christian  Nelson,  Chief  of  the  Inter- 
pretive Department,   commented  that  when  gifts  or  donations  come  into  the  Interpretive  Department 
he  always  makes  a  point  to  address  the  group  and  express  his  thanks  personally. 

Director  Cogswell  made  the  comment  that  he  had  hiked  the  Huckleberry  Trail  area  and  felt  that 
this  is  an  area  well  v/orth  the  Board's  consideration. 

President  Blumberg  also  asked  permission  to  attend  the  National    Recreation  and  Park  Association 
Trustees  spring  meeting  to  be  held  in  Washington,   D.C.,  May  18-19-20.      Director  Badger  moved 
to  authorize  Director  Blumberg's  expenses  for  this  meeting,  which  motion  was  seconded  by 
Directors  Haley  and  Macdonald.

relations  with  those   contacted   in  the  work;    speak  and  write   effectively. 


2.        Award  of  Contracts  (a)    Chabot  Marina  Residence. 


(a)    Chabot  Marina  Residence.       Chief  of  Plans,    Design  and  Construction  Lewis  Crutcher 
reported  that  on  the  modular  residence  for  the  Chabot  Marina  the  firm  whose  prototype  the 
District  used  as  the  basis  for  bidding  was  instructed  by  its  parent  firm  not  to  bid.    The 
bid'^  which  were  received,  he  said,  came  in  high  and  therefore  staff  was  asking  for  permission 
to  negotiate  with  the  contractor  who  would  be  putting  in  the  footing  on   convential  construction 
in  order  to  come  within  the  budget. 

President  Blumberg  asked  counsel  that  since  this  was  a  new  situation,  wouldn't  it  be  required 
to  go  out  for  bid.      Mike  Dean,  representing  the  District  Counsel,   indicated  that  it  was  his 
opinion  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  go  to  bid.      Director  Woolridge  moved  that  ihe  Board 
reject  the  bids  received  and  readvertise  for  bids  on  convential  construction.    This  motion  was 
seconded  by  Director  Cogswell . 

Before  the  vote  was  taken,   Director  Harberts  reviewed  the  previous  actions  of  the  Board  on  this 
project,   concurring  with  Director  Badger  that  it  might  be  more  prudent  to  take  the  low  Lid 
and  get  on  with  ihe  project.      However,  Mr.   Crutcher  explained  that  by  making  modifications 
in  the  specifications    and  design  the  structure  should  come  within  budgeted  funds.      President 
berg  asked  for  a    vote  ond  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  unanimously:

(c)    Lake  Temescal  Development.        Chief  of  Plans,    Design  and  Construction  Lewis  Crutcher 
explained  the  circumstances  for  the  Christner  Co.  of  Berkeley  requesting  withdrawal  of  iheir 
bid,  due  to  an  omission  of  more  than  $F2,  000.

3.         Approval  of  Naylor  Memorial.        Mrs.   Doreta  Chaney  covered  this  subject,  recommending 
that  the  Board  approve  a  memorial  site  in  Redwood  Regional  Park  on  behalf  of  the  family  of 
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Charles  J.   Nay  lor,  who  was  an  engineer  with  the  Matson  Navigation  Company,  and  recently 
passed  away.        Mrs.   Chaney  said  that  she  has  been  working  with  the  family  for  a  number  of 
months  on  this  and  they  have  selected  the  site  of  the  old  Big  Bear  Stables  on  Redwood  Road  as 
a  rehabilitation  project  in  memory  of  Mr.   Naylor.      Mrs.  Chaney  stated  that  some  500  Redwood 
trees  will  be  planted  in  the  two  meadow  areas,  totaling  about  3?  acres,  through  a  donation  of 
$2,000  and  pointed  out  that  additional  funds  are  anticipated  for  this  memorial.      MrsChaney 
stated  that  Colonel  and  Mrs.  J.  W.   Ewing  and  Paul  Sjeklocha  of  Pleasant  Hill,  close  friends  of 
Naylor,  were  helping  to  arrange  the  memorial.         Director  Badger  moved  to  approve  the  memorial, 
which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Macdonald,  and  the  following  resolution  adopted  by 
unanimous  vote:

This  plan  facilities  any 
assistance  to  any  disaster  area  by  all  agencies  and  political  subdivisions  of  the  State  and  the  District 
has  been  asked  to  formally  join,  Mr.  Olson  said.         Mr.  Olson  said  that  as  a  practical  matter  the 
District  would  assist  in  any  case  and  joining  the  plan  would  make  the  District  eligible  for  some  surplus 
equipment.         Director  Woolridge    moved  to  approve  joining,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director 
Macdonald.      The  following  resolution  was  accordingly  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

..es  2  and  3.  Jim  Giassi,  Revenue  Operations  Supervisor,  and  Orville  Ball,  were  icady 

to  answer  any  questions  which  the  Directors  may  have  had  on  the  report  submitted  at  the  lest  Board 
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meeting  for  review  prior  to  approval.       General  Manager  Trudeau  complimented  both  Mr,  Ball  and 
Mr.  Grassi  for  the  thoroughly  well  documented,  well  written  report.      Directors  Haley  and  Cogswell 
added  their  compliments,  together  with  those  of  Director  Badger  on  the  recommendations  made  by 
Mr.  Ball  in  the  report.         Director  Cogsv/ell  moved  for  acceptance  of  the  report  and  authorization 
to  proceed  to  the  next  phases.      This  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Badger  and  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

6.         Reports:  (a)    Cull  Canyon  and  (b)    Redwood  County  Fire  Protection  District.       General 

Manager  Trudeau  reported  briefly  on  Cull  Canyon,  stating  that  staff  is  prepared  for  the  public 
hearing  regarding  the  road  through  Cull  Canyon  proposed  by  Columbia  Associates  before  the  Planning 
Commission  on  April  13.       Mrs.  Sally  Harris,  a  visitor  to  the  meeting  and  a  resident  of  Castro  Valley, 
asked  if  there  was  an  possibility  of  the  District  acquiring  additional  acreage  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
park  and  that  if  more  development  takes  place,  the  land  will  be  lost  to  the  public  forever.      She  also 
suggested  that  the  District  seek  ownership  of  the  leased  lands  at  Cull  Canyon  from  the  Flood  Control 
District.        Board  President  Fred  Blumberg  commented  that  this  was  an  appropriate  subject  to  be 
included  in  the  master  plan  study  for  the  District  now  being  conducted  by  Overview,  which  firm 
under  the  direction  of  Stewart  Udail  is  doing  the  master  plan.  Another  visitor  to  the  meeting, 

Mrs.  Margaret  Robbins,  also  of  Castro  Valley,  suggested  use  of  gas  tax  funds  to  acquire  more  land 
at  Cull  Canyon.  In  closing  the  discussion  on  Cull  Canyon,  Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  the  number  of 

requests  received  by  the  District  for  land  acquisition  projects  total  more  than  $300  million  and  that 
the  District  funds,  even  with  the  new  tax  increase,  are  limited. 

On  the  Redwood  County  Fire  Protection  District,  Chief  of  Public  Safety  Larry  Olson  reported  that 
with  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  annexing  some  of  its  lands  to  its  own  District  within  the 
Redwood  County  Fire  Protection  District,  approximately  $852  in  tax  revenues  will  be  cut.      At 
present,  Mr.  Olson  said,  the  District  receives  $3900  annually  to  operate  the  Fire  Protection  District. 


7.         Report  on  Huron-Clinton  Metropolitan  Authority.        Chief  of  Public  Safety,  Larry  Olson,  who 
recently  returned  from  attending  a  conference  in    Michigan,  presented  a  series  of  slides  which 
he  had  taken  of  the  various  park  facilities  under  the    jurisdiction  of  the  Huron-Clinton  Metropolitan 
Authority.         Mr.  Olson  mentioned  that  this  Authority  operates  all  of  its  own  concessions,  rather 
than  through  outside  concessioners,   feeling  that  in  this  way  the  Authority  has  much  better  control. 
General  Manager  Trudeau  also  commented  that  the  Authority  is  a  five  county  agency,  with  a  seven 
member  Board  of  commissioners,  tv/o  of  whom  are  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  the  other  five 
elected.  The  Authority,  Mr.  Olson  reported,  has  200  permanent  employees  and  each  park 

operates  as  separate  entities,  rather  than  a  centralized  system.    The  Authority  has  nine  parks  which

are  operation,  and  four  of  which  are  highly  developed,  Mr.  Olson  said.      In  closing  the  discussion 
President   Blumberg  advised  that  the  District  would  be  hosting  some  of  the  commissioners  or  staff 
of  ihe  Clinton-Huron  Metropolitan  Authority  later  this  year,  when  they  visit  the  Regional  Park 
District  enroute  to  the  NRPA  conference  in  Anaheim.      Mr.  Blumberg  said  that  this  would  give 
the  Board  an  opportunity  to  compare  notes  and  operations  of  the  two  districts. 


8.         Appointment  of  Advisory  Committee  on  Huckleberry  Trail.      Presidenl  Blumberg  reported  that 

a  list  of  names  had  been  submitted  to  the  Board  Members  and  that  the  selection  of  people  to 
serve  on  the  committee  was  well  balanced  and  they  should  be  able  to  do  a  pretty  good  job.    Mr. 
Blumberg  said  that  he  had  appointed  Director  Cogswell  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  committee 
because  of  his  interest  in  Huckleberry  Trail.        |1  was  reported  that  although  Thomas  Bowman  had 
accepted  earlier,  he  would  be  unable  to  serve  on  the  committee.      President  Blumberg  suggested  that 
under  the  circumstances  Mrs.   Bowman  might  like  to  serve  in  his  place.      Mrs.  Bowman,  a  visitor  to 
the  meeting,  accepted.       On  motion  of  Director  Badger,  seconded  by  Director  Woolridge,  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote.      Director  Cogswell  stated  that  he  would  make 
the  arrangements  for  a  meeting  of  the  committee  as  soon  as  possible.

An  Executive  Session 


was  called  by  President  Blumberg  prior  to  the  close  of  the  meeting,  first  to  discuss  the  Coal  Mine 
properties  with  Attorney  Jack  Rogers  and  District  Counsel   Donn  Black,  and  second  to  discuss  with 
counsel    the  recommendation     made  earlier  in  the  meeting  by  Ned  Robinson  to  withhold  any 
condemnation   action  on  the  Huckleberry  Trail  properties.       The  Board  also  went  into  Executive 
Session  on  union  negotiations. 

In  open  session  President  Blumberg  announced  that  on  the  advice  of  Attorney  Jack  Rogers,  the 
District  would  proceed  on  the  basis  of  its  original  condemnation  action  relative  to  Huckleberry

On  motion  of  Director  Woolridge,  seconded  by  Director  Cogswell,   the  Minutes  for  the  Board  meeting 
of  April  4,    1972,  were  unanimously  approved,  subject  to  typographical  corrections  on  pages  3,  4,  7, 
and  10,  as  well  as  correcting  the  resolution  approving  the  Demands  noted  on  the  bottom  of  page  11 
to  read:    Resolution  No.  3971  r  and  the  first  resolution  on  page  7  to  read  3965  instead  of  3465. 

C.  APPROVAL  OF  AGENDA 

Subject  to  the  addition  of  two  addenda  items,  the  Agenda  for  the  April   18,    1972  Board  meeting 
was  approved  by  unanimous  vote,  on  motion  of  Director  Haley,  seconded  by  Director  Woolridge. 

D.  BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD 


1.         Approval  of  license  agreement  on  80  acres  adjacent  to  Del  Valle  at  no  cost  to  District. 

General  Manager  Trudeau,   in  opening  the  discussion  on  this  subject,   commented  that 
interestingly  enough  this  property  has  always  been  of  interest  to  the  District  as  having  some  value 
as  park  land,  as  well  as  protection  of  the  viewshed.      Mr.  Trudeau  stated  that  it  was  Mr.  Stirling 
A.  Colgate  ,  a  resident  of  Socorro,    New  Mexico,  who  contacted  Tony  Smith,  the  Park  Foreman  at 
Del  Valle,  during  a  recent  visit  to  the  Bay  Area,  suggesting  that  the  District  make  some  park  use 
of  his  property.      Mr.  Trudeau  credited  Tony  Smith  for  his  help  in  making  the  arrangement  possible 
and  following  discussions  with  Lewis  Crutcher,   Chief  of  Plans,   Design  and  Construction,  and  Hulet 
Hornbeck,   Chief  of  Land  Management,  an  agreement  was  drawn  up  by  Counsel  Donn  Black. 
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ch  an  arrangement,  Mr.Trudeau  said,    is  a  first  for  the  District  with  a  private  property  owner  and 
y  set  a  precedent  for  other  things,  at  no  cost  to  the  District.      The  property,  he  said,  will  be  used 
r  limited  recreation  and  is  a  significant  viewshed.      Mr.Trudeau  strongly  urged  the  Board  to  approve 
_Je  license  agreement,  which,  he  said,  was  drafted  by  Counsel   Donn  Black. 

Director  Cogswell  complimented  Attorney  Black  on  the  brevity  of  the  agreement,  stating  that 
this  was  the  first  legal  document  that  he  has  read  less  than  two  pages  long.      Director  Cogswell 
also  suggested  that  staff  look  into  the  possibility  of  having  a  similar  arrangement  on  the  Patterson 
property.      Director  Cogswell  moved  for  approval  of  the  license  agreement,  which  motion  was 
seconded  by  Director  Badger.      The  following  resolution  was  accordingly  adopted  by  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Board: 


RESOLUTION  No.  3972: 


That  license  agreement  between  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park 
District  and  Sterling  A.  Colgate  to  the  use  of  unimproved 
real  property  owned  by  said  Stirling  Colgate  adjacent  to    Del 
Valle  Regional  Recreation  Area,  be  authorized  and  approved, 
and 


That  execution  of  said  license  agreement  by  the  President  and 
Secretary  be  authorized,  and  that  a  copy  of  same  be  made  a 
part  of  the  resolution    and  attached  thereto  as  an  Exhibit. 


2.         Presentation  and  approval  of  Arroyo  del  Cerro  Recreation  Plan.    Chief  cf  Plans,    Design  and 

Construction,  Lewis  Crutcher,  gave  a  short  introduction  and  announced  the  resignation  of 
Kent  Watson,  the  Landscape  Architect  in  his  department,  the  key  man  in  dealings  with  the  Water 
District  on  the  project.    Mr.  Crutcher  advised  the  Board  the  Watson  has  accepted  a  position  with 
San  Francisco  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission,  commencing  in  May. 

Kent  Watson  explained  the  project  recreation  plan,  comparing  the  current  plan  with  the  plan 
presented  in  1  964.     The  original  project  plan,  he  said,    was  based  on  use  of  a  typical  swim  lagoon 
which  is  no  longer  eligible    under  the  Davis-Grunsky  multiple  purpose  grant,    but  instead  the  plan 
must  utilize  the  existing  reservoir.      The  new  criteria,  Mr.  Watson  said,  required  going  back  to  the 
drawing  board  and  they  have  come  up  with  a  project  that  is  much  better  in  many  ways.        The 
original  concept,  he  explained  was  a  reservoir  connected  with  a  piece  of  water  in  between,  and 
the  new  project  consists  of  two  separate  reservoirs  joined  as  one  during  flood  stage  about  ten  feet 
above  the  regular  level  of  the  lake  and  if  necessary,  go  over  the  emergency  spillway. 

Mr.  Watson  explained  that  the  swim  beach  would  be  developed  on  one  reservoir,  utilizing  water 
from  the  other  reservoir  through  a  pumping  plant  to  maintain  the  water  level.     He  stated  that  a 
knob  of  land  has  been  retained  in  one  of  the  reservoirs  as  an  island  feature  and  will  be  used  as 
the  output  for  the  pump  as  a  cascading  water  fall.      The  parking  lot,  he  said,  would  be  located 
in  the  throat  of  the  emergency  spillway,  explaining  that  this  was  a  good  multiple  use  in  that 
during  flood  season  there  would  be  no  use  of  this  kind  of  facility  and  an  occasional  inundation 
of  the  parking  lot  is  no  problem  and  putting  the  cars  there  would  utilize  what  might  otherwise  be 
an  unattractive  feature  in  the  landscape.      Overflow  parking,  he  said,  would  be  further  down  the 
spillway.         The  major  activity  -  the  swimming  beach-  would  be  accessible  by  a  service  path  from 
the  parking  lot,  across  the  dike  between  the  two  reservoirs.      The  dike,  he  said,  would  contain 
the  circulation  pump  for  the  reservoir  for  swimming  as  well  as  for  irrigation  of  about  10  acres  of 
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lawn  area.      Also  contained  in  the  dike,  he    said,  is  the  sewage  lift  station  which  will  connect  wi!h 
the  proposed  Contra  Costa  Sanitary  District  trunk  line.     Mr.  Watson  said  that  78  picnic  units  are 
planned  within  the  actual  project  boundaries  ,  plus  an  additional  8  units  in  a  perimeter  which  is  a 
major  feature  of  the  landscape  and  which  it  is  felt  necessary  to  acquire  to  protect  the  viewshed. 
Fishing  docks,  he  said,  would  be  provided  for  warm  water  fishing  on  the  Little  Pine  Reservoir.     Part 
of  the  criteria  for  matching  money  from  the  Davis-Grunsky  program  is  a  rather  extensive  tree  planting 
program,  Mr.  Watson  said. 

The  total  cost  to  the  District,   Mr.  Watson  said,  is  $497,000,  which  would  leave  funds  that  might  be 
used  at  a  later  time  to  pick  up  other  parcels  of  land  which  the  staff  feels  are  important  to  acquire  as 
part  of  the  total  park.    The  District  will  be  getting  money     from  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  which 
is  the  agency  that  has  to  approve  the  design  of  the  dams  and  under  the  public  lav/  they  have  the 
authority  to  provide  funds  for  construction  of  these  kinds  of  facilities,  Mr.  Watson  said.      So  the 
District,  he  said,  will  be  getting  funding  not  only  from  the  State,   but  from  the  Federal  Government 
under  the  Soil  Conservation  Service,  which  agency  is  joining  in  the  acquisition  costs  of  two  areas 
above  the  reservoir,  giving  lot  greater  proteclion  of  the  viewshed  than  might  have  been  possible 
with  the  District's  own  funding. 

Chief  of  the  P.D.&C  Department  Crutcher  commented  that  this  has  been  a  very  nice  working 
relationship  between  engineers  and  park  planners,  in  order  to  wind  up  with  an  excellent  recreation 
facility,  and  has  been  an  exercise  in  good  cooperation.     The  idea,  he  said,  of  utilizing  the  spillway 
which  would  have  been  an  eyesore    for  a  parking  area,  again  is  a  matter  of  creative  thinking.     Mr. 
Crutcher  stated  that  he  was  pleased  with  the  way  the  project  has  developed. 

Director  Harber  ts  asked  what  the  annual  maintenance  cost  to  the  District  would  be.     General 
Manager  Trudeau  also  stated  that  this  was  one  of  the  questions  that  he  had.      Director  Cogswell 
asked  what  the  plans  were  for  use  of  the  watershed  land.      Mr.  Taylor  from  the  Contra  Costa  County 
Soil  Conservation  and  Water  District  explained  that  this  was  privately  owned  land,  zoned 
agricultural,  and  that  the  State  may  acquire  some  of  the  acreage  as  additional  land  for  the  Mt. 
Diablo  State  Park.      It  was  hoped,  he  said,  that  the  County  would  retain  this  as  open  space  and 
not  permit  further  development. 

Director  Herberts  asked  what  steps  would  now  follow  up  to  the  time  this  project  becomes  a  reality, 
at  least  as  far  as  this  Board  is  concerned.      Mr.  Trudeau  explained  that  some  funds  have  been  put 
away  as  part  of  the  budget  for  part  of  the  land  acquisition  and  that  it  was  originally  assumed  that 
this  money  could  come  from  the  new  tax  monies,  which  is  not  correct,  as  the  project  has  been  shown 
since  1964  as  a  District  project  under  the  annexation  proposal  and  therefore  rightly  belongs  within 
the  present  10c  tax  base.    Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  the  Board  would  be  remiss  if  it  is  not  left  in  that 
category.      Mr. Trudeau  stated  that  according  to  the  financial  projections  made  several  years  ago 
the  project  was  to  begin  next  year  and  is  the  last  project  to  be  funded  under  the  Davis-Grunsky 
fund.     Land  acquisition  will  follow  funding  approval  and  it  is  not  anticipated  that  the  project  v/ill 
be  completed  before  the  summer  of  1976  or  1977. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  recommended  that  the  Board  approve  a  resolution  prepared  by  the  District 
Counsel.      Director  Macdonald  moved  for  it's  adoption,  which  was  seconded  by  Director  Cogswell 
and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 

RESOLUTION  No.  3973:  Approval  in  Principle  of  the  Feasibility  Report  for

WHEREAS  the  Park  and  Recreational  Benefits  of  the  joint  use  of  the  Arroyo  del 
Cerro  facility  has  been  long  recognized  by  the  citizens  of  Contra  Costa  County  and  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and 

WHEREAS  the  Arroyo  del  Cerro  project  was  an  integral  part  of  the  1964  Contra 
Costa  County  annexation  pledge  of  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District,  and 

WHEREAS  in  October  of  1968  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  Board  of 
Directors  indicated  by  letter  of  intent  to  the  Contra  Costa  County  Flood  Control  and  Conservation 
District  its  desire  to  participate  in  the  joint  development  of  the  Arroyo  del  Cerro  project,  and 

WHEREAS  on  February  18,  1969,  by  Resolution  No.  3245  the  Board  of  Directors 
entered  into  an  agreement  v/ith  the  Contra  Costa  County  Flood  Control  and  Water  Conservation 
District  for  the  joint  use  of  Arroyo  del  Cerro  Reservoir, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East 
Bay  Regional  Park  District  endorses  in  principle  the  March,  1972,  Feasibility  Report  for 
Davis-Grunsky  Application  for  "Multiple-Purpose  Flood  Prevention  and  Recreation  Structure 
on  Little  Pine  Creek  and  Arroyo  del  Cerro,  subject  to  preparation,  submission  and  approval 
by  this  Board  of  a  master  plan  for  the  final  recreation  facility,  and  resolution  of  funding  and 
plans  for  installation  of  Contra  Costa  County  Water  District  water  tank. 


3.         Approval  to  replace  Vehicle  *  139  (Public  Safety  Department).      On  motion  of  Director 
Wooiridge,  seconded  by  Director  Macdonaid,  the  Board  by  unanimous  vote  adopted  the 
following  resolution  approving  the  replacement  of  a  ranger  vehicle  on  which  damage  repairs  were 
estimated  at  $1800.      Since  the  vehicle  has  65,471  miles  of  use,  Acting  Controller  John  Bertorello 
felt  that  funds  should  not  be  spent  to  repair  the  vehicle  and  suggested  that  it  be  put  up  for  salvage. 


RESOLUTION  No.  3974: 


That  replacement  of  Vehicle  *  139  be  authorized  with  funds 
for  such  replacement  to  come  from  the  Public  Safety  Vehicle

4.         Report  on  hearing  on  Columbia  Associates  road  proposal  at  Cull  Canyon.     General  Manager 
Trudeau  distributed  some  news  stories  that  came  out  on  the  hearing.      Mr.  Trudeau  said  that 
two  Directors  were  present  at  the  April   13  hearing  before  the  Alameda  County  Planning  Commission 
and  commended  Chris  Nelson  and  the  staff  for  the  excellent  job  on  the  45  minute  presentation  which 
was  made  before  the  Commission.      The  reaction  from  the  audience,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  following 
the  presentation  was  very  good,  with  Mr.  Carpenter  of  the  Commission  publicly  commenting  on  the 
quality  of  the  presentation.         The  meeting,  he  said,  adjourned  after  10:30  and  a  fourth  session  is 
scheduled  for  May  16,  7:30  p.m.      Chris  Nelson,   Chief  of  the  Interpretive  Department,   commented 
that  it  was  a  pleasure  to  make  the  presentation,  particularly  when  the  audience  was  unanimously, 
it  seemed,  on  the  District's  side.  Director  Haley  also  complimented  Mr.   Nelson  and  Mr.  Olson, 
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Chief  of  Public  Safety,  on  the  beautiful  job  they  did,  stating  that  they  were  well  prepared  and 
well  documented  and  that  he  couldn't  have  asked  for  a  better  presentation.      Director  Cogswell, 
who  had  also  been  in  attendance  with  Director  Haley,  agreed. 


5.         Award  of  Contracts: 


(a)        Installation  of  barbed  wire  fencing  -  Briones  Regional  Park.       Architect  Donald  Harms 
reported  that  the  bids  on  this  item  had  been  opened  at  10  o'clock  Monday  morning,  April   17, 
and  that  a  deficiency  in  the  documents  was  noted  by  the  District  Counsel  a  few  minutes  before  the 
meeting  that  the  required  affidavit  had  not  been  included  with  the  low  bid.        Mr.  Black  explained 
that  this  was  a  piece  of  paper  traditionally  required  as  a  separate  document,  a  piece  of  red  tape, 
and  that  when  the  bid  documents  are  simplified,   this  will  be  included  in  the  bid  proposal.     Having 
the  document  would  be  an  additional  protection  for  the  District,  Mr.  Black  said.      Director  Wool- 
ridge  moved  to  accept  the  low  bid,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Harberts.      By  unanimous 
vote  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

^        Pre~fok  modular  office  unit  at  District  Headquarters  -  and  foundation.      Discussion  on 
this  subject  was  put  over  until  later  in  the  meeting,  but  is  covered  in  these  minutes  in  the 
sequence  of  the  agenda.      District  Architect  Donald  Harms  reported  on  the  previous  actions  of  the 
Board  on  March  7  authorizing  advertising  for  bids  on  the  structure  and  foundation  and  the  delay  due 
to  the  fact  that  a  variance  permit  was  needed.    When  the  structure  was  finally  advertised  for  bids, 
Mr.   Harms  said,  only  one  bid  was  received  which  was  considerably  higher  than  the  staff  eslimute. 
Mr.  Harms  requested  the  Board  to  reject  the  bid,  stating  that  there  were  a  number  of  used  class- 
rooms on  the  market  that  the  District  may  be  able  to  purchase  at  a  reasonable  figure.      Director

6.         Report  by  Michiel  den  Ruyter  on  his  six  months  internship  in  the  Plans,  Design  and  Construction 

Department.        Michiel  den  Ruyter  from  the  Netherlands,  an  intern  in  the  Plans,    Design  and 
Construction  Department,  working  for  his  Masters  Degree  in  Landscape  Architecture  and  Regional 
Planning  at  the  Agricultural  University  of  Wageninen,  showed  and  described  a  series  of  slides  on 
what  is  happening  in  the  Netherlands  in  the  development  of  their  parks  and  open  space  programs. 
Mr.  den  Ruyter  also  explained  the  complicated  and  serious  problems  relating  to  restoring  the  land 
and  keeping  out  the  salt  waters  of  the  ocean  from  their  lands  which  are  mostly  below  sea  level. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  explained  that  one  of  the  requirements  for  Mr.  den  Ruyter  to  receive  his 
Masters  Degree  was  that  he  get  six  months  practical  experience  .      Lewis  Crutcher,   Chief  of  the 
P.  D.&C,    in  his  introduction  of  Michiel  den  Ruyter  to  the  Board  stated  that  he  has  been  in  the 
department  for  the  better  part  of  six  months  and  has  had  a  very  interesting  input  to  the  department. 
He  has  added  a  great  deal  of  zest  to  the  design  process,  even  at  public  hearings,  Mr.  Crutcher  said. 

Mr.   Trudeau,  following  the  presentation,  stated  that  it  has  been  a  mighty  good  experience  for  the 
District  to  have  an  intern  from  another  country  and  hoped  that  this  could  be  repeated.     Director 
VVoolridge  also  commented  that  a  person  like  Mr.  den  Ruyter  is  a  valuable  asset  to  the  District  and 
complimented  him  on  the  excellence  of  the  report,  with  the  District    getting  the  big  benefit  at  a

resolution  directing  the  staff  to    prepare  a  formal    Memorandum  of  Understanding    for  ratification 
at  the  earliest  possible  time,   citing  the  terms  which  had  been  discussed  in  Executive  Session  . 
On  motion  of  Director  Cogswell,  seconded  by  Director  Woolridge,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted  by  a  six  to  one  vote,  with  Director  Harberts  casting  the  "no"  vote:

G*       GENERAL  MANAGER'S  and  BOARD  COMMENTS 

Director    Cogswell  asked  for  a  report  on  the  status  of  the  swim  program  no  later  than  the  next 
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meeting  in  regard  to  safety  at  Don  Castro  and  Cull  Canyon  lagoon.    Tv/o  aspects  are  involved  he 
said,  and  feared  that  if  action  was  not  taken  soon  the  summer  season  would  be  on  us  and  there 
would  be  some  resistance  to  doing  the  work    at  Cull  and  Don  Castro  would  concern  a  lifeguard 
operation. 

Genera!  Manager  Trudeau  reported  that  no  referendum  petitions  hadbeen   filed  in  opposition  to 
the  District  .Ordinance  setting  an  additional  5  cent  tax   in  either  county  and  hence  the  ordinance 
will  take  effect  July  1,    1972.      No  further  action,  he  said,  was  necessary  on  the  part  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

On  the  possible  amendments  to  the  Public  Resources  Code  by  Marin  County,   General  Manager 
asked  for  the  Board's  comments.     President  Blumberg  commented  that  he  felt  that  the  Board  should 
take  a  stand,   realizing  that  there  are  two  Code  Sections,   the  5500  series  for  this  regional  park 
and  the  5700  series  for  the  other  park  districts  throughout  the  State.    When  you  start  tampering  with 
should  the  Directors  be  appointed    or  elected,   they  would  be  stepping  on  some  feet  and  if  Marin 
County  wants  a  different  set  of  rules,  perhaps  they  should  draw  up  their  own  section  of  the  Code, 
President  Blumberg  said.         After  discussion  of  this  subject,   ft  was  suggested  that  the  District

Trudeau  stated  that  Mr.  Manley  the  District's  Legislative  Advocate  has  been  instructed  to    keep 
the  District  advised  and  to    oppose    the  issue.

by  unanimous  vote. 

C.  APPROVAL  OF  AGENDA 

On  motion  of  Director  Macdonald,  seconded  by  Director  Harberts,  the  Agenda  for  the  Board 
meeting  was  approved  by  unanimous  vote,  subject    to  removal  of  Agenda  Item  7,  which  is  being 
carried  over  at  the  request  of  Councilman  Richard  Clark  of  Albany  to  the  May  16,    1972  meeting. 

D.  BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD 

Before  proceeding  to  the  first  item  on  the  agenda,   President  Blumberg  called  for  a  short  Executive 
Session  on  union  negotiations  and  litigation  in  process  .        On  reconvening  the  meeting  President 
Blumberg  stated  that  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding  was  discussed  with  the  negotiating  committee 
as  well  as  the  legal  matter  of  the  Coal  Mines  area.     No  action,  however,  he  said,  was  taken  in 
Executive  Session. 
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Approval  of  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  District  and  Local   1675  AFSCME, 
AFL-CIO,   to  March  31,    1975.  District  Counsel   Donn  Black  opened  the  discussion,  stating 

t  following  the  Board's  instructions  to  staff  to  prepare  the  contract  language  to  put  into  effect 
1  changes  that  the  Board  considered  and  agreed  to  at  its  last  meeting,   this  was  done  and  the 
jting  of  the  contract  was  completed  on  Saturday,  April  29,  and  put  in  the  hands  of  the  Union 
rney.         Mr.  Black  asked  the  Board  to  review  the  written  contract  to  determine  whether  it  does 
in  fact  confirm  their  understanding  of  the  points  considered  in  detail  and  which  the  staff  was 
instructed  be  implemented  by  this  document.      And  if  so,  he  said,  to  authorize  the  President  and 
Secretary  to  execute  the  contract  upon  ratification  by  the  Union,     Mr.  Black  said  that  upon  the 
Board's  approval  the  contract  could  be  formally  forwarded  to  the  Union  for  its  review  and  considera- 
tion and  hopefully  ratification  at  an  early  date.      Mr.  Black  said  that  it  was  his  understanding  that 
the  union  schedule  for  the  review  process  is  May  10. 

Director  Woolridge  moved  for  approval  on  the  basis  of  the  attorney's  recommendation,  that  the 
document  is  basically  "okay"  as  written,  subject  to  the  Union's  approval  and  acknowledgment. 
Director  Macdonald  seconded  the  motion.       President  Blumberg  stated  that  he  would  like  one 
clarification  to  the  motion  "that  if  it  isn't  signed  by  the  16th,  there  should  be  some  change  in 
the  economic  package  as  to  the  date  of  retroactivity,  if  the  Union  doesn't  approve  it  by  the  16th." 
Director  Woolridge  moved  for  a  second  motion.      However,   Counsel  Black  commented  that  what 
would  happen,  Mr.  President,  as  a  practical  matter,  if  the  contract  has  not  been  ratified  arid  signed 
by  the  President  and  Secretary  prior  to  the  next  meeting,  then,  of  course,  the  Board  would  be  free 
to  take  whatever  action  it  felt  appropriate  at  that  time.      There  would,  Mr.   Black  said,  be  a 
technical  problem  about  the  retroactivity  point  occurring  at  that  time.    This  is  something  that  you 
can  take  into  consideration  at  the  next  meeting,  Mr.  Black  said. 

.      Director  Badger  commented  that  he  felt  this  would  be  the  wise  thing  to  do  -  to  give  the  union  every 
effort  to  fake  the  action  they  have  to  take  at  their  meeting,  which  is  supposed  to  be  between  now 
and  when  the  next  Board  meeting,  and  certainly  something  can  be  dene  about  it  then.      President 
Blumberg  asked  for  a  vote,  with  Director  3odger  inquiring  if  it  was  on  the  original  motion.      The 
answer  was  "yes".      Counsel  Black  made  one  more  point,  stating  that  as  usual  the  Board  contemplates 
minor  word  changes  of  a  nonsubstantive  nature  .     Director  Woolridge  stated  "if  the  end  result  comes 
out  the  same." 

Mr.  Blumberg  noted  that  Joe  Williams,   President  of  the  Union  was  in  the  audience  and  asked  if  he 
had  any  comment.      Mr.  Williams  said  that  he  did  not,   that  Mr.  Black  had  presented  it  the  way  it 
had  been  discussed  prior  to  the  Board  meeting.         Director  Badger  asked  for  a  reading  of  the  motion, 
with  Counsel  Black  complying  as  follows:      That  the  form  of  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding 
presented  to  and  considered  by  the  Board  at  the  meeting  this  date  be  approved  as  to  form,  subject  io 
nonsubstantive  changes  approved  by  the  General  Manager  and  Counsel  and  forwarded  to  the  Union 
for  its  review  and  action  and  that  upon  ratification  by  the  Union  the  agreement  be  executed  on 
behalf  of  the  District  by  its  President  and  Secretary. 

Before  the  vote  was  taken  Director  Harberts  made  the  following  statement;    "i  think  it  is  safe  to 
assume  that  this  motion  will  puss  the  Board  and  I  am  sure  that  members  of  the  Board  are  aware  that 
throughout  these  negotiations  I  have  probably  been  more  critical  than  any  other  Board  Member  and 
I  therefore  intend  to  vote  'no'  on  the  motion  at  this  time,  but  I  would  like  to  say  this.      I  think  that 
the  Union  should  be  congratulated  for  achieving  most  of  its  objectives  and  I  am  also  assuming  that 
they  will  also  ratify  this  in  substance,   this  Memorandum  ,      First  of  all,   it  has  succeeded  in  preserving 
its  highly  questionable  agency  shop,  secondly,  it's  to  be  congratulated  fcr  overrunning  the  termina- 
tion date  of  our  Memorandum  of  Understanding  by  over  four  months.      They  have  kept  the  management 


tied  up  and  less  available  for  more  pressing  business  for  nearly  six  months.    They  have  succeeded 
in  eliminating  our  Personnel  Director.      The  cost  to  this  District,  as  estimated  by  the  General 
Manager,  has  exceeded  $50,000  In  losf  time,   legal  fees,   consultant  fees,  factfinders,  and  so  forth, 
and  having  done  all  of  this  they  have  won  a  most  generous  contract,  both  from  the  standpoint  of 
salaries  and  working  conditions.      In  effect,  they  have  challenged  the  Staff  and  the  Board  and  they 
have  won.      And  I  think  Mr.  Meany  and  Mr.   Bridges  should  both  be  very  proud  of  this  performance.* 
I  for  one  am  convinced  that  the  inflationary  ills  of  America  tend  .from  big  government  fiscal 
irresponsibility  and  the  avarice  of  big  unions  and  both  of  these'elements  are  evident  in  this  small 
government.      When  I  was  elected  to  the  Board  it  was  my  understanding  that  I  was  to  participate 
with  the  Board  in  developing  open  space  and  recreation  facilities  for  the  people  in  these  two 
counties  to  the  best  of  my  ability.    And  Gentlemen,   I  believe  that  the  taxpayer  and  the  public  is 
being  shortchanged  by  the  adoption  of  this  resolution." 

Director  Badger  countered  that  he  was  not  going  to  offer  a  rebuttal  at  this  time,  but  that  he  found 
that  some  of  the  statements  do  not  jibe  with  what  he  felt  and  what  he  has  followed  himself. 
Director  Badger  said  he  took  opposition  to  the  statement,  that  Mr.  Harberts  is  using  this  as  some 
kind  of  a  soap  box  to  launch  against  more  than  just  the  District,  to  the  total  labor  picture  in  the 
United  States.      Mr. Badger  said  that  the  Board  room  is  not  the  place  for  it. 

President  Blumberg  asked  for  a  vote,  end  the  original  motion  mad?  by  Mr .Woolridgeand  recited 
by  Mr.  Black  was  approved  by  a  vote  of  four  to  two,  with  Directors  Harberts  and  Blumberg  casting 
the  two  no  votes.      Before  moving  on  to  the  next  Item  on  the  agenda,   President  Blumberg  closed 
the  discussion  on  the  union  agreement,  stating  that  he  was  in  sympathy  with  Mr.   Harberts  statements  , 

The  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board,  as  noted  in  the  fourth  paragraph,  pace  2,  reads  as  follows: 


RESOLUTION  No.  3979: 


That  the  form  of  Memorandum  of  Understandipg  presented  to 
and  considered  by  the  Board  at  its  meeting  of  May  2,    1972, 
be  approved  as  to  form,  subject  to  nonsubstantive  changes 
approved  by  the  General  Manager  and  Counsel  and  forwarded 
to  the  Union  for  its  review  and  action  and  that  upon 
ratification  by  the  Union  the  agreement  be  executed  on  behalf 
of  the  District  by  its  President  and  Secretary. 


2.         Presentation    of  Coyote  Hills  Master  Plan.       Chief  of  Plans,   Design  and  Construction  Lewis 
Crutcher  opened  the  discussion  on  this  subject,  stating  that  the  preliminary  plan  for  Coyote 
Hills  had  been  presented  to  the  Alameda  Creek-Coyote  Hills  Joint  Agency  a  week  ago,  and  that 
Dr.  Cogswell  was  present  at  that   meeting.       Mr.   Outcher  said  that  slides  of  the  preliminary 
schematic  plans  for  the  park  would  be  shown  and  that  if  the  Board  concurred  with  the  conclusions 
of  the  consultants,  who  have  worked  very  closely  on  the  project  with  staff,   it  will  be  the  depart- 
ment's goal  to  set  up  a  public  hearing  for  the  presentation  in  the  south  county  area  the  latter  part 
of  the  month,  and  assuming  there  are  no  major  changes  suggertcd  ,  staff  will  come  back  to  the 
Board  foi   final  adoption  of  the  plan.  Mr.   Cruncher  then  introduced  Chris  Dcgenhardt  of  the 

firm  of  Eckbo,    Dean,   Austin     &  Williams,  planning  consultants  for  the  Coyote  Hills  project. 

Mr.  Dcgenhardt  distributed  the  text  of  their  report  to  the  Board  Members  and  during  his  presentation 
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called  attention  to  many  of  the  significant  points  in  the  report  relating  to  the  increased  demand  for 
outdoor  recreation,  the  types  of  activity  suitable  for  the  Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park.      Mr.   Degen- 
hardt  stated  that  the  proposed  improvements  under  the  interim  plan  for  development  of  the  park 
could  be  accomplished  within  the  $140,000  presently  budgeted  for  that  purpose. 

Previously,  Mr.   Degenhardt  said,  the  marina  location  evaluation  had  been  presented  to  the  Board 
at  which  time  the  feasibility  of  alternative  marina  sites  were  discussed    and  are  only  covered  briefly 
in  the  report.      The  major  part  of  the  report,  he  said,  deals  with  the  park  planning  process  proper. 
Mr.  Degenhardt  reviewed  the  site  analysis  made  by  Dr.  Thomas  Harvey,   calling  attention  to  the 
various  areas  of  significant  ecological  value  and  their  importance  for  wildlife. 

Mr. Degenhardt  commented  that  an  important  factor  revealed  by  the  study  is  the  difference  between 
demand  and  existing  facilities  .     There  is,  he  said,  a  vast  unfulled    demand  and  that  in  a  practical 
sense  no  matter  how  much  the  District  provides  in  Coyote  Hills  park,  it  will  be  used  and  it  is  needed. 
Mr.  Degenhardt  called  attention  to  the  need  for  improvement  for  safety  standards  at  the  entrance  to 
the  park,  as  does  the  access  to  the  park  from  Newark  Boulevard.         Right  now,  he  said,  it  is  a  hard 
park  to  find. 

Mr.  Crutcher  also  commented  that  the  S.R.I,  site    is  ample  to  accommodate  Dr.  Poulter's  program" 
on  a  interim  basis,  the  District's  needs  for  an  interpretive  program  and  also  to  take  care  of  District 
needs  to  house  the  fire  fighting  equipment,  shop  maintenance  facilities  and  the  park  office,  all  to 
be  consolidated  into  the  one  area.      Mr.  Degenhardt  concurred  that  this  area  would  become  the 
park  "center"  on  an  interim  basis. 

The  "illustrated  plan",  Mr.   Degenhardt  said,  should  be  measured   in  light  of  the  master  plan  being 
conducted  for  all   District  park  facilities  and  that  a  major  allocation  of  funds  to  the  Coyote  Hills 
Park  should  be  weighed  very  critically  in  terms  of  regional  priorities.      Mr.   Degenhardt  suggested 
acquisition  of  additional  properties  in  the  area  as  an  important  priority,  should  the  National  Wild- 
life Refuge  not  become  an  actuality.        He  also  suggested  converting  the  existing  salt  ponds  at  so 
future  date  into  a  sailing  basin,  with  major  dredging,  of  course,  required. 

During  the  discussion  Dr.  Cogswell  called  attention  to    two  items  brought  up  at  the  Joint  Agency 
meeting  that  would  involve  the  District  if  the  plan  were  implemented.      One  of  them,  he  said, 
the  more  critical  which  v/il!  require  close  coordination    with  the  Alameda  County  Flood  Control, 
the  Corps  of  Engineers  and  perhaps  BCDC  also,  is  the  fact  that  the  staging  area  which  the  District 
had  in  its  original  plan  for  hiking  trails  along    Alameda  Creek  was  shown  on  the  south  side,  even 
though  the  horse  trail  was  on  the  north  side.       The  horse  trail  was  on  the  north  side,  but  the  staging 
area  on  the  south  side  on  District  property  and  was  included  in  the  local  funds  listed  for  matching 
of  federal  funds  for  the  overall  trail  system  along  Alameda  Creek  and  Mr.  I.anferman  has  pointed  out 
that  this  creates  a  problem,  and  that  it  can't  just  be  moved  without  getting  authority  of  the  granting 
agencies  to  do  so  and  that  compensatory  land  might  be  required  from  some  other  source,  or  a  cash 
input,    Dr.  Cogswell  said.       The  other  problem  raised  by  the  Aicmeda  County  Flood  Conirol  people, 
Or.  Cogswell  said,  was  that  they  were  not  consulted  on  the  details  of  this  proposed  plan  in  the  north 
area  and  while  the  Flood  Control  is  not  against  it,  it  does  ov/n  the  land    for  overflow  purposes  during 
thy  flood  season  and  some  sort  of  arrangement  would  have  to  be  made  for  the  overflow. 

Director  Macdonald  asked  if  the  proposed  lake  was  fresh  water.    Mr.   Degenhardt  said  at  present 

it    is  the  salt  ponds  and  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  maintain  a  fresh  water  quality,  but  for  recreation 

purposes  ihis  was  not  critical. 
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Mr.  Crotcher  advised  the  Board  that  a  session  has  been  set  up  with  the  Flood  Control  to  discuss  the 
problems    mentioned  by  Director  Cogswell,  but  thai  staff  thought  for  development  in  the  north  area 
has  never  been  to  take  away  from  its  flooding  capacity.      President  Blumberg  commented  that 
this  was  premature  and  the  District  was  interested  in  developing  the  southern  portlo'.  first  and  that  it 
will  be  many  years  ahead  before  any  development  could  take  place  in  the  north  portion.      This,  he 
said,  should  be  definitely  stipulated  and  that  development  of  the  north  portion  is  not  a  commitment. 
Mr.'crutcher  concurred  that  this  was  a  matter  of  priorities  and  would  be  a  subject  on  the  District 
master  plan. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  asked  what  effect  the  current  lawsuits  would  have  on  the  control  of  the 
submerged  underwater  lots  in  this  whole  program,  and  that  this  is  something  the  District  will  have  to 
consider  overall.      Mr.  Degenhardt  said  that  he  was  not  qualified  to  give  a  meaningful  answer. 
Mi  .  Crutcher  said  that  if  there  was  no  objection  staff  would  go  ahecd  with  the  public  presentation. 
President  Blumberg  suggested  that    that  the  various  trails  be  brought  up  to  date,  as  many  people  are 
not  aware  of  the  new  additions  in  the  area.         No  objection  was  expressed  on  the  public  presentation 
and  the  Board  moved  on  to  the  next  item  on  the  agenda. 

3.         Authorization  to  accept  in  fee  approximately   150  acres  south  of  Las  Trampas  Regional  Park 

on  Las  Trampos  Ridge.  Hulet  Hornbeck,  Chief  of  Land  Management,  reported  on  this 

subject"  pointing  out  the~aTmost  quarter  section  of  land  about  a  mile  south  of  Las  Trampas  Park  on 
the  ridge,   just  below  San  Damiano  Catholic  Retreat,  up  the  hill  from  Danville,  which  is  being 
offered  to  the  District  in  connection  with  the  development  of  additional  property  lower  on  the  slope  . 
This  land,  he  said,  is  in  the  planning  area  of  Las  Trampas  Regional  Park,  and  is  part  of  the  major 
viewshed    and  could  possibility  provide  access  from  the  Danville  side  to  the  park.        Slides  of  the 
area  were  shown,  which  indicated  that  there  was  water  in  the  area.  Mr.  Hornbeck  stated  that 

the  District  would  not  be  involved  in  any  way  in  the  planning  process  of  development  of  the  flat 
lands  by  the  developers,  that  this  is  something  to  be  worked  out  between  the  County  Planning, 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  public.      If  the  development  is  approved,  then  the  150  acre  parcel  of 
land  will  be  deeded  in  fee  to  the  District,  Mr.  Hornbeck  said,  asking  for  Board  authorization  to 
accept  the  property  at  such  time. 

Director  Cogswell  commented  that  although  the  land  was  not  suitable  for  development  because  of 
the  possibility  of  land  slides,  it  would  be  excellent  park  land.      Director  Badger  moved  to  approve 
the  resolution,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Cogswell.      By  unanimous  vote  the  followin 
resolution  was  adopted:

Authorization  to  accept  title  to  approximately  150  acres  on 
the  Las  Trampas  Ridge  south  of  Las  Trampas  Regional  Po 
Contra  Costa  County.

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  staff  and  General  Manager  of  the  East  Bay  Regional 
Park  District  are  hereby  authorized  to  offer,  on  behalf  of  the  District,   to  accept  marketable  fee 
title  to  ihe  property  without  cost  or  obligation, 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED    that  a  copy  of  the  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  property  owners; 
Bryan  and  Murphy,   Inc.,  ;    and  the  Director  of  Planning  of  Contra  Costa  County,  provided  further 
that  no  commitment  of  any  kind  is  implied  herein  concerning  any  land  use  proposal,  now  or  in  the 
future,  of  the  remainder  of  the  property  owned  by  Otto  and  Podva. 


4.         Report  by  Master  Plan  committee  of  Board  and  approval  of  personal  services  contract  with 
Bill  Home.       General  Manager  Trudeau  reported  that  this  subject  was  reviewed  with  the 
master  plan  committee  (Directors  Blumberg  and  Cogswell)  some  time  ago  and  it  was  initially  thought 
that  the  District  might  be  able  to  ctaff  the  Citizens  Task  Force  and  well  as  the  two  technical 
committees  within  staff,  but  as  the  District  has  gone  along  it  has  become  evident  that  there  fust  isn't 
going  to  be  time  for  staff  to  be  adequately  involved.       Hence,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  it  was  recommenced 
to  the  committee  to  utilize  Mr.  Home  to  staff  the  Citizens  Task  Force  and  the  two  technical 
committees,    to  set  up  the  hearings  and  do  the  things  that  would  be  required    for  the  committees  and 
serving  as  liaison  between  the  District  and  OVERVIEW  and  that  the  other  recommendations  and 
noted  in  his  notes  to  the  Board  have  generally    been  agreed  upon,  both  by  the  Board  committee,  by 
the  Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments,  by  OVERVIEW  and  by  Mr.  Home.. 

Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  Mr.  Home's  services  were  on  a  one-year  basis  and  that  he  has  already  started 
on  the  mass  mailings  and  setting  up  the  series  of  public  hearings  for  input  at  the  very  outset.      Nine 
hearings  have  been  proposed,  beginning  May  30,  Mr.  Trudeau  said.      Mr.   Trudeau  stated  that  Mr. 
Home  was  well  qualified  for  the  task  and  that  the  District  is  fortunate  in  having    Mr.  Home  willing 
to  take  on  this  kind  of  a  job. 

?ctor  Harberts  noted  thai  Mr.  Trudeau  had  scheduled  a  meeting  with  the  legislators  and  asked  the 
reason  for  their  solicitude.      Mr.  Trudeau  replied  that  this  is  being  done  because  of  the  many 
legislative  measures  pending  regarding  recreation  and  open  space,  as    well  as  legislation  that  will  be 
required  for  the  implementation  of  the    District  master  plan  itself.       A  number  of  inquiries  have  also 
come  from  legislators  indicating  that  they  have  a  concern  and  interest  and  it  was  feir  that  Mr.   Udal! 
should  meet  with  the  eleven  legislators  that  made  our  tax  increase  possible,  Mr.  Trudeau  said. 
Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  Director  Cogswell  has  agreed  to  join  them  in  Sacramento  and  invited    the 
other  Directors  to  attend  the  briefings  if  they  wished. 

Director  Harberts  then  asked    why  shouldn't    Mr.  Home's  fee  be  borne  by  the  cost  of  the  master  plan. 
Wes  Adams'  spot  in  community  relations,  who  retired,  was  held  open  for  this  particular  purpose,  and 
funds  could  come  from  the  Generai  Fund  if  the  Board  chooses,  Mr.  Trudeau  said.      It  ccn't,  however, 
come  from  the  OVERVIEW  contract,  he  said.      Director  Badger  stated  that  he  thought  meetings  and 
hearings  were  all  part  of  the  OVERVIEW  contract.      Mr.  Trudeau  replied,  rot  the  Citizens'  Advisory 
Committee,  that  it  is  part  of  our  responsibility.     Director  V/oolridge  asked  what  the  $50,000  which 
the  Board  has  already  authorized,  buy.    Mr.  Trudeau  said  this  is  the  contract  figure  with  OVERVIEW 
and  ABAG  which  will  supply  both  the  master  plan  and  the  documents  connected  with  it    an  J  .he 
implementation  program.         The  Citizens  Task  Force,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  is  something  that  the  District 
is  responsible  for  and  making  sure  that  they  come  about  and  have  an  input  in  the  master  planning 
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process.       Director  Harberts  stated  that    under  the  circumstances  the  master  plan  package  was  gome 
to  cost  more  than  $50,000,  and  further  asked  how  much  more,  approximately.    Mr.  Trudeau 
replied  that  $50,000    had  been  set  aside  a   d  that  the  Board  had  been  advised  that  an  additional 
amount  was  required  the  second  year  of  either  $15,000  or  $10,000  for  the  implementation  and  that 
$5,000  had  been  included  for  the  tours  and  the  different  things  that  the  citizens  committee  w.II  be 
taking  part  in,  wiih  part  of  the  office  expense  coming  out  of  this  as  well .       Director  Harberts 
stated  that  these  expenses  then  do  not  include  Mr.  Home  which  could  be  in  excess  of  $13, UUU. 
Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  was  correct.      Director  Harberts  then  stated  that  the  figure  for  the  master  plan 
is  beginning  to  develop  towards  $100,000.    Mr.  Trudeau  said  it  would  be  closer  to  $75,000  or 
$00,000.       Director  Harberts  asked  if  he  would  settle  for  $100,000.    Mr.  Trudeau  said  that  he 
would  be  disappointed  if  it  ran  that  high. 

President  Blumberg  commented  that  as  a  member  of  the  committee  it  became  evident  that  someone 
was  needed  who  could  head  up  and  do  all  the  leg  work  that  would  be  required  for  the  committee, 
a  staff  member  is  not  available  and  it    is  necessary  to  go  ahead  with  this.      General  Manager 
Trudeau  said  that  this  was  one  of  the  most  important  things  the  District  can  do,  as  the  District  ! 

had  an  overall  citizens  committee,  although  this  was  discussed  a  number  of  years  ago.      Mr. 
Trudeau  said  he  felt  that  was  important  for  the  long  range  future  of  the  master  plan  and  that  good 
strong  citizens  participation  would  help  to  implement  th  am  as  well. 

Director  Macdonald  moved  F  proval,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Cogswell .  ^

b.         Approval  of  revised  job  description  for  Personnel  Manager  and  setting  salary  for  the  Job. 
On  this  item,    Director  Badger  asked  what  changes  had  been  made  in  me  fob  description. 
Assistant  General  Manager  Jerry  Kent  explained  that  the  original  specifications  should  have 
been  sent  along  with  the  new  description,  but  that  basically   the  elements  requiring  ihe 
Personnel  Manager  to  be  the  chief  negotiator  in  union  matters  was  reframed  so  that  the 
position  is  more  af  a  liaison  roll  between  department  heads  and  the  General  Manager  rather 
than  an  intermediary  between  the  employees  and  the  District.

Crutchei  ifi  cations  have  not  been  done,  although  notes    were  compli 
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on  the  type  of  materials  io  be  used  and  so  forth.       Mr.  Crutcher  estimated  that  there  was  still  about 
$3,000  worth  of  work  remaining  to  complete  the  drawings  and  specifications,  which  will  take  from 
tv/o  to  five  v/eeks.       The  new  site,  he  said,  also  requires  clipping  the  plan,  and  redrawing  of 
portions  of  the  plan,  although  it  will  not  affect  the  quality  or  the  quantity  oF  the  plan.      From  a 
professional  standpoint  and  with  which  everyone  in  his  department  agrees,   this  particular  structure 
is  a  very  personal  artistic  statement  by  Mr.  Luckman  ,  Mr.  Crutcher  said.      However,  he  said, 
this  is  not  to  say  that  if  the  Board  directs  staff  to  proceed  with  this  design,  they  will  not  do  so. 
Staff  v/UI  carry  it  out  quickly  and  well,  he  said.        in  essence,  he  said,  Mr.  Luckman  has  hummed 
a  tune  and  staff  will  have  to  orchestrate. 

General  Manager  Trudeau  commented  that  staff  has  nothing  but  the  highest  compliments  for  the 
program  and  that  facilities  are  necessary  and  that  private    financing  may  be  possible,  bur  from  the 
standpoint  of  cost  the  present  design  may  be  a  little  "rich  for  our  blood"   to  complete  it.      Mr. 
Trudeau  said  he  realized  that  a  lot  of  money  has  been  spent  on  various  plans,  but  sometimes  it  is 
better  to  start  fresh  and  get  something  that  is  more  up-to-date  environmentally  and  not  something 
designed  four  or  five  years  ago.       However,  recognizing  how  the  Board  feels  and  whatever  the 
Board  decides,  staff  will  back  the  Board  to  the  hilt  to  make  it  economically  feasible. 

Director  Badger  asked  Mr.  Crutcher  if  the  design  was  the  most  costly  type  of  structure.      Mr. 
Crutcher  said  it  was  a  costly  building  requiring  a  lot  of  extra  work .      Mr.  Crufcher  said  that  the 
earliest  they  could  come  to  the  Board    with  bids  would  be  July  4,  giving  about  five  weeks  to 
correct  the  drawings,  etc.         Mr. Badger  said  that  apparently  some  of  the  Board  Members  are 
committed  to  getting  the  project  done  and  that  he  was  not  In  dhagr  t  with  that,  but  that  if  it 

does  not  take  much  more  time  to  make  alterations  to  bring  it  into  a  more  reasonable  price,  perhaps 
this  is  what  should  be  done,  if  it  does  not  prolong     the  project.        Using  the  present  design,  Mr. 
Crutcher  said,  staff  would  not  be  able  to  save  much,  as  the  costs  are  inherent  \n  the  design  of  the 
building. 

To  further  questioning  by  Director  Badger,  Mr. Crutcher  said  that  starting  from  scratch,  reflecting 
the  some  program,  the  preliminary  plans  could  probably  be  completed  in  a  month,  working  drawings 
about  four  months,  but  the  construction  could  be  cut  tv/o  months  less    than  faced  with  on  the  present 
building.      Mr.  Crutcher  estimated  that  the  present  design  will  run  about  $40  a  square  foot  and 
something  in  the  nature  of  that  developed  at  Shadow  Ci: ffi  would  run  about  $25  a  ^juare  foot. 
The  project  budget,  Mr. Crutcher  said,  under  the  present  design  would  run  $489,000.    An  allocation 
of  $17,000  is  needed  to  complete  the  necessary  work  to  go  out  to  bid,  with  structural  ring 

running  about  $1,300,  soil  tests  at  about  $1,000,  site  work  and  landscaping  design  $3,000, 

wage  treatment  plant  $2,500,  specifications  and  instructions  io  bidders  $2,500,  reproduction  costs 
$400,  reversing  the  plan  $200~$400,  for  a  total  of  $14,200,  plus  a.  contingency  of  $2,  C00,  making 
a  total  of  $17,000,  Mr.  Crutcher  said. 

i rector  Cogswell    commented  that  as  a  new  Board  Member  serving  on  the  Finance  Committee  it 
irritated  him  somewhat  to  discover  the  amount  of  money  being  carried  over  for  this  om 

previous  years   and  felt  that  the  District  was  losing  money  in  being  negligent  in  this  regard  by 
r:ot  carrying  through  v/ith  this  project  which  is  desperately  needed.    This  kind  of  coi  iparative 
information,  he  said,  should  have  been  presented  years  ago. 

Mrs.  Horace  Burr,  a  visitor  to  the  meeting,  said  that  she  has  been  interested  in  this  project  from  i'

(b)  Improvements  at"CuTi  Canyon.      Bob  O'Brien,  Aquatics  Supervisor,  presented  a  very 
complete  and  thorough  reviews  oF  the  District's  aquatics  program  from  its  beginnings  in  the  40's 
to  the  present  day,  which  has  grown  from  3  swim  areas  and  15  lifeguards  in  1964,   to  seven  swim 
areas  and  56  lifeguards.        Mr.  O'Brien,  for  example,  stated  that  last  year  some  750,000  persons 
used  District  swim  areas  and  that  over  the  past  seven  years  more  than  four  million  people  have 
sunbathed  or  swam  at  park  facilities. 

Following  the  presentation  made  by  Mr.  O'Brien,  aided  by  various  lifeguards,  Bob  Savattcne,  Chief 
of  Parks,  commented  that  the  District  is  entering  the  1972  season  with  a  professional  Iffeguarding 
crew  and  program  which  is  probably    the  best  in  the  State  of  California  for  an  effective  and 
efficient  public  safety  program. 

Copies  of  Aquatics  Report  were    distributed  to  the  Directors,  which  Mr.  O'Brien  covered, 
and  therefore  are  not  recited  in  these  minuses ,      A  copy  of  the  report  is  available  at  the  District 
Headquarters.       The  current  lifeguard  program  called  for  employment  of  an  Assistant  Aquatic 
Supervisor  and  Mr.  O'Brien  introduced  Greg  West,  who  was  to  fill  this  position.      The  Board 
was  asked  to  approve  the  {ob  description  for  the  Assistant  Aquatic  Supervisor,  and  en  motion  of 
Director  Herberts,  seconded  by  Di  rector  Wco! ridge,  the  following  resolution  was  approved  by 
unanimous  vote:

E.        BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  BOARD 

1  .         Presentation  on  Skyline  National  Parle  by  Pleasanton  Councilman  William  Herlihy.     General 
Manager  Richard  Truaeau  introduced  Councilman  William  Herlihy  of  Pieascr-iton,  and  stated 
that  Mr.   Herlihy  was  ihe  Chairman  of  the  Pleasanton  Advisory  Committee  to  the  District.      Mr. 
Trudeau  explained  that    Mr.  Herlihy  has  done  an  excellent  job  of  promoting  the  concept  of  a  major 
ridgeline  pGrk  along  the  East  Bay  skyline,    suggesting  that  the  federal  government  acquire  about 
10,000  acres  as  an    alternate  to  the  Alameda  County  Skyline  Parkway  without  the  road  system  as 
oart  of  the  park  development  and  over  the  past  few  months  he  has  expanded  this  concept  to  include 
a  national  urban  park  stretching  from  the  hills  behind  Richmond  all  the  way   to  Sunol  Valley  Regional 
Park.      This  idea,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,  has  a  great  deal  of  merit. 

Mr.  Herlihy  in  his  presentation  credited  Mr.  William  Penn  Motf,   Jr., currently  the  Director  of  the 
State  Parks  and  Recreation  Department,  with  the  original  idea  when  he  was  the  Manager  of  the  Park 
Di  ^ct  seven  or  eight  years  ago.     Mr.  Herlihy  said  that  this  was  one  of  the  primcry  reasons  why 
Pleasanton  Township  joined  the  District.      Mr.  Mott  had  suggested  a  trail  system  along  Pleasanton 
Ridge,  which  never  took  place  for   lack  of  funds,  etc.,  Mr.  Herlihy  said,  and  now  there  seems  to 
oe  increasing  talk  about  a  highv/ay  and  a  number  of  intrusions  into  the  area  which  they  feel  are 
unwarranted  at  this  time.      We  should  be  looking  and  planning  ahead  to  the  year  2000,  which  is 
not  now  being  done,  to  be  sure  that  there  v/ill  be  park  land  and  open  space   for  the  500,000  or     more 
oeople  that  will  be  living  in  the  area,  Mr.  Herlihy  said. 

Originally,  Mr.  Herlihy  said,  it  was  his  idea  to  save  Pleasanton  Ridge,  and  the  idea  has  been 
slanted  in  Washington  to  establish  a  National  Urban  Park  starting  in  Richmond  all  the  way  to  Del 
Valle  dam,  with  fingers  running  off  and  tying  into  various  city  parks  and  the  Regional  Park  System. 
To  this  end,  he  said,  he  has  made  a  i  of  presentations  in  the  area  since  last  October  and  felt 

rhat  it  has  considerable  merit  and  does  deserve  consideration.      Most  of  the  property,   Mr.  Herlihy 
said,  is  taxed  at  its  potential  and  the  taxpayer  will  be  defuncted  if  he  canno*  sell  the  land  for 
development.       The  people,  he  said,  have  a  responsiblity  to  look  at  how  open  space  can  be 
orescivcd  so  it  is  not  lost  to  development.      Because  of  the  tremendous  burden  to  finance  such  a 
project,  Mr.  Herlihy  said,   it  is  suggested  that  this  be  a  National  Urban  Park,  financed  by  the 

Jcral  government.      Mr.  Herlihy  asked  for  the  District's  help  toward  this  end,  suggesting  that 
the  system  could  be  operated  by  the  Park  District  as  a  possibility.     Mr.   Heilihy  suggested  also  that 
if  ihe  idea  deserved  consideration,   it  be  referred  to  OVERVIEW  for  their  consideration  lo  include 
in  their  master  plan,  so  that  at  least  the  land  will  be  identified  as  possibh  forestalling

il  Managei   Trudeau  stated  ihat  such  a  project  was  bigger  than  ihe  District  could  finatv 
,000  acres,  and  therefore  should  be  considered  at  the  federal  I    vel,    but  that  it  is  an  area  that 
OVL!:  .ill  study.      Director  Badger  moved  to  turn  this  over  to  OVERVIEW  for  consideration 
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which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Cogswell  and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted 
unanimously:

Mrs.  Chaney  introduced    Mrs.   Shirley  Dietderich,    Day  Camp  Chairman  for  the  Codornices  Council 
of  Camp  Fire  Girls,  who  presented  Chairman  Haley  with  their  check  of  $144  which  had  been 
collected  by  the  Camp  Fire  Girls  through    candy  sales,      Mrs.  Dietderich  said  that  v/ould  make 
every  effort  to  continue  the  program  over  the  years.

Mineral  Act,  I  to  protect  fragile  areas,  more  realistic  r<  lum  to  the  public  for  resources 

,  and  to  enable  the  .i.rnent  to  retain  ciear  ownership  of  public  lands  where  mining  claims 
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NAr. Trudeau  said  that  the  hearing  on  the  Kosanke  Mining  Claim  at  the  Coal  Mines  area  was  held 
May  15  in  Washington,  D.C.,  encompassing  some  five  hours  of  testimony.    Mr.  Blumberg  and 
Ar.   Hornbeck  were  there,  Mr.  Trudeau  said,   representing  the  Park  District,   Bill  Dickinson, 
-eprescnting  the  Contra  Costa  Park  Council,   Eugene  Ballock,  representing  the  Gjntra     Costa  County 
Board  of  Supervisors,     Joann  Johnson,  representing  an  environmental  group  from  Antioch   and  a 
number  of  other  agencies ,  all  paying  their  own  ways  to  go  back  to  participate.      Congressman 
Jerome  Waldie  sat  in  at  the  hearing,  Mr.  Trudeau  said. 

At  the  hearing  Mr.  Hornbeck  challenged  some  of  the  aspects  of  the  mining  law  as  it  related  to  this 
oarticular  claim,   Ml  .Trudeau  said,  and  that  everyone  was  pleased  with  the  receptability  of  the  nine 
member  hearing  panel.         Mr. Trudeau  said  it  was  significant  that  this  has  been  the  second  time  in 
•he  history  of  the  Board  of  Land  Appeals  that  they  have  met  in  bank  on  any  issue.    All  nine  members 
of  the  panel  met,  rather  than  the  three  who  had  heard  the  appeal  earlier,   Mr. Trudeau  said. 

.  Trudeau  stated  that  the  District's  arguments  were  based  on  a  better  and  higher  land  use,  rather 
than  mining  purposes,    as  v/etl  as  economic  and  environmental  issues.      Mr.  Trudeau  also  credited 
Beatrice  Laws,  attorney  for  the  Sierra  Club,  and  Mike  Palmer,  attorney     for  the  Environmental 
Defense  Fund,  for  their  participation  in  the  hearing.         There  is  every  indication    that  this  matter 
//ill  be  given  priority  and  that  a  decision  will  be  forthcoming  some  time  late  this  fall,  Mr.  Trudeau 
said.      In  closing,  Mr.  Trudeau  complimented  Counsel  Donn  Black  for  the  preparation  of  the 
or'^and  excellent  study  on  this  ahead  of  time. 

(b)        Prefab  Modular  Unit  for  District  Headquarters.        Lewis  Crutcher,  Chief  of  Plans, 
Design  and  Construction,  reported  on  the  modular  unit,  reminding  the  Board  that  the  Board 
had  rejected  bids  for  the  unit  and  the  foundation  and  authorized  staff  to  accept  quotations  for  a 
relocatable  office  structure.       The  District  has  been  successful,  Mr.   Crutcher  said,  in  negotiating 

acceptable  agreement  with  Design  Facilities  Leasing  Company,  a  subsidiary  of  Kaiser  Industries, 
for  the  unit  and  the  low  bidder  for  the  foundation  has  agreed  to  honor  their  bid.      Mr.  Crutcher 
recommended  that  the  Board  authorize  proceeding  on  this  basis.      On  motion  of  Director  Harberts, 
seconded  by  Director  Mccdonald,  the  following  resolution  was  accordingly  adopted  by  unanimous 
vote:

That  the  budget  and  the  work  program  for  this  project  as 
presented  by  staff  at  the  May  16  Board  meeting  be  approved,

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foregoing  structural  conlracts,  force  account  work  and 
necessary  equipment  to  complete  the  project,  be  approved. 

(c)  Lake  Temescoi  Access  Road.        Assistant  General  Manager  Jerry  Kent  reported  on  the 
pTo^ems  in  keeping  the  parking  lot  at  the  north  entrance  to  Lake  Temescal  open 

because  of  the  drainage  work  and  road  installation  on  Broadway.       Temporary  access  has  now 
been  provided,  Mr.  Kent  said,  which  hopefully  will  resolve  the  problem. 

(d)  Til  den  Golf  Course.     Allhough  this  item  was  carried  over  for  discussion  later  in  the 
^"eTiT^Tpending  the  arrival  of  Sandy  Burns  of  Don  the  Beachcomber  Enterprises, 

operators  of  the  Tilden~Golf  Course,  it  is  reported  in  these  minutes  in  the  sequence  of  the 
agenda.      Assistant  Genera!  Manager  Jerry  Kent  opened  the  discussion,  staling  that  Director 
Badger  at  the  last  meeting  had  requested  a  report  on  the  golf  course,  and  showed    a  seri 
slides  as  to  what  has  been  taking  place  at  the  course  during  the  last  ten  months,  as  the  best 
way  to  show  what  has  been  going  on.      The  slides  indicated  the  work  that  has  been  done  and 
is  taking  place  during  the  period  that  Don  the  Beachcomber  has  been  operating  the  course, 
with  Mr.  Kent  outlining  the  work  accomplished  to  date. 

Mr.  Burns  in  making  his  report,  stated  that  so  far  the  Beachcomber  organization  has  spent  in 
excess  of  5447,000  on  the  course,  with  about  another  $100,000  to  go  in  direct  capital 
improvements,  anticipating  to  spend  $30,000-$40,000  this  year  on  the  drainage.    Mr  .Burns 
said  they  were  extremely  pleased  with  what  has  happened  so  far  at  the  Golf  Course,  with 
the  play  picking  up  considerably,  feeling  very  strongly  that  Tilden  was  the  most  scenic  golf 
course  in  ihe  Bay  Area,  and  will  shortly  be  the  finest  golf  course,  as  well. 

Director  Badger  suggested  that  the  Board  be  given  an  accounting  breakdown  of  the  funds 
spent  by  Don  the  Beachcomber  for  improvements  at  the  Tilden  Golf  Course  when  it  is 
completed.       Mr.  Burns  stated  that  they  have  already  started  the  breakdown  about  a  month 
ago  and  are  trying     to  keep  it  as  vp  to  date  as  possible,  so  that  the  Board  will  be  ab!  e  to 
see,  on  paper,  what  has  been  done  with  the  improvement  program  as  it  was  set  out  in  the 
lease  agreement.    General  Manager  Trudeau  also  suggested  that  the  Board  should  arrange  a 
tour  of  the  course  itself. 

(e)  Union  Negotiations.  General  Manager  Trudeau  requested  that  this  be  carried  over 
to  the  next  Board  meeting    and  concurred  with  Director  Cogswell's  statement  that  any 

future  discussion  would  not  change  the  substance  of  the  thinking  at  the  last  meeting  when  this 
subject  was  discussed  in  Executive  Session.

program  starts  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year.     Sometimes  the  District  is  able  to  extend  funds  to 
covei   the  entire  period,  but  circumstances  require  additional  allocations.      Christian  Nelson  also 
commented  briefly  on  the  program,  stating  that  many  of  the  members  of  his  staff  started  out  as 
Intern*,  as  did  Jim  Grassi,   the  Acting  Administrative  Assistant. 
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Director  Badger  moved  for  approval  of  fhe  items  under  the  "Consent  Calendar",  which  motion  was 
seconded  by  Director  Woolridge.      By  unanimous  vote  of  the  six  Board  Members  present  the  following 
resolutions  v/ere  adopted:

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6.         Presentation  on  Albany  Hill  by  Albapy  Councilman  Richard  Clark.      General  Manager  Trudeau 

introduced  Councilman  Richaray  staring  that  although  the  project  was  not  basically  a  regional 
park  project,  it  was  one  that  could  be  studied  by  OVERVIEV/  and  on  the  other  hand  it  is  an  area 
that  most  of    us  see  and  has  some  value  and  there  may  be  some  way  that  the  District  can  assist  Albany 
in  acquiring  it.        For  the  record  this  item  was  also  carried  over  for  later  in  the  meeting  awaiting 
the  arrival  of  Mr.   Clark,  but  is  reported  in  these  minutes  in  the  sequence  of  the  agenda. 

Mr.   Clark  in  making  his  presentation,  stated  that  he  has  been  the  Mayor  of  Albany  for  four  or  five 
years  and  has  been  a  councilman  since  1964  and  lhat  this  is  the  first  time  he  has  had  the  opportunity 
to  serve  the  city  has  the  park  and  recreation  liaison  officer.      Coincident  with  that  the  City  is  in  th< 
process  and  just  recently  their  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  adopted  a  general  master  plan  for  th 
park  and  recreation  facilities  for  the  City  of  Albany,  Mr.  Clark  said. 

Mr.  Clark  explained  some  of  the  history  of  Albany  Hill  and  said  their  immediate  concern  is  the 
crown  of  the  hill  which  is  zoned  R-3  multiple  family  residential,  hill  control,  which  means  before 
anyone  can  build  in  that  area  they  have  to  come  before  the  planning  commission  for  a  permit  and 
subsequently  before  the  permit  is  granted  or  not  an  appec\  process  before  the  City  Council  is  in 
order,  as  well  as  final  court  action  if  necessary.      The  problem  today,  he  said,  is  the  fact  fhar 

are  some  applications  for  apartment  zoning  for  the  hill  area  and  the  city  hasgiver  him 
permission  to  try  to  implement  a  purchase  program  for  the  remaining  area  of  Albany     Hill.      The 
City  Council,  he  said,  has  placed  a  freeze   in  any  change  in  the  zoning  of  this  property  to  permit 

ry  possible  effort  to  get  funds  to  purchase  the  property  for  park  and  recreation  purposes  and 
preserve  it  has  open  space.  Mr.  Clark    said  the  Albany     Hill  is  a  unique  landmark  and  should 

be  preserved.  . 
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^eries  of  slides  of  the  hill  were  shown  and  described  by  Neal  Havelock.       In  closing,  Mr.   Clark 
Wed  that  as  the  Board  could  see  from  the  slides  they  presented  a  very  dramatic  epproach  to 
Albany  Hill  and  directly  illustrated    why  every  effort  should  be  made  to  save  the  hill     and  asked  the 
Board  for  its  aid  in  some  manner  or  form  in  helping    the  City  of  Albany  purchase  some  portions  of 
Albany  Hi  II  and  also  the  Board's  aid  in  developing  their  master  plan  for  park  and  recreation. 

Director  Badger  suggested  as  a  first  step,  the  zoning  ordinance  be  changed.    Mr.  Clark  said  that 
this  step  has  been  taken,  with  a  freeze  on  all  development,  but  that  this  is  an  uphill  battle. 
Chairman  Haley  tbanked  Mr.  Clork  for  the  presentation,  stoting  that  the  Board  would  take  no 
positive  action  today,  but  appreciated  Mr.  Clark's  concern  and  that  certainly  this  area  would  be 
included  in  the   OVERVIEW  study.        General  Manager  Trudeau  also  commented  that  the  District 
may  be  able  to  give  a  helping  hand  in  other  ways  and  to  suggest  where  funds  may     be  gotten.

1  Report  on  Union  Negotiations  and  related  actions.         President  Blumberg  commented  that 

no  further  report  on  this  item  was  necessary,  other  than  the  remarks  made  at  the  opening  of 
cting. 

?  Adoption  of  Master  Plan  for  Coyote  Hills  Regional  Park.       President  Blumberg  in  <  ie 

discussion  on  this  subject,  stated  that  this  would  be  a  presentation  on  the  plan  rather  than  its 
adootion.      General  Manager  Trudeau  explained  further  that  at  the  request  of  the  cities  of  Fremont, 
Newark  and  Union  City,  adoption    of  the  Coyote  Hills  plan  would  be  postponed  to  a    later  date  so 
that  some  of  the  south  county  city  managers  can  be  present  to  express  their  views        Mr. Trudeau  said 
that  the  Fremont  City  Council  will  review  the  plan  this  evening  (June  6),  with  the  cities  of  Newark 
and  Union  City  needing  a  little  more  time  to  study  the  plan  and  wish  to  appear  before  the  i 
prior  to  its  approval . 

Director  Badger  noted  that  the  plan  had  some  additions,   including  a  swim  complex.      Mr. Trudeau 
stated  that  these  additions  came  about  as  a  result  of  the  public  hearings  held  by  the  consultants  ana 
are  supported  by  staff.        Chief  of  Plans,  Design  and  Construction  Lewis  Crutcher  introduced 
Christopher  Degenhardt  of  Rckbo.,    Dean,  Austin  and  Williams,  the  firm  retained  by  the  District  to 
do  the  master  plan  for  Coyote  Hills. 

Mr.   Degenhardt  summarized  previous  presentations,  including  the  analysis  on  the  feasibility  ol 
marina  and  the  ecological  aspects  of  the  park  for  purposes  of  park  planning,  and  recited  the  firm's 
final  recommendations  as  a  result  of  the  study.       Mr.   Degenhardt  showed  slides  of  the  interim  plan, 
with  staff  assistance,  which  summarized  the  program  of  accomplishment  for  the  next  12  month- 
less.      Among  the  things  to  be  accomplished  in  the  interim  plan  were  some  improvement  at  the 
entrance  to  the  park  because  of  the  visibility  factor,  major  improvement  at  the  parking  lot,  ai 
as  circulation  through  the  park  tends  to  confuse  and  interfere  with  the  real  opportunities,  a 
circular  road  is  proposed  to  be  cut  off  at  the  parking  lot  and  forming  the  terminus  for  the  inter 
headquarters  and  interpretive  program  which  will  come  about  through  conversion  of  the  rcsear 
oratories  and  buildings  there,  Mr.  Degenhardt  said. 

Mr.  Degenhardt  said  that  buildings  not  being  capable  of  being  converted  will,  hopefully, 

moved,  as  also  would  be  the  abandoned  Nike  site.       One  important  aspect  of  the  program,   Mr. 
Degenhardt  said,  at  this  time  is  to  link  up  with  the  bicycle  trail  system  along  Alameda  Crei 
connecting  into  the  trail  system  which  is  being  built.      The  concept  of  the  park,  he  said,   is  to 
tiy  and  do  those  activities  now  which  the  District  con  afford  to  do  ana  working  into  the  long  range 
plans  for  the  park  as  finances  become   available. 

Mr.   Degenhardt  stated  the  the  schematic  plan  for  the  public  lands  included  those  land-,  north  of  the 
.      I    which,  he  said,  th  i  hop    fol  of  working  out  an  arrangement  with  the  Flood  Control 

let  to  expand  the  park.     Two  marina  sit-  i  atcd,  Mr.   Degenhardl  sold,   for  long  range 

,  one  within  the  park  and  the  other  by  Dumbarton  Bridge,      The  conclusion  was,  :d, 

it  should  it  prove  feasible  ai  a  later  date  to  develop  a  marina,   this  would  be  done  as  an 
independent  function  on  a  concessionaire  basis  and  would  not  involve  District  funds.        One 
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possibility,  lie  sou',   In  conjunction  with  the  marina  is  the  development  of  a  port  harbor  authority 
which  would  provide  the  tax  base  for  such  a  development.      The  proposed  program,   Mr.   Degenhardt 

\,  for  Coyote  Hills  is  planned  in  such  a  manner  as  to  complement  the  National  Wildlife  Refuge 
should  it  come  about,  adjacent  to  the  park. 

As  a  result  of  the  public  hearings  and  the  strong  interest  shown  for  a  swimming  facility,   this  has 
been  included  in  the  project  and  is  quite  appropriate,  Mr.   Degenhardt  said.       At  the  conclusion 
of  Mr.  Degenhardt's  presentation,  Chief  of  Plans,  Design  and  Construction  Crutcher  commented 
that  the  firm  has  fulfilled  the  essence  of  the  contract,  with  the  schematic  plan  being  a  workable 
one  for  the  District's  immediate  and  long  range  plans. 

Director  Cogswell  questioned  the  feasibility  of  the  swim  facility  in  the  north  area,  and  whether  or 
not  if  was  necessarily  tied  in  with  the  sailing  facility  a^  shov/n  in  the  slides.      Mr.   Degenhardt  stated 
that  the  rationale  for  associating  the  two  was  essentially  one  of  water  and  water  quality,  which 
would  be  adequate  in  the  north  area  where  there  would  be  a  need  to  dispose  of  treated  water  from 
a  treatment  plant  and  the  sailing  lagoon  would  be  a  logical  association  with  the  swim  facility. 

sident  Blumberg  thanked  Mr.   Degenhardt  for  his  presentation  and  concluded  by  staling  that  no 
Board  action  was  required  at  this  time,  that  this  would  come  before  the  Board  again  at  a  later  date. 

3.         Presentation  on  the  Anthony  Chabot  Regional  Park  Ecological  Study  Reserve.        Assistant 

General  Manager  Jerry  Kent  opened  the  discussion  on  this  subject,  stating  that  the  District 
has  been  working  for  almost  a  year  and  a  half  with  a  small  group  of  people  who  wanted  io  wrap  up 
a  brochure  for  the  development  of  the  area  set  aside  in  Anthony  Chabot  Regional  Park  for  a  botanic 
reserve.     Mr.  Kent  stated  that  Mrs.  Doreta  Choney,  the  District's  development  specialist,  has  been 
working  with  A.   E.  Wieslander,  retired  U.  S.  Forest  Service  forester  of  Berkeley,  F.  Owen  Pearce, 
and  several  other  people  on  the  publication  of  a  brochure  to  dovelop  the  concept  further  and  defi, 
it.      The  proposal,  Mr.  Kent  said,  recommended  for  Board  action  is  first,  to  authorize  staff  to  accept 
a  gift  from  Mr.  Wiesander  for  the  publication  of  the  brochure  to  the  Inter-County  Parks  Foundation 
and  then  to  authorize  publication  of  the  brochure  and  the  setting  up  of  a  fund  for  the  Foundation  to 
accept  gifts  for  the  project. 

Mis.   Chaney  introduced  Mr.  Wieslander  and  other  members  of  the  group    and  displayed   the  original 
for  the  brochure,  with  the  photographs  and  layout,  stating  that  Mr.  Wieslander  has  been  working  with 
RAHM  on  this  for  some  time  .      Mrs.   Chaney  said  that  RAHM  is  the  advertising  agency  which  has 
donated  its  services  to  the  District.      Even  with  RAHM  donating  their  services  for  the  development  of 
the  brochure,  the  actual  cost  of  publication  will  be  from  $1 .50  to  $2.00  a  copy,  with  Mr. 
Wieslander  to  provide  the  money  to  produce  it.       Mrs.   Chancy  stated  that  in  the  original  master  plan 
for  Chabot  Park,  an  area  of  about  300  acres  had  been  set  aside  for  a  natural  botanic  reserve,  with 
the  purpose  of  the  brochure  being  to  solicit  contributions  to  bring  this  about. 

F.  Owen  Pearce,   chairman  of  the  Ecological  Study  Reserve  Committee  and  Past  President  of  the 
California  Horticultural   Society,   read  a  prepared  statement  to  the  Board,  which  Indicated  that    the 
Chabot   area  would  be  a  competent  site  for  growing  many  of  the  plant  communities  worthy  of 
preservation,  and  ideal  for  their  purposes  because  of  the  different  types  of  soils  and  climate  in  a 
relatively  small  ar>  of  which  would  accommodate  differenl  types  of  plant  community 

Mr.   T  also  read  from  the  brochure  which  explained  the  need  for  contributions  for  the  develop- 

ment and  operation  of  the  reserve  and  inviting  the  public  to  give  gifts  for  this  purpose. 

Mr.  Pearce  furthei  'tat  the  committee  will  seek  Funding  from  private  foundations  through  the 

joint  e:  of  the  University  of  California    and  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District.      It  is  planned 


Mr.   Pearce  said,   that  a  non-profit  organization  develop  and  maintain  the  ecological  study  reserve 
under  a  lease  management  agreement.      Mr.  Pearce  credited  David  Arbegast,  Landscape  Architect, 
Dr.  Harold  tdy  of  the  University  of  California,   Dr.  Watson  M.  Laetsch,  also  of  the  Unversity  of 
California,   Dr.  Herbert  L.  Mason,  professor  emeritus  of  botany  at  the  Unversity  of  Californ 
Dr.  N.  Ryerson  of  the  University    of  California  and  a  host  of  others  for  their  contribution  in  the 
development  of  ihe  brochure. 

Dr.  Wafson  Laetsch,  professor  of  botany  at  the  University  of  California  and  Director  of  the  U.   C. 
Botanic  Garden,  explained  the  three  types  of  soil    which  will  support  three  distinct  plant 
communities  and  made  a  slide  presentation  on  the  area.      Some  of  the  slides  shown  had  been  token 
by  Greg  Phillips  of  the  District  staff  and  were  described  by  him  during  the  presentation.     Ml  .   Phillips 
said  that  the  area  had  the  most  fantastic  bird  life  thai  he  has  seen  in  the  Regional  Parks. 

Mrs.  Chaney  commented  on  the  research  that  had  gone  into  the  project  and  urged  the  Board  to 
accept  the  concept  on  moving  forward  to  fund  the  project  through  publication  of  the  brochure. 
Director  Cogswell  commented  that  the   concept  appears  to  be  centered  on  developing  plant 
communities  which  are  not  there  now.     It  was  explained  to  Dr.   Cogswell  that  although  the 
different  plant  communities  exist  in  the  area  now,  additional  species  will  be  brought  in  from  other 
parts  of  the  state,  with  several  acres,  hopefully,  devoted  to  various  species. 

Director  Badger  asked  if  this  project  would  compete  with  the  long-established  Tilden  Regional  Park 
Botanic  Garden  and  was  assured  by  Mrs.  Chaney  and  General  Manager  Trudeau,  as  well  as  members 
of  the  audience  that  this  project  would  not  affect  the  Tilden  Botanic  Garden  and  would  be  an 
entirely  different  type  of  situation.         Mr. Trudeau  further  commented  that  this  question  was 
resolved  at  the  time  that  the  master  plan  for  Anthony  Chabot  Park  was  approved  -  that  it  would  not 
compete  or  threaten  the  Tilden  Botanic  Garden  in  any  way.        Director  Cogswell  also  comment: 
that  from  what  Mr.Wieslander  has  stated,  it  appears  that  the  whole  idea  of  the  ecological  stud 
reserve  is  a  very  different  one  than  that  proposed  for  Huckleberry  Trail,  and  doubted  the  ability  of 
getting  the  various  communities  growing  and  thoroughly  established.      It  would  be  a  gamble  in  other 
v/ords,   Dr.  Cogswell  said,  as  to  how  many  communities  could  be  there,  whereas  in  the  case  of 
Huckleberry  Trail  the  plant  communities  are  already  established. 

Director  Macdonald  asked  if  the  Park  District  would  have  to  help  oul  in  the  funding  of  the  project 
and  was  advised  by  Mrs.  Chancy  that  the  reserve  would  be  operated  under  a  lease  managerm 
agreement  and  the  District  would  not  have  to  expend  funds  on  the  project.       Director  Herberts 
moved  to  accept  the  gift  fiom  Mr.Wieslander,  which  motion  was  seconded  by  Director  Badger. 
The  following  resolution  was  accordingly  adopted  by  unanimous  vote:

Director  Howard  Cogswell,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Hucklebeiry  Trail  Committee,  opened  the 
discussion  on  this  subject,  stating  that  by  Board  authorization  the  committee  was  appointed  in 
March  of  this  year.      Some  members  of  the  committee,   Director  Cogswell  said,  have  a  legal  back- 
ground, with  most  of  the  membership  botanical ly  inclined,  and  thankfully  some  of  them  had  a  long 
period  of  understanding  of  not  only  the  Huckleberry  Trail  area  but  of  the  District  operations  as  well . 
One  of  the  strong  inputs  in  the  recommendation  that  came  out  was  the  educational  advantage  of 
having  something  else  done  to  Huckleberry  Trail  than  that  which  the  Board  has  already  authorized, 
Director  Cogswell  said. 

Director  Cogswell  stated  that  the  committee  was  set  up  charged  with  advising  the  General  Manager 
with  respect  to  acquisition  and  negotiation  for  acquisition  on  any  additional  spurs  or  nodules  along 
the  150  ft.  t  nt  as  well  os-for  the  preservation  of  additional  plant  communities  and  ground  covei 

in  the  area.      It   is  on  that  point,   Director  Cogswell  said,     that  the  report  of  the  committee  is  based. 
The  committee  had  three  meetings,   Director  Cogswell  said,  and  worked  out  the  recommendations  in 
quite  careful  detail,   citing  Resolution  *251 9  of  this  Board  which  indicated  that  a  botanical  wildlife 
preserve  was  one  of  the  District's  functions.      At  present,  he  said,   the  District  has  no  area  set  aside 
with  the  official  title  of  botanic  or  wildlife  preserve.       It  was  the  recommendation  of  the  committee, 
Director  Cogswel  I  said,   that  the  Huckleberry  Trail  area,   not  just  the  trail  itself,  be  established  as 
the  first  botanic  preserve  within  the  Park  District.      Director  Cogswell  said  that  the  committee  report 
documents  why  the  trail  corridor  itself  would  not  preserve  the  existing  plant  life  in  the  area. 

A  map  of  the  Huckleberry  Trail  area  was  shown  and  described  by  Director  Cogswell,  together  with 
n  series  of  slides  including  aerial  photographs  of  the  area  described  by  Dr.  Marion  Reeve.     Foll<  wing 
the  showing  ol  the  slides  Director  Cogswell  recited  the  committee  recommendation  that  the  District 
begin  the  establishment  of  the  District's    first  real  botanical  preserve  by  acquiring  the  entire  Huckl 
berry  Trail  Company  propery  for  the  following  four  reasons,  as  itemized  in  the  report: 

1)  Preservation  of  the  plant  and  ground  cover  communities  and  species  can  only  be  achieved 
by  the  preservation  of  the  entire  ecosystem. 

2)  The  botanical  members  of  the  advisory  committee  are  unanimous  in  observing  the  unique- 
ness of  the  area. 

3)  The  committee  is  unanimous  in  stating  that  any  disturbance  of  the  slope  up-hill  from  the 
proposed  trail  will  irreparably  damage  and  eventually  destroy   the  botanical  significance 
of  the  area  of  the  proposed  150  foot  side  easement. 

4)  As  the  committee  has  made  clear,   the  two  knolls  and  the  area  upslope  are  essential  to 
maintain  the  entire  community.      It  is  apparent  also    that  these  areas  constitute  the  only 
readily  developable  real  estate  in  the  Huckleberry  Trail  Company  property.      Thus  H 
cost  of  acquiring  the  entire  property  may  well  be  no  more  than  that  of  acquiring  only  the 
easement,   the  two  knolls  and  the  area  upslope. 

Director  Harberts  asked  if  this  area  had  been  included  by  the  University  of  California  among  the 
50  sites  of  the  Natural  Land  and  Water  Reserves.  Dr.  Leo  Brewer  commented  that  they  were  all 
undei   the  impression  that  the  Park  District  had  actually  gone  ahead  with  acquisition  of  the  property 

and  that  it  came  as  a  shock  to  them  that  Jhis  was  not  the  case. 

Diirctor  C  II  called  attention  to  the  add*  ndum  in  the  report  that  while  not  within  the  purview 

of  the  committee  as  directed  by  the  Board,  the  commit  lee  strongly  advised  that  the  District  acquire 
the  necessary  adjacent  properties  on  I  lire  hillside  to  complete  the  botanical  preserve  and 
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provide  connection  of  it  to  Sibley  Regional  Park  and  a  compatible  alignment  of  the  equestrian  trail  . 

Getting  back  to  his  original  comments  Dircclor  Herberts  stated  that  it  surprised  him  that  the  group 
had  not  pursued  the  U.C.  avenue  on  the  Natural  Land  and  Water  Reserves.      Director   Cogswell 
commented  that  this  avenue  was  not  pursuedonthe  assumption  that  the  property  was  preserved  already 
or  was  going  to  be,  which  was  a  valid  one.        Director  Woolridge  clarified  ihe  point  that  this  had 
always  been  thought  of  by  the  Board  as  a  trail  and  not  extended  to  cover  a  large  area    and  that  was 
one  of  the  reasons  for  the  amount  of  funds  budgeted  for  the  project.        Director  Cogswell  countered 
that  one  of  the  reasons  for  acquiring  the  trail  also  was  because  of  its  botanical  inlerest  and  in  order 
to  preserve  this  botanical  interest  a  larger  area  will  have  to  be  acquired.        Director  Woolridge 
commented  that  this  may  be  true,  but  that  it  was  not  until  recently  that  he  was  made  aware 
that  what  v/as  desired  was  more  than  the  trail  area. 

Dan  Luten  of  the  Regional  Parks  Association  commented  that  their  report  from  the  very  first  was  to 
acquire  at  least  200  acres  and  that  perhaps  there  may  have  been  a  lack  of  communication  to  the 
Board     the  lack  of  which  they  were  not  aware.    All  of  their  thinking,  Mr.  Luten  said,  was  directed 
totvard  acquiring  the  tract  not  just  a  trail . 

President  Blumberg  cited  the  monetary  problem  with  $90,000  in  the  budget  for  the  entire  project 
Dnector  Cogswell   stated  that  he  would  like  to  discuss  this  matter  with  the  legal  counsel  handling 
the  matter  before  he  made  a  motion,  but  that  the  committee  proposal  is,  regardless  of  whether  they 
can  stay  within  the  budgetary  limits,   the  goal  of  preserving  the  plant  communities  there    and  getting 
a  trail  ,n  the  general  area  also  is  so  great  a  one  that  the  committee  would  recommend  going  ahead 


on  it. 


Director  Blumberg  suggested  that  if  the  District  does  not  have  the  funds,  perhaps  the  University 
of  California  woula  feel  that  this  project  is  urgent  enough   to  come  uP  with  some  additional  funds 
under  its  grant  program  from  the  Ford  Foundation  for  the  Natural  Land  and  Water  Reserves.     Mr 
Dan  Cheatham  from  the  University  of  California  on  the  staff  for  the  U.C.  Natural    Land  and  Water 
Reserve  System    as  field  representative,  stated  that  with  respect  to  the  Ford  Foundation  Grant  all 
that  money  has  been  allocated  to  other  projects  within  the  reserve  system. 

Dr.  Mason  also  commented  that  the  Huckleberry  Trail  project  was  underway  long  before  the  Ford 
Founcahon  funds  became  available  and  that  they  did  not  become  available  until  after  he  had 
retired  from  the  University.       President  Blumberg  asked  for  comments  from  the  audio,,  ith 

Dr   Glenn  T.  Seaborg     former  U.   C.   Chancellor  and  Associate  Director  of  the  Radiation  Laboratory 
and  now  Unvers.ty  Professor  of  Chemistry,  representing  most  of  the  group,  being  the  first  to  speak 

n  behalf  of  the  Botan.c ■  Reserve .      Dr.   Seaborg  in  addressing  the  Board  stated  that  he  represented 

e  Citizens  for  Urban  Wilderness  Areas  which  included  representatives  of  28  organizations  Including 
the  S.erra  Club,  the  Regional  Porks  Association  and  the  California  Native  Plant  Society.

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Ned  Robinson,  attorney  representing  the  Huckleberry  Tiail  Company,  stated  that  he  was  at  a  loss 
for  words,  because  when  he  made  the  last  presentation  he  had  asked  for  trie  opportunity  of  working 
with  the  committee  and  was  sorry  that  the  invitation  could  not  be  carried  out.  Mr.  Robinson  said 
he  was  not  in  a  position  to  comment  on  the  report  and  although  they  had  requested  a  copy,  they 
has'e  not  yet  seen  it.  Mr.  Robinson  stated  he  wanted  to  make  it  clear  lhai  in  terms  of  history  as 
Director  V/ool ridge  has  said,  the  Huckleberry  Trail  Company  and  its  predecessor  have  always  been 
led  to  believe  that  what  was  wanted  was  a  trail  and  speaking  for  the  Huckleberry  Trail  Company 
they  have  always  been  willing  to  talk  in  terms  of  the  trail,  either  50  ft.  or  150  f t .  Mr.  Robinson 
asked  what  direction  the  District  planned  to  go.  Mr.  Robinson  said  they  paid  $67,000  for  the 
property  and  that  although  they  are  willing  to  talk  in  terms  of  the  entire  property,  they  would 
prefer  the  original  trail  plan. 

At  this  point  President  Biumberg  called  for  an  Fxecutive  Session  in  consultation  with  Attorney  Jack 
Rogers.      Following  the  Executive  Session  and  a  short  recess,   President  Biumberg  called  the  meeting 
back  into  session.        Director  Woolridge  made  the  motion  as  recommended  by  counsel     that  the 
District  go  for  the  total  Hucklebeiry  Trail  Company  property  and  to  file  condemnation  procedure  on 
the  balance  of  the  trail  system    and  to  immediately  amend  and  apply  for  on  increase  if  possible  for  rh< 
Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  grant.       Attorney  Jack  Rogers  clarified  the  motion,  stating  that 
the  motion    is  to  amend  the  present  condemnation  complaint  to  acquire    the  total  property  and  to 
file  new  proceedings  on  the  balance  of  the  trail  between  Sibley  and  Redwood  Regional  Parks  . 
Director  Harberts  seconded  the  motion,   and  the  following  resolution  was  odopted  by  unanimous 
vole  of  the  Board:

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  East  Bay  Regional 
Park  District,  as  a  nnttcr  of  public  necessity,  authorize  and  direct  the  General  Manager  ond  the 
law  firm  of  Rogers,  Vizzard  &  Taller!  to  amend  the  District's  action  of  condemnation,   Case  No. 
130785  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  County  of  Contra  Costa    to  include 
all  of  the  Huckleberry  Trail   Company  parcel  as  described  in  the  grant  deed  between  William

1  .         Arroyo  del  Cerro 

a.         Review  of  Arroyo  del  Cerro  Plan.       General  Manager  Trudeau  opened  the  discussion 
relating  the  early  background  of  this  project  with  the  District's  commitment  to  Contra  Costa 
County  in  1964  and  more  recently  approval  in  principle  of  the  feasibility  report  for  Davis- 
Grunsky  funding  of  the  project  for  multiple  use.      Mr.  Trudeau  stated  that  the  Board  has  been 
consistent  in  taking  action  favorable  to  this  project  on  a  number  of  occasions,  subject  to 
approval  of  a  master  plan  and  resolution  of  funding  for  the  project. 

Assistant  General  Manager  Jerry  Kent  explained  the  location  of  the  project,  with  Chief  of 
Plans,    Design  and  Construction  explaining  the  master  plan    which  was  on  display.      Mr. 
Crutcher  stated  that  the  basic  project  consisted  of  two  earth-fill  dams  on  Little  Pine  Creek  and 
Arroyo  del  Cerro  forming  a  common  reservoir,  partitioned  by  a  dike  for  recreational  uses.     The 
Arroyo  del  Cerro  reservoir  will  be  maintained  at  a  non-fluctuating  level  and  would  provide  an 
excellent  swimming  facility,  Mr.  Crutcher  said,  with  water  being  pumped  in  from  the  Pine 
Creek  portion  as  necessary  to  maintain  the  level.    Recreational  features  explained  by  Mr. 
Crutcher  included  picnic  units,   10  acres  of  irrigated  turf,  slips  for  boats,  parking  for  476 
cars,  floats  for  fishing,  and  a  vista  point  overlooking  the  central  valleys  of  Contra  Costa 
County. 

Serious  doubts  that  the  water  level  for  the  reservoirs  could  be  maintained  were  expressed  by 
members  of  the  audience.      However,  Larry  Reagan  of  the  Contra  Costa  County  Flood  Control 
District  explained  that  their  studies  indicate  that  the  water  level  can  be  maintained  under 
normal  conditions  and  that  building  of  the  dams  would  increase  the  water  table. 

Both  Directors  Harberts  and  Cogswell  expressed  concern  about  the  District's  participation  in 
the  project  and  thatperhaps  it  should  be  handled  as  a  local  project,  rather  than  regional, 
because  of  the  size  and  the  community  which  it  will  serve.      Director  Harberts  asked  if  the 
District  was  beyond  the  point  of  no  return  on  the  project.      Mr.  Kent  said  that  it  had  always 
been  the  District's  plan  to  proceed  in  good  faith  with  the  Flood  Control   District.      General 
Manager  Trudeau  also  commented  that  the  credibility  of  the  District  would  also  suffer  and 
that  without  District  financial  assistance  and  participation  the  Flood  Control  District  could  not 
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go  ahead  with  the  project.      Director  Cogswell  also  asked  about  the  future  of  the  land 
between  the  proposed  project  and  Mt.  Diablo  State  Park,  as  well  as  the  siltation 
problems  which  might  result  from  development.      Mr.  Reagan  was  of  the  opinion  that  dredging 
of  silt  from  the  reservoirs  would  be  borne  by  the  Flood  Control  District,  but  also  felt  that 
siltation  would  be  minimal.     Mr.   Reagan  stated  that  there  was  no  understanding,     however, 
on  this  point,  but  that  if  the  land  remained  in  ranching  there  should    be  no  problem. 

Mr.  Kent  explained  the  funding  for  the  project,  with  the  Park  District  earmarking  $550,000 
for  the  park,  of  which  $60,000  to  be  used  for  land  acquisition.      Davis-Grunsky  funds  for 
the  project  total  $1,146,500.        Director  Harberts  suggested  that  in  view  of  the  District's 
experience  on  two  previous  joint  Flood  Control  projects,   this  be  referred  to  OVERVIEW 
for  their  study  and  possible  inclusion  in  the  District's  Master  Plan.      Director  Harberts  stated 
that  from  his  understanding  of  the  project,  he  would  vote  against  it  at  the  present  time. 

President  Blumberg  noted  that  federal  funds  for  the  project  could  be  lost  without  District 
participation.        Because  of  the  number  of  unanswered  questions,   Director  Cogswell  moved 
that  the  item  be  held  over  for  future  and  final  action.      This  motion  was  seconded  by  Director 
Woolridge.    Accordingly,  the  item  was  tabled  for  a  future  Board  meeting.        This  included 
Item  "b"  -  Approval  of  revised  agreement  with  Contra  Costa  County  Flood  Control  and  Water 
Conservation  District,  and  Item  "c"  -  Approval  of  resolution  funding  Arroyo  del  Cerro  in  the 
event  Davis-Grunsky  funds  are  not  available. 


2.         Trails 


Chief  of  Land  Management  Hulet  Hombeck  covered  the  agenda  item  on  trails,  which  although 
ed  in  the  agenda  under  eight  separate  iistings,  were  discussed  as  a  part    of  the  trails  master 
plan.     The  revised  trails  master  plan  as  described  by  Mr.  Hombeck  reduced  the  projected 
"outside"  trail  mileage  linking  various  parks  from  510  to  360  miles,   to  reflect  the  fact  that 
several  projected  parks  are  no  longer  on  the  planning  boards  (Krllogg  project  ar\6  Clifton  Court 
Forebay).         Sp  actions  taken  by  the  Board  following  Mr.   Hornbcck's  presentation  and 

discussion  were  all  covered  by  one  motion  made  by  Director  Woolridge  and  seconded  by  Director 
Macdonald.         By  unanimous  vote  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  to  cover  each  item 
on  which  Board  action   was  requested:

the  Citizens'  Council  on  Motorcycles  and  member  of  the  East  Bay  Trails  Council,  reported 
on  the  effect  thatAssembly  Bill  2342,  now  signed  into  law,  will  have  on  off-highway  facilities 
for  motorcycles  and  similar  vehicles.         The  new  law  provides  for  a  $15  biennial  license  fee  for  off- 
highway  vehicles.      Mrs.  Gills  stated  that  this  fee  will  be  divided  with  $5  going  for  license 
administration,  $6  to  be  deposited  with  the  State  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  with  50%  to 
be  allocated  to  local  agencies  for  off-highway  facilities  on  a  75%  matching  basis  with  the  local 
agency  providing  the  25%,  and  the  final  $4  going  to  cities  and  counties  as  an  in  lieu  tax.      Mrs. 
Gills  estimated  that  some  $6  million  will  be  available  every  two  years  for  the  planning,  acquisition 
and  development  and  administration  of  off-highway  vehicle  facilities,   including  mechanized  parks. 
Mrs.  Gills  explained  the  need  for  motorcycle  trails  in  Contra  Costa  County  and  stated  that  every 
public  hearing  on  the  OVERVIEW  Master  Plan  for  this  District,  this  was  rated  with  a  high  priority.
